LETTER  TO  THE  GOVERNOR 

November  27,  1915. 

To  His  Excellency,  Hiram  \Y.  Johnson,  Governor  of  California. 

We  transmil  herewith,  as  required  by  Law,  the  report  of  the  Railroad 
Commission  of  California,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  July  30,  1915. 

JURISDICTION. 

The  Railroad  Commission  now  has  jurisdiction  over  the  following 
classes  of  public  utilities:  railroads,  street  railroads,  express  companies, 
car  companies,  steamship  companies,  gas  companies,  electric  companies, 
water  companies,  telephone  companies,  telegraph  companies,  oil  pipe 
line  companies,  wharfingers  and  warehousemen. 

With  respect  to  these  utilities,  the  Railroad  Commission  is  charged 
with  the  duty  of  supervising  and  regulating  their  rates,  service,  facili- 

3,  extensions,  issues  of  securities  and  transfer  of  property. 

The  Railroad  Commission  does  not  have  jurisdiction  over  publicly 
owned  and  operated  utilities  in  so  far  as  they  serve  territory  within  the 
municipality  or  other  political  subdivision  owning  and  operating  the 
same.

ORGANIZATION. 

The  Railroad  Commission  consists  of  five  members  appointed  by  the 
governor  from  the  State  al  large  for  terms  of  six  years. 

i-  the  efficient  and  economical  administration  of  iis  work,  the  Rail- 
road Commission  bias  organized  the  following  departments:  secretarial, 
Legal,  rate,  engineering,  statistics  and  accounts,  stock  and  bond,  and 
reporting.  The  hydraulic  engineer,  gas  and  electrical  engineer  and 
telep hour  engineer,  each  in  charge  of  important  and  responsible  work-. 
rep<  rt  to  the  chief  engineer.  The  service  expert,  in  charge  of  railroad 
accidents  and  other  railroad  service  matters,  reports  to  the  rate  expert. 
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In  accordance  with  authority  conferred  by  the  revised  Public  Utilities 
Act,  effective  August  8,  1915  (Statutes  1915,  p.  115),  three  examiners 
have  been  appointed,  who  take  and  report  to  the  commissioners  the 
evidence  in  the  smaller  formal  cases. 

ONE   YEAR'S   WORK. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1915,  544  formal  applications 
and  194  formal  complaints  were  filed.  During  the  same  period,  546 
formal  applications  and  370  formal  cases  were  decided. 

During  the  same  period  2,382  informal  complaints  were  filed,  nearly 
all  of  which  have  been  adjusted  and  closed. 

Informal  complaints  may  be  made  by  letter  or  in  person.  The  Rail- 
road Commission  always  seeks  to  take  up  such  complaints  promptly,  by 
correspondence  or  by  personal  visit  of  one  of  its  experts,  and  in  the 
large  majority  of  such  cases,  secures  a  satisfactory  adjustment  without 
the  necessity  of  formal  proceedings.  The  Railroad  Commission  regards 
the  adjustment  of  informal  complaints  as  one  of  its  most  important 
duties. 

Reference  is  hereby  made  to  the  detailed  reports  of  the  various 
departments  of  the  Commission,  appearing  in  the  subsequent  pages  of 
this  report. 

NEW    DUTIES. 

By  amendment  to  section  23  of  article  XII  of  the  Constitution  of 
California,  adopted  November  3,  1914,  and  the  revised  Public  Utilities 
Act,  effective  August  8,  1915,  the  Railroad  Commission  has  now  been 
charged  with  the  duty  of  supervising  and  regulating  public  utility  rates 
within  all  incorporated  cities  and  towns  in  the  State.  Similar  powers 
in  all  unincorporated  territory  had  theretofore  been  vested  in  the  Com- 
mission. There  has  thus  been  added  to  the  Commission's  duties  the 
regulation  of  the  rates  of  water,  gas,  electric,  telephone  and  other  classes 
of  utilities  in  more  than  two  hundred  cities  and  towns. 

By  special  statutes  the  Commission  has  also  been  charged  with  addi- 
tional duties  with  reference  to  various  classes  of  utilities. 

PROCEEDINGS   NOW   PENDING. 

In  the  exercise  of  the  new  powers  thus  conferred  and  of  the  powers 
heretofore  possessed,  the  Railroad  Commission  is  now  engaged  in  a  large 
number  of  important  proceedings,  among  which  the  following  proceed- 
ings are  typical: 

1.  Railroads. 

General  valuation  of  all  California  railroads;  general  investigation 
into  all  class  rates  of  Southern  Pacific  Company  in  northern  California, 
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all  i/lass  rates  of  Southern  Pacific  Company  on  coast  division  between 
San  Francisco  and  Los  Angeles,  all  lumber  rates,  all  minimum  carload 
weights  on  commodity  shipments  and  deviations  from  long  and  short 
haul  provisions:  state-wide  investigation  into  safety  at  grade  crossings. 

2.  Steamships. 

General  investigation  into  the  rates  of  all  ocean  going  vessels  subject 
to  Railroad  Commission's  jurisdiction. 

3.  Express  companies. 

Investigation  into  all  the  rates  of  "Wells  Fargo  &  Company  in  Cali- 
fornia, on  application  of  company  for  an  increase. 

4.  Telephone  companies. 

Inquiry  into  rates,  rules  and  regulations  of  Pacific  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Company  in  each  of  its  409  exchanges  in  California. 

5.  Electric  companies. 

Investigation,  on  request  of  utility,  into  entire  rate  schedules,  rules 
and  regulations  of  San  Joaquin  Light  and  Power  Corporation,  Mt. 
Whitney  Power  and  Electric  Company,  Northern  California  Power 
Company  and  San  Diego  Consolidated  Gas  and  Electric  Company ;  rates 
of  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  in  San  Francisco:  valuation  of  a 
portion  of  the  property  of  Southern  California  Edison  Company  for 
acquisition  by  the  city  of  Los  Angeles ;  investigation  into  safety  of  con- 
struction :  inquiry  into  the  causes  and  means  of  preventing  inductive 
interference. 

6.  Gas  companies. 

Inquiry  into  gas  rates  of  Los  Angeles  Gas  and  Electric  Corporation, 
Southern  California  Gas  Company,  Long  Beach  Consolidated  Gas  Com- 
pany and  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  (in  San  Francisco)  ;  entire 
natural  gas  situation  in  southern  California. 

7.  ^Yater  companies. 

Rates,  rules  and  regulations  of  water  and  irrigation  companies  all 
over  California. 

The  Railroad  Commission  is  constantly  deciding  formal  applications 
involving  the  issue  of  stocks,  bonds  and  notes  and  other  financing  of  all 
classes  of  utilities. 

VALUATIONS. 

The  Railroad  Commission  is  continually  engaged  in  the  valuation  of 
the  properties  of  all  classes  of  utilities  for  rate  making,  issue  of 
securities,  sale  and  purchase  and  general  valuations. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  valuations,  in  terms  of  estimated  repro- 
duction cost,  hitherto  made  for  the  purposes  specified:

During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1915,  the  Commission  completed  the 

valuation  of  741.63  miles  of  steam  railroads  and  328.1]  miles  of  electric 
railroads. 

Of  growing  importance  are  the  valuations  made  for  the  purpose  of 
the  acquisition  of  public  utility  properties  by  municipalities  or  other 
public  bodies,  as  provided  by  section  47  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act. 
The  properties  of  fourteen  water  utilities  have  been  valued  for  this 
purpose  and  in  only  one  case,  Marin  Water  and  Power  Company,  was 
an  appeal  taken  from  the  Railroad  Commission's  findings.  The  Com- 
mission is  now  engaged  in  a  valuation  of  a  portion  of  the  property  of 
Southern  California  Edison  Company  for  the  purpose  of  acquisition  by 
the  city  of  Los  Angeles  and  of  the  property  of  Palo  Alto  (las  Company 
for  acquisition  by  the  city  of  Palo  Alto. 

FEDERAL   VALUATION    OF    RAILROADS. 

The  Railroad  Commission  is  co-operating  with  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce ( 'oimnission  in  the  valuation  of  the  property  of  interstate  railroads 
located  in  ( Jalifornia  and  is  following  closely  the  proceedings  being  taken 
before  the  [nterstate  Commerce  Commission  in  the  federal  valuation. 

The  Railroad  Commission  has  filed  a  brief,  as  amicus  curia,  with  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  in  reply  to  the  brief  and  oral  argu- 
ment of  the  carriers,  on  the  fundamental  principles  of  railroad  valua- 
tion. In  this  brief,  the  California  Commission  answers  the  extravagant 
claims  of  the  carriers  and  lakes  strong  ground  in  favor  of  a  valuation 
which  shall  lie  fair  ami  just  to  the  public  as  well  as  the  carriers.  The 
( Jalifornia  C mission  is  prepared  to  appear  before  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  to  present  in  oral  argumenl  the  public's  side  of  the 
tremendously  importanl  questions  involved  in  the  federal  valuation. 
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The  number  of  appeals  taken  from  the  Railroad  Commission's 
decisions  has  been  relatively  small.  The  Commission  has  been  suc- 
cessful in  most  of  its  litigation. 

Tn  over  99  per  cent  of  the  formal  proceedings  decided  by  the  Com 
mission,  its  orders  have  become  effective  without  litigation. 

The  Commission   has   won  each  of  the  last  eleven  successive  cases 

decided  by  the  COUrtS. 

The  most  important  case  to  which  the  Railroad  Commission  was  a 
party,  decided  subsequent  to  our  last  annual  report,  is  Wilmington 
Transportation  Company  vs.  Railroad  Commission  of  California,  decided 
by  the  supreme  court  of  the  Tinted  States  on  February  1,  1915.  In 
this  case,  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  this  country,  the  principle 
was  established  that  a  state  may  regulate  the  rates  of  vessels  sailing 
between  her  ports,  even  though  a  part  of  the  voyage  is  upon  the  high 
m';i>.  The  effect  of  this  decision  was  to  establish  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission's jurisdiction  over  the  rates  of  all  vessels  engaged  in  the  trans- 
portation of  persons  or  property  for  compensation  over  regular  routes 
between  points  within  this  State. 

Among  other  cases.  1<>  which  the  Railroad  Commission  was  a  party. 
decided  subsequent  to  June  30,  1!>14.  wer^ : 

1.  Palermo  Land  and  Water  Company  vs.  Railroad  Commission, 
decided  by  the  district  court  of  1  he  United  Stales  for  the  northern  dis- 
trict of  California  on  February  8,  1915 — holding  that  a  utility  which  is 
dissatisfied  with  an  order  of  the  Railroad  Commission  can  not  seek  relief 
in  the  federal  courts  until  it  has  firsl  applied  to  the  Commission  for  a 
rehearing. 

2.  Kern  Trading  and  Oil  Company  vs.  Associated  Pipe  Line  Com- 
pany, 217  Fed.  278.  decided  on  September  14.  1  *>1 4.  by  the  district  court 
of  the  United  States  for  the  northern  district  of  California — holding 
that  the  oil  pipe  line  companies  which  desire  to  tesl  the  constitutionality 
of  the  oil  pipe  line  statutes  (chapters  285,  286  and  287,  Statutes  1913), 
must  first  await  the  Railroad  Commission's  decision  and  then  go  to  the 
state  supreme  court  on  writ  of  review. 

3.  Oro  Electric  Corporation  vs.  Railroad  Commission,  4!)  Cal.  Dec. 
286,  decided  by  the  supreme  court  of  California  on  February  24.  1!)15 — 
reversing  an  earlier  unfavorable  decision  of  the  supreme  courl  i  17  Cal. 
Da-.  547)  and  sustaining  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad  Commission 
to  refuse  a  certificate  of  public  convenience  and  necessity  to  an  electric 

utility  desiring  to  enter  tl ity  of  Stockton  to  compete  with  an  existing 

electric  utility. 

4.  Tdh  Cnaranlt,  and  Trust  Company  vs.  Railroad  Commission.  168 
Cal.  2!i.").  decided  by  the  supreme  court  of  California  on  Aimus!  3, 
l!M4 — sustaining  the  position  of  the  Railroad  Commission  that  it  is  the 
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duty  of  water  utilities,  at  their  own  expense,  to  lay  the  service  pipe 
from  the  main  in  the  street  to  the  adjacent  property  line,  and  to  install 
the  meter,  but  holding  that  in  this  case,  as  the  law  then  stood,  this  duty 
should  be  enforced  by  the  city  of  Glendale  and  not  by  the  Railroad 
Commission. 

5.  City  of  Los  Angeles  vs.  Central  Trust  Company,  decided  by  the 
district  court  of  appeal  of  the  second  district  on  October  20,  1915 — 
holding  that  a  city  can  not  secure  a  decree  condemning  the  right  to  con- 
struct a  street  across  railroad  tracks  unless  an  order  has  first  been 
secured  from  the  Railroad  Commission  specifying  the  point  and  manner 
of  crossing  and  authorizing  the  same. 

6.  Western  Association  of  Short  Line  Railroads  vs.  Thelen  et  al., 
decided  by  the  supreme  court  of  California  on  November  8,  1915 — sus- 
taining the  Railroad  Commission's  contention  that  the  Commission  does 
not  have  jurisdiction  over  so-called  jitney  busses  and  auto  trucks. 

RATES. 

The  Railroad  Commission  now  has  jurisdiction  over  all  the  rates  of 
all  public  utilities  in  California  and  is  at  present  engaged  in  the  trial 
of  a  large  number  of  such  cases. 

The  limits  of  a  letter  of  transmittal  make  inadvisable  a  reference  to 
all  the  rate  cases  decided  by  the  Railroad  Commission  during  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1915.  We  respectfully  refer  to  the  review  of  these 
cases  which  will  be  found  in  the  ensuing  pages  of  this  report  and  to 
volumes  5,  6  and  7  of  the  published  Opinions  and  Orders  of  the  Railroad 
Commission  of  California. 

No  rate  established  by  the  Railroad  Commission  has  hitherto  been  dis- 
turbed by  any  court. 

SERVICE. 

The  Railroad  Commission  has  conducted  and  is  still  conducting 
numerous  investigations  into  the  quality  and  character  of  the  service 
rendered  by  all  classes  of  utilities. 

The  Commission  having  received  numerous  complaints  concerning  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  various  utilities  with  reference  to  service 
charges,  service  connections  and  extensions,  instituted  on  its  own  initia- 
tive an  inquiry  into  the  rules  and  regulations  of  each  water,  gas,  electric 
and  telephone  utility  in  California.  Case  No.  683  was  assigned  to  this 
investigation.  After  an  exhaustive  investigation,  the  Commission  has 
established  eighteen  rules,  effective  December  1,  1915,  covering  the  entire 
field  of  service  charges,  service  connections  and  extensions  of  water,  gas, 
electric  and  telephone  utilities.  The  order,  in  addition  to  remedying 
many  existing  abuses  and  establishing  reasonable,  nondiscriminatory 
rules  and  regulations  of  state-wide  application,  will  result  in  the  return 
to  utility  consumers  of  over  $1,000,000.00  of  their  money  held  by  various 
utilities  as  deposits. 
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FINANCES. 

During  the  year  ending-  June  30,  1915,  the  Railroad  Commission 
passed  upon  applications  for  authority  to  issue  stocks,  bonds,  notes  and 
certificates  of  indebtedness  as  follows  :

The  amount  of  applications  pending  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  was 
$30,016,706.70. 

The  large  percentage  of  securities  denied  is  the  direct  result  of  the 
application  of  the  Los  Angeles  Railways  to  acquire  the  property  of  the 
Los  Angeles  Electric  Railway  Corporation  and  the  City  Railway  Com- 
pany of  Los  Angeles.  In  payment  for  the  property,  the  Los  Angeles 
Railways  desired  to  issue  $20,000,000.00  par  value  of  stock  and 
$23,544,000.00  face  value  of  bonds.  The  denial  was  without  prejudice. 
The  Commission  suggested  a  further  presentation  of  the  application 
with  certain  modifications. 

Reorganization  plans  for  a  number  of  utilities  in  California,  involving 
large  transfers  of  property  and  resulting  in  a  much  healthier  financial 
condition,  were  authorized  during  the  year. 

No  part  of  the  Commission 's  work  is  of  greater  importance  or  receives 
more  careful  consideration  from  the  Commission  than  its  supervision 
over  utility  finances. 

AN  APPRECIATION. 

A  large  part  of  such  credit  as  the  Railroad  Commission's  work  may 
seem  to  merit  is  due  to  its  employees  in  each  of  the  departments,  who 
w-ork  with  rare  and  inspiring  loyalty  to  assist  the  Commission  in  per- 
forming wisely  and  effectively  its  arduous  duties. 

The  legislatures  of  1911,  1913  and  1915  have  co-operated  in  every  way 
with  the  Commission  and  have  shown  a  confidence  and  helpfulness 
which  are  deeply  appreciated. 

In  conclusion,  we  desire  to  express  to  yourself  our  verjr  sincere  appre- 
ciation for  your  constant  help  and  sympathy,  and  to  say  what  is  known 
throughout  California  that  without  your  leadership  the  work  of  the 
Railroad  Commission  would  have  been  impossible.

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LEGAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  work  of  the  Legal  department  consists  in  (1)  representing  the 
Commission  in  all  court  proceedings  in  which  the  Commission  is  inter- 
ested: (2)  rendering  opinions  on  legal  questions  to  the  Commission, 
ami  its  departments-;  (>3)  answering  written  and  oral  questions  of  a 
legal  nature 

During  the  year  ending  June  :]().  1915.  the  Commission  has  been  a 
party  to  twenty-one  court  proceedings,  as  follows: 

Court   Cases    Decided    During   the   Year    Ending   June  30,   1915. 

1.     Wilmington  Transportation  Company  vs.  Railroad  Commission  of 

California,  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States 
on  February  1,  1915.  and  reported  in  U.  S.  Adv.  Ops..  1914. 
p.  277. 

This  case  presented  the  important  question  of  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Railroad  Commission  to  regulate  the  rates  for  transportation  on 
vessels  plying  the  high  seas,  between  Los  Angeles  on  the  mainland, 
and  Avalon  on  Catalina  Island,  both  of  which  points  lie  within  the 
county  of  Los  Angeles,  State  of  California.  The  case  originally  arose 
by  the  riling  of  a  complaint  with  the  Railroad  Commission,  attacking 
the  reasonableness  of  the  rates  charged  for  such  transportation  by 
Wilmington  Transportation  Company.  The  Commission  made  an 
order  overruling  the  motion  of  the  company  to  dismiss  the  complaint 
for  lack  of  jurisdiction. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  California,  in  a  review  proceeding,  upheld 
the  order  of  the  Commission  in  Wilmington  Transportation  Company 
vs.  Railroad  Commission  of  tin   Stati  of  California.     (166  Cal.  741. 

Thereafter.  Wilmington  Transportation  Company  sued  out  a  writ 
of  error  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States.  Commissioner 
Thelen  argued  the  case  for  the  Commission  before  the  Supreme  Court 
at  Washington.  D.  C.  On  February  1.  1915,  Mr.  Justice  Hughes  ren- 
dered the  decision  for  the  Supreme  Court,  and  upheld  the  order  of  the 
Railroad  ( Commission. 

This  is  the  first  case  definitely  deciding  that  a  state  has  the   right 

to   regulate   the    rates   of  transportation   by   vessels   plying   the    high 

between  termini,  both  of  which  are  within  the  limits  of  the  state. 

The  case  is  one  (.f  great  importance,  not  only  to  California,  but  to  all 

coast  states  of  the  Union. 

2.  Palermo  I. ami  and  Water  Company  vs.  Railroad  Commission  of 
flu  Stah  of  California,  decided  on  February  8,  1915,  by  District 
Judge  Van  Fleet  of  the  District  Court  of  the  United  States  for 
the  Northern  District  of  California. 
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This  was  a  proceeding  to  enjoin  the  enforcement  of  an  order  of 
the  Railroad  Commission  prescribing  the  rates  to  be  charged  for  water 
supplied  by  Palermo  Land  and  Water  Company.  The  Commission 
moved  to  dismiss  the  bill  on  the  ground  that  Palermo  Land  and  Water 
Company  had  never  applied  to  the  Commission  for  a  rehearing,  as 
provided  in  section  66  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act.  The  motion  of 
the  Commission  was  granted  and  the  bill  for  an  injunction  restraining 
the  enforcement  of  the  Commission's  order  dismissed. 

This  case  establishes  the  important  principle  that  the  Federal  Courts 
will  not  enjoin  the  enforcement  of  an  order  of  the  Railroad  Commission 
when  it  is  shown  that  the  party  seeking  the  injunction  has  not  availed 
itself  of  the  procedure  provided  in  section  66  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Act  for  a  rehearing  of  the  case  by  the  Commission. 

3.  Kern  Trading  and  Oil  Company  vs.  Associated  Pipe  Line  Com- 
pany, decided  on  September  14.  1914,  by  the  District  Court  of 
the  United  States  for  the  Northern  District  of  California,  and 
reported  in  217  Fed.  273. 

This  was  a  proceeding  to  enjoin  the  defendant  Associated  Pipe  Line 
Company  from  complying  with  the  provisions  of  the  so-called  "Pipe 
Line  Statutes,"  passed  by  the  legislature  of  California  in  1913, 
(chapters  285,  286,  and  327),  and  to  enjoin  the  Railroad  Commission, 
its  attorney  and  the  Attorney  General  of  California  from  enforcing 
any  of  the  provisions  of  said  statutes.  The  plaintiff  claimed  that  these 
pipe  line  statutes  violated  the  Federal  Constitution.  The  Commission 
moved  to  dismiss  the  bill  for  lack  of  jurisdiction  and  lack  of  equity. 

On  September  14.  1914,  Circuit  Judges  Gilbert  and  Morrow  and 
District  Judge  Dooling,  speaking  through  the  latter,  rendered  the 
decision  in  the  case.  The  court  declined  to  hold  that  any  of  these 
statutes  are  unconstitutional  and  refused  to  enjoin  the  Associated  Pipe 
Line  Company  from  complying  with  the  provisions  thereof.  Inas- 
much, however,  as  the  bill  of  the  plaintiff  averred  that  the  penalties 
provided  for  non-compliance  with  these  statutes  and  the  license  fees 
prescribed  in  chapters  285  and  286  are  so  severe  as  to  deter  the  com- 
panies from  testing  the  constitutionality  of  these  statutes  by  the 
ordinary  procedure  in  the  State  Supreme  Court,  the  Federal  Court 
enjoined  the  Attorney  General,  the  Railroad  Commission  and  its  at- 
torney from  enforcing  against  Associated  Pipe  Line  Company  any  of 
the  penalties  or  licenses,  except  the  primary  fee  of  $250.00  which, 
under  the  statutes  "have  accrued  or  may  accrue  at  any  time  before 
the  validity  of  said  pipe  line  acts  have  been  finally  passed  upon  by 
the  courts  of  the  State  of  California." 
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4.  Oro  Electric  Corporation  vs.  Railroad  Commission  of  the  State  of 

California,  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  California,  orig- 
inally ou  April  10.  1914.  and  reported  in  47  Cal.,  Dec.  547,  and 
decided  on  rehearing  on  February  24,  1915,  and  reported  in 
49  Cal.,  Dec.  286. 

This  was  a  proceeding  to  review  an  order  of  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion denying  to  Oro  Electric  Corporation  a  certificate  of  public  con- 
venience and  necessity  to  enter  the  city  of  Stockton  and  supply  electric 
energy  in  competition  with  an  existing  company  already  supplying 
electric  energy  within  the  city. 

On  April  10,  1914,  the  Supreme  Court  rendered  its  decision  annul- 
ling the  Railroad  Commission's  order.  This  department  applied  for 
a  rehearing  of  the  case  by  the  Supreme  Court,  and  this  application  was 
granted,  the  court  vacating  the  decision  already  made.  On  February 
24,  1915,  the  court  rendered  its  final  decision  in  this  case  affirming 
the  order  of  the  Railroad  Commission.  The  court,  in  this  decision, 
declined  to  hold,  as  requested  by  Oro  Electric  Corporation,  that  the 
Railroad  Commission  had  no  jurisdiction  to  deny  to  a  public  utility 
the  right  to  exercise  a  franchise  granted  by  a  municipality. 

5.  Title  Guarantee  and  Trust  Company  et  at  vs.  Railroad  Commission 

of  the  State  of  California,  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  on 
August  3,  1914,  reported  in  168  Cal.  295. 

This  was  a  proceeding  to  review  an  order  of  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion directing  two  water  utilities  within  the  city  of  Glendale,  to  install, 
at  their  own  expense,  water  meters  and  service  connections  from  the 
mains  in  the  streets  of  the  city  of  Glendale  to  the  property  line  of 
consumers.  The  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  fully  sustains  the 
position  of  the  Railroad  Commission  that  it  is  the  duty  of  water  com- 
panies, at  their  own  expense,  to  lay  the  service  pipe  to  the  property 
line  and  install  the  meter,  but  holds  that  this  duty  should,  under  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  existing  at  the  time  the  case  was 
instituted,  be  enforced  by  the  city  of  Glendale  and  not  by  the  Rail- 
road Commission. 

6.  Railroad  Commission  of  the  State  of  California  Vs.  Alabama  Great 

Southern  Railroad  Company  et  al.,  decided  by  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  on  October  12,  1914,  and  reported  in 
32  I.  C.  C.  17. 

This  is  a  proceeding  brought  by  the  Railroad  Commission  before 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  against  a  large  number  of  car- 
riers engaged  in  interstate  commerce,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  a 
reduction  in  the  minimum  carload  weight  of  deciduous  fruit  shipped 
from  California,  from  26,000  to  24,000  pounds,  and  to  secure  a  reduc- 
tion in  the  refrigeration  rates  on  deciduous  fruit  moving  east  from 
California. 
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The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  in  its  decision,  finds  that  the 
existing  minimum  and  existing  refrigeration  rates  are  not  unreason- 
ably high. 

7.  Hanlon  vs.  John  M.  Eshleman  el  al.,  decided  By  the  Supreme  Court 

on  February  8,  1915,  and  reported  in  49  Gal.  Dec.  83. 

In  this  case  the  Supreme  Court  denied  a  petition  for  a  writ  of 
mandate  to  compel  the  Railroad  Commission  to  hear  and  determine 
an  application  of  one  Hanlon  for  an  order  authorizing  one  Durfy  to 
sell  the  latter 's  system  to  Hanlon.  The  case  presented  the  question 
whether  the  Railroad  Commission  must  pass  upon  the  application  of 
a  third  party  for  an  order  authorizing  a  utility  to  sell  its  property. 
The  court  upheld  the  contention  advanced  by  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion that,  under  section  51  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act,  the  Commission 
has  jurisdiction  only  when  application  is  made  by  the  owner  of  the 
utility  property,  and  that  it  can  not  be  compelled  to  act  on  the  appli- 
cation of  some  one  who  has  no  interest,  whatever,  in  the  utility 
property. 

8.  Ghriest  vs.  Railroad  Commission  of  //•■'  Stati  of  California,  decided 

h\    the  Supreme   Court  on  April  15,   1915,  and  reported    in  4!) 
Cal.   Dec.  581. 

In  this  case  the  Supreme  Court  denied  the  petition  of  Ghriest  for  a 
writ  of  certiorari  to  review  an  order  of  the  Railroad  Commission, 
finding  that  public  convenience  and  necessity  require  Pacific  Light  and 
Power  Corporation  to  construct  an  electrical  transmission  line  from 
Dominguez  in  Los  Angeles  County,  to  the  city  of  Newport  Beach  in 
the  same  county,  and  to  distribute  electrical  energy  within  said  city. 
Ghriest  was  already  operating  a  utility  of  like  character  within  the 
city  of  Newport  Beach  and  claimed  that  the  order  of  the  Commission 
allowing  a  rival  utility  to  enter  this  field  was  improperly  issued  by 
the  Commission.     The  Supreme  Court  overruled  this  contention.

In  each  of  these  proceedings  the  Supreme  Court,  on  November  23. 
li)14.  denied  a  petition  I'm-  a  writ  of  certiorari  to  review  an  order  of 
the  Railroad  Commission  denying  the  application  of  the  California 
Transportation  Company  and  California  Navigation  and  Improvement 
Company  for  an  increase  in  the  rates  charged  for  transportation  of 
freight  by  water  between  San  Francisco  and  ports  on  the  Sacramento 
and    San   Joaquin    rivers.      The  order  of  the   Commission   sought    to    lie 

reviewed  is  reported  in  Vol.  5  of  Cal.  R.  K.  Com.  Dec..  360.

In  this  proceeding  the  Supreme  Court  denied  the  petition  of  Mt. 
Konocti  Light  and  Power  Company  for  a  writ  of  certiorari  to  review 
an  order  of  the  Railroad  Commission  dismissing  the  complaint  in  a 
proceeding  before  the  Commission  entitled  "Case  No.  'ill,  Mt.  Konocti 
Light  and  Power  Co.,  a  corporation,  vs.  Janus  A.  Gunn,  Jr." 

The  complaint  of  Alt.  Konocti  Light  and  Power  Company  asked  the 
Commission  to  restrain  James  A.  Gunn,  Jr.,  from  constructing-  a  hydro- 
electric system  in  Lake  County  to  serve  the  village  of  Finley,  on  the 
ground  that  Alt.  Konocti  Light  and  Power  Company  was  already  sup- 
plying the  village  of  Finley,  and  that  Gunn  has  not  procured  a  cer- 
tificate of  public  convenience  and  necessity  under  section  50  of  the 
Public  Utilities  Act  to  serve  that  territory.  The  order  of  the  Com- 
mission found  that  Gunn  had  procured  a  franchise  to  supply  electric 
energy  in  Lake  County  prior  to  March  23,  1912,  the  effective  date  of 
the  Public  Utilities  Act,  and  that  he  had,  prior  to  that  date,  actually 
begun  construction  work  and  has  been  diligently  prosecuting  such  work 
necessary  to  serve  the  village  of  Finley,  and  that,  therefore,  it  was  not 
necessary  for  Gunn  to  procure  from  the  Commission  a  certificate  of 
public  convenience  and  necessity  to  serve  that  territory. 

The  order  of  the  Commission  dismissing  the  complaint  of  Mt.  Ko- 
nocti Light  and  Power  Company  was  sustained  by  the  Supreme  Court.

This  is  a  proceeding  to  review  an  order  of  the  Railroad  Commission 
fixing  the  rates  to  be  charged  for  water  supplied  by  Santa  Clara  Water 
and  Irrigating  Company.  The  order  of  the  Commission  sought  to  be 
reviewed  is  reported  in  Vol.  4,  Cal.  R.  R.  Com.  Dec,  810. 

This  order  of  the  Commission  increases  the  rate  for  water  supplied  to 
Limoneira  Company  and  Thermal  Belt  Water  Company,  which  com- 
panies initiated  this  proceeding  before  the  Supreme  Court.

This  is  a  proceeding  to  review  an  order  of  the  Railroad  Commission 
finding  that  W.  II.  Bolabird,  who  is  the  receiver  of  the  property  of 
the  California  Development  Company  and  who  operates  a  water  system 
supplying  the  entire  Imperial  A  alley,  is  a  public  utility. 

The  petitioner  before  the  Supreme  Court  contends  that  this  water 
system  is  not  a  public  utility   wafer  system  under  the  principles  an-

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nounced  by  the  Supreme  Court  iu  Thayer  vs.  California  Development 
Company,  164  Cal.  117.  The  Railroad  Commission  contends  that  this 
water  system  is  a  public  utility  under  section  23  of  article  XII  of 
the  Constitution  as  amended  on  October  10,  1911,  the  Public  Utilities 
Act  and  chapter  80  of  the  Laws  of  1913,  all  of  which  constitutional 
and  statutory  provisions  became  effective  subsequent  to  the  decision  in 
the  Thayer  case.

This  is  a  proceeding  to  review  an  order  of  the  Railroad  Commission 
directing  R.  M.  Follows  and  Camp  Rincon  Resort  Company,  owners 
of  a  telephone  line  operated  in  the  San  Gabriel  Valley,  Los  Angeles 
County,  California,  to  connect  with  their  telephone  line  the  line  of 
Cold  Brook  Camp  Company,  which  is  also  operated  in  the  San  Gabriel 
Canyon. 

The  order  of  the  Commission  was  made  on  October  31,  1914,  in  a 
proceeding  before  the  Commission  entitled  "Case  No.  678,  Cold  Brook 
Camp  Company  vs.  R.  C.  Pollard  et  al."

In  these  three  proceedings  the  Supreme  Court  has  issued  a  writ  to 
review  an  order  of  the  Railroad  Commission,  finding  that  Associated 
Pipe  Line  Company,  Associated  Oil  Company  and  Producers  Trans- 
portation Company  are  public  utilities  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Railroad  Commission  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  327  of  the 
Statutes  of  California  for  1913  and  the  Public  Utilities  Act.

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1!).     City  of  Los  Angeles  vs.  Central   Trust  Company  of  New   York 

et  al.     Supreme  Court  No.  L.  A.  3663. 

This  is  a  suit  by  the  city  of  Los  Augeles  to  condemn  a  strip  of  Land 
for  a  street  over  the  tracks  and  right  of  way  of  the  Southern  Paeific 
Company  within  the  city  of  Los  Angeles. 

This  proceeding  involves  the  question  of  jurisdiction  of  the  Rail- 
road Commission  in  an  eminent  domain  proceeding  to  fix  the  point  and 
manner  of  the  crossing  of  a  street  over  a  railroad  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  section  43(6)  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act.  Inasmuch 
as  this  judicial  question  was  presented  in  this  case,  the  Commission 
filed,  with  the  consent  of  the  court,  a-  brief  as  amicus  curia.

This  is  a  proceeding  to  review  an  order  of  the  Railroad  Commission 
fixing  the  just  compensation  to  be  paid  by  Marin  Municipal  Water 
District  to  Marin  Water  and  Power  Company  for  certain  property 
which  the  district  desires  to  acquire  by  condemnation  proceedings. 

This  is  the  first  case  which  has  been  brought  to  review  an  order  of 
the  Commission  made  under  section  47  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act, 
which  gives  to  the  Commission  the  right  to  fix  the  compensation  at 
which  a  municipality  or  public  corporation  shall,  in  eminent  domain 
proceedings,  acquire  the  property  of  a  public  utility. 

The  order  of  the  Commission  under  review  was  made  on  April  9, 
1915,  in  Application  No.  1141,  In  the  Matter  of  the  Application  of 
Marin  Municipal  Water  District  for  an  order  of  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion fixing  and-  determining  tin  just  compensation  to  be  paid  Marin 
Water  and  rower  Company  for  its  lands,  property  and  rights. 

21.  United  Light  and  Power  Company  et  al.  vs.  Max  Thelen   et  al. 

Supreme  Court  No.  S.  F.  7456. 

This  is  a  petition  to  the  Supreme  Court  for  a  writ  of  certiorari  to 
review  two  preliminary  orders  of  the  Railroad  Commission  made  in  a 
proceeding  instituted  on  the  Commission's  own  motion  to  investigate 
the  reasonableness  of  the  rate  for  electric  energy  supplied  by  United 
Light  and  Power  Company  to  San  Francisco-Oakland  Terminal  Rail- 
ways. 

In  addition  to  handling  the  court  cases  above  mentioned,  the  legal 
departmenl  lias,  during  the  past  year,  rendered  a  large  number  of 
legal  opinions  to  the  Commission  and  to  the  various  departments  of  the 
Commission,  and  has  also  handled  correspondence  and  inquiries  at 
the  office  of  the  Commission  bearing  upon  legal  matters. 
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TRANSPORTATION  RATES  AND  SERVICE. 


RATES. 


In  the  rate  department  the  Commission  has  found  it  necessary  to 
make  slight  deviations  from  its  original  plan  to  maintain  definite  lines 
of  demarcation  between  departments  handling  different  divisions  of 
the  work.  This  was  deemed  desirable  especially  as  to  those  utilities 
whose  rates  bear  a  closer  relationship  to  engineering  problems  than  to 
other  qualities  and  conditions  of  service.  Due,  therefore,  to  the  almost 
inseparable  nature  of  the  rates  and  service  of  such  utilities  as  gas, 
electric,  telephone  and  water  corporations,  and  their  equally  close 
relationship  to  engineering,  it  was  thought  advisable  to  allow  the  work 
involved  in  investigations  pertaining  to  these  utilities  to  be  carried  on 
more  or  less  independently,  but  under  the  direction  of  the  engineering 
department. 

As  has  been  true  during  previous  years,  aside  from  the  daily  routine 
of  checking  in  and  verifying  tariffs  to  ascertain  that  the  law  and  the 
Commission's  rules  have  been  complied  with,  a  large  portion  of  this 
department's  time  is  required  in  the  investigation  and  adjustment, 
where  possible,  of  informal  complaints,  a  careful  and  expeditious 
handling  of  which  has  by  the  simple  avoidance  of  formal  hearings 
saved  to  the  utilities  and  to  the  State  many  thousands  of  dollars,  to 
say  nothing  of  the  superior  satisfaction  to  all  concerned  in  having  a 
grievance,  whether  real  or  fancied,  promptly  and  definitely  settled. 

An  important  addition  to  the  work  of  this  department  has  been 
brought  about  by  the  fact  that  the  Commission's  decision  of  July  9, 
1913,  known  as  the  "Wilmington  Transportation  case,  has  been  fully 
affirmed  by  the  Supreme  Court,  thus  bringing  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Commission  the  rates  and  service  of  all  vessels  plying  regularly 
between  points  located  within  the  State  of  California.  During  the 
pendency  of  this  case  only  such  water  transportation  companies  as 
were  so  disposed  filed  rate  schedules  with  the  Commission,  and  these 
were  submitted  largely  as  a  matter  of  information  without  official 
significance.  Now  that  the  question  of  jurisdiction  lias  been  finally 
settled  a  large  number  of  tariffs  and  supplements  are  being  filed  by 
these  carriers  to  take  effect  as  the  law  requires.  Informal  complaints 
and  inquiries  by  interested  shippers  and  passengers  have  also  begun 
to  demand  additional  attention. 

Preliminary  investigations  and  the  preparation  of  data  for  use  by 
the  Commission  in  formal  applications  and  complaints  where  rate  mat- 
ters are  involved,  has  occupied  a  great  portion  of  the   time  of  the 
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department.  The  decisions  affecting  these  matters  are  set  forth  else- 
where in  this  volume,  as  also  are  historical  summaries  of  all  informal 
complaints. 

Filing  Tariffs. 
The  Commission's  rules  require  that  all  tariffs  be  filed  in  duplicate. 
Upon  receipt,  these  tariffs  are  stamped,  verified,  registered,  indexed 
and  filed,  one  copy  going  to  the  official  file  cabinet,  the  other  being 
retained  for  office  use.  The  following  table  will  show  the  number  of 
tariffs  filed  in  this  department  under  the  Commission's  regulations 
based  upon  the  Public  Utilities  Act:

During  the  period  embraced  in  this  report,  2,382  informal  com- 
plaints were  filed  with  the  Commission  against  the  various  public 
utilities  under  its  jurisdiction.  Many  of  these  grievances  were  so 
clearly  based  upon  just  grounds  that  it  would  only  be  necessary  to 
point  out  the  facts  to  the  utility  involved  in  order  to  secure  prompt 
and  satisfactory  adjustment;  many  others  required  detailed  investiga- 
tions and  voluminous  correspondence  in  order  to  develop  facts  essential 
to  a  proper  understanding,  while  not  a  few  have  been  imaginary  and 
without  foundation.  Each  case  was  given  prompt  attention  and 
followed  to  a  conclusion.  Written  investigations  have,  of  course, 
predominated,  but  personal  conferences  have  been  resorted  to  when 
feasible. 

Approximately  1,000  of  these  complaints  referred  to  transportation 
matters  and  those  utilities  more  or  less  related  thereto,  and  have,  with 
the  exception  of  those  which  were  still  under  investigation,  been  dis- 
posed of  as  indicated  by  the  following  segregation :

Rates  Published  on   Less  than  Statutory  Notice. 

Section  15  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act  reads,  in  part,  as  follows : 

"The  Commission,  for  good  cause  shown,  may  allow  changes 
without  requiring  the  thirty  days'  notice  herein  provided  for,  by 
an  order  specifying  the  changes  so  to  be  made  and  the  time  when 
they  shall  take  effect,  and  the  manner  in  which  they  shall  be  filed 
and  published." 

Under  this  provision  the  Commission  has  continued  the  policy  of 
allowing  public  utilities  every  opportunity  consistent  with  good  service 
to  meet  the  demands  of  the  public  by  publishing  tariffs  on  less  than 
the  thirty  days'  notice  ordinarily  required.  During  the  year  there 
were  filed  839  tariffs  based  upon  authorizations  granted  under  this 
section  and  affecting  transportation  rates  alone.  Other  public  utilities 
likewise  have  found  it  necessary  to  make  frequent  use  of  this  method 
of  filing  rates  on  short  notice.  These  are  fully  set  forth  in  another 
part  of  this  report. 

As  to  transportation  matters,  these  authorizations  covered  both 
freight  and  passenger  business,  the  former  being  especially  designed 
to  promote  quick  movement  of  perishables,  or  other  freight  desired  by 
shippers  for  immediate  use,  while  the  latter  pertained  largely  to  short 
period  summer  excursion  tariffs. 

Informal   Applications  to    Increase   Rates. 

Under  section  63  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act  no  public  utility  is  per- 
mitted to  increase  its  rates  or  alter  any  rule  or  regulation  so  as  to 
affect  an  increase  "except  upon  a  showing  before  the  Commission  and 
a  finding  by  the  Commission  that  such  increase  is  justified."  In  many 
instances  applications  made  in  conformity  with  this  section  have  pre- 
sented emergency  conditions  which  would  make  authorizations  there- 
under obviously  fair  to  the  carrier  and  not  inequitable  to  shippers  or 
to  the  traveling  public.  Upon  verification  of  applicant's  showing  in 
such  cases,  these  requests  have  been  granted  informally.  If  reason- 
able doubt  existed  as  to  the  justice  of  a  desired  rate,  or  where  protests 
have  been  received  from  interested  parties,  all  applications  to  increase 
rates  have  been  handled  under  the  Commission's  Rules  of  Procedure, 
requiring  full  publicity  and  a  formal  hearing,  after  which  they  have 
either  been  granted  or  denied  according  to  merit.  The  amount  of 
work  involved  is  indicated  by  the  number  of  applications  so  handled, 
being  466  for  transportation  companies  alone.  All  decisions  affecting 
formal  applications  are  shown  elsewhere  in  this  report. 
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Reparation   Claims. 

Approximately  200  claims  for  reparation  under  section  71  of  the 
Public  Utilities  Act  have  been  allowed  by  the  Commission  informally. 
These  refunds  were  limited  to  cases  where  carriers  admitted  thai 
charges  assessed  were  excessive,  and  later  published  tariffs  carrying 
rates  upon  which  reparation  claims  were  based. 

GENERAL   RATE   CASES. 

All  formal  decisions  by  the  Commission  affecting  rates  and  other 
public  utility  matters  being  reported  in  full  and  bound  in  printed 
volumes,  only  a  few  of  the  more  conspicuous  cases  will  be  summarized 
below : 

Oil    Pipe    Lines. 

On  December  31,  1914.  the  Commission  determined  which  of  the 
various  pipe  line  companies  operating  within  the  State  are,  under 
chapter  327  of  the  1913  Statutes,  common  carriers  and  subject  to  the 
Commission's  jurisdiction.  These  companies  were  directed  to  file  rate 
schedules  and  otherwise  comply  with  the  terms  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Act.  However,  owing  to  numerous  postponements  due  to  applications 
for  rehearings,  etc.,  the  rates  of  these  utilities  had  not  up  to  the  date 
covered  by  this  report  been  filed  with  the  Commission. 

Long  and  Short   Haul   Rates  and   Fares. 

Under  section  24(a)  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act  a  common  carrier 
may  not,  without  authority  from  this  Commission,  charge  higher  rales 
for  the  transportation  of  persons  or  property  for  a  shorter  than  for  a 
longer  distance  over  the  same  line  or  route  in  the  same  direction 
within  the  State  of  California.  In  special  cases,  however,  such  car- 
riers may  apply  to  the  Railroad  Commission  for  relief  from  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section.  Based  upon  this  clause  there  have  been  pre- 
sented to  the  Commission  sixty-nine  applications,  covering  a  wide 
variety  of  freight  movements  in  various  sections  of  the  State.  These 
requests  have  been  handled  as  in  previous  years  and  such  relief  granted 
as  to  the  Commission  appeared  just  and  reasonable  in  each  case. 

FORMAL    APPLICATIONS    AND    COMPLAINTS    AFFECTING    TRANSPOR- 
TATION   RATES. 

Fr<  ight. 

Sacramento   and    San   Joaquin    River   Rates. 

River  rates  have  long  been  ;i  problem  among  transportation  com- 
panies whose  lines  radiate  from  San  Francisco.  Between  the  efforts 
of  certain  carriers  to  monopolize  and  control  this  traffic  on  the  one 
hand,  and  ridiculous  rale  cutting  on  the  other,  shippers  have  rarely 
had  the  advantage  of  dependable  rates  and  service.  In  an  ostensible 
effort  to  equalize  some  of  these  irregularities,  a  number  of  the  more 
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important  carriers  plying  the  waters  of  the  Sacramento  and  San  Joa- 
quin rivers  and  their  tributaries,  came  before  the  Commission  request- 
ing an  increase  in  certain  specified  rates  and  also  for  authority  to 
change  the  basis  for  classification  in  other  instances  and  to  increase 
minimum  rates  in  special  cases. 

In  its  showing  for  an  increase  in  freight  rates,  one  of  the  companies 
preferred  to. contend  that  since  its  expenses  for  the  operation  of  its 
boats  would  remain  practically  the  same  regardless  of  whether  pas- 
sengers were  carried,  that  fact  should  not  be  considered  material  in 
determining  proper  apportionment  of  expenses,  although  the  latter 
service  was  shown  to  have  brought  in  considerable  revenue.  This  ap- 
plication was  promptly  dismissed.  Another  company  sought  to  change 
certain  commodity  rates  to  a  class  basis;  but  since  the  proposed  adjust- 
ment would  have  permitted  an  increase  of  about  5  per  cent  on  its 
gross  revenues,  this  application  was  denied  pending  a  modified  presen- 
tation which  would  eliminate  all  rate  increases. 

Southern  Pacific  Company  and  California  Transportation  Company 
were  permitted  to  cancel  commodity  rates  applying  on  5,000-pound 
and  10,000-pound  lots  between  Sacramento  and  San  Francisco  on  the 
condition  that  other  commodity  rates  satisfactory  to  shippers  should 
be  established,  and  violations  of  the  long  and  short  haul  provision  of 
the  Constitution  eliminated. 

In  the  disposition  of  these  applications  the  Commission  took  occasion 
to  emphasize  its  position  with  reference  to  the  evils  of  competition  due 
to  unnecessary  duplication  of  public  utility  property,  and  also  to  that 
other  equally  objectionable  feature  of  the  public  service — uncontrolled 
monopoly.  The  public  is  under  no  more  obligation  to  pay  the  usual 
rate  to  provide  for  returns  on  equipment  or  facilities  not  needed  than 
to  pay  an  exorbitant  charge  where  competition  does  not  exist. 

Class  and   Commodity    Rates   in   San    Francisco    Bay    District. 

These  applications  by  the  three  principal  rail  carriers  of  the  State 
though  primarily  intended  to  cover  proposed  increases  in  class  rales 
from  San  Francisco  to  Stockton,  also  included  plans  for  extensive 
readjustments  in  San  Francisco  Bay  territory.  Inasmuch,  however, 
as  the  whole  system  of  class  rates  affecting  the  so-called  Hay  District 
was  then  before  the  Commission  for  investigation,  only  those  rates 
applying  between  San  Francisco  and  Stockton  and  such  minor  adjust- 
ments as  were  necessary  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  long  and  short 
haul  clause  of  the  Constitution  were  permitted.  Other  features  of 
these  applications  it  became  necessary  to  dismiss,  bul  without  preju- 
dice to  a  renewal  accompanied  by  such  additional  evidence  as  the 
interested  carriers  mighl  be  able  to  produce  in  support  of  the  same. 
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Rates  on   Pine  and   Rough  Oak  Wood. 

Freight  rates  applying  on  pine  and  rough  oak  wood  from  Willits  and 
nearby  points  to.  San  Francisco,  Petaluma  and  Santa  Rosa  were  at- 
tacked by  dealers  in  that  commodity;  and  although  some  of  the  argu- 
ments upon  which  complainants  relied  for  justification  could  not  be 
adopted  by  the  Commission,  sufficient  reason  appeared  to  make  it 
obvious  that  rate  adjustments  were  needed.  Cuts  were  accordingly 
made  so  as  to  save  shippers  25  cents  per  cord  on  wood  shipped  to 
Santa  Rosa  and  50  cents  per  cord  on  that  carried  from  AVillits  to 
San  Francisco — such  rates  to  go  into  effect  twenty  days  after  the  order 
was  issued. 

Other  inconsistencies  appeared  in  defendant's  tariff  for  pine  and  oak 
wood  shipped  to  Tiburon  and  from  points  on  the  Sherwood  branch,  all 
of  which  the  Northwestern  Pacific  Railroad  Company  was  directed  to 
adjust,  and  file  within  twenty  days  a  new  schedule  embracing  specific 
rates  found  to  be  just  and  reasonable,  and  to  eliminate  such  incon- 
sistencies as  would  result  from  said  adjustment. 

Car   Demurrage    Rules. 

Effective  January  1,  1915,  the  Commission  issued  its  General  Order 
No.  41  amending  demurrage  rules  promulgated  in  the  Commission's 
General  Order  No.  2  of  March  28,  1911.  A  number  of  important 
changes  were  made  in  these  rules,  each  of  which  was  taken  up  in  turn 
and  analyzed  in  the  light  of  four  years'  experience,  and  modified  or 
allowed  to  stand  according  to  whether  the  same  was  found  to  be  super- 
fluous, ambiguous  or  otherwise  unwieldy,  or  to  have  answered  all  re- 
quirements during  the  years  of  use. 

Some  of  the  more  important  changes  in  these  rules  included: 

(a)  Additional  free  time  for  cars  containing  freight  destined 
for  ocean  movement  originating  beyond  certain  specified  limits. 

(b)  New  rule  requiring  written  notice  by  carrier  to  consignee 
within  21  hours  after  arrival  of  cars  and  billing  at  destination. 

(c)  Amendment  of  notification  rule  so  as  to  require  written 
notice  to  carrier  and  also  to  give  routing  of  cars  desired  in  addition 
to  previous  necessary  information  to  be  furnished  by  shipper. 

(d)  Elimination  of  clause  requiring  that  carriers  give  notice  of 
the  provisions  of  the  so-called  reciprocal  demurrage  rule  to  ship- 
pers not  having  indemnity  bonds  on  file  with  such  carriers  when 
such  shippers  order  cars  for  placement. 

(e)  Form  of  indemnity  bond  to  be  filed  by  shippers  as  a  guar- 
antee to  carriers  under  the  rule  providing  for  reciprocal  demur- 
rage. 

Rates  on   Cotton  from    Imperial   Valley. 

In  its  petition  to  advance  rates  on  cotton  and  cotton  linters  moving 
from  Calexico  and  Glamis  to  San  Francisco  as  well  as  that  moving 
from  the  same  points  to  Los  Angeles  and  San  Pedro,  the  Southern

Pacific  Company  presented  conditions  and  rates  obtaining  at  specified 
points  in  the  state  of  Texas  as  paralleling  those  found  on  its  own  lines 
over  which  this  commodity  is  shipped,  and  maintained  that  such  com- 
parison pointed  to  the  reasonableness  of  its  request  for  authority  to 
increase  these  rates  from  40  cents  per  hundred  pounds  to  50  cents. 
The  Commission  did  not  agree  with  this  contention,  and  that  portion 
of  the  application  was  denied. 

One  of  the  main  reasons  urged  by  applicant  in  justification  of  its 
petition  was  the  fact  that  the  shipping  of  uncompressed  cotton  was 
generally  a  losing  proposition,  and  that  while  the  rate  if  increased 
might  in  comparison  appear  high  the  low  rate  which  applicant  pro- 
posed to  establish  for  compressed  cotton  would  not  only  offset  the 
former,  but  would  encourage  compressing  in  the  districts  where  cotton 
is  produced.     The  Commission  did  not  adopt  this  view. 

This  application  was  granted  in  so  far  as  it  related  to  the  increase 
of  minimum  carload  weight  on  uncompressed  cotton  from  16.000 
pounds  to  20,000  pounds,  on  the  condition,  however,  that  the  rate  of 
50  cents  per  100  pounds  from  Glamis  to  San  Pedro  and  Los  Angeles 
should  be  reduced  to  40  cents  per  hundred. 

Refrigeration  and  Icing  Rates. 
Perishable  crops  produced  in  Imperial  Valley  require  more  than 
ordinary  care  when  ready  for  shipment  for  the  reason  that  excessive 
heat  prevails  during  the  months  that  this  class  of  freight  is  offered  for 
transportation.  The  rates  heretofore  in  effect  for  replenishing  the  ice 
supply  in  refrigeration  cars  in  detention  have  been  $5.00  per  car  for 
intrastate  traffic  and  $10.00  per  car  for  freight  destined  to  points 
beyond  the  state  line. 

•In  order  to  remove  this  discrimination  and  in  some  degree  com- 
pensate carriers  for  the  service,  authority  was  granted  under  applica- 
tion by  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  to  increase  its  present  icing 
charge  for  refrigeration  cars  destined  to  California  points  detained 
beyond  the  usual  daily  shipping  periods,  such  increase  to  be  sufficient 
only  to  bring  the  rate  up  to  that  already  charged  for  the  same  service 
having  to  do  with  interstate  traffic. 

In  addition  to  the  principal  question  involved  in  this  case,  there  was 
also  considered  applicant's  practice  of  charging  full  commercial  rates 
-for  the  transportation  of  the  ice  used  in  refrigeration  cars.  While 
this  was  not  a  point  directly  at  issue,  it  was  pointed  out  by  the  Com- 
mission that  the  granting  of  the  increased  rale  here  involved  should 
n<»t  be  taken  as  an  admission  that  commercial  freighl  rates  should 
prevail  in  lien  of  rates  applicable  to  company  material,  in  cases  where 
the  icing  company  was  merely  an  adjunct  or  agency  of  the  carrier. 
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Rates   on   Cement  from   Crestmore  to    Los   Angeles. 

Following  investigation  of  freight  rates  applying  on  cement  shipped 
from  Crestmore,  Riverside  County,  to  Los  Angeles,  the  Commission 
directed  the  reduction  of  these  rales  from  $1.50  per  ton  to  $1.25  per 
ton,  the  greatly  increased  volume  of  traffic  during  the  past  few  years 
and  incidental  lessening  of  the  cost  of  transportation  being  used  as  a 
l>asis  for  such  reduction.  The  reduced  rate  was  made  specifically 
applicable  to  Southern  Pacific  Company  and  the  Cresent  City  Kail- 
way,  together  with  a  recommendation  that  other  carriers  affected 
should  meet  the  rate  here  established. 

An  important  consideration  in  connection  with  this  reduction  was 
the  provision  that  the  same  should  be  reflected  in  the  market  price  of 
complainant's  cement,  as  was  covered  hy  stipulation  during  the 
hearing. 

Rates    on    Clay    and    Clay    Products. 

Several  firms  having  factories  in  the  vicinity  of  San  Francisco  Bay 
devoted  to  the  manufacture  of  terra  cotta,  various  kinds  of  pottery 
and  other  clay  products  attacked  the  published  rates  applying  on  this 
commodity  from  their  various  factories  to  San  Francisco,  Oakland  and 
other  points.  It  was  alleged  that  the  carriers  had  established  rates 
which  were  discriminatory  and  unduly  favorable  to  the  owners  of 
competitive  plants  located  at  Lincoln,  lone,  and  Los  Angeles. 

As  on  previous  occasions,  the  Commission  in  this  instance  adhered 
to  the  principle  that  in  order  to  sustain  a  charge  of  discrimination  it 
would  be  necessary  to  show  all  the  conditions  of  the  service  covered  by 
the  complaint  as  well  as  to  show  the  apparent  inequality  of  rates. 
This  was  not  done;  however,  it  developed  that  there  were  certain 
inconsistencies  in  the  rates  on  this  commodity  shipped  from  sundry 
factories  to  market  centers. 

Southern  Pacific  Company  was  directed  to  file  within  thirty  days 
a  special  freight  tariff  embracing  all  rates  on  clay  and  clay  products 
from  which  should  be  eliminated  all  inconsistencies  pointed  out  by 
the  Commission. 

Rates    on    Pottery    and    Clay    Products    to    San    Jose. 

Pacific  Coast  Pottery  and  Terra  Cotta  Company  assailed  the  rate 
of  $1.50  per  ton  maintained  by  Southern  Pacific  Company  on  clay  in 
•  aiload  lots  from  lone,  Lincoln  and  adjacent  points  to  San  Jose. 
Complainant  argued  that  this  rate  should  be  reduced  to  70  cents  per 
ton  to  correspond  to  that  in  effect  for  the  transportation  of  sand.  Sub- 
sequent to  the  filing  of  the  complaint  defendant  voluntarily  reduced 
its  clay  rates  from  $1.50  per  ton  to  $1.00.  This,  however,  did  not 
satisfy  the  complaint. 
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The  Commission  did  not  agree  with  the  contention  that  clay  should 
necessarily  take  the  same  rate  as  was  applied  to  sand  shipments,  but 
nevertheless  held  the  rate  voluntarily  reduced  was  still  too  high  and 
ordered  a  further  reduction  to  85  cents  per  ton,  which  rate  was  found 
to  be  just  and  reasonable.  This  rate  defendant  was  ordered  to  estab- 
lish between  lone,  Valley  Springs  and  adjacent  points  and  San  Jose. 
and  to  file  the  same  with  the  Commission  within  twenty  days  to  apply 
on  carload  quantities  of  60,000  pounds  or  more. 

Clean    Bills   of   Lading. 

After  a  thorough  investigation  following  numerous  informal  com- 
plaints relating  to  the  practice  of  carriers  in  requiring  shippers  to 
accept  bills  of  lading  bearing  notation  "Shippers  load  and  count," 
the  Commission  issued  its  General  Order  No.  40,  effective  October  1, 
1914.  This  order  directed  railroads  and  other  transportation  com- 
panies to  discontinue  the  practice  of  attempting  to  shift  this  responsi- 
bility where  freight  in  carload  lots  was  offered  at  agency  stations. 

At  non-agency  stations  upon  request  of  shippers  of  carload  freight 
carriers  were  directed  to  send  a  representative  to  check  the  loading 
and  issue  a  clean  bill  of  lading,  the  expense  therefor,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  transportation,  to  be  borne  by  the  interested  shipper. 

This  rule  has  worked  admirably  in  so  far  as  the  records  of  the  Com- 
mission show. 

Disinfection   of   Live   Stock  Cars. 

This  matter  was  brought  before  the  Commission  on  application  of 
F.  W.  Gomph,  agent  of  Pacific  Freight  Tariff  Bureau,  to  establish  a 
rate  of  $2.50  for  single-deck  and  $4.00  for  double-deck  cars  when  it  is 
necessary  to  disinfect  such  cars  after  the  transportation  of  live  stock. 

This  appeared  to  be  a  matter  of  sufficient  importance  to  the  general 
public  as  to  leave  no  room  for  doubt  about  its  merits,  and  notwith- 
standing the  fact  of  strenuous  objection  by  certain  live  stock  shippers, 
the  Commission  authorized  the  collection  of  a  rate  of  $2.00  per  car  for 
single-deck  cars  and  $3.00  for  double-deck  cars,  such  charge  to  be 
assessed  when  a  carrier  is  directed  by  health  or  other  civic  authorities 
to  perform  this  service. 

Through    Route  and   Joint   Rates. 

Several  complaints  by  merchants  of  St.  Helena  were  consolidated  by 
the  Commission  into  a  single  hearing  at  which  a  complete  analysis  of 
the  rates  collected  by  San  Francisco,  Napa  and  Calistoga  Railway  and 
Napa  Transportation  Company  was  made. 

It  appearing  that  public  necessity  required  the  establishment  of 
through  route  and  joint  rates  by  these  two  companies,  the  Commission 
ordered  that  such   action  be  taken  and  that   tariffs  embodying   such 
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rates  should  be  filed  within  thirty  days.     If  unable  to  agree  upon  a 
proper  division  of  rates  carriers  involved  were  directed  to  apply  to 
the  Commission  for  a  supplemental  order  naming  the  proportion  which 
each  should  receive. 
/  ass(  n[i'  r. 

Drawing    Room   and   Compartment    Rates   on    Standard    Pullman   Sleepers. 

As  is  well  known  to  the  traveling  public,  rates  charged  by  the  Pull- 
man Company  for  individual  accommodations  in  drawing  room  com- 
partments are  higher  than  those  assessed  for  a  single  seat  or  berth  in 
other  parts  of  the  car.  Notwithstanding  this  fact  a  number  of  the 
more  important  carriers  of  the  State  sought  authority  from  the  Com- 
mission to  make  a  further  increase  in  these  rates  on  the  grounds  that 
it  ccsts  more  to  the  carrier  to  haul  the  additional  space  required,  and 
also  that  it  would  tend  to  discourage  the  use  of  these  facilities  by 
individuals  and  so  reserve  them  for  families,  for  whom  they  were 
primarily  intended. 

Without  denying  carriers'  claims  as  to  the  relative  value  of  the  two 
services,  the  Commission  suggested  that  since  a  passenger  paid  to  the 
Pullman  Company  an  additional  amount  for  drawing  room  service, 
which  sum  was  not  shown  to  be  inadequate,  the  railroad  companies 
would  probably  find  a  solution  of  their  difficulties  in  a  modification 
of  their  contracts  with  the  car  company.  This  application  was  not 
granted. 

Commutation    and    One-way    Fares    from    San    Francisco    to    East    Bay    Points 
and   Also   Five-cent  Fares  Within  the  City  of  Oakland. 

Several  applications  were  made  by  Southern  Pacific  Company  to 
increase  various  passenger  fares  in  effect  within  the  city  of  Oakland, 
and  from  San  Francisco  to  specified  points  in  Alameda  County.  These 
applications  were  met  by  counter  requests  and  complaints  on  the  part 
of  those  most  directly  interested  and  also  by  intervention  on  behalf 
of  the  cities  of  Oakland  and  Berkeley. 

The  matters  involved  in  these  applications  and  complaints  were  of 
tremendous  importance  both  to  the  company  and  to  a  large  and  grow- 
ing population  within  the  suburban  service  of  this  company.  It  was 
urged  by  the  Southern  Pacific  Company,  and  witli  much  plausible 
argument,  that  the  rates  voluntarily  established  to  cover  this  service 
many  years  ago,  should  not  be  taken  as  a  proper  measure  of  remunera- 
tion at  the  present  time.  All  its  suburban  lines  have  been  electrized, 
new  and  faster  boats  have  been  placed  in  commission,  cross-town  ser- 
vice has  been  established  between  Alameda  and  Oakland,  trackage  has 
been  rehabilitated,  cars  and  equipmenl  are  of  modern  steel  construc- 
tion; to  all  of  which  the  company  pointed  in  justification  of  its  claims 
that  a  continuation  of  its  present  rates  would  be  non-compensatory. 
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Without  attempting  to  minimize  the  importance  of  the  company's 
improvements  for  which,  under  ordinary  circumstances  due  returns 
should  be  allowed  in  rates,  the  Commission  could  not  ignore  the  fact 
that  a  considerable  portion  of  this  company's  alleged  betterments  have 
been  due.  not  to  a  desire  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  traveling 
public,  but  to  an  effort  to  offset  the  influence  of  a  competing  line  in 
which  rivalry  the  patrons  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  had  no 
interest  whatever. 

The  company's  showing  in  this  investigation  rested  very  largely 
upon  the  contention  that  as  between  the  main  line  traffic  and  the 
suburban  service  over  the  same  trackage  and  in  the  use  of  facilities 
here  involved,  the  former  should  be  considered  a  by-product  of  the 
latter — a  position  diametrically  opposite  to  that  found  by  the  Com- 
mission to  be  in  accordance  with  the  facts. 

In  the  matter  of  confiscation  of  property,  the  Commission  was  not 
impressed  with  the  idea  advanced  by  applicant  that  anything  less  than 
the  current  rate  of  interest  would  amount  to  confiscation,  but  on  the 
other  hand  plainly  intimated  that  strict  regulation  in  this  instance 
would  be  necessary  in  order  to  prevent  confiscation  of  enormous  values 
in  the  property  of  the  residents  of  Alameda  County. 

All  these  applications  to  increase  rates  were  denied  and  complaints 
or  demands  for  lower  rates  dismissed,  with  the  exception  of  those 
applying  beyond  Seminary  avenue  and  upon  the  Stonehurst  line  for 
which  service  schedules  were  directed  to  be  presented  within  twenty 
days  for  approval. 

Fares  to   Napa   State    Hospital. 

An  application  was  made  on  behalf  of  the  officers  and  employees  of 
the  Napa  State  Hospital  for  a  reduction  in  the  one-way  fares  from  the 
city  of  Napa  to  the  said  institution.  A  single  fare  costs  10  cents, 
but  20-ride  ticket  books  are  sold  for  $1.00  each.  These  books,  how- 
ever, were  not  acceptable  on  limited  trains. 

Although  a  five-cent  one-way  fare  was  sought  by  applicants  on  the 
theory  that  no  more  should  be  charged  than  was  being  collected  for 
local  service  within  the  city  of  Napa,  the  Commission  did  not  think 
the  basis  a  fair  one  and  denied  the  application,  at  the  same  time  direct- 
ing the  San  Francisco.  Napa  and  Calistoga  Railway  to  instruct  its 
conductors  in  the  use  of  the  20-ride  books  and  to  have  necessary  rules 
plainly  printed  thereon. 

Theatre  and   Excursion   Fares   Between   Points  on   San   Francisco   Peninsula. 

Following  an  application  by  the  Peninsula  Railway  Company  to 
cancel  its  so-called  theatre  round-trip  fares  applying  from  various 
points  <>ii  its  line  to  San  .lose.  Los  Gatos  and   Palo  Alto,  the  chamber 
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of  commerce  of  Palo  Alto  filed  a  complaint  calling  into  question  all 
passenger  rates  to  or  from  Palo  Alto. 

Due  to  losses  shown  to  have  heen  sustained  by  the  company  as  a 
result  of  its  reduced  theatre  schedules  effective  after  6  o'clock  p.m., 
and  no  good  reason  appearing  for  a  continuation  thereof,  this  carrier 
was  permitted  to  cancel  these  rates.  Request  for  authority  to  increase 
round-trip  fares  to  Congress  Springs  was  denied.  Discriminatory 
rates  as  between  service  to  and  from  Palo  Alto  and  that  applying 
between  other  points,  the  company  was  directed  to  eliminate,  and  file 
within  forty  days  a  tariff  showing  necessary  revisions  as  specifically 
pointed  out. 

One-way,    Round-trip    and    Commutation     Fares    Between    San    Francisco    and 

Peninsula   Points. 

San  Mateo  County  Development  Association  and  Palo  Alto  Chamber 
of  Commerce  each  filed  with  the  Commission  formal  complaints  alleg- 
ing exorbitant  rates  to  points  south  from  San  Francisco  over  the  lines 
of  Southern  Pacific  Company.  Particular  emphasis  was  placed  upon 
tables  showing  comparisons  between  this  service  and  that  given  by 
the  same  company  to  points  in  Contra  Costa  and  Alameda  counties. 

After  exhaustive  investigation  the  Commission  concluded  that  un- 
lawful discriminations  did  not  exist  between  the  classes  of  service 
compared,  and  that  complainants  did  not  substantiate  their  contention 
that  the  rates  were  unjust  or  unreasonable.  The  complaint  was  there- 
fore dismissed. 

Passenger    Rates    Between    Los   Angeles   and    Beach    Resorts. 

In  the  course  of  its  business,  from  time  to  time,  and  particularly  on 
Sundays  and  holidays,  the  Pacific  Electric  Railway  Company  lias 
issued  special  rate  sheets  to  apply  on  certain  suburban  service  out  of 
Los  Angeles.  Patrons  of  this  utility  asked  the  Commission  to  issue 
an  order  permanently  fixing  those  rates  as  just  and  reasonable  rates 
for  the  company's  future  service.  In  substantiation  of  their  claim 
complainants  pointed  to  the  rates  obtaining  on  the  company's  lines  to 
Long  Beach  and  Anaheim  Landing. 

This  complaint  was  dismissed  for  the  reason  that  the  Commission 
did  not  deem  it  politic  to  consider  such  short  mileage  differences  as 
existed  iu  this  case,  nor  to  hold,  as  permanent,  a  rate  established  by  a 
public  utility  for  excursion  purposes  at  the  instance  of  various  bodies 
for  charitable  considerations. 

Collection   of  "Train    Fares"  from    Passengers  Who,    Having  Opportunity,   Failed 

to   Procure  Tickets. 

Many  complaints  reached  the  Commission  from  time  to  time  relative 
to  the  practice  of  carriers  in  collecting  higher  fares  from  individuals 
who  boarded  trains  without  having  purchased  tickets,  when  afforded 
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the  opportunity,  than  was  paid  by  those  who  took  the  trouble  to  buy 
tickets.  Careful  consideration  of  this  subject  led  to  the  conclusion 
that  a  moderately  higher  rate  in  the  former  cases  could  be  justified 
on  the  ground  that  a  conductor's  time  is  properly  given  and  more 
essential  to  the  safe  operation  of  his  train  than  to  other  considerations, 
and  also  that  a  rule  established  by  which  the  amounts  collected  would 
be  returned  would  only  encourage  the  practice  of  neglecting  to  buy 
tickets. 

Carriers  were  authorized  to  collect  an  excess  fare  amounting  to  10 
cents  on  cash  fares  from  10  cents  to  $1.45,  and  approximately  10  per 
cent  on  amounts  over  that  sum  up  to  $5.00,  these  rates  to  apply  only 
where  full  opportunity  had  been  given  to  purchase  tickets,  but  not  on 
electric  or  interurban  lines. 

Through    Route   and   Joint    Rates   from   Truckee   to    Points   on    Lake  Tahoe. 

Under  evidence  presented,  it  appeared  to  the  Commission  that  the 
through  route  and  joint  rates  in  effect  from  Truckee  to  certain  points 
on  Lake  Tahoe  have  not  been  satisfactory.  Accordingly  the  Southern 
Pacific  Company  was  directed  to  establish,  in  conjunction  with  the 
North  End  Stage  Company,  a  through  route  and  joint  service  to  Car- 
nelian  Bay,  Tahoe  Vista  and  Brockway. 

WAREHOUSEMEN. 
Tariffs   Filed. 

The  total  number  of  tariffs  filed  by  warehousemen  during  the  year 
covered  by  this  report  was  75,  the  major  portion  of  these  being  rate 
adjustments  in  San  Francisco.  In  the  country  warehouses,  where  the 
storage  consists  almost  wholly  of  grain  and  other  farm  products,  there 
have  been  comparatively  few  requests  to  alter  rates;  and  the  filing  of 
new  tariffs,  or  the  adoption  of  old  schedules  previously  filed,  has  been 
due  to  changes  affecting  lease  or  ownership  of  property. 

Formal    Matters. 

Applications  to  increase  rates. 

Aside  from  this  class  of  public  utilities  operating  in  San  Francisco, 
there  has  been  but  slight  tendency  among  warehousemen  to  adjust 
rates  downward,  the  inclination  being  in  some  localities  decidedly 
toward  higher  charges.  This  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  thai  many 
country  warehousemen  have  begun  the  storage  business  by  accommo- 
dating a  few  neighbors  and  gradually  enlarging  to  meet  additional 
requests  for  space,  at  the  same  time  being  engaged  primarily  in  other 
occupations  to  which  the  warehouse  business  is  a  more  or  less  nut  aval 
adjunct.  This  has  resulted  in  the  establishment  of  rates  which  are, 
in   many   instanceSj   alleged   to   be   too   low   to   permit   warehousemen 
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adequately  to  meet  the  requirements  and  responsibilities  contemplated 
by  the  Public  Utilities  Act, 

Several  informal  petitions  have,  accordingly,  been  presented  to  the 
Commission  by  interior  warehousemen  asking  for  an  adjustment  of 
rates,  so  as  to  enable  such  warehousemen  to  give  better  service  and 
pay  the  higher  wages  demanded  for  labor.  However,  this  being  a 
matter  directly  affecting  a  large  number  of  farmers  and  other  inter- 
ested parties,  the  Commission  has,  in  all  such  instances,  required  that 
formal  applications  be  made  and  full  publicity  given. 

The  conditions  just  enumerated  applied  particularly  to  that  group 

of  warehousemen  shown  herein  who,  after  formal  hearings,  have  been 

permitted  to  file  new  schedules  of  rates  providing  for  an  increase  of 

from  25  cents  to  30  cents  per  ton,  per  season,  for  the  storage  of  grain, 

the  collection  thereof  being  conditioned  upon  a  high  class  of  general 

warehouse  service,  including  the  necessary  resa eking  without  cost  to 

the  patron.     The  charge  for  resacking  thus  eliminated,  has  been  the 

cause  of  many  disagreements  between  warehousemen  and  grain  buj'ers 

and  has  also  by  reason  of  its  uncertainty  been  a  direct  detriment  to 

the  farmer  when  seeking  a  market  for  his  grain.     Following  is  the 

list:

With  the  exception  of  some  objections  of  a  personal  nature  in  Appli- 
cation 1415,  no  protest  was  presented  at  the  hearings  in  these  applica- 
tions, nor  since  that  time,  indicating  that  the  patrons  of  these  utilities 
recognize  the  justice  of  the  new  rates. 

Application  1082  by  the  Southern  Pacific  Milling  Company,  which 
operates  a  large  number  of  warehouses  throughout  Salinas  Valley,  was 
on  the  suspense  calendar  from  1914,  and  involved  investigations  by 
both  the  auditing  and  the  engineering  departments  of  the  Commission. 
Applicant  in  this  case  requested  permission  to  collect  a  charge  of  15 
cents  per  ton  for  loading  grain  on  cars,  also  to  charge  a  flat  rate  of 
$1.25  per  ton  for  the  storage  of  hay  in  lieu  of  the  monthly  charge 
previously  in  effect.  This  application  was  granted  after  tedious  con- 
si< Oration  and  detailed  valuations  of  all  of  applicant's  properties. 
Complaints. 

There  have  been  no  formal  complaints  filed  against  warehousemen 
during  the  year,  largely  for  the  reason  that  all  informal  matters  have 
been  promptly  investigated  and  satisfactorily  adjusted. 
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Informal    Matters. 

Applications  under  section  15  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act  to  place  rates 
in  effect  on  less  than  statutory  notice. 

The  major^  portion  of  applications  made  under  section  15  of  the 
Public  Utilities  Act  originated  with  San  Francisco  warehousemen,  and 
were  based  very  largely  upon  the  necessity  for  meeting  outside  compe- 
tition, or  quickly  affording  more  equitable  rates  upon  new  commodities 
offered.  While  these  applications  have  not  been  numerous  they  have 
covered  a  variety  of  commodities,  and  in  some  instances  the  reduction 
in  rates  has  been  considerable.  Some  of  the  more  important  com- 
modities for  which  reduced  rates  have  been  filed,  are  as  follows: 

Free  Warehouses — Brooms,  electric  light  bulbs,  leather,  wool,  canoes 
(crated),  garlic  (in  crates),  canned  goods,  China  beans,  condensed  milk, 
cotton,  flour,  cement. 

Bonded  Warehouses — .Sugar  and  tobacco. 

Applications  to  increase  rafts  under  section  63  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Act. 

In  a  few  instances,  when  the  conditions  clearly  warranted  it,  or 
where  interested  warehouse  patrons  have  signified,  by  written  consent, 
their  willingness  to  pay  the  higher  rate,  the  Commission  has  permitted 
increases  to  go  into  effect  informally. 

Some  of  the  items  upon  which  advances  have  been  thus  allowed, 
together  with  the  reason  given  in  justification,  are  as  follows: 

Oil  Paintings   (bonded  storage). 

It  appeared  that  the  rate  originally  in  effect  to  cover  this  class  of 
storage  was  constructed  without  regard  to  the  value  of  the  articles  to 
be  handled,  or  responsibility  to  be  assumed  by  warehousemen,  prop- 
erly of  this  character  having  formerly  been  placed  in  private  storage 
under  special  care.  At  the  opening  of  the  Panama-Pacific  Interna- 
tional Exposition  considerable  storage  of  this  kind  was  offered,  which 
warehousemen  could  not  refuse  and  for  which  they  were  unwilling  to 
assume  responsibility  at  the  extremely  low  rate  charged. 

Green  Salted  Hides. 
The  old  rate  applicable  to  this  commodity  was  shown  to  be  entirely 
out  of  proportion  to  the  difficulty  of  the  task  in  handling  and  storing 
the  same.  It  was  said  that  this  commodity  was  extremely  offensive  in 
its  nature  from  the  standpoint  of  the  handler,  and  also  required  a 
separate  compartment  to  prevent  contamination. 
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Other  adjustments  handled  in  the  same  manner  have  been  made  in 
the  rates  applying-  on  the  following  stored  commodities,  in  each  case  a 
special  reason  appearing  as  to  why  the  advance  should  be  allowed: 

Tea  :   Kate  for  loading  into  cars. 
Beans:  Scaling  bags  to  uniform  weight. 
Salmon:  Stored  at   Mission   Rock,  San  Francisco  Bay. 
Amendment  of  rules  to  equalize  rates  applicable  to  bonded  and  free  storage. 

Informal   Complaints. 

Forty  informal  complaints  have  been  received  and  disposed  of  in 
this  department  and  have  been  largely  matters  involving  rates;  al- 
though shortages  in  shipments,  or  deliveries,  have  also  been  frequent. 
Some  service  matters,  such  as  dangerous  delays  in  unloading  and 
refusal  to  deliver  grain,  or  receive  the  same,  have  likewise  been  pre- 
sented to  the  Commission  for  adjustment.  Grouped,  they  would  ap- 
pear as  follows: 

Storage   and   handling  charges 24 

Shortages  in  delivery 7 

Refusal  to  deliver   stored    articles 2 

Refusal  to  furnish  information,  or  permit  inspection  or  sampling  of  grain  2

These  informal  complaints  appear  in  greater  detail  elsewhere  in  this 
report. 

WHARFINGERS. 

Six  new  tariffs  have  been  published  and  filed  by  wharfingers  during 
the  period  covered  by  this  report,  and  three  applications  for  wharf 
franchise  renewals  have  been  granted,  two  being  located  at  Pittsburg 
and  one  on  the  Straits  of  Carquinez,  Contra  Costa  County. 

A  few  informal  complaints  have  been  made  against  both  rates  and 
service  of  wharfingers,  most  of  which  have  been  adjusted  informally. 
One  of  these,  against  Crescent  City  Wharf  and  Dock  Company,  de- 
veloped into  a  formal  hearing,  while  two  are  in  abeyance,  pending  the 
filing  of  tariffs.  Improvements  in  docking  facilities  at  San  Buena- 
ventura is  the  subject  of  informal  investigation  not  yet  concluded. 
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SERVICE. 

The  railroad  service  department  is  under  the  general  supervision  of 
the  rate  department  and  consists  of  a  railroad  service  inspector,  two 
assistant  inspectors  and  a  stenographer.  The  service  inspector  and 
assistants  have  had  extensive  practical  experience  in  railroad  work. 

The  following  is  a  brief  resume  of  the  work  that  has  been  handled  by 
this  department  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1915 : 

1.     Informal   Complaints. 

Informal  complaints  are  received  verbally  and  by  correspondence 
and  cover  a  variety  of  matters  relating  to  the  maintenance,  operation 
and  facilities  of  both  steam  and  electric  railroads.  Many  of  these  com- 
plaints can  be  adjusted  by  correspondence,  but  field  investigation  by 
inspectors  is  often  necessary  to  arrive  at  a  thorough  understanding  of 
some  of  the  complaints  and  to  facilitate  in  their  adjustment.  The 
principal  causes  of  informal  complaints  may  be  classified  under  the 
following  headings : 

A.  Insufficient  equipment,  lack  of  seating  facilities  on  passenger 

trains  or  cars. 

B.  Insufficient  or  inadequate  depot  facilities,   such   as   lighting, 

heating,  toilet  accommodations,  etc. 

C.  Location  of  new  or  abandonment  of  existing  stations. 

D.  Requests  for  stopping  of  trains. 

E.  Requests  for  more  adequate  and  frequent  train  service. 

F.  Complaints  regarding  alleged  violation  of  full  crew  or  hours 

of  service  laws. 

2.     Formal    Hearings. 

The  service  department  renders  assistance  to  the  Commissioners  in 
formal  hearings  regarding  service  matters,  and  where  informal  com- 
plaints could  not  be  satisfactorily  disposed  of  and  complainants  have 
demanded  formal  hearing.  If  a  complainant's  case  can  not  be  settled 
informally  due  to  the  unwillingness  of  the  carrier  to  satisfy  the  com- 
plaint, complainants  have  the  right  to  file  formal  complaint  and  upon 
the  evidence  adduced  at  the  resultant  hearing  and  investigation  made 
on  the  Commission's  own  initiative  the  Commission  bases  its  order. 

3.     Investigation    of   Operating    Methods. 

The  service  department  is  required  to  be  conversant  with  the  operat- 
ing rules  and  regulations  and  with  any  special  rules  applicable  to 
operating  conditions  of  any  specific  carrier,  of  all  the  railroads,  both 
steam  and  electric,  within  the  State. 

During  the  latter  portion  of  the  fiscal  year  investigation  of  the  oper- 
ating methods  of  some  of  the  smaller  lines  was  commenced  and  is  still 
actively  in   progress.     Dispatching   methods   which   were   unsafe  have

been  discovered  and  corrected,  trainmen  have  been  found  working 
without  examination  and  instruction  as  to  the  safe  performance  of 
their  duties,  examinations  on  rule  books  and  time  table  instructions 
have  been  insisted  upon  and  a  large  amount  of  constructive  and 
effective  work  lias  been  accomplished  and  is  still  in  progress.  The 
responsible  officials  of  the  smaller  carriers  have  generally  and  promptly 
adopted  the  suggestions  made  in  the  interest  of  improvement  and 
Bafety  of  their  operating  methods  and  practices.

6.     General. 

(a)  Inspections  regarding  compliance  with  the  Commission's  Gen- 
eral Order  No.  26,  relating  to  clearances  on  railroads  and  street  rail- 
roads. 

(b)  Inspections  regarding  compliance  with  headlight  law  of  the 
State  of  California. 

(c)  Inspections  regarding  alleged  violations  of  full  crew  law  of  the 
State  of  California. 

(d)  Inspections  regarding  alleged  violations  of  hours  of  service  law 
of  the  State  of  California. 

(e)  Investigations  regarding  compliance  by  carriers  with  such  of 
the  Commission's  general  orders  which  refer  to  service,  facilities, 
operating  methods,  etc. 
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ACCIDENT   INVESTIGATIONS. 

The  matter  of  accident  investigation  receives  preferred  attention 
by  the  service  department,  it  being  the  intention  wherever  possible  to 
investigate  all  accidents  resulting  in  fatalities  or  serious  injury  that 
may  occur  on  railroads  and  street  railroads. 

All  accidents  are  required  to  be  reported  to  the  Commission  on 
forms  provided  the  carriers  for  such  purpose  and  cover  two  classes  of 
accidents,  those  arising  from  the  operation  of  locomotives  and  cars 
and  those  known  as  industrial  accidents,  where  moving  trains,  loco- 
motives or  cars  are  not  involved.  These  accidents  are  further  sub- 
divided between  railroads  operated  by  steam  and  those  operated  by 
electricity.  Collisions,  derailments,  bridge  failures,  locomotive  boiler 
explosions,  and  accidents  involving  a  fatality  are  required  to  be  re- 
ported to  the  Commission  by  telegraph  or  telephone,  that  if  possible 
immediate  investigation  by  an  inspector  may  be  given. 

As  a  result  of  these  investigations,  recommendations  are  made  if  it 
be  found  that  the  appliances  or  physical  condition  of  the  railroad  or 
the  method  of  operation  has  been  a  contributing  cause,  and  the  peri- 
odical inspections  are  productive  of  much  data,  enabling  the  Commis- 
sion to  suggest  methods  calculated  to  insure  and  enhance  safety  of 
operation  and  remove  causes  and  hazards  of  accident. 

The  record  of  accidents  at  highway  crossings  continues  to  require 
,  attention  and  notwithstanding  the  great  number  of  protective  devices 
that  have  been  installed  by  the  railroads,  both  on  their  own  initiative 
and  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Commission,  the  number  of 
fatalities  and  injuries  is  increasing.  The  increase  in  the  number  of 
automobiles,  motorcycles  and  automobile  trucks  is  responsible  for  the 
majority  of  the  accidents  which  occur  at  highway  grade  crossings  and 
while  the  Commission  through  its  engineering  department  is  carefully 
investigating  all  applications  for  additional  grade  crossings  and  is 
requiring  same  to  be  safeguarded  by  the  most  modern  and  effective 
protective  devices  if  they  are  allowed  to  be  installed,  and  through  its 
inspectors  is  insisting  on  greater  protection  of  crossings  already  exist- 
ing, the  indifference  of  the  general  public  to  the  various  methods  of 
protective  warning  results  in  a  yearly  increase  in  the  list  of  injuries 
and  fatalities.  The  investigation  of  the  accidents  in  which  automobiles 
or  motor-driven  vehicles  have  been  involved  at  highway  grade  crossings 
since  such  investigations  have  been  instituted  by  the  Commission  and 
covering  a  period  of  over  two  and  one-half  years,  has  not  revealed  a 
single  instance  where  a  fatality  has  occurred  due  to  negligence  on  the 
part  of  the  railroad. 

The  investigation  of  accidents  is  conducted  looking  to  a  prevention 
of  their  recurrence  rather  than  to  the  fixing  of  responsibility  in  any 
specific    case    or   upon    any    particular    person.     The    question    to    be

determined  is  not  how  the  accident  happened,  but  how  it  might  have 
been  prevented  and  what  recommendations  can  be  made  to  the  Com- 
mission and  by  it  to  the  railroad  which  will  result  in  changes  in 
methods  of  operation  or  installation  of  safeguards  that  will  prevent 
a  recurrence  not  alone  in  the  specific  location  but  also  at  all  other 
poiuts  where  similar  conditions  exist.  These  recommendations  have 
included  block  signal  protection,  flagmen,  automatic  crossing  bells  and 
wigwag  signal  devices  and  the  recommendations  of  the  Commission 
when  transmitted  to  the  carriers  have  met  with  a  prompt  response  in 
the  installation  of  safety  devices. 

The  statistics  of  accidents  as  kept  by  the  Commission  continue  1<> 
reflect  a  large  number  of  accidents  to  trespassers  and  persons  having 
no  right  on  the  property  of  the  railroads.  While  man}'  of  the  fatali- 
ties recorded  are  to  tramps  who  may  be  attracted  to  the  State  by 
reason  of  favorable  climatic  conditions,  especially  during  the  winter 
months,  a  large  number  of  accidents  are  to  persons  who  prefer  to  use 
the  property  of  the  railroad  company  as  a  public  highway  rather  than 
travel  a  possibly  greater  distance  by  a  safe  route.  The  non-enforce- 
ment of  laws  against  trespassing  on  the  property,  either  trains  or  right 
of  way,  of  railroads,  results  in  the  practice  being  more  and  more  com- 
mon and  in  a  large  measure  is  responsible  for  the  many  accidents 
recorded  in  the  statistics  of  the  Commission  under  "Trespassers." 

The  following  is  the  statistical  data  accumulated  by  the  Commission 
from  accident  reports  rendered  by  railroads  and  street  railroads  dur- 
ing the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1915:

Station    Facilities. 

The  matter  of  adequate  and  proper  depot  and  station  facilities 
receives  attention  both  in  connection  with  complaints  filed  by  shippers 
and  consignees  and  when  developed  by  inspection.  Enlargement  and 
rearrangement  of  facilities  for  loading  and  delivery  have  been  arranged, 
shelter  stations  provided,  team  tracks  and  proper  approaches  have  been 
ordered  installed. 

Time-tables. 

Under  the  general  order  of  the  Commission,  all  changes  in  time- 
tables are  required  to  be  filed  with  the  Commission  and  to  be  posted 
for  the  information  of  the  public  five  clays  in  advance  of  their  effective 
date.  A  supplement  to  this  general  order  requires  that  in  all  cases 
where  a  reduction  in  passenger  train  service  is  contemplated  or  where 
the  abandonment  of  any  stop  is  desired  by  the  railroad,  that  an  outline 
of  the  proposed  time-table  must  be  submitted  to  the  Commission  thirty 
days  prior  to  the  date  proposed  to  be  made  effective  and  that  the 
permission  of  the  Commission  must  be  obtained  prior  to  making  any 
reduction  in  service  or  abandoning  any  stop. 

A  file  of  time-tables  is  kept  by  the  Commission  and  careful  anal 
made  of  the  reasons  for  all  requests  for  the  reduction  of  passenger 
service  or  the  abandonment  of  stops.     In  many  cases  due  to  an  increase

in  trains  during  certain  seasons  to  care  for  tourist  travel,  vacation 
travel,  etc.,  it  is  customary  to  reduce  passenger  train  service  when  the 
particular  travel  for  which  the  service  was  inaugurated  is  not  in 
evidence.  In  many  cases,  however,  permission  to  withdraw  passenger 
trains  from  service  has  been  denied  the  railroads,  the  Commission's 
investigation  having  shown  that  public  convenience  required  the  reten- 
tion of  the  service.  In  other  instances,  a  rearrangement  of  schedule 
was  made,  satisfactorily  adjusting  the  extra  service  of  which  the  rail- 
road desired  to  be  relieved. 

Frequent  increases  in  the  amount  of  service,  the  number  of  stops, 
or  the  number  of  cars  in  trains  have  been  ordered  when  it  has  been 
shown  by  complaint  or  the  Commission's  own  investigation  that  ad- 
ditional service  was  necessary  for  the  proper  accommodation  of  the 
public. 

Abandonment   of   Stations,    Facilities,    Etc. 

Under  a  general  order  of  the  Commission,  no  station,  sidetrack, 
spur  stop,  facility  for  handling  freight,  platform,  etc.,  may  be  aban- 
doned without  the  consent  of  the  Commission,  and  the  applications  of 
the  carriers  for  such  abandonment  are  carefully  investigated  before 
permission  to  discontinue  their  use  is  granted.  In  many  cases  where 
investigation  with  shippers  or  receivers  of  freight  shows  that  the  re- 
tention of  the  facilities  is  desirable  and  necessary,  the  applications 
have  been  denied. 

A  considerable  number  of  applications  for  the  abandonment  of  agen- 
cies have  been  made  during  the  current  fiscal  year,  all  of  which  have 
received  careful  investigation  by  interviewing  shippers  and  con- 
signees whose  interests  might  be  affected.  Some  of  the  informal  appli- 
cations were  granted  where  the  public  was  not  affected  adversely,  but 
many  informal  applications  were  denied,  as  it  appeared  that  shippers 
and  receivers  of  freight  would  be  seriously  inconvenienced  and  in 
some  cases  put  to  additional  expense  if  the  requests  of  the  carriers  had 
received  the  approval  of  the  Commission. 

Some  of  the  informal  applications  which  were  denied  were  made  the 
subject  of  formal  applications  with  the  usual  public  hearing  and  order 
of  the  Commission. 

Three  applications  for  abandonment  of  service  or  of  a  portion  of 
an  operated  line  were  made  and  data  for  the  information  of  the  Com- 
missioners assigned  to  the  hearings  was  secured  by  the  service  depart- 
ment. 
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ENGINEERING  DEPARTMENT. 

ORGANIZATION. 

The  current  work  in  the  engineering  department,  especially  in 
making  valuations,  has  increased  so  rapidly  during  the  past  year  that 
a  large  increase  has  been  necessary  in  the  number  of  employees  in 
the  department.  The  engineers  engaged  in  telephone  and  telegraph 
matters,  who  have  heretofore  heen  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  rate 
department,  have  been  transferred  to  the  engineering  department, 
which  also  makes  a  further  increase  in  the  force  over  that  of  last  year. 
The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  employees  of  this  department 
as  of  June  30,  1915.  and  will  serve  to  show  also  in  a  general  way  the 
class  of  work  upon  which  these  employees  are  engaged.  This  can  be 
shown  only  in  a  general  way.  Each  section  has  a  number  of  engineers 
who  work  only  in  that  section,  but  the  general  rule  of  the  department 
is  to  assign  the  assistant  and  junior  engineers  to  whatever  work  they 
are  qualified  to  do.  even  if  this  results  in  a  frequent  transfer  from  one 
section  to  another. 
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ENGINEERING.  7/ 

VALUATION    OF    PUBLIC    UTILITIES. 

(ii  a,  ral  Discussion. 

Appraisals  of  utilities  have  been  made  for  three  general  purposes: 
(1)  for  rate  making  and  rate  examinations;  (2)  for  cheeking  or  con- 
trolling the  issuance  of  securities;  and  (3)  for  the  purpose  of  pur- 
chase and  sale.  The  Commission  also  has  under  way  an  appraisal  of 
the  property  of  the  common  carriers  within  the  State  with  a  view  of 
making  these  valuations  of  record  so  they  may  he  available  for  any 
purpose  for  which  they  may  be  needed  in  the  future.  These  appraisals 
have  been  called  "general  appraisals."  A  more  detailed  account  of 
tlif  various  purposes  for  which  the  appraisals  have  been  made  and  the 
extent  of  these  appraisals  follows.  It  has  been  the  endeavor  of  the 
department  to  show  in  all  of  these  appraisals,  wherever  possible,  all 
elements  of  value.  In  a  number  of  cases  time  has  not  been  allowed 
for  a  complete  valuation,  and  as  a  consequence  the  department's  ap- 
praisals have  not  been  as  complete  as  they  would  have  been  if  more 
time  had  been  allowed.  However,  the  department  has  always  reported 
the  exact  conditions  surrounding  each  appraisal  and  if  a  valuation  is 
thought  to  be  incomplete  this  fact  is  stated  in  the  report  which  is 
made  to  the  Commission. 

In  Tables  III,  IV,  V  and  VI  following  will  be  found  many  appraisals 
which  have  been  used  for  other  purposes  in  addition  to  those  for  which 
they  were  originally  made  and  under  which  heading  they  are  listed. 

The  following  table  (Table  II)  is  a  recapitulation  of  the  tables 
which  follow  and  shows  not  only  the  total  value  of  the  property  in- 
volved in  the  appraisals  made  for  the  various  purposes,  but  also  shows 
a  segregation  as  between  water  properties,  electric  properties,  gas 
properties,  telephone  and  telegraph  properties,  railroad  properties  and 
wharf  and  warehouse  properties:

Note: — These  figures  for  the  different  values  are  not  comparable.  In  a  number  of 
eases  only  one  or  two  of  the  three  values  shown  were  ascertained.  The  figures, 
therefore,  merely  represent  the  sum  totals  of  the  various  valuation  investigations 
made  by  the  engineering  department. 

Rotes. 

Valuations  for  rate  fixing  purposes  must  necessarily  be  very  com- 
plete, especially  in  those  cases  where  the  value  of  the  property  is  one 
of  the  principal  governing  factors  as  to  what  the  rates  of  the  utility 
shall  be.  In  the  only  appraisal  of  railroad  property  made  specifically 
for  rate  making  purposes,  the  physical  value  of  the  property  proved  to 
be  of  minor  importance,  since  the  rates  could  not  be  made  on  the 
valuation.  In  this  case  the  Commission's  independent  appraisal  was 
not  completed  when  the  case  was  heard,  and  the  department  checked 
over  that  submitted  by  the  company. 

The  following  table  shows  the  value  of  the  physical  property  ap- 
praised by  this  department  for  rate  making  purposes: 
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Securities. 

For  checking  the  issuance  of  securities  it  is  not  so  necessary  that  the 
appraisals  made  by  this  department  should  be  entirely  complete  or 
should  be  as  accurate  as  for  rate  fixing  purposes  or  for  the  purpose 
of  purchase  and  sale.  These  appraisals  are  made  as  complete  as  pos- 
sible during  the  time  permitted  for  the  work.  In  the  case  of  applica- 
tions made  by  railroad  corporations  the  estimates  made  for  the  purpose 
of  checking  the  securities  to  be  issued  by  the  applicant  have  later  been 
given  a  valuation  case  number  and  a  valuation  hearing  thereafter  has 
been  held  in  a  manner  to  be  described  later  in  this  report  under  the 
heading  of  "general  appraisals." 

Since  the  railroad  appraisals  amount  to  about  85  per  cent  of  the 
total  value  of  applications  made  under  this  caption,  and  valuations 
made  for  other  purposes  are  all  made  as  accurate  as  it  is  possible  to 
make  them,  the  percentage  of  the  property  which  has  not  been  accu- 
rately appraised  is  very  small. 

In  addition  to  the  appraisals  listed  in  the  following  table,  many 
estimates  have  been  listed  by  utilities  with  applications  to  issue  securi- 
ties based  on  work  to  be  done  and  properties  to  be  acquired.  These 
have  been  carefully  checked  but  it  is,  of  course,  obvious  that  no  accurate 
appraisals  can  be  made  when  securities  are  to  be  issued  on  values  to 
be  thereafter  created. 

The  following  table  shows  the  value  of  the  property  appraised  by 
the  department  for  the  purpose  of  the  issuance  of  securities:

Purchase  and  Sale. 

These  appraisals,  although  the  amount  is  less  than  2|  per  cent  of 
the  value  of  property  which  has  been  appraised  by  this  department, 
have  been  among  the  most  important  of  the  valuations  made.  A  num- 
ber of  these  have  been  carried  on  under  section  47  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Act,  as  amended,  which  provides  that : 

"Any  county,  city  and  county,  incorporated  city  or  town  or 
municipal  water  district  may  at  any  time  file  with  the  commission 
a  petition  setting  forth  the  intention  of  said  county,  city  and 
county,  incorporated  city  or  town  or  municipal  water  district  to 
acquire  under  eminent  domain  proceedings,  or  otherwise,  any 
existing  public  utility,  and  the  lands,  property  and  rights  of  any 
character  whatsoever  connected  with  such  existing  public  utility, 
or  any  part  or  portion  thereof." 

The  act  further  provides  that  the  Commission  shall  determine  "the 
just  compensation  which  shall  be  paid"  for  the  property  to  be  so  trans- 
ferred, and  it  provides  further: 

"In  such  action  the  compensation  fixed  by  the  Commission  to 
be  paid  for  such  existing  public  utility  and  the  lands,  property 
and  rights  thereof,  or  any  such  parts  or  portions  thereof,  shall  be 
deemed  final  and  conclusive  between  the  parties." 

The  following  table  shows  the  value  of  the  property  appraised  by 
this  department  for  purposes  of  purchase  and  sale : 
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General  Appraisals. 

As  lias  been  said,  these  appraisals  were  undertaken  by  the  Com- 
mission for  the  purpose  of  having  the  value  of  the  carriers  of  record 
for  such  purposes  as  may  be  needed  in  the  future.  The  work  was 
instituted  shortly  after  the  organization  of  the  engineering  department 
of  the  Commission  in  1911,  and  the  procedure  followed  was  outlined 
so  fully  in  the  Commission's  report  of  last  year,  that  it  will  not  be 
necessary  to  repeat  it  here.  The  purpose  of  the  Commission  in  under- 
taking this  work  was  exactly  the  same  as  that  which  led  Congress  two 
years  later  to  pass  the  Federal  Valuation  Act.  Since  the  work  has 
been  undertaken,  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  of  finding 
the  value  of  the  physical  property  of  all  railroads  under  its  juris- 
diction, the  need  for  an  appraisal  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  those 
roads  which  lie  partly  within  and  partly  without  the  State  is  not  so 
important  as  it  was  before  the  commencement  of  that  work.  It  has 
not,  however,  been  discontinued,  but  the  work  necessary  to  be  done  in 
other  fields  has  been  so  pressing  that  the  valuation  of  the  railroads 
could  only  be  prosecuted  with  a  much  smaller  force  this  year  than 
formerly.  The  following  table  shows  the  value  of  the  property  ap- 
praised under  this  caption  and  in  the  report  of  the  transportation  sec- 
tion under  valuation  will  be  found  other  tables  which  show  more  detail 
of  this  class  of  valuation  work. 
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REPORTS   BY  SECTIONS  OF   ENGINEERING   DEPARTMENT. 

Transportation  Section. 
Valuations. 

The  appraisals  made  by  the  transportation  section  have  been  as  a 
rule  the  general  appraisals  commented  upon  above.  One  assistant 
engineer  in  charge  of  land  appraisals,  with  his  assistants,  and  one 
assistant  engineer  in  charge  of  appraisals  of  buildings,  machinery  and 
equipment  and  his  assistants  have  been  and  are  still  attached  to  the 
transportation  section,  although  they  have  been  engaged  in  appraising 
the  lands,  buildings,  machinery  and  equipment  of  gas  and  electric  cor- 
porations, as  well  as  corporations  whose  other  property  is  valued  by 
the  hydraulic  division  of  this  department.  The  engineer  in  charge  of 
appraisals  of  buildings,  machinery  and  equipment  has  also  made  the 
appraisals  of  the  dock  and  warehouse  properties  shown  in  Table  III. 
This  is  the  first  time  that  warehouse  properties  have  been  appraised 
by  the  Commission  and  while  their  extent  is  not  large  the  appraisals 
are  of  considerable  importance. 

The  following  tables  (engineering  department  tables  VII,  VIII,  IX, 
X,  XI),  when  compared  with  the  tables  made  along  the  same  lines 
for  the  previous  year,  and  shown  in  the  report  for  that  year,  will  show 
the  progress  which  has  been  made  in  this  work  during  the  year  covered 
by  this  report. 

In  addition  to  the  tables  included  in  last  year's  report,  there  is  this 
year  inserted  a  table  showing  the  total  value  of  the  property  of  the 
carriers  appraised,  that  is,  the  non-operative  property  is  included  with 
the  operative  to  form  a  separate  table  which  represents  the  total  value 
of  the  property  owned  by  the  carriers.

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During  the  year  1913-14,  206  applications  Avere  received,  covering 
509  crossings.  The  decrease  in  the  number  of  applications  received 
this  year  is  probably  due  in  large  part  to  the  decreased  activity  in 
railroad  building  and  in  real  estate  activity  on  account  of  the  uncertain 
financial  condition  prevailing.  Some  of  the  decrease,  however,  can 
undoubtedly  be  directly  attributed  to  the  fact  that  the  Commission's 
attitude  towards  granting  grade  crossings  is  becoming  better  known  by 
the  county  and  city  officials  and  crossings  are  not  now  applied  for 
unless  these  officials  feel  that  they  can  make  a  good  showing  as  to  their 
necessity  and  convenience. 

Out  of  the  total  of  169  applications  received  the  crossings  involved 
in  70  were  inspected  on  the  ground  by  a  representative  of  the  engineer- 
ing department  before  action  was  taken.  The  conditions  surrounding 
the  remainder  were  either  familiar  to  the  department  or  the  applica- 
tions were  for  spur  track  crossings  to  be  made  in  such  a  manner  that 
it  was  apparent  that  road  traffic  would  not  be  endangered  by  their 
construction.

Section  38  of  the  Commission's  General  Order  33,  reads  as  follows: 

"Quarterly  reports  shall  be  made  to  the  Commission  by  the 
company  having  charge  of  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  the 
interlocking  plant  on  the  first  days  of  January.  April.  July  and 
October  of  each  year.  Such  reports  shall  be  filed  within  thirty 
days  after  the  end  of  the  quarter  for  which  they  are  made  and 
shall  be  prepared  in  the  manner  prescribed  and  upon  the  forms 
provided  by  the  Commission." 

Interlocking  failures  reported  by  the  carriers  under  General  Order  33 
have  been  few  and  have  in  general  been  due  to  small  troubles  in  electric 
circuits,  or  have  been  caused  by  minor  failures  in  the  mechanical  feat- 
ures of  the   plant.     No   serious   accidents   have    resulted   from   these 
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failures.  There  have  been  a  few  derailments  caused  by  faults  of 
operators  or  enginemen  but  these  accidents  have  had  no  serious  results. 

One  interlocking  plant  reported  by  the  carriers  as  being  in  a  bad 
condition  was  investigated  by  the  Commission  at  a  formal  hearing  and 
a  new  plant  was  ordered  constructed.  This  plant  is  the  plant  known  as 
the  "C4olden  Gate"  interlocking  plant  and  protects  the  intersection  of 
the  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe,  the  San  Francisco-Oakland  Ter- 
minal Railways  and  the  suburban  double-track  line  of  the  Southern 
Pacific  Company. 

There  follows  a  list  of  interlocking  plants  in  this  state,  taken  from 
the  engineering  department's  records,  showing  the  salient  features  of 
each  plant:

DEPOT   AND   STATION    CASES. 

These  eases  have  been  instituted  under  the  provisions  of  section  36 
of  the  Public  Utilities  Act  and  there  have  been  but  five  of  them  filed 
this  year  in  which  this  department  has  been  interested.

The  most  important  of  these  cases  was  the  San  Diego  case  which 
involved  a  disagreement  between  the  city  of  San  Diego  and  the  Santa 
Fe  Railway  Company  regarding  the  necessity  of  closing  a  certain 
street  adjacent  to  the  new  depot  which  the  railroad  company  had 
recently  constructed  but  had  not.  thrown  open  to  the  public.  This 
case  was  instituted  by  the  Commission.  It  was  alleged  by  the  city  of 
San  Diego  that  the  old  station  of  the  Santa  Fe,  then  in  use,  was  inade- 
quate and  it  desired  to  have  the  railroad  company  open  the  new  station, 
without  closing  the  street  the  Santa  Fe  wished  to  have  closed.  The 
matter  was  finally  decided  by  the  order  of  the  Commission  which 
required  the  new  station  to  be  opened  as  noted. 

In  several  of  the  depot  eases  considered  by  the  Commission  in  I  lie 
past  depots  have  been  granted  contingent  upon  the  towns  or  cities 
interested  closing  certain  streets  or  securing  rights  of  way.  .Many  of 
these  eases  have  not  yet  been  closed  out  and  they  are  still  productive 
of  considerable  work. 

The  Commission,  in  all  depot  eases  where  depots  have  been  ordered, 
specifies  that  the  structures  musl  meet  with  the  Commission's  approval 
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and  the  plans  submitted  by  the  carriers  are  checked  over  by  the 
engineering  department  and  approved  or  sent  back  to  the  carriers  to 
receive  such  revisions  as  are  deemed  necessary. 

The  information  demanded  of  the  transportation  utilities,  by  General 
Order  36,  effective  August  7,  1913,  as  to  the  construction  of  any  new 
siding,  spur  or  other  track,  for  the  reception  or  delivery  of  freight, 
has  resulted  in  the  receipt  of  227  maps  which  have  been  checked  and 
filed.  These  maps  show  changes  in,  and  addition  to,  station  and  yard 
tracks  and  the  location  of  spurs  to  serve  specific  industries. 

INVESTIGATION    OF   SAFETY    DEVICES. 

This  department  has  continued  to  interest  itself  in  safety  devices  and 
has  checked  over  many  plans  for  devices  of  many  kinds  and  has  made 
some  inspections  on  the  ground  to  see  these  various  devices  in  opera- 
tion. Crossing  protective  devices  form  the  most  of  these  matters, 
although  several  different  types  of  fenders  for  street  cars  have  also 
been  examined. 

CLEARANCES. 

Considerable  correspondence  has  been  had  in  regard  to  clearance 
matters.  Plans  are  now  being  drawn  up  by  this  department  showing 
graphically  the  clearances  specified  in  the  Commission's  General 
Order  26  covering  this  matter  and  which  was  effective  January  1,  1913. 
It  is  thought  these  charts,  when  completed,  will  materially  reduce  the 
correspondence  in  this  regard.  The  policy  of  the  Commission  is  to 
permit  deviations  to  be  made  from  the  general  order  when  it  is  apparent 
that  no  danger  will  accrue  to  trainmen,  passengers  or  others  as  a  result. 
Many  requests  for  permission  to  make  such  deviations  have  been  made 
during  the  year,  and  some  of  them  have  required  field  inspections. 

JOINT  USE  OR  TRANSFER  OF  FACILITIES. 

The  work  of  this  department  in  connection  with  applications  for 
approval  of  leases  and  agreements  is  not  heavy.  An  inspection  is  gener- 
ally made  of  the  facilities  to  be  transferred,  although  the  circumstances 
of  the  case  do  not  always  make  this  necessary.  These  cases  are  gener- 
ally more  in  the  nature  of  service  matters  and  are  handled  jointly  with 
the  service  department.

All  of  these  applications  have  necessitated  checking  the  estimates  sub- 
mitted by  the  applicants  and  a  report  on  them  has  been  made  to  the 
Commission.  Several  have  required  field  investigations  either  before 
or  after  the  hearing.  These  field  inspections  are  especially  important  in 
connection  with  the  checking  of  the  applicant's  estimate  of  possible 
earnings,  when  such  estimates  have  been  made.  They  are  also  import- 
ant when  estimates  of  cost  include  considerable  heavy  grading  or  other 
expensive  construction  work. 
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The  Commission  often  makes  its  orders  in  these  eases  contingent  upon 
the  previous  performance  of  certain  requirements  and  it  falls  to  the 
engineering  department  to  see  that  these  requirements  have  been  met. 

Several  applications  filed  in  previous  years  granted  under  such 
circumstances  are  still  followed  by  the  department  under  provisions  in 
the  Commission's  orders  requiring  the  filing  of  monthly  progress  esti- 
mates. These  estimates,  together  with  construction  contracts,  are 
checked  by  this  department  in  the  office  and  in  the  field. 

INSPECTIONS   OF  TRACK   AND    ROADBED. 

Five  such  inspections  have  been  made  during  the  year.  The  Yosem- 
ite  Valley  Railroad,  which  was  inspected  last.  year,  was  twice  inspected 
during  the  fiscal  year  covered  by  this  report.  The  first  inspection  was 
made  following  the  accident  of  June.  1914,  near  Bagby,  and  eove 
the  track  and  roadbed,  together  with  recommendations  looking  to  its 
improvement.  The  Commission  made  certain  orders  in  this  regard  and 
imposed  certain  speed  restrictions  on  the  railroad  company  until  those 
orders  were  fulfilled.  The  second  inspection  was  made  upen  the  com- 
pany's representation  that  the  Commission  7s  requirements  had  been  met 
and  the  report  which  followed  the  inspection  showed  such  a  great 
improvement  in  track  and  roadbed  conditions  that  an  order  was  issued 
by  the  Commission  practically  withdrawing  the  speed  and  operating 
restrictions  required  by  its  previous  order. 

At  the  request  of  the  receiver  of  the  Northern  Electric  Railway  Com- 
pany this  department  made  an  inspection  of  the  track  and  roadbed  of 
that  company  and  its  owned  and  leased  lines.  The  bridges  were  given 
special  attention  and  recommendations  for  the  betterment  of  conditions 
made  by  this  department  in  its  report  were  followed  by  the  company. 

A  culvert  accident  on  the  Northwestern  Pacific,  which  resulted 
fatally,  was  investigated  by  the  Industrial  Accident  Committee  under 
the  impression  that  the  accident  came  under  its  jurisdiction.  A  copy 
of  its  report  was  sent  to  the  Railroad  Commission  and  this  department 
was  instructed  to  make  an  independent  investigation  and  report  cover- 
ing the  safety  of  track  and  roadbed  on  its  newly  opened  line  from 
Willits  to  Shivery  and  on  the  old  line  from  Shively  to  Eureka,  as  well 
as  the  safety  conditions  under  which  the  employees  of  the  road  v 
working  on  the  construction  of  the  new  line  and  the  reconstruction  of 
the  old  line. 

The  safety  of  the  track  and  roadbed  of  the  Ocean  Shore  Railroad 
Company  was  also  investigated  by  this  department  following  an 
informal  eomplaint  made  to  the  Commission. 
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ABANDONMENT  OF  TRACK. 
There  have  been  a  comparatively  large  number  of  requests  for  per- 
mission to  abandon  track  during  this  fiscal  year.  Some  of  these 
applications  have  been  handled  by  the  service  department  and  some 
have  been  consigned  to  the  engineering  department  to  make  report  of 
conditions.     Those  handled  by  this  department  are  as  follows:

These  applications  required  the  investigation  of  conditions  and  a 
report  to  the  Commission  covering  the  circumstances  which  lead  to  the 
desire  of  the  railroad  company  to  abandon  the  track  under  considera- 
tion, the  interests  which  would  be  affected  by  such  abandonment,  and 
such  other  information  as  may  be  pertinent. 

INFORMAL   COMPLAINTS. 

Most  of  the  informal  complaints  filed  in  regard  to  transportation 
matters  are  relative  to  rates  and  service.  Those  handled  by  this  division 
are  almost  entirely  in  connection  with  grade  crossings,  both  public  and 
private,  spur  tracks  and  other  related  matter's. 

Complaints  regarding  private  crossings  have  been  handled  entirely 
by  the  engineering  department.  The  Commission  has  no  jurisdiction 
over  private  crossings :  they  are  entirely  a  matter  of  contract  between 
the  parties  at  interest  and  the  railroad  company,  and  although  the 
Commission  has  been  able  to  secure  relief  for  complainants  in  a  number 
of  instances,  it  has  not  found  it  wise  to  make  recommendation  to  the 
railroad  companies  looking  to  an  increase  in  the  number  of  private 
crossings  over  their  rails. 

Elsewhere  in  this  report  will  be  found  a  tabulation  of  the  informal 
complaints  handled  by  this  division  during  the  fiscal  year,  together 
with  an  outline  of  their  nature  and  the  disposition  made  of  them. 

HYDRAULIC   SECTION. 

The  section  of  hydraulics  of  the  engineering  department  handles  the 
detail  of  all  matters  which  come  before  Hie  Commission  in  connection 

with   water  utilities,   save  those  which   involve   history   and   status   in 
connection  with  bond  applications.

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The  work  of  the  section  was  increased  during  the  year  by  the  transfer 
of  the  water  rate  and  rules  and  regulations  files  from  the  rate  depart- 
ment to  the  engineering  department,  In  addition  to  these  files  as  they 
affect  utility  companies,  there  is  maintained  a  file  containing  the 
articles  of  incorporation  and  other  data  regarding  mutual  water  com- 
panies necessary  for  determination  of  their  status  in  many  eases  of 
complaint  against  them. 

Table  XIII  accompanying  this  report  lists  the  various  cost  estimates 
that  we  have  made  during  the  fiscal  year,  showing  the  name  of  the 
utility  owning  the  property,  the  Commission's  designation  of  the 
action,  the  purpose  served,  and  the  amount  of  our  determination.  The 
aggregate  of  all  these  valuations  is  $20,471,669.00. 

Table  XIV  lists  the  water  utilities  similarly  giving  Commission's 
designation,  etc.,  which  have  required  field  investigation,  reports  and 
testimony  in  form  of  hearings.  A  number  of  these  actions  have  resulted 
in  the  preparation  of  definite  rules  and  regulations,  listed  in  a  table 
mentioned  later,  and  a  number  have  required  valuation  determinations, 
listed  as  prepared  by  this  department  in  Table  XIII. 

Table  XV  lists  the  actions  involving  determination  of  hydraulic  yield 
and  capacity  of  the  system  to  serve  consumers.  A  number  of  these 
actions  are  also  listed  in  other  tallies. 

Table  XVI  lists  the  utilities  in  connection  with  which  we  have  made 
tentative  determination  of  the  rate  or  rates  that  would  produce  recpiired 
amounts  and  reported  upon  the  same  to  the  Commission. 

Table  XVII  lists  the  transfers  authorized  of  utility  properties  from 
private  to  municipal  ownership. 

Table  XVIII  lists  the  water  utilities  which  have  established  detailed 
schedules  of  rules  and  regulations  during  the  year  past,  in  each  of 
which  cases  we  have  advised  with  the  Commission  in  passing  upon 
schedules  prepared  by  the  utilities  or  have  prepared  and  submitted 
entire  schedules. 

The  Commission  has  favored  the  establishment  of  rules  and  regula- 
tions informally,  in  which  case  the  utility  is  requested  to  prepare  and 
submit  a  schedule,  and  informal  sanction  is  given  by  letter  from  the 
secretary  when  the  utility  has  so  modified  the  schedule  as  to  be  <•< in- 
sistent with  the  practice  of  the  Commission.  Unforeseen  conditions  so 
often  develop  requiring  changes  in  detail  that  this  course  has  been 
found  advisable. 

Table  XVIII  also  lists  the  informal  complaints  involving  water  utili- 
ties which  have  been  handled  by  the  hydraulic  engineer  and  his  assist- 
ants and  which  have  been  closed  during  the  year. 

In  establishing  rates  I'm-  domestic  water  service,  the  Commission  has. 
during  this  year,  used  a  cubic  fool  of  water  equivalenl  t<>  nearly  7!  gal- 
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Ions  as  the  unil  of  measurement,  meters  generally  reading  in  cubic  feet. 
This  enables  consumers  to  check  the  amount  of  use  against  the  charge. 
Domestic  rates  are  found  in  the  State  measuring  by  the  gallon,  cubic 
foot  and  barrel,  and  it  is  the  endeavor  of  the  Commission  to  obtain 
uniformity. 

Irrigation  rates  as  established  over  the  State  apply  upon  the  area 
by  Hat  rate.  The  gallon,  second-foot  per  day,  acre-foot,  the  cubic  foot 
and  the  miner's  inch  have  varying  amount  of  flow  and  length  of  time. 
The  Commission  has  consistently  advised  against  the  use  of  a  flat  rate 
for  domestic  or  irrigation  purposes  and  has  endeavored  to  base  irriga- 
tion rates  upon  logieal  and  uniform  practice. 

In  addition  to  the  formal  matters  listed  above  there  were  401  matters 
adjudicated  informally.  It  is  not  considered  necessary  to  take  up  in 
detail,  these  informal  complaints.  An  abstract  of  the  proceedings  in 
each  of  these  cases  will  be  found  elsewhere  in  the  annual  report  under 
' '  Informal  Complaints. ' '

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GAS  AND  ELECTRIC  SECTION. 

The  section  of  gas  and  electricity  of  the  engineering  department 
handles  the  details  of  all  matters  which  come  before  the  Commission 
in  connection  with  gas  and  electric  utilities  save  those  matters  which 
involve  financial  history  and  status  in  connection  with  bond  applica- 
tions. 

The  work  of  this  section  may  be  classified  under  the  following  three 
groups : 

1.  Valuations. 

{a)  Gas  and  electric  properties  in  connection  with  electric  rate 
investigations,  condemnation  proceedings  and  the  issu- 
ance of  securities. 

(6)  Of  electrical  rolling  stock,  transmission  and  distribution 
systems  and  generating  and  transforming  plants  owned 
by  the  steam  and  electric  roads  on  which  the  main  valua- 
tion is  being  prosecuted  by  the  section  of  transportation. 

2.  Bates. 

(a)   Gas  and  electric  ra"te  investigations  and  reports. 

3.  Service. 

(a)  Quality,  regulation  and  adequacy  of  electric  light  and  power 

service  and  of  gas  service. 

(b)  Imposition  and  collection  of  deposits  and  service  charges  for 

meters  and  extensions. 

(c)  Safety  of  operation  of  gas  and  electrical  properties. 

(d)  Inductive  and  other  interferences. 

(e)  Electrolysis. 

Many  of  the  matters  mentioned  above  have  occurred  in  connection 
with  both  formal  and  informal  complaints.  Formal  cases  and  applica- 
tions will  be  discussed  first. 

In  the  following  tables,  listing  valuations,  rate  matters  and  service 
matters,  there  will  be  such  duplication  as  occurs,  for  instance,  when  a 
decision  in  a  rate  matter  is  predicated  in  part  on  a  valuation  of  the 
properties  involved. 

There  are  presented  herewith  ten  tables  and  tabular  statements 
covering  the  work  of  this  .section  during  the  preceding  fiscal  year. 

Tables  XIX  and  XX  cover  valuations  made  in  connection  with  gas 
rates  and  list,  respectively,  those  valuations  which  were  based  on  inven- 
tory and  appraisal  made  by  this  section  and  those  which  were  based 
either  on  original  cost  or  on  inventory  and  appraisal  made  by  others  or 
on  both.

TELEPHONE    AND  TELEGRAPH    SECTION. 

During  the  last  year  67  formal  matters  were  handled  by  this  section 
which  is  an  increase  of  6  over  the  preceding  year.  Of  this  total  num- 
ber handled,  only  9  are  pending. 

The  formal  applications  decided  in  which  this  section  lias  been  inter- 
ested may  be  segregated  as  follows :

Iii  the  applications  to  increase  certain  rates,  the  Commission  granted 
the  request  in  three  instances  and  three  were  dismissed.  Six  com- 
plaints against  various  telephone  and  telegraph  companies  were  filed 
alleging  unreasonable  rates  and  all  were  dismissed,  but  in  two  eases 
before  the  order  of  dismissal  was  made  by  the  Commission  certain 
reductions  in  rates  were  effected  which  were  satisfactory  to  complain- 
ants. In  these  two  cases  the  reductions  were  made  through  the  sugges- 
tion <d'  the  Commission  and  resulted  in  one  instance  in  an  annual 
amount  of  $1,650.00. 
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INFORMAL   COMPLAINTS. 

A  total  of  289  informal  complaints  was  filed  with  the  Commission  of 
which  only  nine  are  pending.  These  matters  may  generally  be  divided 
into  two  main  classes — rates  and  service — and  cover  the  legality  of  the 
various  charges  exacted  by  the  utilities,  alleged  increases  in  monthly 
telephone  rental,  delay  in  the  installation  of  service,  extensions,  changes 
in  telephone  numbers,  unsatisfactory  service,  etc.  Of  the  280  mailers 
which  were  closed,  135  covered  questions  of  rates,  and  the  balance 
applied  to  service. 

Approximately  82  per  cent  of  the  informal  complaints  are  against 
The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  for  the  reason  that  this 
company  covers  practically  the  whole  of  the  State  of  California.  This 
company  especially  and  the  majority  of  the  other  utilities  have 
co-operated  with  the  Commission  to  a  gratifying  extent  in  an  endeavor 
to  adjust  these  informal  matters  promptly.  An  abstract  of  the  infor- 
mal complaints  are  listed  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

INFORMAL  ORDERS. 

Sixty-one  such  orders  were  granted  to  telephone  and  telegraph  com- 
panies authorizing  certain  changes  in  rate  schedules  and  the  establish- 
ment of  toll  stations,  exchanges  to  become  effective  on  less  than  the 
required  statutory  notice  of  thirty  days.  The  following  is  a  segrega- 
tion :

The  last  item  included  7  cases  effecting  a  reduction  in  rates. 

FORMAL    MATTERS. 

Mention  was  made  in  the  previous  report  relative  to  certain  formal 
investigations  pending  and  to  be  undertaken.  This  was  in  reference 
to  the  (piestion  as  to  the  reasonableness  of  the  rates  for  exchange  service 
at  exchanges  of  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company 
throughout  the  State,  and  to  the  necessity  of  considering  as  a  pari  of 
such  investigation  the  reasonableness  of  the  rates  for  the  so-called 
fanner  line  service. 

On  September  23,  1914.  the  Commission  made  its  order  instituting 
an  investigation  into  the  rules  and  practices  of  the  utilities  in  this 
state  in  requiring  deposits.  The  patrons  of  practically  every  utility 
in  California  are  interested  in  this  matter,  and  it  is  one  of  the  most 
importanl    investigations  the  Commission  has  undertaken.     Consider-

able  work  has  been  done  on  this  case  by  all  sections  of  the  engineering 
department  and  it  has  been  productive  of  much  correspondence.  Sev- 
eral hearings  have  been  held  at  which  this  section  has  been  represented. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The  compilation  of  the  official  railroad  map  undertaken  by  this 
department  last  year  has  been  completed  and  the  map  has  been  issued. 
The  large  demand  for  copies  not  only  from  points  within  the  State  but 
from  all  over  the  United  States  and  from  Europe  clearly  indicates  that 
it  is  filling  a  long-felt  need.  The  map  is  issued  in  three  styles :  Cloth- 
mounted,  44x54,  $1.00;  paper-folded,  50  cents;  paper-rolled,  40  cents. 

One  of  the  most  important  miscellaneous  matters  handled  by  this 
department  was  that  of  Case  No.  796,  the  Cabrillo  Club  et  al.  versus  The 
Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company.  This  case  was  filed 
in  order  to  bring  about  the  reconstruction  of  the  line  between  Temecula 
and  Fallbrook,  which  was  washed  out  several  years  ago  and  has  not 
been  rebuilt.  One  hearing  was  had  on  the  matter  and  the  fact  was 
developed  that  an  alternative  line  through  the  same  territory,  but  in  a 
different  location,  would  possibly  serve  the  purpose  equally  well  and 
time  was  given  for  an  investigation  of  the  engineering  features  involved 
by  this  department  and  by  the  engineering  department  of  the  railroad 
company.    This  case  is  still  pending. 

Records  of  the  engineering  department  continue  to  be  of  interest  to 
the  people  of  the  State  who  are  in  search  of  data  in  regard  to  the  car- 
riers and  so  far  as  is  consistent  this  information  is  made  available  to 
them.  It  is  necessary  in  matters  of  this  sort  to  draw  the  line  between 
records  which  are  public  records  and  those  which  have  not  yet  been 
before  the  Commission  and  are  considered  as  being  confidential. 

The  investigation  into  the  condition  of  grade  crossings  and  block 
signals  on  the  Pacific  Electric  Railway,  mention  of  which  was  made  in 
the  report  of  last  year,  has  not  yet  been  undertaken  and  remains  as 
work  to  be  done  in  the  future. 

Informal  Complaint  No.  3365,  which  involves  the  flood  control  in  Los 
Angeles  County,  has  not  yet  been  disposed  of,  and  this  department  is 
closely  following  the  work  of  the  board  of  engineers  appointed  by  the 
supervisors  of  Los  Angeles  County  to  report  on  the  matter.  This  is  an 
exceedingly  important  piece  of  work  and  will  involve  large  expendi- 
tures. 

The  Joint  Committee  on  Inductive  Interference,  whose  work  was  dis- 
cussed in  detail  in  the  last  two  annual  reports  of  this  Commission,  has 
continued  its  investigations  during  the  year  and  is  expected  to  make 
its  final  report  to  the  Commission  in  the  near  future. 
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STOCK  AND  BOND  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Stock  and  Bond  Department  has  passed  upon  securities  amount- 
ing to  $530,000,000.00.  This  covers  the  period  from  the  beginning  of 
the  Commission's  jurisdiction  over  stocks  and  bonds  in  March,  1912, 
to  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  June  30,  1915. 

The  aim  has  been  to  bring  about  a  system  of  public  utility  finance, 
conservative  and  yet  sufficiently  elastic  to  meet  the  growing  needs  of 
the  State 

The  principal  work  of  the  Department  during  the  year  has  been  in 
connection  with  the  reorganization  plans  of  various  public  utility 
corporations.  It  has  been  the  policy  to  urge  only  such  forms  of 
reorganization  as  would  leave  the  new  corporation  in  a  position  of 
financial  strength  adequate  to  its  public  utility  obligations.  That  form 
of  reorganization  which  is  only  temporary  and  which  fails  to  correct 
vital  defects  of  the  financial  structure  has  been  discouraged. 

During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1915,  the  Commission  has  passed 
upon  the  reorganization  plans  of  the  United  Light  and  Power  Company, 
the  Peoples  Water  Company,  the  Midway  Gas  Company  and  the  Citrus 
Belt  Gas  Company. 

There  has  been  an  endeavor,  as  far  as  consistent,  to  provide  the 
greatest  possible  degree  of  protection  for  the  public  utility  patron  and 
the  public  utility  investor. 

To  the  Stock  and  Bond  Department  are  also  referred  matters  per- 
taining to  the  transfer  of  property  and  certificates  of  public  convenience 
and  necessity. 

The  Commission  has  adopted  the  definite  policy  in  passing  upon 
certificates  of  public  convenience  and  necessity  to  require  a  stipulation 
that  newly  acquired  franchises  shall  neither  be  capitalized  nor  valued 
beyond  their  actual  cost, 

During  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1915,  the  Railroad  Commission 
of  the  State  of  California  has  passed  upon  applications  for  authority 
to  issue  stocks,  bonds,  notes  and  certificates  of  indebtedness,  aggregating 
$134,271,268.16.

During  the  fiscal  year  the  various  public  utilities  applied  to  this 
Commission  for  authority  to  issue  stocks,  bonds,  notes  and  certificates 
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The  amount  applied  for  as  shown  in  Table  "A"  includes  only  the 
applications  filed  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1915.  The  pending, 
however,  includes  the  total  amount  pending  on  June  30,  1915,  without 
regard  to  the  date  of  filing  the  application. 

Of  the  securities  applied  for,  26.91  per  cent  represents  stocks; 
61.12  per  cent  bonds;  10.8  per  cent  notes  and  1.17  per  cent  certificates. 

Of  the  securities  authorized,  22.92  per  cent  represents  stocks;  59.52  per 
cent  bonds ;  16.01  per  cent  notes  and  1.55  per  cent  certificates. 

Of  the  securities  denied,  45.79  per  cent  represents  stocks ;  53.74  per 
cent  bonds;  47  per  cent  notes. 

Of  the  securities  dismissed,  32.78  per  cent  represents  stocks ;  62.69  per 
cent  bonds  and  4.53  per  cent  notes. 

Of  the  pending  applications,  26.24  per  cent  represents  stocks; 
72.37  per  cent  bonds  and  1.39  per  cent  notes.

The  large  percentage  of  denial  is  accounted  for  by  the  denial  of 
Application  Number  894.  This  was  an  application  of  The  Los  Angeles 
Railway  to  acquire  the  property  of  Los  Angeles  Electric  Railway 
Corporation  and  City  Railway  Company  of  Los  Angeles.  In  payment 
for  the  property,  The  Los  Angeles  Railway  desired  to  issue 
$20,000,000.00  par  value  of  stock  and  $23,544,000.00  face  value  of  bonds. 
The  denial  was  without  prejudice.  The  Commission  suggested  a  re-pre- 
sentation of  the  application  with  certain  modifications. 

Segregated  as  to  purpose,  public  utilities  have  been  authorized  to 
sell  stocks,  bonds,  notes  and  certificates  of  indebtedness  as  shown  in 
Tables  "B"  to  "E"  both  inclusive.

The  Commission  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1915,  authorized 
the  transfer  and  sale  of  property  valued  at  approximately  $5,760,000.00. 

The  reorganization  plans  of  three  public  utilities,  approved  by  the 
Commission,  involve  the  transfer  of  property. 

United  Light  and  Power  Company  (of  New  Jersey).  United  Lighl 
and  Power  Company  (of  California).  Central  Oakland  Light  and  Power 
Company,  Consumers  Light  and  Power  Company.  Equitable  Light  and 
Power  Company,  and  Southside  Light  and  Power  Company  have  been 
authorized  to  transfer  their  property  to  Consolidated  Electric  Company, 
whose  entire  issue  of  capital  stock  is  owned  by  Great  Western  Power 
Company.  In  payment  for  the  property  Consolidated  Electric  Com- 
pany has  been  authorized  to  issue  $2,02-4,500.00  face  value  of  bonds. 
Consolidated  Electric  Company  has  also  been  authorized  to  assume  an 
underlying  indebtedness  of  $243,000.00.  In  addition  the  company  has 
been  authorized  to  sell  $50,500.00  face  value  of  bonds  to  pay  for  the 
cost  of  rehabilitating  the  system  and  to  deliver  all  its  capital  stock  to 
Great  Western  Power  Company,  which  has  guaranteed  the  payment  of 
the  bonds,  both  as  to  principal  and  interest  of  Consolidated  Electric 
Company. 

Another  reorganization  plan  approved  by  the  Commission  is  thai  of 
Midway  Gas  Company.  It  has  been  authorized  to  issue  and  deliver 
$684,000.00  face  value  of  bonds  to  Southern  California  Gas  Company 
in  payment  for  natural  gas  compressor  plant,  located  near  Taft,  Kern 
County,  and  the  natural  gas  field  gathering  lines  Located  in  the 
so-called  Midway  Oil  Fields.  Midway  (Jas  Company  has  also  been 
authorized   to  issue  and   deliver  $396,000.00   par   value   of   preferred 
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stock  to  Northern  Exploration  Company,  in  payment  for  natural  gas 
wells  and  drilling  equipment. 

The  Commission  has  issued  a  second  order  in  the  matter  of  the 
organization  of  Citrus  Belt  Gas  Company.  This' company  has  taken 
over  the  gas  properties  formerly  owned  by  San  Bernardino  Valley  Gas 
Company. 

In  its  decision  of  May  5,  1915,  the  Commission  permitted  Citrus  Belt 
Gas  Company  to  assume  an  indebtedness  of  $350,200.00  to  issue  either 
$250,000.00  par  value  of  stock  or  $200,000.00  face  value  of  convertible 
debt  certificates. 

In  regard  to  the  granting  of  certificates  of  public  convenience  and 
necessity,  the  Commission  has  adhered  to  the  principle  enunciated  in 
earlier  decisions,  that  as  public  utilities  give  complete  and  adequate 
service  at  reasonable  rates,  they  will  be  protected  in  their  territory. 
Obviously  the  Commission  would  not  protect  from  competition  a  utility 
which  could  not  give  rates  as  low  and  service  as  complete  and  adequate 
as  a  second  utility  which  desired  to  enter  that  field.

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STATISTICS  AND  ACCOUNTS. 

The  department  of  statistics  and  accounts  is  under  the  supervision 
of  the  auditor,  with  a  force  consisting  of  an  assistant  auditor,  five 
examiners,  two  clerks  and  a  stenographer.

All  of  these  reports  were  checked  and  verified.  This  work  resulted 
in  a  very  large  volume  of  correspondence,  owing  to  the  fact  that  in 
a  great  many  cases  data  was  not  reported  in  accordance  with  classifica- 
tion of  accounts  prescribed  by  the  Commission,  and  in  the  case  of 
some  50-odd  reports,  it  was  necessary  to  audit  the  books  of  the  company 
interested,  in  order  to  unify  the  report  with  such  classification. 

The  department,  in  addition  to  above  work,  has  conducted  52  exam- 
inations and  audits  during  the  year,  at  the  request  of  the  Commission. 

Particular  attention  has  been  paid  during  the  year  to  the  compiling 
of  statistical  data.  Eighteen  different  tables  have  been  prepared  for 
steam  railroads;  4  tables  for  electric  railroads;  and  4  tables  each  for 
water,  gas,  electric  and  telephone  companies;  and  one  table  each  for 
warehousemen  and  wharfingers,     (See  Part  6,  Statistical  Tables.)

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BRIEF  SUMMARY  OF  DECISIONS  ON  FORMAL 
COMPLAINTS. 

The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  the  formal  complaints  decided 
by  the  Commission  during  the  fiscal  year  covered  by  this  report.  An 
outline  of  the  Commission's  opinions  and  orders  only  are  given,  as  the 
full  texts  of  the  decisions  are  published  in  Volumes  Nos.  5,  6,  and  7  of 
Opinions  and  Orders: 

Decision  No.  1648.

Riverside   Portland   Cement    Company  vs.   San   Pedro,   Los  Angeles   and  Salt  Lake

(Decided  July  3,  1914.) 
Complainants    alleged    that    a    certain    witness   of   defendants   was    called   out   of 
order  at  a  prior  hearing  in  the  above  entitled  matter  and  that  they  had  no  oppor- 
tunity to  cross-examine  said  witness,  petitioned  the  Commission  to  reopen  the  case 
for  further  hearing. 

Held,   Petition  granted  and  date  set  for  rehearing. 

Decision  No.  1651. 

Case  No.  594. 

The  City  of  Los  Angeles  vs.  Southern  California  Gas  Company,  Los  Angeles  Gas 
and  Electric  Corporation,  Southern  California  Edison  Company,  and  Economic 
Gas  Com  party. 

(Decided  July  G.  1914.) 

Complainant,  city  of  Los  Angeles,  petitioned  the  Commission  to  compel  defendant 
gas  companies,  serving  gas  within  the  limits  of  said  city,  to  resume  the  distribution 
of  natural  gas  or  "mixed  gas,"  and  also  to  compel  the  Southern  California  Gas 
Company,  controlling  the  natural  gas  supply,  to  deliver  to  certain  distributing 
companies  such  quantities  as  they  may  desire  to  purchase. 

Held,  That  the  city  charter  of  complainant  gives  it  the  power  "to  prescribe  the 
character  and  quality  of  any  public  utility  service."  That,  therefore,  this  Commis- 
sion can  not  assume  such  jurisdiction,  which  portion  of  the  complaint  is  dismissed. 

Held,  That  as  the  point  of  delivery  of  natural  gas  in  wholesale  quantities  by  the 
Southern  California  Gas  Company  is  situated  in  unincorporated  territory,  this 
Commission  has  jurisdiction  to  compel  such  delivery.  That  a  utility  of  this  nature 
can  not  arbitrarily  discontinue  service  unless  compelling  reasons  for  such  discon- 
tinuance can  be  shown. 

Held,  Southern  California  <Ias  Company  directed  to  deliver  natural  gas  under 
the  rates  prescribed  by  this  Commission  to  such  companies  desiring  such  service 
within   twenty-four  hums  after  demand. 

Decision  No.  1655. 

Case  No.  400. 

Town  of  Antioch  vs.  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company. 
(Decided  July  6,  1914.) 
The  following  decision  is  one  of  the  most  important,  from  a  rate  fixing  and  valua- 
tion  point   of  view,   rendered  by  the  Commission.     Choosing  the  actions  instituted 
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by  the  town  of  Antioeh  petitioning  the  Commission   to  establish  a  jusl   schedule  of 
rates   for   electric   service   for   consumers    within    its    limits.    Commissioner   Thelen, 

after  an  exhaustive  review  of  il vidence  tendered  and  the  various  authorities  and 

court  decisions  dealing  with  the  subject  in  question,  rendered  a  decision  containing 
a  detailed  review  and  analysis  of  the  various  elements  entering  into  the  basis  for 
establishing  values  in  rate  fixing  inquiries.  In  summarizing  the  rules  laid  down  by 
Commissioner  Thelen,  Commissioner  Eshleinan,  while  generally  agreeing  thereto, 
takes  exception  to  the  doctrine  of  agency,  as  expressed  therein,  and  also  holding 
that  ;n  finding  value  for  rate-fixing  purposes,  no  rules  of  general  application  can 
be  made  to  apply,  regulatory  bodies  being  unable  to  bind  themselves  to  any  one 
controlling  condition,  but  being  obligated  to  consider  every  special  condition  affect- 
ing each  particular  case.  The  limited  space  permits  only  of  a  brief  review  of  tl 
findings. 

//</</,  That  in  establishing  the  rate  to  be  charged  for  electric  energy  sold  in 
Antioeh,  the  Commission  divided  the  cost  into  two  parts,  one  being  the  cost  of 
electric  energy  delivered  at  the  gates  of  Antioeh  and  the  other  the  cost  of  local 
distribution.     These  costs  are  separately  determined. 

Held,  After  review  of  various  authorities  bearing  upon  the  subject  of  reproduc- 
tion value  as  a  basis  of  return,  that  there  is  no  foundation  for  the  claim  thai  the 
Commission  must  confine  itself  to  the  estimated  reproduction  value  new;  that  if  a 
utility  has  been  kept  up  to  a  100  per  cent  efficiency  and  a  proper  depreciation  fund 
maintained,  and  the  estimate  does  not  differ  materially  from  the  actual  cost,  such 
a  basis  will  have  considerable  weight,  but  if  the  utility  has  not  maintained  its 
system  in  first-class  condition,  paying  out  in  dividends  money  that  should  have  been 
used  for  this  purpose,  a  rate  based  solely  upon  the  cost  to  reproduce  such  system 
new  would  be  extremely  unfair  to  the  consumers.  Likewise,  if  such  property 
originally  cost  an  amount,  honestly  and  wisely  expended,  considerably  in  excess  of 
what  it  would  now  cost  to  reproduce  it,  the  establishment  of  a  rate  upon  estimated 
reproduction  cost  would  be  equally  unfair  to  the  utility.  It  is  unfair  to  base  a 
return  entirely  upon  a  depreciated  reproduction  value,  such  depreciation  being  com- 
puted from  the  average  age  of  the  component  parts  of  the  system,  which,  though  in 
use  for  several  years,  are  still  equal  to  100  per  cent  efficiency. 

Hi  hi.  That  though  the  Commission  is  not  committed  to  any  one  theory  in  deter- 
mining the  fair  value  of  a  utility  for  rate-fixing  purposes,  and  will  consider  all  die 
elements  suggested  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  giving  to  each  ele- 
ment its  fair  wTeight.  considerable  weight  will  be  given  to  the  money  honestly  and 
wisely  invested  in  the  property  and  in  building  up  the  business. 

//'/</,  As  previously  determined,  the  Commission  will  consider  "going  value"  or 
"development  cost"  when  such  items  are  not  offset  by  other  equitable  considerations, 
as  appear  in  the  present  case,  but  only  little  weight  will  be  given  to  hypothetical 
estimates  when   the  actual  expenditures  are  available. 

/filil.  That  a  utility  has  a  right  to  look  to  its  consumers  for  the  establishment 
of  a  proper  depreciation  fund  ;  that  the  annual  amount  to  be  set  aside  for  such 
fund  should  be  based  upon  the  average  natural  life  of  the  different  classes  of 
material,  with  an  allowance  for  salvage,  and  likewise  an  allowance  for  obsoles- 
cence and  inadequacy;  and  that  the  interest  on  the  depreciation  fund  should  be 
retained   therein   and   not  diverted   to   other  channels. 

Held,  After  a  thorough  analysis  of  defendant's  construction  costs,  that  12  per 
cent  is  a   reasonable  allowance  for  overhead  expenditures  on  the  facts  of  this  i 

Held,  That  a  rate  of  return  of  8  per  cenl  is  amply  sufficient  to  enable  defendanl 
to  secure  the  capital  which  it  needs  for  construction  purposes;  that  it  will  yield  a 
liberal  margin  over  the  cost  of  money  and  that  it  is  a  fair  rate  of  return  to  allow 
in  this  case. 

//>  /'/.  In  conclusion  the  following  schedule  was  established  :  A  top  ra 
7  cents  per  kilowatt  hour  for  first  20  kilowatt  hours  per  month  with  a  minimum  of 
$1.00,  for  general  lighting  purposes;  3$  cents  per  kilowatt  hour  for  street  lighting 
purposes;  7  cents  per  kilowatt  hour  for  first  ."><>  kilowatt  hours  per  horsei>mver  per 
month  and  graduating  to  1  cent  for  over  1,000  kilowatt  hours  per  horsepower  i>cr 
18—18911 
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month  for  power  purposes,  with  a  minimum  of  $1.00  per  horsepower  per  month  up 
to  10  horsepower  and  75  cents  per  horsepower  per  month  for  all  over  10  horse- 
power ;  rates  to  become  effective  within  twenty  days. 

Concurring  Opinion  of  Commissioner  Eshleman. 

While  generally  concurring  in  the  opinion  as  expressed  by  Commissioner  Thelen, 
I  do  not  agree  upon  the  doctrine  of  agency  suggested  therein  as  one  reason  why  the 
original  cost  should  be  given  great  weight. 

That  though  a  government  agency  has  the  power  to  impose  conditions  in  advance 
on  any  business  requiring  governmental  sanction  to  be  carried  on,  and  on  the 
acceptance  of  such  conditions  depends  their  right  to  do  business,  such  governmental 
agency  can  not  impose  added  conditions  upon  such  a  concern  already  sanctioned  to 
do  business,  which  has  assumed  all  obligations  required  by  law  at  the  time  of  the 
initiation  of  its  enterprise,  excepting  those  conditions  authorized  under  the  police 
power  of  the  State ;  that  the  people  should  impose  conditions  at  the  time  of  granting 
privileges  and  not  wait,  as  has  previously  been  the  case,  with  the  expectation  of 
effecting  such  impositions  at  a  later  date,  which  action  is  the  only  method  of  escape 
from  the  payment  of  rates  on  public  gifts  and  excessive  unearned  increment. 

That  value,  as  that  term  is  used  in  rate-fixing  inquiries,  is  entirely  foreign  to 
value  as  a  commercial  term,  the  latter  being  based  entirely  on  the  returns  and  the 
former  found  for  the  purposes  of  establishing  a  return ;  that  value  for  rate-fixing 
purposes  can  not  be  fixed  by  rules  of  general  application,  and  that  no  one  condition 
can  be  controlling  in  determining  the  fair  amount  on  which  an  earning  shall  be 
allowed.

Calistoga  Electric  Company  vs.  Napa  Valley  Electric  Company. 

In  the  Matter  of  the  Investigation  into  the  Rates  of  Napa  Valley  Electric  Company 

for  Electric  Energy. 

(Decided  July  11,  1914.) 
After   consideration   of   the   various   contentions   of   respondent   contained    in    its 
petition  for  rehearing,  held,  that  the  rates  for  electric  energy  heretofore  established 
by   the   Commission  are  just  and   reasonable  in  every  particular.

Respondent  directed  to  establish  the  following  rates  effective  as  of  July  1, 
1914,  with  adjustment  of  intervening  payments:  For  consumers  not  served  directlj 
by  respondent,  but  through  a  mutual  distributing  system,  a  minimum  monthly  pay- 
ment of  75  cents  each ;  when  metered,  per  1,000  gallons,  15  cents.  That  when 
payments  are  not  made  in  accordance  with  rules,  respondent  may  deal  directly 
with  individual  consumers.  Rules  and  regulations,  previously  approved,  amended 
so  as  to  include  that  the  irrigation  rates  shall  apply  only  to  tracts  of  one-half  acre 
or  more,  and  if  subdivided,  where  there  is  not  more  than  one  dwelling  to  each  one- 
half  acre.

very  poor  road,  subject  to  overflow  waters  during  winter,  running  from  the  presenl 
depot. 

II i  hi.  That  as  previously  determined  by  the  Commission,  contracts,  when  they 
enter  into  cases  of  this  nature,  will  be  given  considerable  weight,  more  especially 
when  they  do  not  materially  affect  the  general  public  convenience  and  necessity; 
that  defendant  entering  into  a  contract  to  construct  its  depot  on  the  originally 
donated  site,  subsequently  entered  into  a  second  contract  to  construd  :i  depol  :it 
a  site  more  favorable  to  a  recently  opened  tract  of  land  on  which  there  are  at 
present  only  several  structures.  Defendant  directed  to  construct  a  passenger  shelter 
and  freight  shed  at  original  site,  within  thirty  days,  and  to  stop  all  local  trains  mi 
flag,  provided  that  a  hard  surfaced  wagon  road  shall  be  constructed  from  this 
station  to  the  present  county  road.

Respondent,    applying   for   a    rehearing,    contends    that,    (he    Commission's   order

the  rale  of  return  allowed  is  unjust  and  unreasonable.

(Decided  August  28,  1914.) 

Complaint  of  the  city  of  San  Jose  attacked  the  reasonableness  of  respondent's 
rates  for  all  classes  of  service  and  also  alleged  that  respondent  had  refused  to  make 
a  number  of  desired  extensions ;  that  its  minimum  rate  of  $1.00  per  month  was 
excessive,  and  that  it  discriminated  in  requiring  a  deposit  for  service  connections. 
Commission's  case  upon  its  own  initiative  included  in  this  investigation  the  entire 
San  Jose  area  served  by  respondent,  thereby  making  such  adjustments  as  are  directed, 
effective  throughout  this  entire  district,  excepting  the  city  of  Alviso,  which  city  had 
not  as  yet  turned  over  control  of  its  utilities  to  the  Commission. 

Held.  After  thorough  investigation  and  valuation  of  respondent's  property  serving 
this  district  in  connection  with  which,  by  consent  of  all  parties,  evidence  submitted 
in  connection  with  the  Antioch  case,  in  so  far  as  applicable,  is  considered  herein, 
the  following  rates  were  established  to  become  effective  twenty  days  from  date : 
General  lighting,  first  20  kilowatt  hours  per  month.  7  cents  per  kilowatt  hour:  next 
S30  kilowatt  hours  per  month.  4  cents  per  kilowatt  hour;  over  350  kilowatt  hours 
per  month,  3  cents  per  kilowatt  hour ;  street  lighting.  10  cents  per  year  per  watt 
connected.  Owing  to  the  abnormal  conditions  existing  during  the  last  several  years 
which  materially  affected  the  consumption  of  energy  for  power  purposes,  no  adjust- 
ments directed  affecting  this  class  of  rates  with  the  exception  of  certain  changes  as 
regards  the  application  of  the  present  schedule. 

Held,  That  as  generally  recognized  by  rate-fixing  authorities,  a  utility  is  entitled 
to  a  reasonable  minimum  rate  sufficient  to  cover  interest  on  cost  of  service  connection 
and  depreciation  thereon.  That  the  present  minimum  of  $1.00  is  not  unreasonable, 
though  as  in  a  particular  case  cited,  where  energy  is  used  only  during  a  few  months 
of  the  year,  a  rule  may  be  incorporated  permitting  the  disconnection  of  the  meter, 
thereby  eliminating  such  minimum  charge  during  the  period  of  nonuse. 

Held,  That  as  held  by  the  United  States  Supreme  Court,  a  utility  accepting  a 
franchise  from  an  incorporated  city,  permitting  of  the  construction  of  its  lines  over 
all  streets  of  such  city,  by  constructing  such  lines  over  a  portion  of  the  st  i 
thereby  obligates  itself  to  extend  service  to  any  portions  of  such  city  where  it  may 
be  desired.  Sufficient  allowance  made  in  valuation  of  respondent's  property  io 
cover  all  desired  and  estimated  extensions  and  respondent  is  directed  to  make  all 
such  extensions  within  the  limits  of  incorporated  cities  herein  affected  at  its  own 
expense.  That  the  Commission  has  jurisdiction  to  compel  utilities  to  extend  any 
reasonable  distance  irrespective  of  the  provisions  of  the  Civil  Code  limiting  such 
extensions  to  100  feet.  That  such  statute  being  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Public  Utilities  Act  lias  been  repealed  by  section  ^7  of  such  acl  in  so  Ear  as 
it  affects  territory  over  which  this  Commission's  jurisdiction  extends.  Respondent 
directed  to  make  all  extensions  desired  in  unincorporated  territory  a1  its  own 
expense,  at  least  up  to  the  amount  allowed  for  this  purpose;  provided  that  when 
it  may  deem  such  desired  extensions  unreasonable,  it  may  apply  to  the  Oommisj 
for  relief  from  this  particular  provision  of  the  order.

The  following  rates 
established  to  become  effective  thirty  days  from  date:  For  general  lighting,  firsl 
20  kilowatt  hours,  per  month,  S  cents  per  kilowatt  hour ;  next  30,  G  cents ;  next  300, 
5  cents ;  all  over  350,  3  cents ;  minimum  charge  $1.00  per  meter  per  month.  For 
lighting  purposes  10  cents  per  year  per  watt  connected.

Various  carriers  operating  upon  the  Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin  rivers,  con- 
tending that  their  present  rates  on  freight  shipments  are  unremunerative,  petitioned 
the  Commission  for  permission  to  increase  certain  rates,  to  change  certain  commodity 
rates  to  a  class  basis,  and  to  increase  minimum  rates  in  certain  instances. 

Held,  That  California  Navigation  and  Improvement  Company  and  California 
Transportation  Company  in  their  showing  for  an  increase  in  freight  rates  between 
San  Francisco  and  San  Joaquin  River  points  place  practically  the  entire  cost  of 
operation  against  the  freight  service  irrespective  of  a  considerable  amount  of  passen- 
ger business,  claiming  that  it  would  cost  just  as  much  to  operate  their  boats,  if  such 
boats  were  operated  for  freight  exclusively  ;  that  no  increase  could  be  allowed  on 
such  an  erroneous  method  of  apportioning  expense.     Applications  dismissed. 

Held,  Farmers'  Transportation  Company  applies  for  permission  to  change  certain 
commodity  rates  to  a  class  basis,  admitting  that  such  change  would  effect  a  5  per 
cent  increase  in  gross  revenue,  and  no  showing  being  made  which  would  warrant 
such  an  increase,  application  dismissed  without  prejudice  to  its  renewal  when  such 
changes  can  be  effected  so  as  not  to  permit  of  an  increase  in  the  existing  rates. 

Held,  California  Transportation  Company  and  Southern  Pacific  Company  per- 
mitted to  cancel  commodity  rates  applying  on  5,000  and  10.000  pound  lots  between 
Sacramento  and  San  Francisco  only,  provided  that  other  commodity  rates  satis- 
factory to  shippers  be  established,  thereby  eliminating  violations  of  the  long  and 
short  haul  provision.

that  if  these  lines  were  not  receiving  a  fair  return  the  public  is  not  obligated  to  pay 
rates  which  would  permit  of  a  return  upon  equipment  not  necessary  in  its  service.

mission to  establish  equitable  divisions  accruing  to  each  carrier. 

Held,  That  the  contention   of  carriers  that   they   are  entitled   to   full   local   rates 
on  joint  traffic  can  not  be  considered,   especially   in   view  of  the  fact   that  on   local 
traffic    two   distinct   terminal   services   are   necessary,    two   of  such    terminal   sit. 
being   eliminated    on    joinl    traffic;    that   carriers   can   not    claim   compensation    for 
services  not  performed.      Just   and   equitable   divisions  of  joint  rates  established.

Complainant  alleged  that  respondent's  depot  in  the  town  of  Healdsburg  was  col 
properly  lighted,  and  therefore  a  menace  to  persons  boarding  or  alighting  from 
trains  after  dark;  that  its  lavatories  were  not  supplied  with  towels,  and  petitioned 
the  Commission  to  also  compel  respondent  to  maintain  automatic  wigwag  signals 
at  three  certain  grade  crossings  within  said  town. 

Held,  Respondent  directed  to  install  and  maintain  two  100-candlepower  tung- 
stens at  advantageous  points  so  as  to  properly  light  its  depot  at  Healdsburg,  also 
maintain  a  supply  of  towels  in  lavatories  on  all  boats  and  trains  and  to  construct, 
within  ninety  days,  automatic  signal  devices  at  Grant  and  North  street  crossings 
in  said  town.

Belvedere  Civic  Association  vs.  Janss  Company. 

(Decided  September  19,  1914.) 

Complainant  alleged  that  respondent  required  a  deposit  of  .$25.00  before  installing 

a  service  connection  and  meter,  and  contended  that  such  a  charge  was  unjust  and 

unreasonable    and    petitioned    the    Commission    to   compel    respondent    to    make   such 

installations  free  of  charge. 

Held,  As  held  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  California,  proper  authorities  have  the 
power  to  compel  utilities  to  install  service  connections  and  meters  at"  their  own 
expense  ;  that  respondent  should  be  required  so  to  do,  though  owing  to  circumstances 
affecting  this  particular  case,  certain  exceptions  are  permissible.  Respondent  directed 
to  install  all  meters  and  service  connections  at  its  own  expense,  excepting  that  when 
such  connections  will  not  be  immediately  used,  a  deposit  of  $15.00  shall  be  collected, 
such  deposit  to  be  applied  to  monthly  bills  when  service  shall  have  commenced.

Complainant,   alleging  that  he   is  being  charged  a  greater  rate   than  other  con- 
sumers of  respondent,  petitioned  the  Commission  to  fix  a  reasonable  rate  for  water 
service. 

Held,  That  respondent's  present  method  of  computing  rates  by  street  frontage 
is  illogical  and  works  a  hardship  on  certain  classes  of  consumers,  like  complainant, 
who  having  a  residence  constructed  on  a  number  of  lots  facing  three  streets,  is 
obliged  to  pay  rates  on  the  entire  street  frontage.  Respondent  directed  to  install 
a  meter  for  all  consumers  using  10,000  gallons  of  water  or  over  per  month,  excepting 
complainant,  who  has  agreed  to  install  his  own  meter,  and  to  place  in  effect  for 
such  class  of  consumers  a  rate  of  20  cents  per  thousand  gallons  up  to  10,000  gallons, 
and  16  (fills  per  thousand  gallons  in  excess  of  this  amount,  with  a  minimum  month'/ 
charge  of  $2.00,  such  rates  effective  October  1,  1914.

Mrs.  J.  2V\  Hoffman  et  al.  vs.  W.  E.  Hughes,  Owner  of  Olivite  Water  Company. 
(Decided  September  21,  1914.) 

Complainants  alleged  that  the  service  of  respondent  water  company  is  exceedingly 
poor  and  uncertain,  respondent  contending  that  as  his  company  furnishes  water 
at  cost,  it  was  not  a  utility  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Commission. 

Held,  That  the  term  used  in  the  Public  Utilities  Act,  "companies  operating  a 
water  system  for  compensation,"  does  not  merely  intend  "compensation"  to  include 
"profit"  that  companies  serving  water  for  compensation,  at  a  profit,  at  a  loss,  or  to 
cover  operating  expenses  only,  are  public  utilities  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Commission. 

Held,  That  respondent  has  been  making  diligent  efforts  to  improve  the  service 
and  has  succeeded  considerably  during  the  last  few  weeks,  complaint  therefor  dis- 
missed without  prejudice  to  its  renewal  should  improvements  prove  unsatisfactory.

The  city  of  Monterey  having  filed  a  complaint  alleging  that  the  rates  of  defendant 
water  company  were  unjust  and  exorbitant  and  petitioning  the  Commission  to  fix 
just  and  reasonable  rates  therefor,  and  the  water  company  subsequently  filing  its 
application  to  increase  its  present  rates,  the  two  cases  were  consolidated,  and  die 
Commission,  after  a  valuation  of  the  property  of  defendant  company,  proceeded  to 
fix  just  and  reasonable  rates  for  the  different  classes  of  service. 

Held,  The  following  rates  established,  to  become  effective  within  twenty  days. 
A  minimum  payment  of  90  cents,  entitling  consumer  to  300  cubic  feet,  with  a  rate 
of  25  cents  per  100  cubic  feet  for  additional  amounts  between  300  and  1,000  cubic 
feet  and  21  cents  per  100  cubic  feet  for  all  amounts  over  1,000  cubic  feet.  For 
special  uses,  i.  e.,  Hotel  Del  Monte  and  Monterey  Presidio,  21  cents  per  100  cubic 
feet  and  a  rate  of  3  cents  per  100  cubic  feet  for  irrigation  purposes.  Street 
sprinkling  and  fire  hydrant  rates  to  remain  as  at  present,  the  company  to  install 
meters  and  service  connections  at  its  own  expense. 

Held,  That  when  a  utility  is  obligated  to  deliver  a  commodity  or  perform  a 
service  either  free  or  at  a  lesser  rate  than  accorded  its  consumers  at  large,  the 
privilege  secured  through  such  obligation  should  be  considered  and  given  its  proper 
value  in  connection  with  the  valuation  of  the  utility  and  the  service  rendered,  com- 
puted at  the  rates  accorded  other  consumers.

Applicant,  Southern  Pacific  Company,  operating  a  number  of  suburban  lines 
between  points  in  Alameda  County  to  connections  with  its  San  Francisco  boats. 
applied  for  permission  to  maintain  a  fare  greater  than  5  cents  between  points 
within  the  city  of  Oakland,  and  for  permission  to  increase  its  monthly  commutation 
and  one  way  fares  between  San  Francisco  and  Alameda  County  points.  Complaints, 
consolidated  with  the  above  applications  for  hearing  and  decision,  brought  into 
question  the  reasonableness  of  defendant's  rates  between  Havenscourt,  Dutton, 
Parker  and  Yokum  avenues  and  San  Francisco,  and  also  alleged  inadequate  service 
between  Dutton  avenue  and  San  Francisco. 

Held,  after  thorough  consideration  of  the  evidence  tendered :  That  Southern 
Pacific  Company  has  not  made  a  showing  sufficient  to  warrant  an  increase  in  the 
present  rates,  especially  as  such  rates  were  voluntarily  accorded  by  the  company 
and  have  been  effective  for  a  considerable  period  of  time.  Applications  to  increase 
present  commutation  and  one  way  fares  denied  and  the  complaints  against  these 
rates  dismissed.  Applicant  directed  to  establish  a  5-cent  fare  between  all  points 
within  the  city  of  Oakland,  excepting  to  and  from  Oakland  pier,  and  interested 
parties  directed  to  confer  with  the  rate  department  of  the  Commission  and  present, 
within  twenty  days,  plans  for  the  establishment  of  a  uniform  schedule  of  rates  to 
Seminary  avenue  and  points  east  thereof,  eliminating  the  discrimination  at  present 
existing  between  these  points,  such  adjustments  to  be  established  with  the  under- 
standing that  the  Commission  does  not  consider  a  10-cent  one-way  fare  nor  a 
$3.00  monthly  commutation  rate  justified,  owing  to  the  limited  amount  of  travel 
between  these  points  and  San  Francisco. 

Il<  Id.  as  regards  the  cost  of  electrifying  applicant's  suburban  system:  That 
though  the  Commission  believes  that  a  utility  is  entitled  to  a  return  upon  the  cost 
of  betterments  and  improvements  to  its  plant  or  system,  if  such  improvements  are 
made  with  a  view  to  adequately  and  efficiently  handling  future  increases  in  business, 
which  might  reasonably  be  expected  to  occur,  the  present  patrons  should  not  be 
required  to  provide  a  return  upon  the  cost  of  such  betterments  not  at  pn 
necessary  or  useful  to  adequately  handle  the  present   amount  of  business. 

Held,  as  regards  the  relation  of  the  suburban  to  the  main  line  business  and  the 
apportionment  of  values  between  the  two:  That  the  suburban  system  and  not  the 
main  line  system  should  be  considered  the  by-product  as  regards  their  relation  to 
applicant's  ferry  lines,  and  considering  that  the  ferry  service  is  essential  to  appli- 
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cant's  main  line  business,  the  suburban  rates  need  not  bear  an  equitable  relation  to 
the  unit  cost  of  such  service  but  should  be  considered  upon  the  basis  of  the  added 
■  "-I  to  perform  the  additional  service  and  the  added  revenues  derived  from  such 
service.  That  suburban  service  is  essentially  wholesale,  and  it  is  therefore  erroneous 
to  apportion  unit  costs  and  divisions  of  property  on  an  equality  with  a  service 
essentially  retail  and  entirely  different. 

Held,  That  though  competition  necessarily  enforces  inure  efficient  service  and 
lower  rates,  where  adequate  regulation  exists,  the  unnecessary  duplication  of  facili- 
ties upon  which  a  public  is  expected  to  pay  a  rate  permitting  of  a  fair  return,  is 
not  an  economical  method  of  obtaining  such  lower  rates  or  better  service,  and  thai 
while  applicant,  in  consideration  of  future  increased  business,  was  justified  in  elec- 
trizing its  system,  a  number  of  the  additional  lines  constructed,  particularly  those 
paralleling  the  lines  of  the  Key  System,  were  unwarranted  and  upon  such  unne 
sary  duplication  a  public  can  not  be  expected  to  provide  a  return. 

Held,  That  though  the  Commission  has  no  desire  to  uphold  a  confiscatory  rate, 
the  strictest  regulation  is  necessary  in  the  present  instance  to  prevent  an  enormous 
confiscation  of  property  of  the  thousands  of  people  who  have  built  houses,  contribu- 
tory to  applicant's  lines,  and  being  daily  obliged  to  use  applicant's  trains,  would 
In'  materially  affected  by  an  increase  in  the  rates  voluntarily  established  by  the 
carrier  and  maintained  over  a  considerable  period  of  time.

(Decided  October  13,  1914.) 

Above  complaints,  consolidated  for  hearing  and  decision,  alleged  that  defendant's 
depot  in  the  city  of  Richmond  was  inadequate  and  unsuitable  and  that  defendant 
contemplated  constructing  a  new  frame  building  not  in  keeping  with  the  growth  of 
this  community,  and  accordingly  petitioned  the  Commission  to  direct  that  a  suitable 
stone  or  concrete  depot  be  constructed.  Defendant  company  in  answer  contended 
that  it  is  practically  impossible  to  float  securities  to  raise  necassary  funds  and  that 
passenger  traffic  has  fallen  off  to  a  considerable  extent,  and  therefore  petitioned  the 
Commission  to  discontinue  directing  that  new  depots  be  constructed  where  found 
necessary,  but  that  they  be  permitted  to  construct  additional  facilities  to  pn 
structures. 

Held,  That  though  the  Commission  has  the  power  to  compel  the  construction  of 
new  depots  where  found  necessary  it  has  no  desire  to  impose  unjust  burdens  upon 
the  railroads  and  considering  that  a  majority  of  the  new  depots  ordered  constructed 
were  prior  to  such  orders  already  proposed  or  at  least  admitted  by  the  railroads 
themselves  at  the  hearings  to  be  necessary,  no  unjust  burdens  have  been  forced  upon 
the   railroads   by  such  orders. 

If 'Id.  That  the  plans  for  a  new  depot  as  proposed  by  applicant  will  adequately 
and  efficiently  serve  the  present  and  future  needs  of  the  city  of  Richmond,  with 
certain  alterations  in  proposed  new  freight  depot,  which  plans  for  such  alterations 
defendant  is  directed  to  file  for  approval  within  sixty  days,  and  to  construct  and 
complete  both  passenger  and  freight  depots  within  six  months  after  their  approval.

Defendant  directed  to  make  necessary 
extensions,  provided  proposed  consumers  desiring  energy  for  power  purposes  guaran- 
tee a  minimum  annual  consumption  under  the  present  schedule  of  rates  of  not  less 
than  $4,000.00,  and  of  proposed  domestic  consumers  of  not  less  than  $24.00  per 
year  each,  and  of  residents  of  the  town  of  Hardwick  a  guarantee  of  not  less  than 
twenty  consumers  using  an  annual  consumption  amounting  to  not  less  than  $1,000.00.

Complainants  alleged   that  the  present  rates  of  defendant  company  on  pine  and 

rough  oak  wood  from  Willits,  Outlet,  Arnold  and  Longvale  to  San  Francisco,  Peta- 

luma   and   Santa   Rosa,   were   unjust  and   excessive,   basing   their  principal   reasons 

upon  the  fact  that  rates  on  the  same  commodity  on  other  carriers  was  considerably 

lower,  and  accordingly  petitioned  the  Commission  to  fix  a  just  and  reasonable  rate 

for  this  particular  service.

Held,  That  applicants  have  no  just  claim  to  a  prescriptive  right  to  their  under- 
ground supply  of  water  and  can  place  no  value  thereon.  That  it  is  unreasonable  to 
assume  that  the  city  of  Coalinga  will  cease   to  exist  within  so  short  a  period   as 
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claimed  by  applicants  and  the  amortization  annuity  claimed  is  accordingly  excessive. 
After  valuation  of  defendants'  property  used  in  the  service  of  complainant  and  an 
investigation  into  all  conditions  surrounding  such  service ;  held,  that  the  present 
rates  are  just  and  reasonable,  with  the  exception  of  the  rate  paid  for  fire  service, 
which  rate  is  increased  from  $100.00  to  $140.00  per  month.

Complainant,  operating  a  telephone  exchange  system  in  the  city  of  Santa  Barbara 
and  adjacent  territory,  alleged  that  the  rates  of  defendant,  engaged  in  operating  a 
utility  of  a  like  nature,  were  discriminatory  and  unduly  low  and  so  established  by 
defendant  for  competitive  purposes  with  a  view  to  forcing  complainant  out  of 
business.  Defendant,  while  admitting  that  its  rates  in  this  territory  are  not  com- 
pensatory, contends  that  the  Commission  has  no  jurisdiction  to  grant  the  relief 
prayed  for  by  complainant. 

Held,  That  the  Commission  had  no  jurisdiction  over  the  matters  complained  of : 
(1)  Because  the  city  of  Santa  Barbara  had  not  transferred,  by  special  election, 
control  of  its  utilities  to  this  Commission,  and  the  Commission  accordingly  had  no 
jurisdiction  over  rates  within  such  city  limits;  (2)  that  to  elminate  the  discrimina- 
tion complained  of  would  necessitate  either  an  order  directing  an  increase  in  the 
lower  rate  or  a  decrease  in  the  higher  rate,  which  order  the  Commission  is  powerless 
to  make,  for  the  reasons  stated  above ;  furthermore,  section  GO  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Act  does  not  provide  that  one  utility  may  bring  into  question  the  rates  of  a  like 
utility,  especially  when  such  complainant  is  not  even  in  the  position  of  a  patron  of 
the  utility  complained  of.     Complaint  accordingly  dismissed  without  prejudice  to  its 
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renewal  by  proper  parties  if  this   Commission  shall,   in   the   future,  be  empowered 
with  the  necessary  jurisdiction  within  the  city  limits  of  Santa  Barbara. 

Held,  Defendant's  attention  drawn  to  the  fact  that  rates  voluntarily  established 
by  a  utility  can  not  but  be  deemed  just  and  reasonable,  and  that  their  schedule  of 
voluntarily  established  rates  in  the  city  of  Santa  Barbara  shall  be  considered  for 
such  purposes  as  may  be  deemed  advisable  in  connection  with  future  rate  fixing 
inquiries.

Defendant  directed  to  take  over  and  operate  the  ditch 
and  laterals  serving  complainants,  provided  they  file  signed  agreements  from  75  per 
cent  of  consumers  along  such  ditch  to  agree  to  pay  the  following  charges  for  such 
service  :  S5  cents  per  acre  for  first  and  second  year,  50  cents  per  acre  for  third  and 
fourth  years,  and  25  cents  per  acre  thereafter.

Complainants,  desiring  electric  service  and  not  being  willing  to  accept  such  service 
under  conditions  proposed  by  defendant  or  in  accordance  with  suggestions  made  by 
electrical  engineers  of  this  Commission,  filed  a  formal  complaint  petitioning  the  Com- 
mission to  compel  defendant  company  to  extend  its  lines  and  deliver  electric  energy 
at  the  regular  rates  for  such  service.

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Angeles,  was  unjust  and  exorbitant  and  based  such  allegations  on  a  considerable 
number  of  comparisons  and  averages  to  which  very  little  weight  was  attached,  such 
as  comparisons  with  rates  effective  between  central  California  cement  plants  and 
San  Francisco,  the  latter  being  water-compelled  rates  and  accordingly  bearing  no 
relation  to  the  rates  in  question. 

Ilrld,  after  review  of  the  evidence  tendered,  That  the  rate  via  Cresent  City  Rail- 
way Company  and  Southern  Pacific  Company  is  excessive,  rate  of  $1.25  per  ton  in 
carload  lots  of  60,000  pounds  established,  such  reduction  to  be  apportioned  over  the 
lines  of  both  companies.  Complaint  as  regards  The  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe 
Railway  Company  and  San  Pedro,  Los  Angeles  and  Salt  Lake  Railway,  dismissed, 
though  recommendation  made  that  a  corresponding  rate  be  made  effective  on  these 
lines  also.  Complainant,  in  accordance  with  its  statement  heretofore  made,  is 
expected  to  reflect  the  reductions  herein  directed  in  the  selling  price  of  its  products.

Angel  Ferrasci  et  al.  vs.  Empire  Water  Company. 

(Decided   March  5,   1915.) 

Defendant  company,  delivering  and  selling  water  to  owners  of  land  in  the  Empire 
Investment  Company's  tract,  secures  part  of  such  water  from  the  Kings  River 
and  distributes  same  ratably  to  consumers  on  the  east  and  west  banks  thereof.  It 
also  secures,  through  ownership  of  certain  shares  of  stock,  a  quantity  of  water 
from  the  Lemoore  Canal  and  Irrigation  Company.  This  latter  supply  is  distributed 
only  to  consumers  on  the  east  side  of  the  Kings  River.  As  the  first  source  of  supply 
is  not  sufficient  to  supply  the  needs  of  irrigationists  in  this  district,  the  west  side 
suffers  for  want  of  water  during  dry  periods,  while  consumers  on  the  east  side 
of  the  river  are  better  taken  care  of.  Accordingly  complainants  herein,  owning 
property  on  the  west  side  of  the  river,  petitioned  the  Commission  to  compel  the 
water  company  to  construct  a  flume  or  siphon  over  the  Kings  River  so  as  to  enable 
them  to  deliver  water  from  the  Lemoore  company  to  complainant,  which  action  was 
vigorously  protested  by  consumers  on  the  east  side,  claiming  that  there  is  not  suf- 
ficient water,  and  if  equitably  distributed  on  both  sides  will  be  insufficient  to  benefit 
any  of  defendant's   consumers. 

As  to  defendant's  contention  that  it  is  not  a  public  utility;  that  defendant's  by- 
laws do  not  limit  the  delivery  of  water  to  stockholders  only  or  to  specific  districts ; 
that  it  owns  a  system  of  canals  and  ditches  and  operates  same  for  compensation, 
and  as  to  its  contention  that  it  owns  no  water;  that  though  the  water  of  Kings 
River  is  riparian  to  property  of  consumers,  defendant  owns  stock  in  the  Lemoore 
company,  by  which  it  secures  portions  of  its  supply  of  water  distributed  to  its 
consumers  for  compensation  :  Defendant  accordingly  declared  to  be  a  public  utility 
subject  to  this  Commission's  jurisdiction. 

As  regards  complainants'  contention  that  they  are  entitled  to  ratably  share  in 
the  water  secured  from  Lemoore  Canal  and  Irrigation  Company ;  that  though  the 
use  of  such  water  is  not  definitely  restricted  to  the  particular  district  at  present 
served,  it  has  been  so  used  for  approximately  twenty  years,  no  portion  of  such 
waters  ever  being  purposely  devoted  to  consumers  on  the  west  side,  and  it  also 
appearing  that  such  water  is  not  in  a  quantity  to  properly  irrigate  the  entire  acreage 
as  petitioned  by  complainants,  and  to  so  apportion  it  would  work  to  the  injury  of 
all  consumers:  As  previously  decided  by  the  Commission,  no  utility  should  be 
compelled  to  extend  its  service  unless  such  extension  could  be  accomplished  so  as 
not  to  work  injury  to  consumers  at  present  receiving  satisfactory  service. 

Held,  Defendant  directed1  to  continue  serving  consumers  on  the  easl  side  as 
formerly,  applying  all  surplus  water  to  west  side  consumers,  should  they  need 
same,  and  considtering  that  west  side  consumers  are  not  as  favorably  situated  as 
those  on  the  east  side,  and  not  receiving  the  same  class  of  service  they  should  no1 
be  compelled  to  pay  a  rate  equal  to  east  side  consumers,  and  an  action  tending 
toward  the  establishment  of  a  revised  schedule  of  rates  along  this  line  would  receive 
favorable    consideration.     Complaint   in    all    other    respects   dismissed.

Complainant  herein  having  brought  into  question  the  telephone  rates  of  defendant 

company  in  the  city  of  Redding,  admitted  at  the  hearing  that  it  was  not  prepared 

at  the  present  time  to  submit   evidence  supporting  its  contention,  and  requested  that 

complaint  be  dismissed.

Defendant,  Coast  Valleys  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  has  in  effect  rates  for  gas 
service  in  the  city  of  Salinas  of  $1.50  per  thousand  cubic  feet  for  first  2,000;  $1.23 
per  thousand  cubic  feet  for  next  2,000,  and  $1.00  per  thousand  cubic  feet  over  4,000. 
These  rates,  complainant  contended,  were  unduly  high,  and  accordingly  petitioned 
the  Commission  to  establish  a  more  reasonable  rate  for  such  service  and  to  establish 
such  just  and  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  service  of  defendant 
company  as  it  niay  deem  proper. 

Held,  After  valuation  of  defendant's  property  in  which  allowances  for  develop- 
ment cost,  paving  over  mains,  depreciation,  etc.,  are  particularly  considered,  that 
defendant's  present  rates  are  not  unduly  high,  and,  as  regards  service,  that  though 
it  may  have  been  poor  in  the  past,  at  present  there  are  no  just  grounds  for  complaint ; 
complaint   dismissed'.

Complainants  attack  the  one-way  fare  of  10  cents  as  maintained  by  defendant 
between  the  city  of  Napa  and  the  Napa  State  Hospital,  contending  that  5  cents  is  a 
just  and  reasonable  fare  for  this  distance,  using  as  comparisons  distances  within 
the  city  limits  of  Napa  over  which  defendant  maintains  a  5-eent  fare,  and  also 
alleging  that  the  twenty-ride  books  sold  by  defendant  for  $1.00  are  inconvenient  in 
tha.t  they  are  not  acceptable  on  certain  limited  trains,  and  that  though  they  may  be 
used  by  more  than  one  person,  collectors  frequently  refused  to  accept  more  than 
one  ticket  out  of  the  same  book  at  one  time. 

Held,  That  the  rates  maintained  by  the  carrier  over  private  right  of  way  can  not 
be  placed  on  a  parity  with  service  over  public  streets  where  a  carrier  operates  under 
a  franchise  from  an  incorporated  city ;  also  that  the  service  rendered  by  limited 
trains  can  not  be  partially,  if  not  entirely,  destroyed  by  burdening  such  trains  with 
local  traffic.

Complainant  having  entered  into  a  contract  with  defendant  company  by  which 

he  was  to  secure  electric  energy  for  power  purposes  guaranteeing  a  minimum  annual 

bill  of  $120.00,  alleged  that  on  account  of  drought  during  the  year  1913,  his  well 

went  dry  and  the  pumps  were   useless  and  through   no  fault  of  his   own   he  was 

unable    to   use   the   minimum   amount   of   energy   and    accordingly    refused   to   pay 

therefor ;   defendant   thereupon   disconnected   service,   which   complainant   petitioned 

the  Commission  to  order  reconnected. 

Held,  That  this  Commission  is  not  the  proper  authority  to  direct  the  payment  of 
the  balance  due  on  this  minimum  bill,  such  matter  resting  with  the  civil  courts, 
though  as  utilities  should  be  protected  in  matters  of  this  nature,  defendant  directed 
to  reconnect  service  to  complainant,  provided  complainant  shall  pay  quarterly  in 
advance  the  minimum  rate  provided  by  contract,  until  such  time  as  the  courts  shall 
have  awarded  defendant,  if  such  should  be  the  case,  the  balance  due.

In  the  Matter  of  the  Compliance  by  Oil  Pipe  Lines  with  Provisions  of  Chapter  327 
of  the  Laws  of  1913,  Declaring  Certain  Corporations,  Associations  and  Indi- 
viduals to  be  Common  Carriers  and  Public  Utilities  Subject  to  the  Provisions 
of  the  Public   Utilities  Act.

Application  for  rehearing  on  the  part  of  certain  pipe  line  companies,  declared  to 
be  common  carriers  subject  to  this  Commission's  jurisdiction  in  tbe  original  order 
in  the  above  entitled  proceedings,  contended,  among  other  things,  thai  a  certain  pipe 
line  is  used  fifty-fifty  by  the  Southern  Pacific  Company,  carrying  oil  for  railroad 
purposes,  and  that  to  open  such  line  to  all  comers  would  seriously  impair  trans- 
portation facilities.  In  reply  to  which  the  Commission  stated  that  it  has  no  inten- 
tion of  interfering  with  commerce,  but  that,  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  its  intention  to 
protect  utilities  in  this  regard.  As  to  the  claim  that  pipe  lines  are  constructed  to 
carry  only  certain  gravities  of  oil  and  that  to  transport  oil  of  lower  gravities  would 
seriously  affect  such  services  original  order  modified  to  provide,  for  the  filing  of 
tariffs  covering  the  transportation  of  crude  oil,  petroleum  or  its  products  in  such 
form  only  as  to  which  each  particular  carrier  is  engaged.

Tulare  County  Power  Company  vs.  San  Joaquin  Light  and  Power  Corporation. 
(Decided  March  25,  1915.) 

Complainant,  operating  an  electric  distributing  system  in  the  county  of  Tulare, 
and  being  unable  to  generate  with  its  steam  plant  sufficient  power  to  supply  its 
demand,  entered  into  a  contract  with  defendant  company  by  which  defendant  was 
to  supply  it  with  a  minimum  stated  amount  of  energy  annually.  Defendant  has 
discontinued  such  supply  on  account  of  complainant's  refusal  to  pay  back  bills, 
which  amounts,  complainant  claims,  were  offset  by  losses  sustained  during  the 
failure  of  this  service  during  the  summer  of  1913. 

Held,  That  complainant  can  not  supply  its  peak  demand  with  its  present  facilities, 
that  the  additional  energy  heretofore  obtained  from  the  San  Joaquin  company  is 
absolutely  necessary  to  protect  its  consumers  from  considerable  losses  due  to  lack 
of  energy  for  pumping  purposes  and  these  consumers  should  not  be  compelled  to 
suffer  through  failure  of  complainant  to  pay  its  back  bills  for  energy.  That  the 
only  way  to  prevent  such  loss  is  the  continuation  of  the  contract  as  heretofore, 
though  defendant  should  be  protected  from  loss.  Complainant  accordingly  directed 
to  file  a  bond,  approved  by  the  superior  judge  of  Tulare  County,  sufficient  to  cover 
cost  of  energy  to  be  purchased  during  the  present  year  under  contract  from  defendant 
and  defendant  directed  to  resume  such  service  to  complainant  as  heretofore.

East  Bakersfield  Improvement  Association  vs.  Bakcrsficld  Water  Company.

Complainant   attacked   the   rates,    rules   and   service   of   defendant    company    for

that  the  service  connections  charged  for  were  temporary  only  and  for  the  con- 
venience of  complainant,  and  that  the  company  should  not  be  required  to  install  a 
temporary  connection  from  which  it  will  only  receive  short  return,  complaint 
dismissed.

Defendant's 
contention  that  it  is  not  a  public  utility  on  the  ground  that  it  serves  water  through 
contract  with  various  real  estate  concerns  to  furnish  water  to  lots  within  prescribed 
tracts  of  land,  overruled,  and  defendant  directed,  within  sixty  days,  to  replace 
two-inch  pipe  with  four-inch  pipe.

Held,  Complainants'  contention  that  present  rates  afford  competitors  an  advan- 
tage is  not  just  ground  for  altering  a  rate,  as  freight  rates  can  not  be  established 
to  provide  favorable  markets  for  any  particular  manufacturer.

Applicant  applied  for  permission  to  cancel  what  is  known  as  theater  round-trip 
rates  in  effect  after  <">  p.  m.  from  various  points  to  San  Jose,  Los  Gatos  and  Palo 
Alto  and  also  for  permission  to  increase  certain  Sunday  and  holiday  excursion  rates 
from  Palo  Alto,  Mayfield  and  Los  Altos  to  Congress  Springs,  such  application  evoking 
a  number  of  cross-complaints  from  cities  affected,  protesting  the  granting  of  such 
application  and  a  complaint  from  the  Palo  Alto  chamber  of  commerce  bringing  into 
qui  stion  all  passenger  rates  applying  to  or  from  Palo  Alto. 

Complainant  contended  that  defendant  is  a  subsidiary  company  of  Southern  Pacific 
Company,  and  as  such  is  not  entitled  to  a  passenger  rate  per  mile  equal  to  the 
rates  on  main  line  railways,  which  contention  the  Commission  is  not  inclined  to 
consider,  as  it  has  been  shown  that  subsidiary  or  feeder  lines  are,  if  anything, 
entitled  to  a  greater  rate  per  mile  than  the  main  line  companies. 

H<  hi.  After  review  of  evidence  tendered,  applicant  permitted  to  discontinue  its 
theater  round-trip  rates  though  application  to  increase  rates  to  Congress  Springs 
denied,  and  it  appearing  that  discrimination  exists  in  the  schedules  of  passenger 
rates  of  Peninsular  Railway  iu  favor  of  San  Jose  as  against  Palo  Alto,  defendant 
directed  to  file  with  the  Commission  within  forty  days,  a  revised  schedule  placing 
Palo  Alto  rates  upon  the  same  basis  as  those  of  San  Jose. 

With  reference  to  complainant's  petition  that  defendant  be  compelled  to  have  its 
conductors  sell  excursion  tickets:  That  when  trains  are  crowded  as  is  usually  the 
case  under  excursion  rates,  a  conductor's  time  should  not  be  taken  up  in  the  selling 
of  tickets  to  the  detriment  of  operating  his  train,  though  recommendation  made  that, 
whenever  possible,  conductors  be  furnished  with  excursion  tickets  to  be  sold  on 
trains.

25  cents  for  each  additional  lighting  consumer  or  each  two-horsepower  of  motor 
connected.

Pacific  Coast  Pottery  and  Terra  Cotta  Company  vs.  Southern  Pacific  Company.

Complainant,  operating  a  pottery  works  in  the  city  of  San  Jose,  attacks  the  rate 
of  $1.50  per  ton  maintained  by  defendant  on  clay  in  carload  lots  from  lone, 
Clarksona,  Yaru,  Carbondale,  Lincoln,  Clayton  and  Valley  Springs  to  San  Jose, 
contending  that  a  rate  of  70  cents  per  ton  is  reasonable  for  such  service  and  also 
asks  reparation  in  the  sum  of  $2,958.44  on  past  shipments. 

Held,  That  though  defendant,  subsequent  to  the  filing  of  this  complaint,  volun- 
tarily reduced  its  rate  on  clay  to  San  Jose  from  $1.50  to  $1.00,  there  was  at  the 
time  in  effect  a  lower  rate  to  Oakland,  San  Francisco  and  South  San  Francisco, 
all  of  which  are  a  greater  distance  from  clay  pits  than  San  Jose,  and  though 
complainant's  contention  that  clay  should  be  classed  as  sand  and  given  a  70  cents 
per  ton  rate  can  not  be  considered,  a  rate  of  S5  cents  per  ton  found  to  be  a  fair 
and  reasonable  rate  on  clay  from  points  mentioned  above  to  San  Jose,  which  rate 
defendant  was  directed  to  establish  within  twenty  days.

Findings  of  fact :  That  the  reproduction  value  of  the  operative  physical  property 
of  respondent  as  of  June  30,  1912,  is  the  sum  of  $1,550,170.44,  and  non-operative 
property,  .$60,436.62 ;  that  the  present  value  of  the  operative  physical  property  of 
respondent  as  of  June  30,  1912,  is  the  sum  of  $1,378,716.24,  and  of  non-operative 
property,  $59,76S.97.

Defendant  having  secured,  in  1911,  a  franchise  permitting  the  construction  of 
an  electrical  distributing  system  in  Lake  County,  erected  a  generating  plant  and 
proceeded  to  serve  the  town  of  Kelseyville,  subsequently  extending  his  line  to  the 
village  of  Finley,  in  which  tei'ritory  complainant  was  already  engaged  in  serving  con- 
sumers.

(Decided  May  10,  1915.) 
In  connection  with  Application  No.  900  of  the  San  Francisco-Oakland  Terminal 
Railways,  the  Commission's  attention  was  directed  to  a  certain  power  contract 
entered  into  between  respondents  herein,  in  which  contract  it  appeared  that  the 
railway  company,  owning  what  is  known  as  the  Yerba  Bueua  Tower  Plant,  leased 
such  plant,  together  with  certain  other  property  and  privileges,  to  the  power  company

An  investigation  establishing  the  fact  that  such  contract  is  extremely  burdensome 
to  the  railway  company,  in  that  it  is  obliged  to  pay  a  rate  for  power  considerably 
in  excess  of  a  fair  rate  for  such  service,  and  that  such  contract  was  entered  into 
when  the  same  officials  were  in  control  of  both  companies ;  contracts  and  leases 
of  such  a  nature,  entered  into  solely  with  a  view  to  diverting  funds  from  one 
company  to  another,  severely  criticised  and  respondents  directed  to  prepare  and 
fib'  by   May  20,   1915,   a   new  power  contract,  for  the  approval  of  the   Commission.

Complainants  herein  attack  all  of  defendant's  one-way.  round-trip  and  commuta- 
tion rates  between  all  points,  San  Jose  inclusive,  to  San  Francisco  and  interstation 
points  within  this  district,  basing-  their  allegations  principally  upon  comparisons 
with  rates  on  the  east  side  of  the  bay,  particularly  between  Oakland  and  Niles, 
and  Oakland  and  Port  Costa  and  intermediate  points,  submitting  comparative  tables 
showitm  lower  rates  effective  between  points  along  these  lines  as  against  points 
at  an  equal  distance  on  peninsula  line. 

Complainants'  comparative  tables  given  little  consideration  in  view  of  the  partic- 
ular conditions  under  which  suburban  commutation  rates  are  constructed,  the  long 
and  short  haul  provisions  of  the  constitution  compelling  certain  adjustments  which 
would  likewise  permit  of  a  table  being  compiled  showing  discrimination  favoring 
peninsula  points  as  against  Alameda  County  points,  also  the  rates  maintained  by 
defendant  to  meet  competition  of  Santa  Fe  Railway's  shorter  line  can  not  be  fairly 
used  for  comparative  purposes  with  rates  not  established  under  like  conditions. 

Statistics  of  passenger  traffic  along  the  peninsula  line  show  that  train  mile 
earnings  are  the  average  for  the  whole  State  while  the  greater  traffic  provides  a 
per  mile  passenger  revenue  of  30  per  cent  less  than  the  state  average. 

Held,  That  no  discrimination  exists  against  complainants,  and  as  they  have  failed 
to  substantiate  their  contention  that  the  rates  were  unjust  or  exorbitant,  complaint 
dismissed.

Certain   financial   irregularities  appearing   in   connection   with   an   application   of 
respondent   herein    to    issue    equipment    trust   notes,    the    Commission    initiated    an 
investigation    into    its    entire    financial    condition,    giving    particular    attention    to 
depreciation,   surplus   and   sinking   funds,   with    the   following   results : 

That  the  board  of  directors  of  respondent  authorized  the  president  thereof  to 
draw  from  the  funds  of  such  utility  such  sums  as  he  might  desire  and  that  such 
resolution  was  ratified  at  a  subsequent  stockholders'  meeting.  That  under  this 
system  a  total  of  .$1,096,110.70  was  withdrawn  from  the  treasury  of  respondent, 
the  majority  of  which  was  invested  in  an  entirely  foreign  enterprise,  no  accounting 
being  made  of  the  balance ;  that  respondent's  directors  voted  to  reduce  its  outstanding 
stock  $1,200,000.00  par  value,  which  action  was  consented  to  by  the  United  Railways 
Investment  Company,  provided  that  their  total  investment  remained  the  same  upon 
their  books.  That  the  par  value  of  this  stock  reduction  was  credited  to  profit  and 
loss,  as  were  also  certain  sinking  fund  reserves,  thus  creating  a  surplus,  when  in 
reality  respondent  was  operating  under  a  deficit.  That  a  utility  of  the  nature  of 
respondent,  operating  under  short  term  franchises,  should  maintain  its  sinking  fund 
requirements  from  earnings  and  such  funds  should  not  be  accredited  to  surplus  ; 
That  respondent  has  never  maintained  a  proper  depreciation  account,  the  com- 
pany estimating  an  annual  allowance  under  this  head  of  $239,790.24,  while  engineers 
Sachse  and  Arnold  have  estimated  approximately  .$851,000.00  and  sr.s]  ooO.OO. 
respectively,  or  10  per  cent  and  S  per  ceut  of  gross  revenues  fur  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1914.     That  for  the  present  the  company  should  maintain  a  depre- 
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ciation  reserve  of  not  less  than  8  per  cent  nor  more  than  10  per  cent  of  gross 
revenues. 

Held.  Respondent  directed  to  establish  an  annual  depreciation  account  of 
§550,000.00  until  June  30,  1917,  or  until  the  further  order  of  this  Commission,  such 
sum  to  accrue  from  respondent's  annual  earnings,  $300,000.00  per  annum  thereof 
to  be  placed  in  a  bank  or  banks  to  be  expended  only  for  additions,  extensions 
and  improvements  to  service  under  the  direction  of  this  Commission,  the  balance 
to  be  used  for  customary  purposes  as  to  which  depreciation  funds  are  usually 
employed.  Respondent  to  submit  within  thirty  days,  for  the  approval  of  the  Com- 
mission, a  proposed  alteration  in  its  system  of  bookkeeping  so  as  to  show  its  true 
financial  condition.

In  the  Matter  of  Ascertaining  the  Value  of  the  Property  of  San  Francisco-Oakland 

Terminal  Railways. 
(Decided  May  24,  1915.) 

This  investigation,  initiated  upon  the  Commission's  own  motion  to  determine  the 
various  elements  entering  into  the  value  of  respondent's  system,  was  carried  forward 
at  request  of  respondent  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  basis  upon  which  refunding 
bonds  might  be  issued.  Valuations  of  this  nature  are  not  made  for  any  one  partic- 
ular purpose  as  no  allowances  are  made  for  going  concern  value,  or  other  intangibles 
of  a  like  nature,  the  Commission  merely  confining  itself  to  a  finding  as  regards  the 
value  of  the  component  parts  of  the  system  for  use  in  any  future  matters  in  which 
such  findings  would  be  of  value.  A  brief  outline  of  the  Commission's  findings 
follows : 

The  greatest  differences  between  the  Commission's  and  the  company's  engineers 
lie  principally  in  the  values  placed  on  non-operative  real  estate,  particularly  what  is 
known  as  the  tide  lands  held  in  the  name  of  a  subsidiary  of  respondent.  After  an 
exhaustive  review  of  all  available  data  bearing  upon  the  value  of  property  of  this 
nature,  an  allowance  of  $12,500.00  per  acre  was  made.  That  the  multiple  of  1.85 
used  by  respondent's  engineers  was  far  in  excess  of  what  has  been  shown  to  be 
the  actual  excess  cost  in  purchases  of  rights  of  way  properties.  That  the  multiple 
of  1.30  is  a  proper  allowance  for  right  of  way  property  and  1.10  for  operative 
property  other  than  right  of  way.  Under  the  facts  in  the  present  case,  10  per  cent 
is  a  fair  allowance  for  cost  of  acquisition  and  6  per  cent  a  fair  allowance  for 
interest  during  construction. 

Respondent  claimed  a  value  of  $3,100,000.00  upon  its  franchise  to  lands  upon 
which  its  piers  and  wharves  are  constructed,  contending  that  such  property  is  held 
tax  free  and  at  a  nominal  yearly  rental,  and  accordingly  its  value  is  greater  at 
present  than  the  fee  would  be.  That  such  franchise  was  a  gift  of  the  people  to 
respondent  to  enable  it  to  properly  perform  its  duties  to  the  public,  and  as  such  no 
claim  to  a  return  upon  an  estimated  value  thereof  could  be  made.  That  respondent's 
contention  that  this  franchise  was  a  grant  or  lease,  and  as  such  a  value  can  be 
placed  thereon,  is  an  error,  an  investigation  of  its  history  showing  that  it  is  a 
franchise  pure  and  simple,  and  accordingly  no  value  can  be  allowed  therefor  other 
than  the  actual  cost  of  acquisition. 

That  the  reproduction  cost  of  the  operative  physical  property  of  respondent,  as 
of  June  30,  1914,  allowing  multiples,  cost  of  acquisition  and  interest  during  construe- 
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tion,  is  the  sum  of  $20,354,746.82;  not  allowing  multiples,  etc.,  $19,481,206.82; 
including  non-operative  property  with  multiples,  etc.,  $26,912,S65.20 ;  without  the 
use  of  multiples,  etc.,  $26,039,325.20.  That  the  reproduction  cost,  less  depreciation 
or  present  value  of  the  operative  physical  property  of  respondent,  as  of  June  30, 
1914,  is  the  sum  of  $17,314,2]  3.30 ;  without  the  use  of  multiples  on  land  valuations, 
$16,440,673.30,  and  including  non-operative  property,  $23,641,893,30;  same  without 
the  use  of  multiples,  etc.,  $22,768,353.30.

From  Passengers   Boarding   the   Trains   at   Ag,ency    Stations    Without    Tickets 

When  Opportunity  to  Purchase  Sam,e  Has  Been  Given. 

(Decided  May  24,  1915.) 

The  Commission  being  in  receipt  of  numerous  informal  complaints  protesting 
against  the  collection  of  an  excess  fare  by  carriers  from  passengers  boarding  trains 
at  agency  stations  without  tickets,  initiated  an  inquiry  into  the  reasonableness  of 
such  practice,  and  after  a  thorough  investigation  which  included  the  legal  right  of 
carriers  to  make  such  a  charge,  what  is  a  reasonable  amount,  if  any,  to  make,  and 
should  it  be  retained  by  the  carrier  or  refunded  ; 

Held,  That  carriers  have  a  legal  right  to  collect  an  excess  charge  provided  it  is 
published  in  their  tariffs  on  file  with  this  Commission,  such  tariffs  being  subject  to 
the  Commission's  jurisdiction.  That  the  manifold  duties  required  of  conductors  in 
the  operation  of  their  trains  do  not  permit  of  their  spending  any  more  than  the 
shortest  possible  time  in  the  collection  of  fares  without  more  or  less  seriously 
jeopardizing  the  safety  of  the  passengers.  That  the  collection  of  cash  fares  demands 
considerable  more  additional  time  of  the  conductor  than  the  collection  of  tickets  and 
to  minimize  such  practice  as  much  as  possible  an  excess  fare  is  just  and  reasonable. 
That  to  give  refund  checks  for  the  excess  amount  collected  would  only  tend  to  con- 
siderably increase  this  practice. 

Held,  Carriers  authorized  to  collect  au  excess  fare  of  10  cents  on  amounts  up  to 
$1.4.1  and  approximately  10  per  cent  on  amounts  over  that  sum  up  to  $5.00,  provided 
that  no  excess  charge  will  be  made  if  passengers  were,  for  any  reason,  unable  to 
purchase  tickets  and  also  no  excess  fares  shall  be  collected  on  electric  or  intern  rban 
lines.

The  following  cases  are  typical  of  the  conditions  found  to  exist  where  a  water 
plant  has  been  primarily  constructed  for  the  purposes  of  stimulating  the  sale  of 
lands  at  considerable  profit  and,  as  is  at  times  the  case,  being  considerably  overbuilt 
with  a  limited  number  of  consumers,  finds  considerable  difficulty  in  obtaining  suffi- 
cient revenue  to  cover  operating  expenses  without  charging  a  rate  in  excess  of  what 
the  few  consumers  are  able  to  pay,  such  conditions  usually  leading  to  discriminatory 
rates  and  without  exception  to  very  poor  service.  These  cases  present  the  most 
difficult  actions  of  this  nature  as  yet  handled  by  the  Commission.  Complainants 
attack  the  rates,  rules  and  regulations  and  service  of  respondent,  alleging  that  the 
rates  were  discriminatory  and  unjust  and  that  it  had  refused  service  to  a  number 
of  prospective  consumers  whose  lands  lie  within  the  district  which  it  held  itself  out 
as  serving.  Respondent  in  reply  contended  that  it  was  not  a  public  utility,  merely 
serving  water  to  its  stockholders  and  such  other  consumers  as  had  contracts  for 
service  with  its  predecessors  and  is  not  obligated  to  serve  the  public  in  general, 
also  that  as  it  was  not  paying  operating  expenses,  its  rates  were  not  exorbitant 
but  entirely  too  low  and  should  be  increased. 

After  an  investigation  into  the  history  of  respondent,  it  appeared  that  it  had  in 
court  proceedings  admitted  its  liability  as  a  public  utility.  That  its  water  was 
primarily  appropriated  for  general  distribution,  though  its  present  owners  had 
attempted  to  divert  the  canal  system  to  a  private  use.  That  respondent  was  at  the 
time  serving  consumers  other  than  stockholders  and  was  a  public  utility  subject 
to  this  Commission's  jurisdiction. 

Under  a  previous  decision  of  the  State  Supreme  Court  respondent  was  directed 
to  serve  all  irrigationists  demanding  service  whose  lands  lie  within  the  boundary 
of  the  old  Central  Irrigation  District,  and  thereafter  such  others  outside  the  district. 
to  the  extent  of  its  ability  to  supply.  That  owing  to  certain  limiting  factors, 
respondent's  system  could,  at  the  time  of  this  investigation,  irrigate  only  approx- 
imately 46,000  acres,  though  when  developed  to  its  fullest  capacity  it  was  capable 
of  properly  irrigating  a  district  comprising  100,000  acres.  Accordingly,  to  find  a 
value  of  the  plant  was  unnecessary  in  this  proceeding,  inasmuch  as  the  few  c<  n- 
sumers  which  required  service  could  not  be  expected  to  pay  a  rate  permitting  i  f 
a  full  return  upon  a  property  constructed  to  supply  a  considerably  larger  area, 
they  being  obligated  to  pay  only  a  reasonable  return  for  the  service  rendered.  That 
when  private  interest  constructs  an  irrigation  system  for  the  purposes  of  enhancing 
land  valc.es  and  stimulating  the  sale  ,,{  such  property,  which  projeel  is  not  a 
success,  if  such  canal  system   is  dedicated  to  public  use,  a   few  consumers  can  not 
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be  compelled  to  pay  a  rate  permitting  of  a  full  return  thereon.  In  investigations 
of  this  nature  consideration  must  also  be  given  to  the  rales  which  consumers  may 
reasonably  be  expected  to  pay.  That,  as  this  system  was  operated,  the  limited 
number  of  consumers  were  unable  t<>  pay  a  rate  sufficient  to  cover  the  operating 
expenses  of  the  utility,  and  the  suggestion  was  made  that  the  formation  of  an 
irrigation  districl  to  take  over  the  properties  in  question  was  the  proper  solution 
of  these  difficulties.  The  water  company  objected  to  delivering  water  for  the  pur- 
pose of  irrigating  rice  lands,  which  require  approximately  5  to  6  acre-feel  per 
s.-imii.  though  prospective  consumers  desired  to  plant  over  7,000  aires,  the  receipts 
from  which  would  have  materially  increased  respondent's  revenues,  a  condition 
eminently  desirable  from  an  operating  point  of  view  and  absolutely  necessary  to 
the  continued  operation  of  the  utility.  The  Commission  accordingly  directed  that 
respondent  deliver  water  for  this  purpose  and  established  a   rale  therefor. 

An  investigation  into  the  present  rates  of  respondents  revealed  the  fact  that 
certain  of  its  consumers  were  receiving  water  under  a  contract  rate  of  $1.00  per 
acre  per  season  while  others  were  paying  $2.00,  and  more,  for  the  identical  service. 
Respondent  directed  to  discontinue  such  discriminatory  rates  and  to  put  into  effect 
within  thirty  days  the  following  schedule:  A  flat  rale  of  $7.00  per  acre  per  annum 
for  irrigating  rice  and  $2.00  per  acre  per  annum  for  all  other  crops,  or  when  water 
is  measured,  $2.00  per  acre  per  annum  for  the  use  of  13  feel  per  acre  and  $1.50 
per  acre  per  annum  for  each  additional  1^  feet.  Respondent  also  directed  to  supply 
water  to  lands  of  complainants,  and  such  additional  laterals  as  may  be  necessary 
for  such  service  complainants  were  directed  to  construct  and  respondenl  to  deliver 
water  through.  Respondent  also  directed  to  prepare  and  file  within  thirty  days  a 
draft  of  proposed  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  distribution  of  water  over  its 
system.     Complaint  in  all  other  respects  dismissed.

Complainant,  being  in  possession  of  certain  land  purchased  from  defendant,  applied 
to  defendant  for  water  to  irrigate  same  in  accordance  with  certain  provisions  of  the 
deed  of  conveyance  transferring  such  property,  wherein  defendant  agreed  to  supply 
water  for  irrigating  purposes  to  the  property  in  question,  but  which  it  refused  to  do, 
and  complainant  accordingly  petitioned  the  Commission  to  direct  defendant  to  render 
service. 

Defendant  in  answer  stated  that  it  had  adopted  a  rule  whereby  irrigationists  lose 
their  right  to  demand  water  unless  they  had  been  receiving  service  within  a  period 
of  not  to  exceed  five  years  subsequent  to  the  date  of  their  respective  deeds,  and  as 
complainant  comes  within  this  class  it  was  not  obligated  to  render  service :  also  that 
its  supply  of  water  was  insufficient  to  supply  additional  consumers  without  seriously 
inconveniencing  those  at  the  time  receiving  service. 

Held,  After  review  of  the  evidence  tendered,  that  defendant  dedicated  its  water 
for  use  on  the  Palermo  Colony  lands,  which  includes  property  of  complainant,  at 
rates,  after  a  four-year  period,  "as  shall  be  fixed  by  law."  That  as  rates  of  a  public 
utility  only  can  be  fixed  by  law,  defendant  is  a  public  utility  whose  water  is  dedi- 
cated to  the  use  of  lands  which  includes  property  of  complainant ;  that  as  defendant 
had  never  notified  complainant  as  to  the  establishment  of  a  rule  by  which  it  would 
forfeit  its  rights  to  water,  no  limitation  could  run  against  such  right,  and  defendant 
was  accordingly  still  obligated  to  serve  complainant's  lands. 

Held,  As  to  defendant's  claim  that  its  supply  of  water  was  insufficient,  that  an 
investigation  shows  that  if  its  flumes  are  properly  taken  care  of,  it  is  able  in  years 
of  normal  rainfall  to  irrigate  from  750  to  1,000  additional  acres,  or  an  area  con- 
siderably in  excess  of  complainant's  lands.  That  to  judge  the  capacity  of  a  water 
system  by  the  driest  years  and  supply  consumers  accordingly,  permitting  water  to 
waste  during  periods  of  normal  rainfall,  merely  permits  of  large  tracts  of  land  which 
would  otherwise  receive  water  to  lie  barren,  and  acts  as  a  considerable  detriment 
to  the  development  of  a  community  and  seriously  reflects  on  property  values. 

Jfthl.  That  defendant  had  sufficient  water  and  was  also  obligated  to  supply  the 
lands  in  question,  and  it  was  accordingly  directed  to  furnish  complainant  with  water 
for  irrigation,  at  its  regular  rates  for  such  service,  within  twenty  days.

feet  used  per  month  in  excess  of  10,000  cubic  feet.  The  town  of  Hollister  to  pay 
$100.00  per  month  for  fire  service. 

Held,  As  regards  the  contention  of  the  town  of  Hollister  that  its  franchise  to 
the  water  company  prohibits  a  charge  for  fire  service ;  that  this  Commission  has 
repeatedly  held  that  it  is  not  bound  by  contracts,  entered  into  between  a  utility 
and  an  individual,  in  the  fixing  of  rates  ;  that  there  is  no  material  difference  between 
such  contracts  and  one  between  a  city  and  a  utility.  That  a  municipality  can  not, 
through  the  granting  of  a  franchise,  exclude  the  Commission  from  properly  exercising 
its  jurisdiction  over  the  rates  of  the  utility  receiving  same.

P.M."..  a  monthly  rate  of  $1.50 
per  1,000  cubic  feet,  with  a  minimum  monthly  1*111  of  $1.00.  Complaint  in  all  other 
respects  dismissed.

Held,  As  regards  the  rates  of  this  utility,  in  connection  with  cases  before  the 
Commission  it  appeared  that  the  rates  of  one  water  company  in  this  territory  should 
be  decreased  and  the  rates  of  three  others  should  be  increased,  which  action,  if  taken, 
would  create  a  very  unsatisfactory  condition.  Considering  that  the  city  of  Santa 
Monica  had  taken  steps  to  acquire  these  water  systems,  question  of  rates  deferred 
until  the  city  shall  have  had  a  reasonable  time  in  which  to  purchase  and  operate 
these  systems,  if  it  so  desires.

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INFORMAL  COMPLAINTS. 

One  of  the  more  important  branches  of  the  Commission's  work  is  the 
great  number  of  informal  complaints  handled.  These  informal  matins 
cover  practically  every  point  in  connection  with  service,  rates,  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  different  classes  of  utilities  operating  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  this  Commission.  During  the  fiscal  year  there  were  2,382 
matters  of  this  nature  filed,  and  practically  all  of  them  adjusted,  an 
average  of  over  17  for  each  working  day  during  the  year. 

The  usual  mode  of  procedure  in  handling  matters  of  this  nature  is 
through  correspondence,  though  in  numerous  cases  the  Commission  is 
obliged  to  send  out  its  engineers  for  the  purpose  of  making  personal 
investigations  into  disputed  matters  or  questions  of  service  which  appear 
to  warrant  a  thorough  inspection.  Practically  all  of  these  complaints 
the  Commission  is  able  to  satisfy  in  this  manner,  thereby  saving  the  con- 
sumer and  the  utility  the  expense  involved  in  formal  investigations 
where  hearings  are  necessary,  though  in  a  few  cases  that  can  not  be 
adjusted  informally,  recommendation  is  either  made  to  the  complainant 
to  file  formal  proceedings  or  the  Commission  institutes  a  formal 
investigation  on  its  own  initiative  into  the  matters  complained  of. 

Naturally,  the  actual  monetary  values  involved  in  complaints  of  this 
nature  are  not  very  large.  Nevertheless,  it  enables  the  Commission  to 
adjust  discrepancies  in  rates  and  service  and  to  eliminate  small  and  un- 
intentional discriminations  in  rates  which  are  bound  to  occur  in  the 
building  of  large  and  complicated  rate  structures  necessary  in  the  con- 
duet  of  business  by  the  larger  public  service  corporations  and  in  many 
cases  the  smaller  utilities  as  well.  The  adjustment  of  these  matters 
creates  a  better  feeling  between  the  utility  and  its  consumers  or  patrons 
and  renders  the  service  more  efficient  and  satisfactory. 

The  Railroad  Rate  Department  handles  a  considerable  volume  of  such 
matters  annually.  There  were  filed  in  this  department,  a  total  of  1,100 
for  the  fiscal  year  covered  by  this  report.  Of  this  number  the  following 
were  adjusted: 

Freight  rates 533 

Passenger  fares 157 

Service 146 

Express  rates 52 

Warehouse  rates 40 

Wharfingers 1 

Principal  among  these,  were  claims  for  reparation,  amounting  in  all 
to  over  200,  in  which  complainants  alleged  that  the  carriers'  agents 
erred  in  the  rate  collected  on  shipments,  resulting  in  overcharges,  and 
petitioned  the  Commission  to  award  reparation  of  the  difference  between 
the  rate  collected  and  the  legal  rate  in  effeel  a1  that  time.     The  carriers 
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themselves,  in  a  number  of  cases,  applied  for  permission  to  refund  over- 
charges collected  in  excess  of  the  lawful  rates.  Refunds  of  this  nature 
were,  of  necessity,  limited  to  cases  in  which  the  carriers  admitted  that 
the  rates  collected  were  excessive. 

The  total  reparation  awards  this  fiscal  year  amounted  to  approxi- 
mately $17,800,  an  amount  in  itself  worthy  of  attention  as  illustrative 
of  the  Commission's  work  along  these  lines. 

This  department  is  also  in  receipt  of  many  complaints  objecting  to  a 
rate  on  a  particular  commodity  as  being  out  of  line  with  the  general  rate 
structure  or  as  being  excessive  or  discriminatory,  and.  in  many  cases,  is 
successful  in  its  correspondence  with  the  carrier,  in  having  the  rate 
adjusted  along  more  satisfactory  lines.  These  small  adjustments  in  the 
aggregate  also  effect  a  considerable  saving  to  ratepayers. 

The  rate  department  is  also  in  receipt  of  numerous  complaints  with 
reference  to  the  service  rendered  by  carriers  in  their  passenger-carrying 
capacity,  particularly  as  regards  the  opportunity  to  purchase  tickets, 
especially  when  excursion  or  reduced  rates  are  in  effect.  In  a  number 
of  instances  the  Commission  has  been  successful  in  obtaining  better 
facilities  for  the  convenience  of  the  traveling  public  by  securing  better 
waiting-room  facilities,  inducing  carriers  to  have  their  agents  maintain 
ticket  offices  open  for  longer  periods,  and,  in  several  cases,  securing  a  re- 
arrangement of  schedules  on  local  lines  so  as  to  more  conveniently  handle 
the  majority  of  passengers  using  such  facilities. 

This  department  has  also  secured  numerous  refunds  on  unused  por- 
tions of  tickets.  It  has  also  had  numerous  petitions  requesting  refunds 
of  excess  train  fares  collected  by  carriers.  It  was  necessary  to  hold  these 
petitions  in  abeyance  pending  the  Commission's  investigation  into  this 
custom,  and  as  the  Commission  in  its  decision  finally  decided  that  the 
careers  were  entitled  to  an  excess  charge  from  passengers  boarding  cars 
without  tickets  when  an  opportunity  was  offered  to  purchase  tickets, 
various  complainants  were  so  notified  and  the  matter  considered  closed. 

The  Gas  and  Electric  Division  of  the  Engineering  Department  has 
also  taken  care  of  rpiite  a  number  of  these  informal  complaints.  Segre- 
gated, they  would  appear  as  follows  :

When  the  rates  of  a  utility  of  this  nature  are  questioned  by  a  com- 
plainant, this  department  checks  the  mailer  up.  ami  it'  the  rate  is  found 
to  be  a  lawfully  established  rate  of  the  utility  and  not  discriminator;.-. 
the  complainant  is  so  notified  and  informed  that  the  rate  of  the 
defendant  utility  can  not  be  altered  except  through  formal  proceedings. 
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Iii  some  cases  formal  complaints  were  filed.  In  others,  the  complainants 
were  satisfied  on  learning  thai  the  rate  collected  was  the  legal  rate  for 
thai  particular  service  and  that  they  were  not  subject  to  an  overcharge. 
In  quite  a  number  of  cases  the  Commission  was  successful  in  obtaining 

satisfactory  adjustments  through  informal  proceeding  though  the  small 
number  of  informal  complaints  against  gas  rates  can  only  be  taken  as 
indicative  of  the  general  satisfaction  as  regards  rates  of  public  service 
corporations  serving  gas  in  this  State,  when  the  extent  of  this  industry 
is  taken  into  consideration. 

As  to  the  complaints  listed  under  Service,  the  majority  were  incited 
by  the  refusal  of  a  gas  or  electric  company  to  make  an  extension  or  con- 
nection at  the  request  of  a  prospective  patron.  In  a  number  of  cases 
the  extension  or  connection  was  obtained  for  the  complainant  informally. 
In  other  cases,  Avhere  it  appeared  that  the  estimated  revenue  to  be 
obtained  would  not  compensate  the  utility  for  the  expense  incurred, 
reasonable  conditions  under  which  service  should  be  rendered  were  pre- 
scribed and  the  interested  parties  notified. 

As  to  the  question  of  service  deposits,  complainants  could  only  be 
notified  that  the  Commission  was  conducting  a  general  investigation  into 
the  question  of  service  deposits,  extensions  and  connections,  and  that 
when  such  investigation  was  completed  a  general  decision  affecting  all 
utilities  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission  would  be  rendered 
and  the  subject  finally  disposed  of. 

The  Hydraulic  Division  of  the  Engineering  Department  adjusted  398 
informal  matters  during  this  fiscal  year,  the  majority  of  which  were  due 
to  the  many  small  water  utilities  operating  throughout  the  State,  mosl 
of  these  companies  having  no  uniform  rules  or  regulations  and,  in  many 
i  aseSj  more  or  less  discriminatory  rate  schedules.  Quite  a  number  were 
also  occasioned  by  the  refusal  of  the  utilities  to  make  extensions.  A 
great  many  of  these  complaints  were  adjusted  informally,  though  when 
the  company  refused  to  take  any  action  through  informal  proceedings. 
the  complainants  were  advised  that  their  only  alternative  course  was  to 
file  a  formal  complaint.  The  Commission  was  handicapped  in  quite  a 
number  of  these  complaints  by  the  water  company  contending  that  they 
were  mutual  companies,  and.  accordingly  not  subject  to  the  Commis- 
sion's jurisdiction.  In  such  cases  the  only  course  available  was  to 
advise  complainants  to  file  a  formal  complaint  in  which  the  question 
could  be  definitely  decided. 

On  a  number  of  occasions  informal  complaints  brought  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Commission  cases  in  which  a  water  company  had  in  effed  a 
rule  requiring  an  advance  payment  of  one  kind  or  another  before 
rendering  service.    In  the  majority  of  these  cases  the  Commission  was 
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successful  in  inducing  the  utilities,  without  the  necessity  of  a  formal 
hearing,  to  amend  their  rules  eliminating  such  unjust  charges. 

The  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Department  has  been  in  receipt  of  289 
informal  complaints  of  which  all  but  nine  have  been  finally  adjusted 
and  disposed  of. 

These  complaints  brought  into  question  the  rates  and  service  of 
various  telephone  companies,  principally  The  Pacific  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Company,  which  utility  operates  in  practically  all  parts  of 
the  State.  Complaints  covered  alleged  increases  in  rates,  delays  in 
installation,  service  extensions,  changes  in  numbers,  etc.,  the  majority 
of  which  were  adjusted  satisfactorily  to  the  complainants. 

As  regards  rates,  the  Commission  was  very  successful  in  securing 
several  important  reductions  through  informal  correspondence,  the 
principal  of  which  was  the  mileage  rates  assessed  patrons  in  the  small 
towns  adjacent  to  San  Diego  in  addition  to  the  San  Diego  rate.  This 
mileage  was  eliminated,  thereby  greatly  reducing  telephone  rates  in 
the  vicinity  of  San  Diego. 

A  reduction  was  obtained  at  Hermosa  Beach  by  making  the  Kedondo 
exchange  rates  effective  at  the  former  named  locality  by  eliminating 
the  mileage  charge. 

The  Commission  also  secured  an  extension  of  the  exchange  area  in 
the  city  of  Napa,  considerably  reducing  the  rates  to  patrons  of  the 
company  residing  some  distance  from  the  exchange  center.  These 
reductions  were  all  secured  informally  with  absolutely  no  expense  to 
the  patrons  of  the  company  affected. 

It  is  also  incumbent  that  we  draw  attention  to  the  commendable 
manner  in  which  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company's 
officials  have  co-operated  with  the  Commission  in  adjusting  informal 
matters. 

There  was  also  a  number  of  miscellaneous  complaints  handled  by 
the  different  departments,  particularly  a  number  affecting  warehouse 
companies  with  reference  to  storage  charges  and  claims  for  shortage 
on  goods  delivered,  the  majority  of  which  were  closed  satisfactorily 
to  all  interested. 

The  Engineering  Department  was  also  called  upon  informally  to 
investigate  a  number  of  alleged  dangerous  crossings,  and  in  some  cases, 
where  necessary,  recommendations  were  made  that  crossing  signs  or 
bells  be  installed,  and  this  action  was  taken  by  the  railroad  companies 
interested.  This  department  also  adjusted  several  spur  track  differ- 
ences and  straightened  out  disputes  relative  to  culverts  and  private 
crossings  when  such  matters  were  brought  to  its  attention. 

These  complaints,  taken  individually,  do  not  appear  on  the  face  to 
be  of  particular  benefit  to  any  specific  locality  or  the  State  as  a  whole; 
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nevertheless,  taken  collectively,  they  go  a  long  way  toward  straighten- 
ing out  the  minor  differences  which  arc  bound  to  arise  between  a  public 
utility  corporation  and  its  consumers,  and  in  the  end  materially  improve 
the  service  and  tend  to  create  a  feeling  of  friendliness  between  the 
utility  and  its  patrons  instead  of  that  antagonistic  attitude  so  prevalent 
heretofore. 
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GENERAL  ORDERS. 

During  the  year  covered  by  this  report  the  Commission  had  occasion 
to  issue  several  general  orders  which  have  had  a  material  bearing  upon 
the  practices  and  service  of  public  utilities. 

Principal  among  these  orders  was  one  relative  to  inductive  inter- 
ference (General  Order  No.  39).  This  order  was  based  upon  the  report 
and  findings  of  the  Inductive  Interference  Committee  of  the  California 
Railroad  Commission  which  had  been  working  upon  this  subject,  under 
the  guidance  of  the  Commission,  for  a  number  of  years.  Electric  and 
telephone  experts  are  of  the  opinion  that  this  order  will  have  a  marked 
tendency  to  eliminate  inductive  troubles  and  materially  improve  tele- 
phone service. 

Owing  to  the  considerable  number  of  complaints  from  shippers  the 
Commission  issued  its  General  Order  No.  40,  directing  carriers  to  issue 
bills  of  lading  eliminating  the  phrase  "Shippers  Load  and  Count," 
also  after  several  meetings  with  shippers  and  railroad  officials  at  which 
demurrage  questions  were  thoroughly  gone  into,  General  Order  No.  41 
was  issued  containing  a  revised  set  of  rules  governing  demurrage  and 
reciprocal  demurrage. 

Orders  were  also  issued  prescribing  uniform  schedules  for  filing  gas 
and  electric  rates,  rules  and  regulations.

Definitions. 

The  following  definitions  are  given  ol  certain  technical  terms 
employed  herein : 

a.  Power  Circuit.  The  term  "power  circuit"  includes  any  overhead 
constant  potential  alternating  current  power  transmission  or  distribu- 
tion circuit  or  electrically  connected  network  which  has  a  voltage  of  five 
thousand  volts  or  more  between  any  two  conductors  or  of  three  thou- 
sand volts  or  more  between  any  conductor  and  ground. 
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b.  Communication  Circuit.  The  term  "communication  circuit" 
includes  any  overhead,  open  wire  telephone,  telegraph,  or  signalling 
circuit  which  is  used  in  the  service  of  the  public. 

c.  Telephom  Circuit.  The  term  "telephone  circuit"  includes  any 
inter-exchange  metallic  telephone  circuit,  and  therefore  excludes  sub- 
scribers' circuits.  This  term  also  includes  any  metallic  telephone  cir- 
cuit operated  by  any  railroad  or  other  company  for  dispatching 
purposes  or  for  public  use  between  separate  communities. 

d.  Line.  The  term  "line"  means  any  circuit  or  aggregation  of  cir- 
cuits carried  on  poles  or  towers. 

e.  Parallel  or  Parallelism,.  The  terms  "parallel"  or  "parallelism" 
refer  to  cases  where  a  power  line  and  a  communication  line  follow 
substantially  the  same  course,  or  are  otherwise  in  proximity  for  a 
sufficient  distance,  so  that  the  power  circuit  is  liable  to  create  inductive 
interference  in  the  communication  circuits. 

f.  Residual  Current.  The  term  "residual  current"  denotes  the 
vector  sum  of  the  currents  in  the  several  conductors  of  a  power  circuit. 

g.  Residual  Voltage.  The  term  "residual  voltage"  denotes  the 
vector  sum  of  the  voltages  to  ground  of  the  several  conductors  of  a 
power  circuit. 

h.  Transposition.  The  term  "transposition"  denotes  the  inter- 
change of  position  of  the  several  conductors  of  a  circuit. 

RULES. 

I.  Avoidance  of  Parallelism. 

Every  reasonable  effort  shall  be  made  to  avoid  new  parallelism.  The 
party  proposing  to  build  a  new  communication  or  power  line,  which  will 
create  a  parallel,  or  generally  to  reconstruct  an  existing  line  involved 
in  a  parallel  shall  give  due  notice  (at  least  thirty  days  wherever  possible) 
of  its  intention  to  the  other  party,  including  detailed  information 
as  to  the  location  and  character  of  the  proposed  line.  If  a  plan  can  be 
devised  and  agreed  upon  by  the  two  parties  for  maintaining  an  adequate 
separation  between  the  two  classes  of  lines  so  as  to  avoid  interference, 
this  shall  be  done.  In  case  it  is  impracticable  to  secure  adequate  separa- 
tion between  a  power  line  and  a  communication  line,  parallelism  will 
be  permitted  subject  to  the  conditions  set  forth  in  II. 

II.  Conditions  Under  Which  Parallelism  Will  be  Permitted. 

a.  Minimum  Horizontal  Separation.  The  minimum  horizontal  sepa- 
ration between  the  power  line  and  communication  line  shall  be  equal  to 
the  height  of  the  taller  Line.  The  only  exceptions  to  this  provision  are 
angle  crossings  and  other  unavoidable  cases  of  close  proximity,  and  in 
all  such  cases  the  power  line  shall  be  kept  above  the  communication 
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Line  and  constructed  in  conformity  with  the  National  Electric  Lighl 
Association's  specifications  for  overhead  crossings  or  other  approved 
equivalenl  which  may  be  agreed  to  by  both  companies. 

b,  BoLana  of  Power  System.  The  power  company  shall  exercise  due 
diligence  to  keep  the  currents  in.  and  the  voltages  to  ground  of.  the 
conductors  of  any  power  circuit  involved  in  a  parallel,  as  closely  bal- 
anced as  practicable.  In  all  cases,  where  telephone  circuits  are  involved, 
special  consideration  shall  be  given  to  the  prevention  or  elimination  of 
harmonics  in  the  residual  current  and  in  the  residual  voltage. 

e.  Limitation  of  Residual  Currents  ami  Voltages.  Pending  addi- 
tional rules  on  specific  means  other  than  those  given  herein,  the  parties 
concerned  shall  endeavor  to  agree  upon  the  means  to  be  employed  for 
the  prevention  or  limitation  of  residual  currents  and  voltages,  and  in 
the  event  of  disagreement  the  matter  shall  be  referred  to  the  Railroad 
( 'ommission  of  the  State  of  California. 

d.  Transpositions  Inside  Limits  of  Parallel.  An  adequate  system  of 
transpositions  shall  be  installed  in  the  power  circuit  (or  circuits),  and 
in  the  communication  circuit  (or  circuits)  provided  the  latter  is 
metallic.  When  both  circuits  are  transposed  the  transpositions  in  both 
the  communication  and  power  circuits  shall  be  located  with  due  regard 
to  each  other. 

Every  reasonable  effort  shall  be  made  by  both  parties  concerned  to 
fix  the  limits  of  the  parallel  and  the  location  of  crossings,  branch  lines, 
and  connected  apparatus  so  as  to  facilitate  the  application  of  an 
effective  transposition  scheme. 

In  the  case  of  a  parallel  between  a  powder  line  and  a  telephone  line  the 
company  owning  or  operating  the  telephone  line  involved  shall  have  the 
right  to  specify  the  number,  type  (in  respect  to  electrical  character- 
istics) and  location  of  the  transpositions  in  the  power  circuit  subject 
to  the  following  limitations: 

1.  For  power  circuits  of  50,000  volts  or  over  the  average  distance 

between  successive  transpositions  shall  not  be  required  to  be 
less  than  one  mile  and  the  minimum  distance  between  any 
two  successive  transpositions  shall  not  be  required  to  be  less 
than  two-thirds  of  a  mile. 

2.  For  power  circuits  of  less  than  50,000  volts  the  distance  between 

successive  transpositions  shall  not  be  required  to  be  less  than 
one-sixth  mile. 

The  transposition  system  of  the  telephone  circuits  shall  he  modified 
while  necessary  in  order  that  the  power  and  telephone  circuits  shall 
he.  as  nearly  as  practicable,  mutually  noninductive. 

For  short  parallels  less  than  six  miles  in  Length  (or  short  sections  of 
longer  parallels  which  have  to  he  treated  independently  because  of 
abrupt  change  in  conditions)    with   power  circuits  of  50,000  volts  or 
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over,  where  it  is  impracticable  to  obtain  an  adequate  balance  by  the 
location  of  transpositions  in  accordance  with  the  limit  specified  above, 
the  company  owning  or  operating  the  telephone  line  involved  shall  have 
the  right  to  specify  the  number,  type  and  location  of  transpositions 
provided  the  distance  specified  between  successive  transpositions  is  not 
less  than  one-half  mile. 

When  necessary  (due  to  variations  in  lengths  of  telephone  transposi- 
tion sections)  in  order  to  secure  an  adequate  balance,  a  reduction  of 
10  per  cent  in  the  limiting  distances  between  successive  power  circuit 
transpositions  as  given  above,  shall  be  allowed. 

In  the  case  of  a  parallel  between  a  power  line  and  a  telegraph  line 
or  other  grounded  communication  circuit,  the  location  of  the  transposi- 
tions in  the  power  line  shall  be  with  due  regard  to  the  limits  of  the 
parallel  in  order  to  form  as  nearly  as  practicable  a  balanced  system. 
The  location  and  type  of  such  transpositions  shall  be  as  specified  by 
the  communication  company  subject  to  the  condition  that  the  trans- 
positions in  the  power  circuit  may  not  be  required  to  be  less  than  one 
mile  apart. 

In  no  case  shall  the  power  company  be  required  to  relocate  poles  or 
towers  for  the  transpositions. 

The  parties  concerned  in  any  proposed  parallel  shall  endeavor  to 
agree  upon  a  transposition  scheme  for  such  parallel  in  accordance  with 
the  above.  In  the  event  of  a  disagreement,  the  matter  shall  be  referred 
to  the  Railroad  Commission  of  the  State  of  California. 

e.  Transpositions  Outside  Limits  of  Parallel.  In  addition  to  trans- 
positions within  the  limits  of  a  parallel,  as  provided  in  "d"  hereof, 
each  new  power  circuit  isolated  from  ground  (or  extension  of  such 
existing  circuit)  which  is  constructed  subsequent  to  the  date  when  these 
rules  become  effective,  shall  be  transposed  throughout  its  entire  length 
in  such  manner  as  to  balance  the  electrostatic  capacities  to  earth  of  its 
several  conductors,  so  as  to  avoid  inequalities  among  the  voltages  to 
earth  of  the  several  conductors,  which  would  create  inductive  inter- 
ference. Such  transpositions  shall  not  be  more  than  eight  miles  apart  ; 
provided,  however,  that  circuits  less  than  three  miles  in  length  are  not 
required  to  be  transposed  until  they  are  extended  to  a  greater  length ; 
excepl  that  extensions  or  spurs  from  existing  lines,  the  electrostatic 
capacities  to  earth  of  whose  conductors  are  balanced,  shall  be  so  con- 
structed as  not.  to  change  materially  the  balance  of  the  existing  lines 
to  which  they  are  connected. 

f.  Uniformity  of  Parallel.  To  facilitate  the  application  of  effective 
transpositions,  both  parties  shall  endeavor  to  maintain  uniform  separa- 
tion, uniform  arrangement  of  conductors  and  uniform  relative  location 
of  the  two  classes  of  circuits  within  the  limits  of  a  parallel.     However,

when  it  is  feasible  to  secure  a  substantial  increase  of  separation  between 
the  two  lines  for  a  considerable  portion  of  a  parallel  this  shall  be  done, 
as  such  an  increase  of  separation  is  of  more  benefit  than  uniformity. 

g.  Transformer  Connections.  (1)  On  any  power  circuit  involved  in 
a  parallel,  no  grounded  single-phase,  or  grounded  open-star  transformer 
connections  shall  be  employed. 

Note. — This  does  not  apply  to  railroads  operating  alternating  current  trolleys 
with  ground  return  which  are  covered   by    V. 

(2)  On  a  power  circuit  involved  in  a  parallel  no  star-connected  trans- 
formers or  auto-transformers  with  grounded  neutral  shall  be  employed, 
unless  delta-connected  secondary  or  tertiary  windings  or  other  equiva- 
lent means  are  used  for  suppressing  the  third  harmonic  components  of 
the  residual  voltages  and  currents  introduced  by  the  transformers. 

(3)  Where  single-phase  loads  are  connected  to  a  polyphase  power 
circuit  involved  in  a  parallel  the  power  company  shall  endeavor  to 
arrange  successive  connections  of  this  type  so  as  to  equalize  the  loads 
upon  the  several  phases. 

(4)  On  a  three-phase  circuit  involved  in  a  parallel,  the  power  com- 
pany shall  use,  wherever  practicable,  a  closed-delta  connection  in  pref- 
erence to  an  open-delta  connection,  and  where  the  latter  is  employed 
an  effort  shall  be  made  to  distribute  such  connections  equally  upon  the 
several  phases. 

h.  Switch  Equipment.  A  power  circuit  involved  in  a  parallel  shall 
be  equipped,  between  the  source  of  supply  and  the  parallel,  with  oil 
switches,  all  poles  of  which  shall  be  mechanically  interconnected  for 
simultaneous  action.  With  the  exception  of  stations  where  an  operator 
is  constantly  on  duty,  these  switches  shall  be  rendered  automatic  for 
short-circuits,  grounds,  and  abnormal  neutral  currents. 

i.  Switching.  All  switching  on  all  parts  of  a  system  connected  to 
a  circuit  involved  in  a  parallel,  which  causes  harmful  transient  disturb- 
ances in  communication  circuits,  shall  be  done  by  means  of  oil  switches, 
all  poles  of  which  arc  mechanically  interconnected  for  simultaneous 
operation. 

j.  Use  of  Air  Switches.  The  use  of  air  switches,  on  a  power  circuil 
involved  in  a  parallel,  is  prohibited  except  for  purposes  of  isolating 
sections  of  dead  line,  or  for  disconnecting  transformers  under  no  load. 
This  applies  to  the  entire  power  system,  any  circuit  of  which  is  involved 
in  a  parallel,  unless  such  switching  is  so  remote  as  not  to  cause  harmful 
transient  disturbances  in  the  communication  circuits. 

k.  Abnormal  Conditions.  A  power  circuil  involved  in  a  parallel  shall 
nol  be  operated  at  any  time  with  an  open,  grounded  or  short-circuited 
line  wire  or  wires  or  transformer  winding. 


342  REPORT   OF   CALIFORNIA   RAILROAD   COMMISSION. 

1.  Devices  for  Indicating  Abnormal  Conditions  on  Systems  Isolated 
from  G roil nd.  If  a  power  circuit  involved  in  a  parallel  is  electrically 
isolated  from  ground,  reliable  indicating  devices  shall  be  installed  at 
its  source  of  supply  to  inform  the  operator  immediately  of  abnormal 
conditions,  such  as  grounds  and  wherever  possible,  open  circuits,  which 
have  not  operated  automatic  switches.  Upon  indication  of  trouble  by 
such  devices,  the  operator  shall  immediately  open  the  oil  switches  and 
proceed  in  the  manner  outlined  in  "m." 

m.  Procedun  under  Abnormal  Conditions.  In  case  of  the  opening 
of  an  oil  switch  due  to  an  abnormal  condition  in  a  power  circuit  involved 
in  a  parallel,  or  any  circuit  supplying  or  supplied  by  the  same,  such 
switch  may  be  closed  once;  if  opened  a  second  time  due  to  the  continu- 
ance of  the  fault  or  abnormal  condition,  said  switch  shall  not  be  closed 
again  until  the  line  has  been  sectionalized.  The  fault  may  then  be 
located  by  energizing  sections  of  line,  provided  that  further  sectional- 
ization  of  the  line  be  done  in  such  sequence  as  to  cause  the  minimum 
disturbance  to  parallel  communication  circuits,  and  provided  further 
that  where  practicable  the  faulty  section  of  line  shall  be  energized  but 
once  in  this  process  of  sectionalization,  where  the  fault  exists  within  or 
beyond  the  parallel,  until  such  fault  is  remedied. 

n.  Ammeters  in  Neutral  Ground  Connections.  Wherever  a  neutral 
ground  connection  is  employed  on  a  circuit  involved  in  a  parallel,  an 
ammeter,  suitable  for  measuring  as  accurately  as  practicable  the  current 
in  the  neutral  under  normal  operating  conditions,  shall  be  installed  in 
all  neutral  connections  at  the  main  generating  and  substations  on  the 
power  system  electrically  connected  to  the  circuit  involved  in  the 
parallel.  The  power  company  shall  maintain  a  record  of  hourly  meas- 
urements of  the  neutral  current  at  all  such  points. 

o.  Charging  Electrolytic  Lightning  Arresters.  Where  a  power  sys- 
tem is  equipped  with  electrolytic  lightning  arresters  so  charged  as  to 
cause  inductive  interference  in  communication  circuits  the  method  of 
charging  the  arresters  shall  be  modified  to  eliminate  the  disturbances 
as  far  as  possible.  The  charging  of  such  lightning  arresters  shall  be 
done  at  such  times  as  to  give  the  minimum  liability  of  interference  with 
communication  circuit  operation,  preferably  between  the  hours  of  2  a.  m. 
and  4  a.  m. 

]>.  Wavt  Form  of  Rotating  Machines.  The  power  company  shall 
make  every  effort  to  obtain  generators  and  synchronous  motors  for  use 
on  all  parts  of  the  system,  giving,  as  nearly  as  reasonably  possible,  pure 
sine  waves  of  voltage  at  fundamental  frequency.  In  no  case  shall  the 
deviation  from  a  pure  sine  wave  exceed  the  limit  set  forth  in  the  Stand- 
ardization Rules  of  the  American  Institute  of  Electrical  Engineers. 

q.  Exciting  Current  of  Transformers.  In  order  that  the  wave  shapes 
of  voltage  and   current    may   be  distorted   as  little  as  practicable  b) 
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transformers,  the  main  line  transformers  employed  on  circuits  involved 
in  a  parallel  and  on  future  extensions  of  such  circuits  shall  have  an 
exciting  current  as  low  as  is  consistent  with  good  practice,  and  in  no 
ease  shall  the  exciting  current  at  rated  voltage  exceed  ten  per  cent  of  the 
full  load  current.  Such  transformers  shall  not  be  operated  at  more 
than  ten  per  cent  above  their  rated  voltage. 

III.  Provisions  Applying  to  Existing  Parallels. 

The  following  sections  of  II  shall  apply  also  to  power  circuits  involved 
in  existing  parallels:  b,  i,  j,  k,  1,  m,  o,  p,  and  q.  Also,  g-3  and  g-4  shall 
apply  to  existing  parallels  to  the  extent  that  transformers  added  here- 
after shall  be  connected  as  provided  in  said  rules. 

IV.  Waiver  of  Conditions  By  Communication  Company. 

At  the  option  of  the  company  operating  the  communication  circuit 
or  circuits  any  of  the  provisions  of  II  and  III  may  be  waived  provided 
that  such  waiver  does  not  increase  the  hazard. 

V.  Parallelism  With  Alternating  Current  Railways. 

It  is  recognized  that  railroads  operating  alternating  current  trolleys 
with  ground  return  create  serious  inductive  interference  witli  parallel 
communication  circuits.  In  the  present  state  of  the  art.  no  means  for 
completely  overcoming  inductive  interference  from  such  parallels  is 
known,  hence,  they  are  to  be  avoided  if  possible  and  where  unavoidable, 
the  responsibilities  arising  therefrom  must  be  settled  by  mutual  agree- 
ment or  in  ease  of  inability  to  agree  the  matter  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Railroad  Commission  of  the  State  of  California. 

VI.  Applicability  to  Past  and  Future  Construction. 

These  rules  shall  apply  to  all  future  construction  in  this  State  of  the 
character  herein  indicated  and  to  all  construction  now  existing,  pro- 
vided that  if  any  party  desires  to  make  a  departure  from  these  rules  as 
to  construction  now  existing,  such  party  may  file  his  written  petition 
with  the  Railroad  Commission,  whereupon  the  Commission  will  take 
such  action  as  may  seem  to  it  proper. 

VII.  Rules  Subject  to  Laws  and  Orders  of  Commission. 

These  rules  are  to  apply  in  all  cases  where  they  are  not  in  conflict  with 
any  law  of  this  state  or  order  of  this  Commission  now  or  hereafter  in 
effect.  In  case  of  conflict,  where  these  rules  add  to  the  requirement  of 
.■.ny  law  of  this  state  or  order  of  this  Commission,  these  rules  shall  pre- 
vail, otherwise  not.

IN  THE  MATTER  OF  ISSUANCE  OF  CLEAN  BILLS  OF  LADING. 
Approved  September  11,  191'/.  Effective  October  1,  191'/. 

It  is  hereby  ordered  that  all  railroads  issue  to  shippers  of  carload 
freight  from  agency  stations  a  clean  bill  of  lading  at  the  request  of  the 
shipper  and  in  such  cases  to  discontinue  the  practice  of  noting  on  bill 
of  lading  "Shipper's  load  and  count." 

It  is  further  ordered  that  upon  request  of  shipper  of  carload  freight 
from  a  non-agency  station,  the  railroad  will  send  a  man  to  check  the 
loading  and  issue  a  clean  bill  of  lading,  the  expense,  except  transporta- 
tion of  man  to  and  from  point  of  loading  to  perform  service  of  check- 
ing, to  be  borne  by  the  shipper.

Rule  1.     Days  Not  Counted  in  Computing  Free  Time  and  Demurrage. 

In  computing  the  time  which  is  allowed  carriers  for  furnishing  cars 
and  shippers  for  loading  and  unloading  the  same,  no  account  will  be 
taken  of  Sundays  and  the  following  holidays : 

1.  The  first  day  of  January. 

2.  The  twelfth  day  of  February. 

;}.     The  twenty-second  day  of  February. 

4.  The  thirtieth  day  of  May. 

5.  The  fourth  day  of  July. 

6.  Labor  Day. 

7.  The  ninth  day  of  September. 

8.  The  twelfth  day  of  October. 

9.  Genera]  Election  Day. 

10.  Genera]  Primary  Election  Day. 

1 1.  Thanksgiving  Day. 

12.  The  twenty-fifth  day  of  December. 

When  ;i  holiday  falls  upon  a  Sunday,  the  following  Monday  is  a 
holiday. 
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Rule  2.     Free  Time  to  Load  and  Furnish  Billing. 

(a)  Forty-eigW  hours'  free  time,  computed  from  the  first  7  a.m. 
after  ears  arc  placed  or  held  upon  the  order  of  shippers,  will  be  allowed 
to  complete  the  proper  loading  of  all  commodities  and  to  furnish  for- 
warding directions,  except  that  twenty-four  hours  will  be  allowed  on 
oil  tank  cars. 

(b)  When  empty  cars  placed  or  tendered  for  loading  on  orders  are 
not  used,  the  party  ordering  the  same  will  be  subject  to  demurrage 
charges,  from  the  time  of  placement  or  tender  until  released,  together 
with  a  charge  for  the  empty  haul  of  $5.00  per  car  when  moved  from 
another  station,  or  of  $2.50  per  car  when  switched  from  a  point  within 
the  yard  limits. 

Rule  3.     Free  Time  to  Unload. 

(a)  Forty-eight  hours'  free  time,  computed  from  the  first  7  a.  m. 
after  cars  are  placed  and  notification  of  arrival  is  given  to  consignee, 
will  be  allowed  for  unloading  all  commodities  except  oil  from  tank 
cars,  for  which  twenty-four  hours'  free  time  will  be  allowed. 

Five  days'  free  time  computed  from  the  first  7  a.  m.  after  arrival  at 
port  of  exit,  will  be  allowed  on  cars  containing  freight  from  ocean 
movement  when  originating  beyond  the  switching  limits  of  the  port  of 
exit  and  destined  to  coastwise  points  in  California.     (See  note.) 

Note. — The  term  "destined"  as  herein  used,  applies  only  to  shipments  covered  by 
through  bills  of  lading  or  when  the  final  destination  is  shown  on  the  way-bill  or  bill 
of  lading. 

Five  days'  free  time,  computed  from  the  first  7  a.  m.  after  notifica- 
tion of  arrival,  will  be  allowed  on  cars  containing  freight  for  ocean 
movement  and  originating  beyond  the  switching  limits  of  the  port  of 
exit,  when  billed  locally  to  such  port  of  exit,  provided  written  order  to 
change  the  destination  to  coastwise  points  be  received  by  holding  agent 
within  twenty-four  hours,  computed  from  the  7  a.  m.  of  the  day  after 
notification  of  arrival. 

If  such  written  order  be  not  received  within  such  twenty-four  hours, 
the  free  time  will  be  forty-eight  hours,  computed  from  the  first  7  a.  m. 
after  notification  of  arrival. 

Note. — The  term  "coastwise  points,"  as  herein  used,  includes  all  points  on  the 
coast  of  California. 

Cars  containing  freight  for  ocean  movement  loaded  within  the 
switching  limits  of  the  port  of  exit  will  be  allowed  forty-eight  hours' 
free  time  to  unload,  computed  from  the  first  7  a.  m.  after  loading  is 
completed  and  switching  order  is  furnished  by  the  shipper,  and  no 
notice  to  either  the  consignee  or  water  carrier  will  be  required. 

If  delivery  to  water  carrier  be  made  by  a  line  other  than  that  on 
which  the  car  is  loaded,  the   free  time  to  unload  will  be  forty-eight 

23 — 18911 
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hours,  computed  from  the  first  7  a.  m.  after  received  by  such  deliver- 
ing line,  and  no  notice  to  either  the  consignee  or  water  carrier  will  be 
required. 

(6)  Whenever  it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Commission 
that  the  failure  of  a  railroad  to  furnish  a  car  or  cars  for  loading  within 
the  time  fixed  by  these  rules,  or  the  failure  of  the  shipper  or  consignee 
to  load  or  unload  the  same  was  due  to  causes  beyond  the  control  of  such 
carrier,  shipper  or  consignee,  no  payment  shall  be  required  to  be  made 
on  account  of  such  delay. 

Rule  4.     Cars  Stopped  in  Transit. 

When  cars  are  stopped  in  transit  upon  request  of  shippers  or  con- 
signees for  any  purpose,  twenty-four  hours'  free  time,  computed  from 
arrival  at  point  of  stoppage,  will  be  allowed. 

Rule  5.     Cars  for  Loading  or  Unloading  on  Tracks  of  Industrial 
Plants. 

When  cars  are  placed  on  interchange  tracks  of  industrial  plants 
which  perform  their  own  switching  service,  the  regular  free  time  for 
loading  or  unloading  will  be  allowed,  computed  from  the  first  7  a.m. 
after  delivery  upon  such  industrial  interchange  tracks. 

Rule  6.     Change  in  Destination. 

Twenty-four  hours'  free  time,  computed  from  the  first  7  a.m.  after 
notice  of  arrival  at  the  billed  destination,  will  be  allowed  when  cars 
are  diverted  or  reshipped  to  another  destination. 

Rule  7.     Cars  Held  for  Payment  of  Freight  or  Other  Charges. 

Cars  destined  to  the  sidings  of  connections  within  the  switching 
limits  of  the  point  of  delivery  held  by  the  initial  line  for  the  payment 
of  charges  will  be  allowed  twenty-four  hours'  free  time,  computed 
from  the  first  7  a.  m.  after  notification  of  arrival. 

Rule  8.     Notification. 

(a)  Consignee  shall  be  notified  by  carrier's  agent  in  writing  or  as 
otherwise  agreed  to  by  carrier  and  consignee,  within  twenty-four  hours 
after  arrival  of  cars  and  billing  at  destination,  such  notice  to  contain 
point  of  shipment,  car  initials  and  numbers  and  the  contents,  and  if 
transferred  in  transit,  the  initials  and  number  of  the  original  car.  In 
case  car  is  not  placed  on  public-delivery  track  within  twenty -four 
hours  after  notice  of  arrival  lias  been  sent,  a  notice  of  placement  shall 
be  given  to  consignee. 

(&)  Delivery  of  ears  upon  private  or  industrial  interchange  tracks, 
or  written  notice  to  consignee  of  readiness  to  so  deliver,  will  constitute 
notification  thereof  to  consignee. 
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Rule  9.     Cars  Refused  by  Connections. 

When  cars  are  refused  by  a  connecting  Line  because  of  the  inability 

of  consignee  to  receive  and  unload  the  same,  the  local  agent  of  the  car- 
rier desiring  to  make  delivery  to  connecting  line  will  immediately 
notify  the  consignee  of  the  cars  so  held,  after  which  free  time  will 
begin  to  run  the  same  as  though  such  car  or  cars  had  been  placed  for 
unloading. 

Rule  10.     Weather. 

Whenever  the  weather  during  the  period  of  free  time  is  so  severe  or 
inclement  that  it  is  impossible  or  impracticable  to  secure  means  of  load- 
ing or  unloading  freight,  or  when  from  the  nature  of  the  goods  to  be 
loaded  or  unloaded  such  conditions  of  the  weather  would  cause  serious 
injury  or  damage,  the  time  of  the  continuance  of  such  weather  shall  be 
added  to  the  free  time  allowed  the  shipper  or  consignee  for  loading  or 
unloading;  provided  that  on  the  request  of  the  carrier  the  Commission 
will  determine  whether  or  not,  under  all  the  conditions,  such  exception 
should  be  allowed. 

Rule  11.     Rate  of  Demurrage. 

Demurrage  and  reciprocal  demurrage  accruing  under  these  rules 
will  be  charged  at  the  rate  of  $3.00  per  car  per  day  or  fraction  of  a  day. 

The  payment  by  any  railroad  company  of  demurrage  provided  iii 
these  rules  shall  in  no  way  invalidate  or  offset  any  claim  any  shipper 
or  consignee  may  have  for  damages  occasioned  by  delay  or  negligence 
on  the  part  of  such  railroad  company,  nor  shall  anything  herein  con- 
tained be  held  to  lessen  the  duties  of  any  common  carrier  in  the  ship- 
ment of  live  stock  or  other  perishable  property. 

Rule  12.     Bunching. 

(a)  Cars  for  loading. — When,  by  reason  of  delay  or  irregularity  of 
the  carrier  in  tilling  orders,  cars  are  bunched  and  placed  for  loading  in 
accumulated  numbers  in  excess  of  daily  orders,  the  shipper  shall  be 
allowed  such  free  time  for  loading  as  he  would  have  been  entitled  to 
had  the  cars  been  placed  for  loading  as  ordered. 

(b)  Cars  for  unloading. — When  as  a  direct  result  of  the  act  or  neg- 
lect of  carrier,  cars  destined  for  one  consignee  at  one  point  and  trans- 
ported via  the  same  route,  are  bunched  in  transit  and  delivered  in 
accumulated  numbers  in  excess  of  daily  shipments,  the  consignee  shall 
he  allowed  such  \'vrc  time  as  he  would  have  been  entitled  to  had  the  cars 
been  delivered  in  accordance  with  the  daily  rate  of  shipment. 

Rule  13.     Reciprocal  Demurrage. 

"     Notification. —  When  a  shipper  desires  cars  he  shall  give  written 
notice  to  the  carrier  on  whose  line  his  consignment   originates,  selling 
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out  the  date  on  which  he  desires  to  have  ears  placed  for  loading,  the 
number  of  cars,  the  character  of  freight,  its  destination  and  routing. 
To  facilitate  the  making  of  such  application,  every  railroad  shall  pro- 
vide and  keep  at  every  agency  station  blanks  for  that  purpose. 

(b)  Time  allowed  to  furnish  cars. — A  shipper  may  order  cars  for 
placing  at  any  time  within  fifteen  (15)  days  from  the  time  of  the  order, 
and  the  carrier  shall  be  required  to  place  the  cars  on  the  date  required 
by  the  shipper,  except  that  on  orders  of  three  cars  or  less  the  carrier 
shall  be  allowed  forty-eight  (48)  hours  to  place  such  cars  for  loading 
after  the  first  7  a.  m.  following  the  receipt  of  the  order;  seventy-two 
(72)  hours  for  any  number  of  cars  more  than  three  and  less  than  six; 
ninety-six  (96)  hours  for  any  number  of  cars  more  than  five  and  less 
than  eight ;  one  hundred  and  twenty  (120)  hours  for  any  number  of  cars 
more  than  seven  and  less  than  eleven;  and  for  each  three  additional 
cars  in  excess  of  ten,  twenty-four  (24)  hours'  additional  time.  Each 
of  such  periods  of  time  shall  begin  to  run  at  the  first  7  a.  m.  following 
the  receipt  of  the  order. 

(c)  Reciprocal  demurrage  bond. — Any  carrier  that  fails  to  place 
cars  under  the  provisions  of  this  rule  shall  pay  to  the  shipper  $3.00  per 
day  for  the  number  of  cars  in  the  shipper's  order  not  so  placed,  until 
such  time  as  such  shipper's  order  shall  be  filled,  unless  released  at  the 
shipper's  request;  provided,  however,  that  any  shipper  who  desires  to 
take  advantage  of  this  rule  must  file  with  the  carrier  from  whom  he 
desires  to  order  cars  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  in  the  sum  of  twenty  (20) 
dollars,  if  he  desires  to  order  but  one  car,  and  fifteen  (15)  dollars  for 
each  additional  car.  This  bond  shall  be  security  for  the  payment  on 
behalf  of  the  shipper'  to  the  carrier  for  the  use  of  any  car  or  cars 
ordered  by  such  shipper  which  shall  be  set  out  by  the  carrier  and  not 
used  by  the  shipper,  at  the  rate  of  $3.00  per  day,  computed  from  the 
time  the  car  is  set  out.  Each  carrier  shall  furnish,  on  request  of  any 
shipper,  and  shall  keep  at  all  of  its  agency  stations,  blank  forms  of 
bonds,  as  prescribed  in  the  appendix  to  this  order,  for  the  purposes 
herein  set  out. 

(d)  Additional  Security.  It  is  the  intent  of  this  rule  that  the  carrier 
be  protected  against  irresponsible  shippers,  and  when  a  bond  is  once 
filed  by  a  shipper  under  the  provisions  of  this  rule,  such  bond  shall 
satisfy  the  requirements  of  this  rule  until  the  carrier  shall  have  been 
forced  to  resort  to  it  for  payment  for  cars  ordered  and  not  used,  in 
which  event  the  shipper  shall  be  required  to  furnish  a  new  bond,  as 
herein  provided;  except  that  if  at  any  time  the  carrier  questions  the 
sufficiency  of  such  bond,  the  Commission,  after  considering  the  farts. 
may  require  the  furnishing  of  additional  security  on  the  part  of  the 
shipper. 
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Rule  14.     Cars  Delayed  by  Connection. 

Any  railroad  which  shall  receive  from  a  connecting  railroad  com- 
pany one  or  more  cars  of  freight  consigned  to  any  point  on  or  beyond  its 
Line  shall,  within  twenty-four  hours  after  such  cars  are  offered  to  it  or 
are  placed  on  its  transfer  or  other  tracks,  forward  said  car  or  cars 
over  its  railroad  toward  destination,  unless  delay  is  caused  by  circum- 
stances over  which  such  carrier  has  no  control;  and  for  every  delay 
of  twenty-four  hours  or  fraction  thereof,  on  the  part  of  said  railroad 
company  in  forwarding  said  car  or  cars,  beyond  said  allowed  period  of 
twenty-four  hours,  said  railroad  company  shall  forfeit  to  the  consignee 
of  such  car  for  such  delay  the  sum  of  $3.00  per  day  for  each  and  every 
car  so  received  and  not  forwarded  upon  its  line  within  the  time  above 
allowed. 

Rule  15.     Reports  to  Commission  by  Railroads. 

(a)  Each  railroad  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Commission  shall 
make  a  report  monthly  to  the  Commission  of  the  payments  made  and 
received  by  such  railroad  company  for  demurrage  and  reciprocal 
demurrage  paid  and  collected  under  these  rules  in  the  form  prescribed 
m  the  appendix  to  this  order.  "When  payments  are  made  by  transporta- 
tion companies  under  the  reciprocal  demurrage  provisions  of  this  order 
the  report  shall  set  forth  in  each  instance  the  name  and  address  of  the 
shipper  or  shippers  to  whom  payments  are  made,  the  circumstances 
giving  rise  to  the  liability,  the  reasons  for  the  delay  in  furnishing  the 
equipment  ordered,  the  amount  of  the  payment  made  and  the  date 
thereof. 

(&)  Each  railroad  agent  shall  keep  and  preserve  a  daily  record  of 
applications  for  ears  received  at  his  station,  both  for  loading  at  such 
station  and  at  non-agency  stations  ordered  from  such  station,  showing 
such  applications  in  consecutive  order  and  the  date  on  which  received, 
which  record  shall  always  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Commission, 
Its  officers  and  employees,  and  to  courts  of  competent  jurisdiction 
during  business  hours. 

Rule  16.     Disputes. 

Whenever  any  disputes  arise  between  shippers,  consignees  and  car- 
riers concerning  the  interpretation  of  these  rules  or  concerning  any 
claim  arising  hereunder,  the  same  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Commission 
for  adjustment. 

Rule  17.     Publication. 

These  rules  shall  be  immediately  printed  by  the  transportation  com- 
panies or  their  authorized  agents,  filed  with  the  Commission  and 
distributed  to  the  agents  of  such  transportation  companies,  and  shall 
constitute  their  car  demurrage  tariff.

PRESCRIBING  THE  FORM  AND  REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  THE  CON- 
STRUCTION AND  FILING  OF  RATES,  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 
AFFECTING  RATES  AND  SERVICE  FOR  GAS  UTILITIES. 

Adopted  January  18,  1915.  Effective  April  1.  1915. 

SIZE   AND   ARRANGEMENT. 

Schedules  are  to  be  made  up  of  loose  leaf  sheets,  8  inches  by  11 
inches,  sufficient  in  number  to  cover  the  matter  to  be  contained,  and 
when  complete,  so  fastened  together  that  any  sheet  may  be  removed 
and  a  new  sheet  substituted.  Schedules  may  be  printed,  mimeographed 
or  typewritten. 

All  schedule  publications  must  indicate  increases  and  decreases  if 
any  thereby  made  in  existing  rates  by  the  use  of  the  folloAving  uniform 
symbols :  -f-  to  indicate  increases ;  ^^  to  indicate  decreases,  and  *  to 
indicate  added  item.  Clear  explanation  of  the  use  of  the  distinctive 
symbols  must  be  made  in  the  schedule. 

The  complete  schedules  shall  consist  of  the  following : 

(a)  A  sheet  to  be  used  as  front  cover  and  "Title  Page,"  and  a  sheet 
to  be  used  as  a  back.  These  shall  be  of  same  dimensions  as  standard 
sheets,  but  of  heavier  material  than  standard  sheets. 

(6)   One  sheet  for  the  "Table  of  Contents." 

(c)  One  sheet  for  "Preliminary  Statement." 

(d)  One  or  more  sheets  for  each  "Schedule." 

(e)  One  or  more  sheets  for  "Standard  Terms  and  Conditions  of 
Service." 

(/)  One  or  more  sheets  for  standard  "Contract  Eiders."  Applicable 
to  rates. 

These  sheets  should  always  be  arranged  in  order  noted  above. 

TITLE   PAGE. 

The  title  page  shall  show  the  following  information  : 
(a)  A  statement  as  follows:  "Schedules  of  rates  for  the  sale  of  gas, 
and  rules,  regulations,  and  information  affecting  rates  and  service  of." 
(6)  The  name  of  the  corporation  issuing  the  schedules. 

(c)  A  general  statement  of  the  territory  supplied  under  the  schedule. 

(d)  A  statemenl  that  "any  amendment  to  the  schedules  will  be  made 
by  filing  new  and  revised  individual  sheets,  filed  and  to  become  effective 
as  noted  thereon." 

(e)  The  post  office  address  of  the  company. 
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STANDARD    SHEETS 

Standard  Sheets  shall  be  8  inches  wide  by  11  inches  long.  A  "bor- 
der"  measuring  6$  indies  by  8|  inches  shall  be  used,  leaving  a  margin  of 
1  [  inches  a1  the  top,  £  inch  on  the  righl  hand  side  and  1  inch  al  the  bot- 
tom. Any  perforations  for  binding  or  filing  shall  be  on  the  left  band 
margin.  Standard  sheets  shall  be  numbered  by  each  company  in  con- 
secutive  order  beginning  with  C.  R.  C.  No.  1-G  (meaning  California 
Railroad  Commission,  and  <r  to  indicate  gas  schedules).  Any  additional 
or  revised  sheets  to  the  schedules  shall  bear  the  next  succeeding  C.  R.  C. 
number.  A  revised  sheet  shall  cancel  the  .sheet  which  it  amends  and 
the  number  of  the  cancelled  sheet  shall  not  be  used  again  in  numbering 
sheets.

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POSTING  OF  SCHEDULES.

PRESCRIBING  THE  FORM  AND  REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  THE  CON- 
STRUCTION AND  FILING  OF  RATES,  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 
AFFECTING  RATES  AND   SERVICE  FOR  ELECTRIC  UTILITIES. 

Adopted  January  IS,  1915.  Effective  April  1,  1915. 

SIZE  AND  ARRANGEMENT. 

Schedules  are  to  be  made  up  of  loose  leaf  sheets,  8  inches  by  11 
inches,  sufficient  in  number  to  cover  the  matter  to  be  contained,  and 
when  complete,  so  fastened  together  that  any  sheet  may  be  removed  and 
a  new  sheet  substituted.  Schedules  may  be  printed,  mimeographed  or 
typewritten. 

All  schedule  publications  must  indicate  increases  and  decreases  if 
any  thereby  made  in  existing  rates  by  the  use  of  the  following  uniform 
symbols:  -f-  to  indicate  increases;  ^^.  to  indicate  decreases,  and  *  to 
indicate  added  item.  Clear  explanation  of  the  use  of  the  distinctive 
symbols  must  be  made  in  the  schedule. 

The  complete  schedules  shall  consist  of  tbe  following : 

(a)  A  sheet  to  be  used  as  front  cover  and  "Title  Page,"  and  a  sheet 
to  be  used  as  a  back.  These  shall  be  of  same  dimensions  as  standard 
sheets,  but  of  heavier  material  than  standard  sheets. 
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(&)   One  sheet  for  the  "Table  of  Contents." 

(c)  One  sheet  for  "Preliminary  Statement." 

(d)  One  or  more  sheets  for  each  "Schedule." 

(e)  One  or  more  sheets  for  "Standard  Terms  and  Conditions  of 
Service." 

(/)  One  or  more  sheets  for  standard  "Contract  Riders."  Applicable 
to  rates. 

(g)   One  or  more  sheets  for  description  of  "Lamp  Service." 
These  sheets  should  always  be  arranged  in  order  noted  above. 

TITLE    PAGE. 

The  title  page  shall  show  the  following  information : 

(a)  A  statement  as  follows:  "Schedules  of  rates  for  the  sale  of 
electric  energy  and  rules,  regulations,  and  information  affecting  rates 
and  service  of." 

(&)    The  name  of  the  corporation  issuing  the  schedules. 

(c)   A  general  statement  of  the  territory  supplied  under  the  schedules. 

(<7)  A  statement  that  "any  amendment  to  the  schedules  will  be  made 
by  filing  new  and  revised  individual  sheets,  filed  and  to  become  effective 
as  noted  thereon." 

(e)   The  post  office  address  of  the  company. 

STANDARD    SHEETS. 

Standard  sheets  shall  be  8  inches  wide  by  11  inches  long.  A  "border" 
measuring  6§  inches  by  8 J  inches  shall  be  used,  leaving  a  margin  of 
11  inches  at  the  top,  \  inch  on  the  right  hand  side  and  1  inch  at  the 
bottom.  Any  perforations  for  binding  or  filing  shall  be  on  the  left 
hand  margin.  Standard  sheets  shall  be  numbered  by  each  company  in 
consecutive  order  beginning  with  C.  R.  C.  No.  1-E  (meaning  California 
Railroad  Commission,  and  E  to  indicate  electric  schedules).  Any  addi- 
tional or  revised  sheets  to  the  schedules  shall  bear  the  next  succeeding 
C.  R.  C.  number.  A  revised  sheet  shall  cancel  the  sheet  which  it  amends 
and  the  number  of  the  cancelled  sheet  shall  not  be  used  again  in  num- 
bering sheets. 

The  margin  at  the  top  shall  show,  on  the  left  hand  side : 

(a)  The  name  and  post  office  address  of  the  company  filing  the 
schedules. 

On  the  right  hand  side : 

(b)  The  C.  R.  C.  number  of  the  sheet  with  a  designation  as  to 
whether  or  not  it  is  an  original  or  a  revised  sheet.  If  a  revised  sheet 
it  shall  also  show  the  sheet  which  it  cancels,  and  the  date  upon  which 
such  cancelled  sheet  became  effective. 
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For  example : 

Revised  sheet  C.  R.  C.  No.  10-E ; 
Cancelling  original  sheet  C.  R.  C.  No.  2-E. 

The  margin  a1  the  bottom  shall  show: 

(c)   On  the  left  hand  side  the  date  of  issue. 

((/)    On  the  right  hand  side  the  date  effective. 

(c)  If  issued  under  special  permission  or  an  order  of  the  Commis- 
sion, it  shall  show  the  date  and  number  of  such  order. 

(/*)  The  name  and  post  office  address  of  the  officer  or  agent  respon- 
sible  for  the  filing  of  the  sheet. 

TABLE  OF  CONTENTS. 

Whenever  any  change  is  made  in  the  schedules  a  corrected  table  of 
contents  must  accompany  such  change.  The  table  of  contents  sheet 
shall  show,  in  addition  to  the  information  required  under  "Standard 
Sheets": 

(a)  A  STATEMENT  THAT  "THE  FOLLOWING  LISTED  SHEETS  CONTAIN  ALL 
EFFECTIVE  RATES  AND  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  AFFECTING  RATES  AND 
SERVICE  AND  INFORMATION  RELATING  THERETO  IN  EFFECT  ON  THE  DATE 
INDICATED   HEREON." 

(b)  A  full  and  complete  statement  arranged  in  the  order  of  the  sheets 
under  general  headings  referring  to  each  sheet  number. 

Effort  should  be  made  in  the  table  of  contents  to  make  this  sheet  as 
useful  as  possible  in  the  limited  space. 

PRELIMINARY   STATEMENT. 

The  preliminary  statement  shall  describe  in  detail  the  entire  territory 
served  by  the  company.  It  shall  explain  in  detail  the  procedure  neces- 
sary to  obtain  service — the  type  of  application  or  contract  required,  if 
any,  and  deposits,  prepayments  or  other  advance  charges,  if  any. 

A  general  description  of  the  type  and  class  of  service  to  which  the 
rates  apply  shall  be  given,  whether  continuous  or  limited  period  service, 
such  limit  constituting  the  basis  of  the  rate;  whether  alternating  or 
direct  current;  the  voltage,  phase,  frequency,  etc;  whether  it  is  optional, 
auxiliary  or  breakdown  service. 

If  the  company  does  not  furnish  electricity  for  auxiliary  or  emergency 
use  tinder  the  general  rates,  this  fact  shall  here  be  stated. 

RATE  SHEETS. 

(a)  Each  schedule  shall  be  designated  by  a  letter  or  number  and  a 
title  to  the  schedule.     For  example:  "Schedule  'A'  General  Service." 
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(b)  The  Character  of  tht  Si  rvict .  Under  this  heading  shall  be  stated 
the  class  of  customers  to  whom  the  schedule  applies,  and  any  limitation 
to  that  class,  also  a  specific  description  of  the  character  of  the  service  if 
it  differs  in  any  respect  from  the  general  service  described  in  the  general 
description  of  service  in  the  "Preliminary  Statement." 

(c)  Discounts.  Under  this  heading  shall  be  given  the  basis  or  unit 
rate  or  rates  or  series  of  unit  rates  used  in  computing  the  total  charge  to 
the  customer.  If  a  series  of  discounts  from  the  base  rate  is  used  instead 
of  a  series  of  unit  rates,  such  discounts  shall  here  be  shown.  Such  dis- 
counts shall  not,  however,  be  confused  with  prompt  payment  discounts. 
It  is  considered  very  desirable  that,  in  stating  the  rate,  very  precise 
language  be  used. 

Abbreviations  shall  not  be  used,  and  such  terms  as  kilowatt  and 
kilowatt-hour,  monthly  maximum  demand,  etc.,  shall  be  written  out 
in  full. 

(d)  Measurement.  Under  this  heading  should  be  stated  whether 
either  the  current  or  the  demand,  or  both,  are  metered,  and  if  so,  how. 
If  either  the  current  or  the  demand,  or  both,  are  not  metered,  state  how 
the  service  charged  for  is  determined  and  on  what  basis. 

(e)  Prompt-payment  Discounts  or  Delay ed-payment  Penalties.  If 
alterations  in  unit  rates  are  made  in  consideration  of  the  time  within 
which  bills  are  paid,  such  alterations  should  be  given  under  this  heading. 

(/)  Discounts  for  Advances  by  Consumer.  If  any  discounts  or  reduc- 
tions in  unit  rates  are  allowed  in  consideration  of  the  consumer  advanc- 
ing funds  necessary  to  provide  or  maintain  any  of  the  facilities  necessary 
to  serve  him,  such  discounts  or  reductions  must  be  given  under  this 
heading  with  a  clear  explanation  of  the  conditions  under  which  such 
discounts  are  allowed. 

(g)  Minimum  Charge.  The  amount  of  minimum  charges  to  be 
guaranteed,  if  any,  are  required,  and  the  basis  of  such  charges,  shall 
here  be  stated,  if  not  already  given  in  the  rate. 

(h)  Lamp  Service.  If  standard  lamps  are  renewed  free,  and  such 
service  is  included  in  the  rate,  reference  shall  here  be  made  to  the  basis 
of  such  renewal  and  to  the  sheets  on  which  such  service  is  described. 
If  lamp  service  or  renewals  are  not  given,  this  section  shall  be  omitted. 

(i)  Standard  Riders.  All  riders  which  may  be  applied  to  this 
schedule  are  to  be  referred  to  at  this  point,  reference  being  made  to 
the  number  given  to  the  rider  upon  a  following  sheet  or  sheets  in  the 
schedules. 

(j)  Term.  The  time  of  the  contract  relative  Id  its  duration,  term 
or  cancellation  shall  here  be  noted. 
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(k)  Terms  and  Conditions.  Any  special  terms  and  conditions  apply- 
ing especially  to  the  rate  shall  here  be  noted,  and  a  reference  made  to 
the  sheet  number  upon  which  may  be  found  the  standard  "Tonus  and 
Conditions  of  Service."  applicable  to  all  contracts. 

TERMS  AND  CONDITIONS. 
On  this  sheet  shall  be  given  all  of  the  terms  and  conditions  which  in 
any  way  affect  the  furnishing  in  the  first  instance,  or  the  continuance 
or  discontinuance  of  the  service.  Many  companies  have  found  it  pos- 
sible to  use  one  set  of  terms  and  conditions  for  all  schedules,  and  it  is 
recommended  that  general  terms  and  conditions  he  drafted,  which  shall. 
as  far  as  possible,  he  applicable  to  all  rates. 

STANDARD    RIDERS. 

A  complete  list  shall  be  given  of  all  standard  riders  applicable  to 
any  contract  listed  on  the  rate  sheets,  each  under  separate  number,  so 
that  any  such  rider  may  be  readily  identified  and  referred  to  on  the 
rate  sheets  by  its  number. 

LAMP  SERVICE. 

On  this  sheet  shall  he  given  a  list  of  all  standard  lamps  which  are  to 
be  furnished  to  customers  entitled  to  such  lamp  service  and  any  other 
conditions  which  may  exist  relative  to  lamp  service.  This  should  include 
arc  lamps,  incandescent  lamps  and  any  special  lamps. 

ORIGINAL  FILING  AND   CHANGES  TO   SCHEDULES. 

The  original  filing  in  conformity  with  these  regulations  and  any 
entirely  new  matter  affecting  rates  or  service  to  be  filed  thereafter  shall 
be  filed  as  original  sheets,  and  any  subsequent  changes  in  schedules  ;is 
originally  filed  shall  he  covered  by  revised  sheets.  The  complete  iden- 
tity of  any  change  shall  he  established  as  shown  in  the  preceding 
description  of  the  ''Standard  Sheets"  and  "Table  of  Contents." 

FILING    OF    SCHEDULES    WITH   THE  COMMISSION. 

Four  copies  of  such  schedules  shall  be  tiled  with  a  duplicate  letter  of 
transmittal  as  given  below.  Such  letters  shall  be  sinned  by  the  officer 
or  filing  agent.  The  Commission  will  stamp  and  return  one  of  the 
copies  of  the  schedules  and  the  letter  of  transmittal  with  its  stamp 
showing  the  date  upon  which  the  schedules  were  tiled  and  its  formal 
receipt  by  that  body.  The  returned  copy  of  the  schedules  establishes 
the  company's  record  of  formal  filing  with  the  Commission.

LETTER  OF  TRANSMITTAL. 

San  Francisco,  California,  October  1,  1916. 

To  His  Excellency  Hirah  W.  Johnson, 

Governor  of  California. 

Dear  Sir  :  "We  transmit  herewith,  as  required  by  law,  the  report  of 
the  Railroad  Commission  of  the  state  of  California  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1916. 

This  report  consists  of  two  volumes.  Volume  I  is  a  narrative  in 
twelve  chapters,  with  three  appendices,  of  the  work  done  by  the 
Railroad  Commission  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1916. 
Volume  II  is  a  digest  of  the  finances  of  California  public  utilities.  The 
information  in  Volume  II  as  to  common  carriers  is  given  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1916,  and  the  information  with  reference  to 
other  classes  of  utilities  is  given  for  the  calendar  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1915. 

The  Decisions  of  the  Railroad  Commission  are  published  in  a  series 
of  reports  entitled  "Opinions  and  Orders  of  the  Railroad  Commission 
of  California."  Eight  volumes,  containing  the  Decisions  from  Janu- 
ary 1,  1911,  to  December  31,  1915,  have  been  published.  The  ninth 
volume  will  shortly  go  to  press.  The  Decisions  are  also  printed  in 
pamphlet  form  within  a  few  days  after  their  rendition,  and  may  be 
secured  from  the  Railroad  Commission. 

The  General  Orders  of  the  Railroad  Commission  issued  from  Janu- 
ary 1,  1911,  to  December  31,  1915,  have  been  consolidated  in  a  pam- 
phlet, which  is  available  for  public  distribution.  General  Order  No.  46, 
regulations  governing  the  protection  and  guarding  of  moving  machinery, 
power  transmission  and  other  mechanical  equipment,  ladders  and  stair- 
ways, platforms,  passages  and  other  facilities,  was  issued  subsequent 
to  December  31,  1915. 

In  this  Letter  of  Transmittal  we  shall  merely  give  a  bird's-eye  view 
of  the  Railroad  Commission's  work  during  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1916.  A  more  detailed  report  will  appear  in  the  following 
chapters.

1.     JURISDICTION  OF  RAILROAD  COMMISSION. 

The  Railroad  Commission  of  the  state  of  California  was  created  by- 
section  22  of  Article  XII  of  the  Constitution  of  California. 

The  Railroad  Commission's  powers  are  derived  in  part  from  the 
constitution  and  in  part  from  statutes. 

The  constitutional  provisions  which  have  conferred  powers  upon  the 
Railroad  Commission  are  sections  20,  21,  22,  23,  and  23a  of  Article  XII 
of  the  state  constitution. 

The  principal  statute  conferring  powers  upon  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission is  the  Public  Utilities  Act.  This  act  was  originally  approved 
on  December  23,  1911,  effective  March  23,  1912  (St.  1911,  Extra  Ses- 
sion, p.  18),  and  was  revised  and  re-enacted  April  23,  1915,  effective 
August  8,  1915.  (St.  1915,  p.  115.)  The  Public  Utilities  Act  confers 
on  the  Railroad  Commission  jurisdiction  over  steam,  interurban  and 
street  railroads,  car  corporations,  express  corporations,  gas.  electrical, 
telephone,  telegraph,  and  water  corporations,  wharfingers,  warehouse- 
men and  pipe  line  corporations,  as  these  terms  are  defined  in  the  act. 
Individuals  and  partnerships,  as  well  as  corporations  engaged  in  these 
classes  of  service,  are  subject  to  the  Railroad  Commission's  jurisdiction. 

With  certain  exceptions  in  certain  cities,  to  which  matter  more 
detailed  reference  will  hereinafter  be  made,  the  Railroad  Commission 
has  jurisdiction  over  the  rates,  service,  facilities,  extensions,  safety  of 
construction  and  operation,  accounts,  transfers  and  encumbrances  of 
property  and  issue  of  securities  of  all  public  utilities. 

No  street  railroad,  gas,  electrical,  telephone  or  water  utility  may  enter 
a  field  already  being  served  by  a  utility  of  like  character  unless  the 
Railroad  Commission's  consent  has  first  been  secured. 

The  Railroad  Commission  has  power,  on  petition  of  any  municipality 
or  other  public  authority,  to  make  its  finding  determining  the  just 
compensation  to  be  paid  by  such  municipality  or  other  public  authority 
for  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  property  of  any  public  utility.  Such 
finding  is  conclusive  in  eminent  domain  proceedings. 

In  all  respects  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  consuming  and 
investing  public  as  well  as  the  utility  itself,  the  Railroad  Commission 
has  jurisdiction. 

By  section  23  of  Article  XII  of  the  constitution,  as  amended  on 
October  10,  1911,  the  legislature  was  given  unlimited  power  to  confer 
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jurisdiction  upon  the  Railroad  Commission  over  public  utilities  in  unin- 
corporated territory,  but  it  was  provided,  in  effect,  that  incorporated 
cities  and  towns  should  retain  the  powers  which  were  vested  in  them 
over  public  utilities  until  they  should  elect  to  vote  such  powers  into 
the  Railroad  Commission.  Chapter  40  of  the  Laws  of  the  Extra  Session 
of  1911  (St.  1911,  Extra  Session,  p.  168),  commonly  known  as  the 
Hewitt  Elections  Act,  provided  the  machinery  by  which  each  incorpo- 
rated city  or  town  might  at  an  election  called  for  that  purpose  relin- 
quish to  the  Railroad  Commission  its  powers  (except  local  police  powers 
and  in  certain  cases  the  initial  power  to  grant  franchises)  over  all  or 
any  class  or  classes  of  public  utilities.  Acting  under  this  authority, 
fifty-nine  incorporated  cities  and  towns  have  relinquished  to  the  Rail- 
road Commission  their  powers  over  various  classes  of  public  utilities, 
not  including  municipally-owned  utilities  in  so  far  as  they  operate 
within  the  municipality. 

Table  No.  1  shows,  in  alphabetical  order,  the  cities  or  towns  which 
have  elected  to  relinquish  their  powers  over  some  class  or  classes  of 
utilities,  with  the  date  of  the  election  in  each  instance.  "Where  the 
word  "all"  is  used,  the  city  relinquished  its  powers  (with  the  excep- 
tions hereinbefore  noted)  over  railroads,  street  railroads  and  other 
common  carriers  as  defined  in  the  Public  Utilities  Act,  gas,  electric, 
telephone,  telegraph  and  water  corporations,  wharfingers  and  ware- 
housemen. In  other  instances  the  city  or  town  relinquished  its  powers 
over  only  a  specified  class  or  classes  of  utilities,  as  shown  in  the  table.

The  exceptions  shown  In  Table  No.  1  consist  largely  of  classes  of  utilities  of  which 
none  were  located  in  the  city  or  town  at  the  time  the  election  was  held. 
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On  November  3,  1914,  section  23  of  Article  XII  of  the  constitution 
was  amended  so  as  to  provide,  in  effect,  that  the  legislature  should  have 
the  power  to  confer  upon  the  Railroad  Commission  jurisdiction  over  all 
the  rates  of  all  public  utilities  in  the  state,  in  incorporated  cities  and 
towns  as  well  as  in  unincorporated  territory.  The  authority  thus  con- 
ferred was  exercised  by  the  legislature  when  it  passed  the  revised 
Public  Utilities  Act  (enacted  April  23,  1915,  and  effective  August  8, 
1915).  The  Hewitt  Elections  Act  was  likewise  revised  to  meet  the 
changed  conditions  (Sts.  1915,  p.  1273). 

The  Railroad  Commission's  jurisdiction  over  public  utilities,  under 
the  Public  Utilities  Act,  as  now  in  effect,  is  very  extensive.  In  all 
unincorporated  territory  and  in  all  incorporated  cities  and  towns,  with 
the  exceptions  hereinafter  specified,  the  Railroad  Commission  now  has 
complete  jurisdiction  over  public  utilities,  with  the  exception  of  the 
usual  local  police  powers  and  the  initial  granting  of  public  utility 
franchises  in  certain  cities  or  towns.  In  cities  which  have  special  free- 
holders' charters,  the  Railroad  Commission  has  complete  jurisdiction 
over  public  utilities  (other  than  as  to  the  usual  local  police  powers  and 
the  initial  granting  of  public  utility  franchises  in  certain  cities  or 
towns)  except  to  the  extent  that  such  cities  (not  having  relinquished 
their  powers  to  the  Railroad  Commission)  have  been  granted  in  their 
charters  special  powers  over  public  utilities,  which  powers  are  in  con- 
flict with  the  powers  conferred  on  the  Railroad  Commission.  However, 
even  in  cities  having  freeholders'  charters,  the  Railroad  Commission 
now  has  complete  jurisdiction  over  all  public  utility  rates. 

The  following  cities  having  freeholders'  charters  would  seem  to  have 
remaining  a  certain  residuum  of  powers  over  certain  classes  of  public 
utilities  (in  addition  to  the  usual  local  police  powers  and  the  initial 
right  in  certain  instances  to  grant  public  utility  franchises)  :  Alameda, 
Berkeley,  Eureka,  Fresno,  Grass  Valley,  Long  Beach,  Los  Angeles, 
Modesto,  Monterey.  Napa,  Pasadena,  Pomona,  Richmond,  Riverside, 
Sacramento,  San  Francisco,  San  Luis  Obispo,  Santa  Barbara,  Santa 
Cruz,  Stockton  and  Vallejo.  An  analysis  of  the  charter  provisions  is 
necessary  in  each  case  to  determine  the  extent  of  such  residuum  of 
powers.  Without  pausing  to  make  such  analysis,  it  will  be  sufficient  to 
say  that  the  only  powers  over  public  utilities  (apart  from  the  powers 
hereinbefore  referred  to)  remaining  in  any  of  them  are  limited  to  the 
regulation  of  the  quality  of  the  service,  and  in  a  few  instances  to  the 
construction  of  extensions.  In  all  other  respects,  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission now  has  complete  jurisdiction  over  all  classes  of  utilities  in  all 
parts  of  California. 

The  Railroad  Commission  has  always  understood  that  it  does  not 
have  any  jurisdiction  over  publicly  owned  and  operated  utilities  in  so 
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far  as  the  service  is  rendered  within  the  limits  of  the  municipality  or 
other  public  authority  owning  and  operating  the  utility.  The  Railroad 
Commission  has  claimed  and  exercised  jurisdiction  over  such  utility 
properties  in  so  far  as  service  is  rendered  outside  the  limits  of  said 
municipality  or  other  public  authority.  In  Case  No.  926,  Pacific  Light 
and  Power  Corporation  vs.  City  of  Pasadena,  now  pending  before  the 
Railroad  Commission,  the  City  of  Pasadena  has  taken  the  position  that 
the  Railroad  Commission  has  no  jurisdiction  over  any  municipally 
owned  and  operated  utility,  either  within  or  outside  the  limits  of  such 
municipality. 

The  Railroad  Commission  has  consistently  held  that  the  legislature 
has  not  granted  to  it  jurisdiction  over  so-called  jitney-buses  and  auto 
trucks.  The  correctness  of  this  conclusion  has  been  challenged  in  two 
proceedings  for  writs  of  mandamus,  now  pending  before  the  Supreme 
Court  of  this  state.  These  proceedings  are  entitled  Western  Association 
of  Short  Line  Railroads  vs.  Max  Thelen  et  al.,  S.  F.  7614,  and  United 
Railroads  of  San  Francisco  vs.  Max  Thelen  et  al.,  S.  F.  7641. 

In  addition  to  the  Public  Utilities  Act, .the  following  statutes  have 
charged  the  Railroad  Commission  with  further  responsibilities : 

1.  Chapter  80,  Laws  of  1913 — regulation  of  water  companies. 

2.  Chapter  49,  Laws  of  1911,  as  amended  by  Chapter  168,  Laws 

of  1913,  and  Chapter  501,  Laws  of  1915 — size  of  railroad 
train  crews. 

3.  Chapter  284,  Laws  of  1913 — locomotive  headlights. 

4.  Chapters  285,  286  and  327,  Laws  of  1913— oil  pipe  lines. 

5.  Chapter  557,  Laws  of  1913 — construction  of  wharves,  chutes 

and  piers. 

6.  Chapter  494,  Laws  of  1915 — train  dispatching  by  telephone. 

7.  Chapter  498,  Laws  of  1915 — derailing  switches. 

8.  Chapter  499,  Laws  of  1915 — water  glasses  on  steam  locomotives. 

9.  Chapter  600,   Laws   of   1915 — construction  of  electric   trans- 

mission and  distribution  systems  to  promote  safety. 
10.  Chapter  667,  Laws  of  1915 — reports  by  public  utilities  render- 
ing hospital  service  to  employees  for  compensation. 

The  constitutionality  of  chapter  327  of  the  Laws  of  1913,  one  of  the 
oil  pipe  line  statutes,  has  been  challenged  before  the  Supreme  Court  of 
California  in  three  proceedings  for  writs  of  review,  brought  respectively 
by  Producers  Transportation  Company  (L.  A.  4230),  Associated  Pipe 
Line  Company  (S.  F.  7376)  and  Associated  Oil  Company  (S.  F.  7377). 

Each  of  the  other  statutes  is  being  administered  and  enforced  by  the 
Railroad  Commission. 
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2.     UTILITIES   SUBJECT  TO   JURISDICTION.

During  the  year,  first  annual  reports  were  filed  by  two  new  electric 
railroads,  three  new  telephone  companies  and  thirty  additional  ware- 
housemen. Fifteen  utilities,  consisting  mostly  of  small  electric  utilities 
which  have  been  consolidated  with  larger  utilities,  have  ceased  filing- 
annual  reports. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  reports,  the  following  public  utilities 
have  filed,  on  blanks  prepared  by  the  Railroad  Commission,  annual 
reports  with  reference  to  their  hospital  service  to  their  employees,  in 
accordance  with  chapter  667  of  the  Laws  of  1915:

Table  No.  4  shows,  from  the  most  recent  information  available,  the 
number  of  public  utilities  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad 
or  Public  Service  Commissions  of  a  number  of  the  most  populous  states 
of  the  United  States.  Dormant  utilities  are  not  listed,  except  lessor 
railroad  corporations.  A  considerable  number  of  the  utilities  in  many 
of  these  states  consist  of  small  telephone  companies,  the  regulation  of 
which  takes  an  inconsiderable  portion  of  the  time  of  the  respective  com- 
missions. 
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3.     ORGANIZATION    OF    RAILROAD    COMMISSION. 

The  Railroad  Commission  consists  of  five  members  appointed  by  the 
Governor  from  the  state  at  large  for  terms  of  six  years. 

The  following  departments  have  been  created  for  the  sj^stematic  and 
efficient  conduct  of  the  Railroad  Commission's  work:  secretarial,  legal, 
engineering,  rate,  accounting,  stock  and  bond  and  reporting.  The 
hydraulic  engineer,  gas  and  electrical  engineer  and  telephone  and  tele- 
graph engineer,  each  in  charge  of  responsible  work,  report  to  the  chief 
engineer.  The  service  expert,  in  charge  of  railroad  accidents  and  other 
railroad  service  matters,  reports  to  the  rate  expert. 

Three  examiners  take  and  report  to  the  Railroad  Commission  the 
evidence  in  the  smaller  formal  proceedings. 

The  Railroad  Commission's  main  office  is  in  the  Commercial  Building, 
833  Market  street,  San  Francisco.  A  branch  office  is  located  in  the 
Union  League  Building,  Second  and  Hill  streets,  Los  Angelas. 

4.     FORMAL   PROCEEDINGS. 

The  proceedings  handled  by  the  Railroad  Commission  are  divided 
into  formal  and  informal  proceedings.  Formal  proceedings  are  those  in 
which  a  public  hearing  is  held,  and  are  divided  into  formal  complaints, 
which  are  tried  on  complaint  and  answer,  and  formal  applications,  in 
which  a  utility  files  a  petition  for  authority  to  do  some  formal  act  to  the 
performance  of  which  the  Commission 's  consent  is  necessary.  Informal 
proceedings  consist  of  those  proceedings  which  are  handled  in  person  or 
by  correspondence  and  in  which  a  public  hearing  is  not  held.  The 
Railroad  Commission  can  not  enforce  an  order  except  after  hearing  and 
decision  in  a  formal  proceeding. 

The  Railroad  Commission  has  adopted  rules  of  procedure  which  pro- 
vide for  bringing  formal  proceedings  promptly  to  a  hearing.  It  is  not 
necessary  for  the  parties  to  be  represented  by  counsel.  The  Railroad 
Commission  is  not  bound  by  the  technical  rules  of  evidence  and  seeks 
to  administer  justice  by  driving  at  the  facts  directly  and  promptly. 
Formal  proceedings  are  assigned  to  a  commissioner  or  commissioners  or 
an  examiner  for  hearing  and  are  generally  heard  in  the  locality  affected 
so  that  the  public  in  interest  may  know  what  is  being  done  and  that 
parties  desiring  to  attend  the  hearing  may  do  so  at  minimum  expense. 
After  submission,  an  opinion  and  order  are  prepared  and  submitted  to 
all  the  commissioners.  When  approved  and  ordered  filed  by  at  least 
three  commissioners  at  a  formal  meeting,  such  opinion  and  order  become 
the  opinion  and  order  of  the  Railroad  Commission.  They  are  then 
served  on  the  parties  and  published  in  the  •'Opinions  and  Orders  of  the 
Railroad  Commission  of  California"  as  well  as  in  preliminary  pamphlet 
form. 
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During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1916,  685  public  hearings  were 
held  by  the  Railroad  Commission  in  various  parts  of  California.  Dur- 
ing the  same  period,  the  Railroad  Commission  met  196  times  in  formal 
session  in  its  office  in  San  Francisco  for  the  purpose  of  rendering 
decisions,  deciding  questions  of  policy,  and  supervising  the  work  of  the 
various  departments. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1916,  145  formal  complaints 
and  632  formal  applications  were  filed. 

Table  No.  5  shows  the  subject  matter  of  the  formal  complaints  filed 
during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1916,  segregated  into  the  various 
classes  of  utilities.  The  total  of  162  is  in  excess  of  the  145  cases  filed, 
for  the  reason  that  a  number  of  complaints  raised  several  distinct  issues.

The  formal  complaints  filed  during  the  period  ending  June  30,  1912, 
include  89  railroad  valuation  proceedings  filed  by  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission on  its  own  initiative. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1916,  632  formal  applications 
were  filed.  These  applications  may  be  classified  according  to  classes  of 
utilities  and  subject  matter  as  shown  in  Table  No.  7. 

The  total  of  684  shown  in  Table  No.  7  is  in  excess  of  the  632  applica- 
tions filed  during  the  period,  for  the  reason  that  a  number  of  applica- 
tions raised  more  than  one  issue.

The  formal  application  number  series  began  on  March  23,  1912,  the 
effective  date  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act.  Table  No.  8  shows  the  great 
increase  in  the  number  of  these  applications.  The  importance  of  these 
proceedings  will  be  realized  when  attention  is  drawn  to  the  fact  that 
they  include  applications  of  San  Joaquin  Light  and  Power  Corporation, 
Mount  Whitney  Power  and  Electric  Company,  Northern  California 
Power  Company  Consolidated,  San  Diego  Consolidated  Gas  and  Electric 
Company,  Western  States  Gas  and  Electric  Company  (Eureka  Divi- 
sion), Southern  California  Gas  Company  and  Los  Angeles  Gas  and 
Electric  Company  to  have  the  Railroad  Commission  establish  all  their 
rates,  rules  and  regulations ;  application  of  The  Pacific  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Company  to  have  the  Railroad  Commission  establish  the 
rates,  rules  and  regulations  in  each  of  the  company's  local  exchanges, 
numbering  over  400 ;  all  applications  for  authority  to  issue  stock,  bonds 
and  notes,  including  such  matters  as  the  reorganization  of  Peoples 
Water  Company,  Northern  Electric  Railway  Company  and  Western 
Pacific  Railway  Company;  all  applications  by  municipalities  to  have 
the  Railroad  Commission  establish  the  just  compensation  to  be  paid  for 
public  utility  property  to  be  acquired  by  purchase  or  condemnation, 
including  such  proceedings  as  the  Southern  California  Edison  and 
Palo  Alto  gas  cases ;  all  applications  for  certificates  of  public  con- 
venience and  necessity ;  and  all  important  applications  for  authority  to 
increase  rates. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1916,  the  Railroad  Commission 

rendered  930  decisions  in  formal  proceedings.    In  a  number  of  instances 

a  single  decision  disposed  of  more  than  one  formal  proceeding.     Seven 

hundred  fifty-two  decisions  were  rendered  in  formal  applications,  as 

follows :

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The  total  number  of  decisions  rendered  in  all  formal  proceedings 
from  January  1,  1911,  to  June  30,  1916.  as  shown  by  the  Railroad 
Commission's  decision  docket,  one  decision  frequently  disposing  of  one 
or  more  complaints  and  one  or  more  applications,  was  as  follows :

The  increase  in  the  number  of  decisions  in  formal  proceedings,  year 
by  year,  is  indicative  of  the  constantly  increasing  growth  in  the  work 
of  the  Railroad  Commission. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30.  1916,  46  petitions  for  rehear- 
ing were  filed.  On  these  petitions,  a  rehearing  was  granted  in  four 
cases,  the  petition  was  denied  in  35  cases  and  the  first  decision  was 
modified  without  rehearing  in  seven  cases.  During  the  same  period 
appeals  to  the  courts  from  the  Railroad  Commission's  decisions  were 
taken  in  11  cases.  The  appeals  have  been  dismissed  in  three  cases  and 
eight  are  still  pending.  Appeals  were  taken  from  only  1.2  per  cent  of 
the  930  decisions  rendered  during  this  period  and  none  of  these  decisions 
have  thus  far  been  reversed. 

A  comparison  between  the  number  of  decisions  rendered  by  the  Cali- 
fornia Railroad  Commission  during  this  period  with  the  number  ren- 
dered by  other  state  railroad  and  public  service  commissions  may  be 
interesting.  "We  take,  for  the  purpose  of  this  comparison,  the  com- 
missions in  the  fourteen  most  populous  states  of  the  United  States. 
The  data  is  taken  from  the  most  recent  available  annual  reports  and 
shows,  where  obtainable,  the  decisions  rendered  both  in  formal  pro- 
ceedings and  in  informal  or  correspondence  complaints.  This  data 
appears  in  Table  No.  11. 

It  will  be  observed  from  the  foregoing  table  that  more  people  appar- 
ently avail  themselves  of  the  services  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of 
California  in  the  total  of  formal  and  informal  proceedings  than  of  any 
other  railroad  or  public  service  commission  in  the  United  States. 
While  it  is  gratifying  to  the  Railroad  Commission  of  California  to  be 
able  to  be  of  service,  it  is  only  fair  to  say  that  the  commissioners  and 
the  various  departments  are  taxed  to  the  limit  to  handle  the  formal  and 
informal  complaints  and  applications  which  are  constantly  coming  in 
from  the  public  utilities  of  California  and  their  consumers  and  the 
investors  in  their  securities.

5.     INFORMAL    PROCEEDINGS. 

A  considerable  part  of  the  time  of  the  commissioners  and  of  the 
various  departments  is  occupied  with  informal  or  correspondence  com- 
plaints, with  requests  for  information  and  with  informal  conferences 
with  representatives  of  the  public  utilities  and  of  the  public.  No  record 
is  kept  of  the  number  of  mere  requests  for  information  or  of  informal 
conferences.  The  Railroad  Commission's  files,  however,  contain  com- 
plete information  with  reference  to  all  informal  or  correspondence  com- 
plaints. More  than  ten  such  complaints,  on  the  average,  are  filed  each 
working  day. 

Whenever  an  informal  or  correspondence  complaint  is  filed,  the 
matter  is  at  once  referred  to  the  appropriate  department,  which  takes 
up  the  matter  with  the  utility  affected  either  by  letter  or  in  person,  to 
see  whether  an  adjustment  can  not  be  made  voluntarily,  without  the 
necessity  of  formal  proceedings.  If  necessary,  a  representative  of  the 
Railroad  Commission  travels  to  the  locality  affected  to  secure  first  hand 
information  and  an  adjustment,  if  possible.  The  commissioners  hardly 
ever  travel  to  any  section  of  the  state  without  having  a  number  of 
informal  complaints  presented  to  them.  "While  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission can  not,  without  a  formal  hearing  at  which  the  public  utility 
has  its  day  in  court,  compel  a  public  utility  to  take  action  on  any  com- 
plaint, the  Railroad  Commission  has  been  successful  in  a  large  majority 
of  informal  complaints  in  securing  an  adjustment  without  the  necessity 
of  formal  proceedings.  In  most  cases,  the  Railroad  Commission  finds 
that  the  public  utilities  are  ready  and  willing  to  co-operate  in  the  adjust- 
ment of  informal  complaints. 

Table  No.  12  shows  the  number  of  informal  complaints  which  were 
filed  with  the  Railroad  Commission  in  each  of  the  fiscal  years  ending

Table  No.  13  segregates  the  informal  complaints  filed  during  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1916,  into  the  various  classes  of  utilities  affected 
and  the  subject  matter  of  the  complaints. 
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22  REPORT    OF    CALIFORNIA    RAILROAD    COMMISSION. 

The  total  number  of  informal  complaints  shown  in  Table  No.  13  is  in 
excess  of  the  total  number  filed  during  the  year,  for  the  reason  that  in  a 
number  of  instances  an  informal  complaint  refers  to  matters  affecting 
different  classes  of  utilities  or  different  matters  affecting  the  same 
utility. 

The  limits  of  a  letter  of  transmittal  preclude  detailed  reference  to  the 
various  informal  complaints  filed  during  the  year.  These  complaints 
cover  the  entire  field  of  public  utility  regulation.  Among  the  subjects 
covered  by  these  complaints  the  following  may  be  mentioned:  the 
reasonableness  of  existing  rates;  the  correctness  of  bills  presented  by 
public  utilities;  the  quality  and  adequacy  of  the  service;  charges  for 
service  connections  and  meters;  refusal  of  public  utilities  to  make 
extensions  of  service;  discontinuance  of  service;  safety  in  the  construc- 
tion or  operation  of  public  utility  property,  including  particularly 
safety  at  railroad  grade  crossings,  safety  in  the  construction  of  electric 
transmission  lines  and  safety  in  the  construction  of  public  utility  dams ; 
deposits  of  various  kinds,  including  deposits  for  extensions  and  for  tele- 
phone installation ;  the  adequacy  and  condition  of  railroad  depots  and 
the  appearance  of  railroad  depot  grounds;  insufficient  passenger  equip- 
ment; charges  of  electric  utilities  for  transformers;  changes  in  railroad 
time-tables;  inadequacy  of  provision  for  automobiles  on  ferry  boats; 
and  safety  of  investments  in  public  utilities. 

Some  of  the  most  important  work  which  the  Kailroad  Commission  has 
accomplished  has  been  carried  on  by  informal  negotiation  with  the 
public  utilities  affected.  "We  may  refer  to  the  reduction  of  the  tele- 
phone toll  between  San  Francisco  and  transbay  points  from  15  to  10 
cents  per  call,  which  reduction  has  resulted  in  an  annual  saving  of 
approximately  $150,000  per  year  as  contrasted  with  the  saving  of 
$90,000  originally  estimated.  We  may  refer  further  to  the  informal 
negotiations  by  which  changes  in  the  interest  of  safety  are  being  effected 
at  many  railroad  grade  crossings  in  this  state  and  the  negotiations  now 
pending  for  the  installation  of  block  signals  and  other  safety  devices. 

An  important  new  branch  of  service  handled  in  an  informal  way  has 
resulted  from  the  Railroad  Commission's  decision  in  Case  No.  683,  pro- 
viding in  part  that  if  there  is  a  dispute  between  a  public  utility  and  a 
customer  with  reference  to  the  amount  owing  from  the  customer  to  the 
utility,  the  customer  may  deposit  with  the  Railroad  Commission  the 
amount  claimed  to  be  due,  whereupon  the  utility  must  continue  the 
service  pending  an  informal  decision  by  the  Railroad  Commission. 
During  the  six  months  ending  June  30.  1916.  seventy-six  deposits  of  this 
character  were  received  by  the  Railroad  Commission,  of  which  thirty- 
two  related  to  bills  for  electric  energy,  twenty-four  to  water  bills,  four- 
teen to  gas  bills  and  six  to  telephone  bills.     In  most  of  these  instances

the  Railroad  Commission  has  decided  the  controversy  informally  and 
has  distributed  the  deposit  to  the  parties  entitled  thereto.  Deposits 
amounting  to  $4,854.10  were  in  the  hands  of  the  Railroad  Commission 
on  June  30,  1916. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  no  part  of  our  work  is  more  important 
than  the  prompt  disposition  of  informal  complaints.  Any  person  or 
any  public  utility  having  such  complaint  to  make  may  avail  himself  of 
the  service  of  the  Railroad  Commission  by  writing  a  letter  addressed 
"Railroad  Commission,  San  Francisco,  California,"  stating  clearly  the 
facts  and  the  relief  desired,  whereupon  the  Railroad  Commission  will 
try  to  secure  a  prompt  informal  adjustment. 

6.     THE  YEAR'S  WORK. 

The  limits  of  a  letter  of  transmittal  manifestly  preclude  reference  to 
all  action  taken  by  the  Railroad  Commission  during  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1916.  As  hereinbefore  pointed  out,  the  Railroad  Commission 
during  this  year  rendered  930  decisions  in  formal  proceedings  and 
3,039  decisions  in  informal  proceedings. 

We  shall  make  reference  here  only  to  a  number  of  the  most  important 
matters  handled  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1916. 

Steam   Railroads. 

The  Western  Pacific  Railroad  Company  authorized  to  issue  $20,000,000 
bonds  for  the  purpose  of  reorganizing  Western  Pacific  Railway  Com- 
pany, purchasing  new  equipment,  making  additions  and  betterments 
and  constructing  branch  lines  and  feeders,  mostly  in  the  state  of  Cali- 
fornia. 

Issue  of  securities  by  steam  railroads  amounting  to  $9,905,450.71,  in 
addition  to  the  Western  Pacific  Railroad  Company  issue  authorized. 

State-wide  survey  of  railroad  grade  crossings  initiated. 

The  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company  directed  to 
construct  extension  from  Fallbrook  to  Temecula,  San  Diego  County. 

Long  and  short  haul  rate  cases  decided. 

Investigation  of  operating  conditions  on  smaller  railroads  completed 
and  safer  methods  of  dispatching  and  operation  adopted. 

Rates  on  paddy  rice  in  Sacramento  and  San  Joacjuin  valleys  reduced. 

Statutes  referring  to  full  crews,  locomotive  headlights,  locomotive 
water  glasses,  derails  and  telephone  train  dispatching  enforced. 

All  railroad  accidents  investigated  and  recommendations  for  safer 
operation  adopted. 

Clearances  rendered  more  safe  in  several  hundred  instances. 

Southern  Pacific  Company  authorized  to  construct  main  line  railroad 
in  new  location  in  San  Jose,  with  safety  devices  at  a  number  of  cross- 
ings and  a  separation  of  grades  on  The  Alameda. 
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Rates  charged  by  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  for  electric 
energy  in  San  Jose  district  reduced. 

San  Joaquin  Light  and  Power  Corporation  and  Mount  Whitney 
Power  and  Electric  Company  authorized  to  sell  $1,116,500  face  value  of 
bonds  at  96  per  cent  of  face  value,  being  highest  sale  price  in  history  of 
these  companies. 

Certificates  of  public  convenience  and  necessity  granted  to  Pacific 
Light  and  Power  Corporation  for  a  portion  of  Kern  County,  to 
Northern  California  Power  Company,  Consolidated,  for  a  portion  of 
Yolo  County,  to  Los  Angeles  Gas  and  Electric  Corporation  for  San 
Gabriel  and  to  Great  Western  Power  Company  for  a  portion  of  Contra 
Costa  County. 

Rate  schedules  of  Ventura  County  Power  Company  revised,  with 
20  per  cent  reduction  in  lighting  rates. 

Sale  of  property  of  Tulare  County  Power  Company  to  Mount 
Whitney  Power  and  Electric  Company  authorized. 

Increases  in  electric  rates  in  Ukiah  and  Banning  authorized. 

San  Diego  Consolidated  Gas  and  Electric  Company  authorized  to 
purchase  capital  stock  of  Oceanside  Gas  and  Electric  Company. 

Gas  Companies. 

Reorganization  of  Southern  Counties  Gas  Company  and  purchase  of 
numerous  gas  properties  in  southern  California,  with  establishment  of 
reduced  rate  for  natural  gas.  authorized. 

Gas  rates  reduced  in  San  Jose  and  increased  in  Taft. 

Valley  Natural  Gas  Company  authorized  to  sell  natural  gas  for  agri- 
cultural pumping  purposes  in  undeveloped  portions  of  Kern  County 
and  to  acquire  property  of  California  Natural  Gas  Company. 

Central  California  Gas  Company  denied  authority  to  issue  additional 
capital  stock  and  president  of  company  compelled  to  replace  preferred 
stock  of  $17,600  in  treasury,  to  repay  dividends  improperly  declared 
and  to  revise  books  of  account  and  annual  reports  as  directed  by  Rail- 
road Commission. 

Reorganization  of  Midway  Gas  Company  approved. 

Certificate  of  public  convenience  and  necessity  to  sell  natural  gas  in 
San  Luis  Obispo  granted  to  Santa  Maria  Gas  and  Power  Company. 

Certificate  of  public  convenience  and  necessity  to  sell  artificial  gas 
in  Contra  Costa  County  granted  to  Contra  Costa  Gas  Company. 

Certificate  of  public  convenience  and  necessity  granted  to  Southern 
California  Gas  Company  authorizing  sale  of  natural  gas  at  wholesale  to 
municipally  owned  gas  distributing  systems  to  be  established  in  Hunt- 
ington Beach  and  Newport  Beach. 
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Telephone  and  Telegraph  Companies. 

State-wide  investigation  into  all  rates,  rules,  regulations,  contracts 
and  practices  of  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  in  its 
more  than  400  local  exchanges  in  California  initiated. 

Consolidation  of  Glenn  County  Telephone  Company,  Tehama  County 
Telephone  Company  and  a  part  of  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Company  into  Sacramento  Valley  Telephone  Company  authorized. 

Acquisition  of  property  of  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Company  in  Santa  Paula  by  Santa  Paula  Home  Telephone  Company 
authorized. 

Issue  of  securities  by  telephone  companies  amounting  to  $741,035 
authorized. 

Inductive  interference  investigations  completed  and  complaints  dis- 
missed by  stipulation  of  all  parties  after  adoption  of  rules  and  regula- 
tions to  minimize  such  interference. 

Increases  in  telephone  rates  granted  to  three  small  companies. 

Inyo  Live  Stock  Association  and  Colorado  Telephone  Company 
authorized  to  engage  in  telephone  business. 

Installation  of  telephones  and  improvements  in  service  secured  in 
various  sections  of  state. 

Water  Companies. 

Issue  of  securities  by  water  companies  amounting  to  $27,629,327.97 
authorized. 

Placer  County  water  ease  decided,  insuring  to  irrigationists  ample 
water  for  additional  development  and  to  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Com- 
pany security  in  additional  hydroelectric  development. 

Reorganization  of  Peoples  Water  Company  approved  and  company 
authorized  to  sell  property  to  municipal  water  district  to  be  formed  in 
Alameda  and  Contra  Costa  counties. 

Inspection  of  safety  of  construction  and  operation  of  all  public  utility 
dams  carried  forward. 

Plans  for  reconstruction  of  Sweetwater  Dam  in  San  Diego  County 
approved. 

San  Jose  Water  Company  authorized  to  transfer  its  property,  on 
expiration  of  company's  corporate  life,  to  San  Jose  Water  Works. 

Sale  of  property  of  a  number  of  small  water  companies  to  city  of 
Los  Angeles,  of  property  of  Hihn  Water  Company  to  city  of  Santa 
Cruz,  of  property  of  Domestic  Water  Company  to  city  of  Santa  Maria, 
of  water  property  of  D.  W.  Carmichael  and  L.  A.  Hilborn  to  Car- 
michael  Irrigation  District  and  of  property  of  California  Development 
Company  to  Imperial  Irrigation  District,  authorized. 

Water  rates  in  Pittsburg  reduced. 
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Increases  in  water  rates  of  twenty-six  small  water  companies 
authorized. 

Improvements  in  service  and  construction  of  extensions  secured  in 
many  sections  of  the  state. 

Certificates  of  public  convenience  and  necessity  granted  to  Hesperia 
Water  Company  and  to  Carl  F.  Schader  for  construction  of  two  new 
water  utilities  in  Imperial  County. 

Substitution  of  meter  rates  for  flat  rates  in  a  number  of  instances 
directed. 

Rules  and  regulations  established  in  many  cases. 

Water  Carriers. 

Issue  of  securities  by  water  carriers  amounting  to  $174,497  authorized. 

Richmond  and  San  Rafael  Ferry  and  Transportation  Company,  inde- 
pendent ferry  on  San  Francisco  Bay,  authorized  to  issue  securities. 

Jurisdiction  over  ocean-going  steamship  companies  sailing  between 
California  ports  exercised  in  accordance  with  decision  of  Supreme  Court 
of  the  United  States  in  Wilmington  Transportation  Company  case. 

Rates  of  Wilmington  Transportation  Company  between  San  Pedro 
and  Santa  Catalina  Island  sustained. 

Napa  Transportation  Company  authorized  to  increase  certain  freight 
rates. 

Warehousemen. 

Issue  of  securities  by  warehousemen  amounting  to  $983,800  authorized. 

Imperial  Grain  and  Warehouse  Company  authorized  to  construct 
new  warehouse  at  Rockwood,  Imperial  County. 

Panama-Pacific  Warehouse  Company  authorized  to  construct  new 
warehouse  in  Los  Angeles. 

Eleven  warehousemen  authorized  without  objection  from  customers 
to  increase  rates  for  storage  of  grain. 

Wharfingers. 

Certificates  of  public  convenience  and  necessity  for  renewal  of  wharf 
franchises  granted  in  a  number  of  instances,  including  certificate  for 
reconstruction  of  wharf  at  Ventura. 

On  August  28,  1915,  the  effective  date  of  the  revised  Public  Utilities 
Act,  all  public  utilities  operating  within  incorporated  cities  or  towns 
were  directed  to  file  with  the  Railroad  Commission  their  complete 
schedules  of  rates,  rules  and  regulations.  The  Railroad  Commission 
now  has  on  file  the  rates,  rules  and  regulations  of  each  public  utility  in 
the  state  of  California.  Standard  forms  for  the  filing  of  rates,  rules 
and  regulations  of  gas  and  electric  companies  were  prepared  and  the 
rates  of  all  gas  and  electric  companies  are  now  filed  on  such  forms. 
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Important  Principles  Established. 

In  Case  No.  683  (Volume  7,  Opinions  and  Orders  of  the  Railroad 
Commission  of  California,  p.  830;  Volume  8,  Opinions  and  Orders  of 
the  Railroad  Commission  of  California,  p.  372)  the  following  principles, 
applicable  to  all  water,  gas,  electric  and  telephone  utilities  were  estab- 
lished : 

1.  Deposits  as  conditions  precedent  to  service,  except  in  certain  cases, 
were  abolished  and  the  utilities  were  directed  to  repay  to  their  customers 
in  excess  of  $1,000,000  held  by  them  as  deposits. 

2.  Nondiscriminatory  rules  for  the  establishment  of  credit  by  the 
consumers  of  these  classes  of  public  utilities  were  established. 

3.  These  classes  of  public  utilities  were  directed  to  make,  at  their  own 
expense,  necessary  service  extensions  to  the  property  lines  of  intending 
consumers. 

4.  It  was  declared  to  be  the  duty,  prima  facie,  of  these  classes  of 
utilities  to  make  extensions  within  incorporated  cities  and  towns,  at 
their  own  expense. 

5.  The  construction  of  extensions  outside  the  boundaries  of  incorpo- 
rated cities  and  towns  was  left  to  agreement  between  the  parties,  with 
the  right  of  appeal  to  the  Railroad  Commission. 

6.  The  right  to  discontinue  service  for  nonpayment  of  bills,  except 
upon  fifteen  days  notice  of  intention  so  to  do,  was  denied  to  these 
classes  of  utilities. 

7.  In  case  of  dispute  with  reference  to  the  amount  due  from  a  cus- 
tomer to  a  utility  of  these  classes,  it  was  provided  that  the  amount 
claimed  by  the  public  utility  may  be  deposited  with  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission, which  will  decide  the  question  and  distribute  the  deposit  to  the 
party  or  parties  entitled  thereto.  In  the  meantime,  the  utility  does  not 
have  the  right  to  discontinue  the  service  for  nonpayment  of  the  dis- 
puted bill. 

The  decision  rendered  in  Case  No.  683  has  automatically  disposed  of 
hundreds  of  informal  complaints  and  has  clarified  the  relationship 
between  these  classes  of  public  utilities  and  their  customers. 

In  the  San  Joaquin  Light  and  Power  Corporation  and  the  Mount 
Whitney  Power  and  Electric  Company  decisions,  rendered  on  April  6, 
1916,  the  Railroad  Commission  decided  that  claims  of  value  for  water 
rights  in  rate-making  cases  must  be  established  by  the  utility,  and  that 
in  the  absence  of  such  establishment  no  value  will  be  allowed  in  excess 
of  the  investment. 

In  the  Mount  Whitney  Power  and  Electric  Company  case,  the  Rail- 
road Commission  decided  that  it  would  make  no  allowance  in  rate  cases 
for  franchise  value  in  excess  of  the  amount  paid  for  such  franchises  by 
the  original  grantee  thereof. 
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In  the  San  Joaquin  Light  and  Power  Corporation  case,  the  Railroad 
Commission  held  that  in  a  rate  case  it  will  make  no  additional  allowance 
for  going  concern  value  when  the  evidence  shows  that  the  utility  has 
reimbursed  itself  out  of  rates  for  its  entire  development  cost. 

In  Application  No.  2056,  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  the  Rail- 
road Commission  held  that  proper  depreciation  reserves  must  be  estab- 
lished before  earnings  are  paid  out  in  the  shape  of  dividends  and  that 
the  security  of  bonds  and  preferred  stock  authorized  by  the  Railroad 
Commission  must  be  maintained. 

In  Application  No.  2176,  San  Jose  Water  Company,  the  Railroad 
Commission  held  that  when  the  corporate  life  of  a  public  utility  corpo- 
ration has  expired  and  authority  is  asked  to  transfer  the  property  to  a 
new  public  utility  corporation,  such  authority  will  be  granted  only  if 
the  new  corporation  agrees  that  it.  will  never  claim  any  value  for  its 
franchises  in  excess  of  the  amount  paid  for  them  by  the  original  grantee. 

In  all  decisions  granting  certificates  of  public  convenience  and  neces- 
sity, authorizing  the  exercise  of  rights  under  public  utility  franchises, 
the  Railroad  Commission  now  uniformly  inserts  a  condition  to  the  effect 
that  the  public  utility  affected  shall  file  with  the  Railroad  Commission 
a  stipulation  agreeing  for  itself,  its  successors  and  assigns,  that  no  value 
will  ever  be  claimed  for  such  franchises  in  excess  of  the  amount  paid 
therefor  by  the  original  grantee. 

7.     WORK   ON   WHICH    RAILROAD   COMMISSION    IS   NOW   ENGAGED. 

Among  the  matters  on  which  the  Railroad  Commission  is  now  engaged, 
the  following  may  be  mentioned  as  illustrative : 

(a)   Rates. 
Railroad  rates. 

All  class  rates  of  Southern  Pacific  Company  between  San  Francisco 
and  San  Jose  and  the  Oregon  boundary  line;  all  the  lumber  rates  in 
northern  and  central  California;  reparation  on  switching  charges  in 
San  Francisco,  Los  Angeles  and  other  points;  all  the  class  rates  of 
Southern  Pacific  Company  on  its  coast  division  between  San  Francisco 
and  Los  Angeles ;  fares  and  transfer  privileges  of  Pacific  Electric  Rail- 
way Company  in  Los  Angeles;  carload  minimum  rates  of  all  principal 
railroads  on  several  hundred  commodities. 

Express  rates. 

Rates  of  Wells  Fargo  &  Company  on  first  and  second  class  matter 
weighing  less  than  100  pounds,  and  on  food  products  and  commodities 
weighing  100  pounds  and  over. 

Gas  and  electric  rates. 

All  rates,  rules  and  regulations  of  San  Diego  Consolidated  Gas  and 
Electric  Company,  Western  States  Gas  and  Electric  Company  (Eureka 
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Division)  and  Santa  Barbara  Gas  and  Electric  Company  for  gas  and 
electricity;  rates  of  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  for  gas  in  San 
Francisco,  San  Leandro,  .Petaluma  and  Santa  Rosa ;  rates  of  Southern 
California  Gas  Company  and  Los  Angeles  Gas  and  Electric  Corporation 
for  gas  in  Los  Angeles  and  vicinity,  and  of  Hanford  Gas  and  Power 
Company  for  gas  in  Hanford ;  all  electric  rates  in  San  Francisco ;  the 
rates  of  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  and  Great  Western  Power 
Company  for  electricity  in  Sacramento ;  of  Yosemite  Power  Company 
for  electricity  in  and  about  Turlock ;  and  of  Sierra  and  San  Francisco 
Power  Company  for  electricity  in  Oakdale  and  Tracy. 

These  proceedings  affect  the  rates  paid  for  gas  and  electric  energy  by 
more  than  one-half  of  the  inhabitants  of  California. 

Gas,  electric  and  water  rates. 

The  rates,  rules  and  regulations  of  Northern  California  Power  Com- 
pany, Consolidated,  and  Coast  Valleys  Gas  and  Electric  Company  for 
gas,  electricity  and  water. 

Electric  and  telephone  rates. 

All  the  rates  of  California  Telephone  and  Light  Company  for  elec- 
tricity and  telephone  service. 

Telephone  rates. 

All  the  local  exchange  rates,  rules,  regulations,  contracts  and  practices 
of  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  in  each  of  its  local 
exchanges  in  California. 

This  proceeding  affects  the  telephone  exchange  rates  paid  by  more 
than  five-sixths  of  the  people  of  California. 

Wafer  rates. 

The  rates  of  Peoples  "Water  Company  for  water  in  Berkeley;  of 
Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  for  domestic  water  in  Placer  County ; 
of  Marin  Water  and  Power  Company  for  water  in  southern  Marin 
County ;  of  Sutter-Butte  Canal  Company  for  irrigation  water  in  Sutter 
and  Butte  Counties ;  and  of  Madera  Canal  and  Irrigation  Company  for 
irrigation  water  in  Madera  County. 

(b)     Safety. 

Railroads. 

The  Railroad  Commission  is  making  a  complete  survey,  by  districts, 
of  all  railroad  grade  crossings  in  California,  and  is  working,  in 
co-operation  with  the  railroads  and  the  local  authorities,  to  secure  the 
elimination,  in  so  far  as  reasonably  possible,  of  danger  at  railroad  grade 
crossings.  This  survey  will  undoubtedly  lead  to  proceedings  hereafter 
to  eliminate  gradually  the  most  dangerous  of  the  existing  railroad  grade 
crossings. 
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The  Railroad  Commission  has  directed  the  installation  of  safety 
devices  at  railroad  grade  crossings,  has  eliminated  unnecessary  grade 
crossings  where  possible  and  has  investigated  each  railroad  accident. 

Negotiations  to  secure  a  more  rapid  block  signaling  of  the  line  of  rail- 
road of  The  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company  in  Cali- 
fornia are  now  pending. 

The  entire  railroad  grade  crossing  situation,  together  with  the  prob- 
lem of  union  depot  facilities,  in  the  city  of  Los  Angeles  has  been  brought 
before  the  Railroad  Commission  by  the  filing  of  complaints  by  a  number 
of  civic  organizations  in  Los  Angeles  and  will  receive  early  and  careful 
consideration  from  the  Railroad  Commission.  The  city  council  of  Los 
Angeles  has  expressed  a  willingness  to  contribute  the  sum  of  $20,000 
toward  the  expense  of  this  work. 

Electric,  gas,  telephone,  telegraph  and  water  companies. 

The  work  hitherto  done  by  the  Railroad  Commission  in  inspecting  the 
property  and  operating  conditions  and  examining  all  accidents  on  steam 
and  electric  railroads  will  now  be  extended  to  all  other  classes  of  public 
utilities. 

Forms  of  accident  reports  for  these  other  classes  of  public  utilities  are 
now  being  prepared,  and  such  inspections  of  the  property  of  these 
utilities  from  the  point  of  view  of  safety  as  may  be  necessary  will  be 
made. 

The  Railroad  Commission  has  issued  its  General  Order  No.  46,  pre- 
scribing regulations  for  the  protection  and  guarding  of  moving 
machinery,  power  transmission  and  other  mechanical  equipment,  ladders 
and  stairways,  platforms,  passages  and  other  facilities,  and  is  now  at 
work  on  a  consolidated  safety  order  prescribing  standards  of  construc- 
tion and  operation  of  electric,  gas,  telephone,  telegraph  and  water 
properties,  from  the  point  of  view  of  safety. 

Electric,  telephone  and  telegraph  companies. 

Chapter  600  of  the  Laws  of  1915  provides  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Railroad  Commission  to  enforce  compliance  by  electric,  telephone 
and  telegraph  companies  with  the  laws  of  this  state  referring  to  the 
construction  and  reconstruction  of  electric  transmission  and  distribution 
systems  to  promote  the  safety  of  employees  and  the  public.  The  Rail- 
road Commission  has  directed  all  companies  which  have  not  complied 
with  the  provisions  of  the  statutes  to  file  applications  for  extensions  of 
time,  as  provided  by  chapter  600  of  the  Laws  of  1915,  and  is  now 
engaged  in  hearing  these  applications.  While  the  Railroad  Commission 
will  grant  such  extensions  of  time  as  may  seem  reasonable,  the  Com- 
mission will  insist  that  reasonable  effort  be  made  by  electric,  telephone 
and  telegraph  companies  to  complete  the  reconstruction  of  their  electric 
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transmission  and  distribution  systems  as  directed  by  cbapter  499  of  the 
Laws  of  1911  as  modified  by  cbapter  600  of  the  Laws  of  1915. 

Water  compo 

The  Railroad  Commission  is  engaged  in  the  inspection  of  all  public 
utility  dams  from  the  point  of  view  of  safety  of  construction  and  opera- 
tion. No  such  dam  can  now  be  constructed  or  reconstructed  unless  the 
plans  and  specifications  have  first  received  the  Railroad  Commission's 
approval. 

(c)      Consolidations. 

Telephone. 

Proceedings  are  now  pending  before  the  Railroad  Commission  asking 
its  authority  for  the  consolidation  of  hitherto  competing  telephone  sys- 
tems in  Los  Angeles.  Ri  -  Santa  Barbara  and  Imperial  counties. 
The  Railroad  Commission  is  conducting  careful  investigations  into  these 
applications. 

Electric. 

Oro  Electric  Corporation  and  affiliated  corporations  have  asked 
authority  to  transfer  their  property  to  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Com- 
pany.    The  application  is  now  being  investigated. 

(d)      Finances. 

The  Railroad  Commission  desires  to  assist  the  public  utilities,  where 
necessary,  in  the  reorganization  of  their  financial  structure,  so  as  to 
produce  a  more  sound  and  healthy  financial  condition.  The  suggestions 
of  the  Railroad  Commission  for  junior  financing  have  been  carried  out 
by  public  utilities  in  a  number  of  instances. 

Particular  attention  is  now  being  directed  to  the  establishment  of 
adequate  depreciation  reserves. 

(e)      Eminent   Domain   Proceedings. 

The  Railroad  Commission  is  now  engaged  in  establishing  the  value  of 
public  utility  properties  which  various  municipalities  desire  to  acquire. 
The  principal  proceedings  of  this  character  now  pending  are : 

City  of  Los  Angeles — electric  transmission  and  distribution  system 

of  Southern  California  Edison  Company  in  Los  Angeles,  with 

certain  exceptions. 
City  of  Palo  Alto — entire  gas  distribution  system  of  Palo  Alto  Gas 

Company  in  and  adjacent  to  the  city  of  Palo  Alto. 
City  of  Sonoma — water  distributing  system  of  City  "Water  Works 

Company  in  the  city  of  Sonoma. 
Huntington  Beach  and  Newport  Beach — gas  properties  of  T~ 

Coast  Gas  Company. 
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8.     WORK  OF   RAILROAD  COMMISSION,  JANUARY  1,  1911,  TO 
JUNE  30,  1916. 

From  January  1,  1911,  to  June  30,  1916,  the  Railroad  Commission 
rendered  2,704  decisions  in  formal  proceedings,  and  from  January  1, 
1912,  to  June  30,  1916,  the  Railroad  Commission  rendered  over  9,000 
decisions  in  informal  proceedings.  No  decision  of  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission establishing  a  public  utility  rate  or  a  public  utility  valuation 
has  been  reversed. 

The  Railroad  Commission  has  made  reductions  in  public  utility  rates 
whenever,  on  the  evidence  presented,  such  reductions  seemed  fair.  The 
reductions  hitherto  made  are  in  excess  of  $6,000,000  per  year,  which 
reductions  continue,  year  by  year,  as  a  continuing  benefit  to  the  rate- 
payers. In  a  large  number  of  instances,  the  effect  of  reductions  has 
been  an  actual  increase  in  the  revenues  of  the  public  utility  affected. 
That  injustice  has  not  been  done  to  the  public  utilities  is  shown  by  the 
report  of  their  financial  condition,  which  will  appear  later  herein,  and 
by  the  fact  that  in  no  instance  has  a  decision  of  the  Railroad  Commission 
establishing  rates  been  reversed. 

The  Railroad  Commission  has  been  just  as  ready  to  grant  increases  in 
rates,  where  justified,  as  to  grant  decreases.  This  fact  is  shown  by  the 
increases  granted  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1916,  during  which 
period  twenty-six  small  water  companies,  eleven  warehouses  and  three 
telephone  companies  were  authorized  to  increase  their  rates.  In  nearly 
every  instance  the  increases  were  accepted  without  protest  by  the  con- 
sumers. 

The  so-called  service  connection  charges  have  been  abolished,  improved 
conditions  of  service  have  been  effected  and  rules  and  regulations 
governing  the  conditions  and  quality  of  service  have  been  established 
with  reference  to  all  classes  of  utilities.  Rules  have  also  been  estab- 
lished with  reference  to  the  making  of  extensions  both  within  and 
without  the  limits  of  incorporated  cities  and  towns. 

During  the  period  from  March  23,  1912,  to  June  30,  1916,  the  public 
utilities  in  California  have  been  authorized  to  issue  securities  of  the  face 
value  of  $664,973,223.60.  Of  the  securities  thus  authorized,  securities 
of  the  face  value  of  $359,114,982.57  have  been  issued.  The  Railroad 
Commission  has  assisted  in  the  reorganization  of  quite  a  number  of 
public  utilities  which  started  operations  prior  to  March  23,  1912,  and 
whose  financial  structure  was  not  such  as  to  enable  them  to  be  successful. 
That  the  demand  for  securities  issued  by  utilities  subject  to  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  California  has  increased  during 
the  period  of  public  regulation  is  a  recognized  fact.  The  most  recent 
instances  are  the  reorganization  of  the  Southern  California  Gas  Com- 
pany and  the  sale  of  the  bonds  of  Mount  Whitney  Power  and  Electric 
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Company  and  San  Joaquin  Lighl  and  Power  Corporation  at  a  higher 
price  than  ever  before  in  the  history  of  these  utilities. 

In  ;i  later  portion  o\'  this  letter  we  shall  refer  to  the  now  construction 
which  has  been  carried  on  by  public  utilities  in  this  state  during  the 
period  of  stale  supervision  and  regulation. 

The  reorganization  of  the  Railroad  Commission  lias  resulted  in  the 
establishmenl  of  an  impartial  tribunal  io  which  both  the  public  utilities 
and  I  he  public  can  appeal  (ov  the  solution  of  their  problems  and  com- 
plaints in  connection  with  public  utility  construction  and  operation. 
Whereas  hitherto  the  only  redress  has  consisted  in  long  drawn  ont  and 

expensive    court     proceedings,    these    matters    are    now    promptly    and 

generally  satisfactorily  disposed  of  by  the  Railroad  Commission.  The 
resull  has  been  an  entire  change  Tor  the  better  in  the  attitude  of  public 

utilities  toward   the  public  and  o\'  the  public  toward  public  nlilties  in 

this  state. 

9.     FINANCIAL    CONDITION    OF   CALIFORNIA    UTILITIES. 

The  year  L915  has  been  the  most  prosperous  year  in  the  history  o\'  the 
public  utilities  of  California,  even  exceeding  slightly  the  year  1913, 
which  heretofore  was  the  banner  year.  'The  total  operating  revenue  id* 
California  public  utilities,  including  the  entire  business  o\'  the  interstate 
railroads,  which  has  not  been  segregated  by  them,  was  $384,617,734.51. 
The  operating  expenses  were  $249,303,932.09,  leaving  a  net  operating 
revenue  for  the  year  of  $135,313,802.42.  These  figures  are  for  the 
calendar  year  ending  December  31,  1915,  as  to  all  public  utilities  except 
railroads,  and  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1915,  in  so  far  as 
steam  and  electric  railroads  are  concerned.  These  figures,  consequently, 
Ao  not  rolled  the  very  greal  increase  in  the  earnings  o(  the  steam  rail- 
roads during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1916,  with  reference  to 
which  period  the  data  is  not  yet  completely  available. 

Table  No.  II  shows  the  operating  revenues,  the  operating  expenses 
and  the  net  operating  revenues  o\'  the  water  companies,  electric  com- 
panies, gas  companies,  telephone  companies,  steam  railroads  and  electric 
railroads  for  the  years  1913,  I'M  I  and  L915.  It  will  be  observed  that 
the  net  operating  revenue  for  each  class  yA'  utility  was  greater  in  1915 
than  in  L913  or  1914,  with  the  exception  of  steam  railroads  and  electric 
railroads.  With  reference  to  steam  railroads,  there  has  been  a  Large 
increase  in  net  operating  revenue  I'm-  the  year  ending  June  30,  1916. 
With  reference  to  electric  railroads,  the  decrease  in  net  operating 
revenue  has  do  doubl  been  caused  to  a  considerable  extent  by  the  com- 
petition  o\'  jitney-buses.

Table  No.  1  I  shows  thai  under  regulat ion  by  the  Railroad  Commission, 
and  notwithstanding  genera]  financial  depression,  the  ne1  operating 
revenues  of  California  public  utilities  were  $2,879,708.01  greater  in 
1915  than  in  1913,  and  $5,710,327.83  greater  in  1915  than  in  L914. 
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10.     NEW  CONSTRUCTION. 

During  the  years  1913,  1914  and  1915,  additions,  betterments  and  new 
construction  were  made  by  the  principal  classes  of  California  utilities  to 
the  extent  shown  in  Table  No.  15.

The  data  in  Table  No.  15  is  given  for  the  fiscal  year  in  so  far  as  steam 
and  electric  railroads  are  concerned  and  for  the  calendar  year  for  the 
other  classes  of  public  utilities. 

The  expenditures  shown  in  Table  No.  15  were  made  in  part  from  the 
proceeds  of  securities  authorized  by  the  Railroad  Commission  and  in 
part  from  income. 

Table  No.  16  shows  in  terms  of  face  value  of  securities  the  extent  to 
which  additions,  betterments  and  new  construction  were  made  from 
securities  authorized  by  the  Railroad  Commission  from  March  23,  1912, 
to  June  30,  1916. 
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Since  March  23,  1912,  considerably  in  excess  of  $200,000,000  in  cash 
has  gone  into  the  further  development  of  California  public  utilities 
during  the  period  of  supervision  and  regulation  by  the  state. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  set  out  the  new  construction  somewhat  more 
in  detail.

The  following  steam  railroads  are  now  engaged  in  actual  construction 
work :  California  Southern  Railroad  Company,  Patterson  and  Western 
Railroad  Company  and  Hetch  Hetchy  Valley  Railroad. 

Surveys  have  been  made  and  actual  construction  work  is  about  to 
start  on  an  extension  of  Minkler  Southern  Railway  Company  from 
Lindsay,  Tulare  County,  south  a  distance  of  approximately  30  miles, 
and  on  Indian  Valley  Railroad  Company  from  near  Keddie,  Plumas 
County,  in  a  northeasterly  direction,  to  Engle  Camp  No.  2,  known  as 
Lower  Camp,  a  distance  of  approximately  27  miles. 

The  construction  of  main  track  mileage  from  January  1,  1911,  to 
June  30,  1916,  represents  an  expenditure  of  approximately  $34,300,000.

At  the  locations  marked  with  an  asterisk  in  Table  No.  18,  depots  were 
constructed  under  order  of  the  Railroad  Commission.  All  the  depots 
in  the  foregoing  table  were  constructed  by  Southern  Pacific  Company 
with  the  exception  of  the  depot  at  San  Diego,  which  was  constructed  by 
The  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company.  In  addition 
to  the  depots  shown  in  Table  18,  a  number  of  depots  were  erected  by 
Northwestern  Pacific  Railroad  Company  and  other  railway  companies 
in  various  parts  of  California.

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Stakes  have  been  driven  and  construction  work  will  shortly  commence 
on  an  extension  of  Visalia  Electric  Railroad  Company's  line  of  electric 
railroad,  from  Exeter  in  a  general  southeasterly  and  southerly  direction 
to  Ducor,  Tulare  County,  a  distance  of  approximately  33  miles,  at  an 
expenditure  of  approximately  $600,000,  and  for  the  construction  of  the 
proposed  electric  interurban  railway  of  Martinez  and  Concord  Inter- 
urban  Railway  Company,  in  Contra  Costa  County. 

In  addition  to  the  construction  of  additional  main  track  mileage  by 
electric  railroads  during  this  period,  San  Francisco-Oakland  Terminal 
Railways  has  constructed  a  new  mole  at  Oakland,  at  a  cost  of  about 
$1,250,000,  which  mole  has  recently  been  placed  in  operation.

The  total  capital  additions  by  all  electric  utilities  in  California  during 
this  period  were  in  excess  of  $55,000,000. 

We  desire  to  refer  to  some  of  the  important  development  work  by 
electric  utilities  during  the  calendar  years  1913,  1914  and  1915. 

Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  in  1913  completed  to  present 
capacity  its  Drum  and  Spaulding  Development  in  Placer  and  Nevada 
counties,  consisting  of  the  construction  of  a  reservoir  of  a  storage 
capacity  of  50,000  acre  feet  and  one  power  plant  with  an  initial  develop- 
ment of  25,000  kilowatts.  The  company  has  also  done  preliminary  con- 
struction upon  canals  and  ditches  to  supply  later  parts  of  the  develop- 
ment and  has  constructed  a  100-mile  100,000-volt  transmission  line  to 
the  Cordelia  substation.  During  this  same  period,  Pacific  Gas  and 
Electric  Company  constructed  a  steam  plant  at  Sacramento  of  5,000- 
kilowatt  capacity  and  increased  its  San  Francisco  steam  plant  by  the 
installation  of  15,000-kilowatt  additional  capacity. 

Pacific  Light  and  Power  Corporation  in  1911,  1912  and  1913  com- 
pleted its  Big  Creek   Development,   consisting  of  a  50,000   acre-feet 
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reservoir  and  two  35,000  KVA  hydroelectric  plants  on  Big  Creek  east  of 
Fresno,  together  with  a  246-mile  150,000-volt  high  tension  transmission 
line  to  Los  Angeles. 

Great  Western  Power  Company  during  the  past  three  years  has 
enlarged  its  hydroelectric  plant  at  a  cost  of  approximately  $100,000, 
and  has  partly  completed  its  Big  Meadows  reservoir. 

San  Joaquin  Light  and  Power  Corporation,  in  1914,  installed  an 
additional  6,000-KVA  hydroelectric  plant  on  the  Tule  River. 

Mount  Whitney  Power  and  Electric  Company  has  increased  its  hydro- 
electric development  by  one  3,500-KVA  plant  and  its  steam  plant  in 
Visalia  by  the  addition  of  a  5,000-kilowatt  unit. 

Southern  California  Edison  Company  during  1913  and  1914  increased 
the  capacity  of  its  Long  Beach  steam  plant  by  the  installation  of  an 
additional  20,000-kilowatt  unit. 

The  growth  in  transmission  and  distribution  capacity  of  the  electric 
utilities  has  kept  pace  with  the  growth  of  their  generating  systems 
during  this  period. 

At  the  present  time  the  following  important  construction  work  is 
being  done : 

Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  is  installing  two  additional  power 
houses  in  Placer  County,  which  will  have  a  capacity  of  25,000  kilowatts. 

Great  Western  Power  Company  has  secured  authority  to  issue 
securities  for  the  construction  of  an  additional  main  transmission  line 
and  for  an  increase  in  the  capacity  of  its  present  hydroelectric  plant  at 
Big  Bend,  Plumas  County,  and  is  now  engaged  in  preliminary  work  for 
the  installation  of  additional  capacity  of  20,000  kilowatts. 

San  Joaquin  Light  and  Power  Corporation  is  proceeding  with  the 
installation  of  an  additional  power  house  to  be  known  as  Power  House 
No.  2,  to  be  located  en  the  north  fork  of  the  San  Joaquin  River,  and  to 
have  a  capacity  of  2,000  kilowatts,  and  is  constructing  at  Betteravia,  in 
San  Luis  Obispo  County,  a  steam  plant  which  will  have  a  capacity  of 
2,000  kilowatts. 

San  Diego  Consolidated  Gas  and  Electric  Company  is  constructing  a 
transmission  line  from  Del  Mar  to  Oceanside,  in  San  Diego  County,  for 
the  purpose  of  serving  Oceanside  from  its  steam  plant  in  San  Diego. 

Gas  Companies.

The  total  capital  invested  in  additions,  betterments  and  new  construc- 
tion by  all  gas  utilities  in  California  during  the  calendar  years  1913, 
1914  and  1915  was  in  excess  of  $9,400,000. 

The  principal  construction  work  during  this  period  has  been  the  con- 
struction by  Midway  Gas  Company  of  a  transmission  main  to  transmit 
natural  gas  from  the  Midway  field,  in  Kern  County,  to  Los  Angeles  and 
vicinity. 

At  the  present  time,  the  following  important  construction  work  is 
being  done : 

Southern  Counties  Gas  Company  is  engaged  in  the  construction  of  a 
number  of  transmission  mains  for  the  purpose  of  transmitting  natural 
gas  to  various  sections  of  Los  Angeles  County. 

Valley  Natural  Gas  Company  is  constructing  natural  gas  mains  into 
certain  sections  of  Kern  County. 

Santa  Maria  Gas  and  Power  Company  is  constructing  a  transmission 
and  distribution  system  for  the  sale  of  natural  gas  in  San  Luis  Obispo. 

Telephone  and  Telegraph  Companies. 

During  the  calendar  years  1913,  1914  and  1915  there  were  expended 
by  telephone  and  telegraph  utilities  operating  in  California  for  additions 
and  betterments,  $46,374,853.22.  This  figure  does  not  include  such  ex- 
penditures made  by  privately-owned  telephone  and  telegraph  utilities, 
which  expenditures  may  be  estimated  for  the  three  years  at  $75,000. 

This  sum  of  $46,374,853.22  includes  the  expenditures  for  additions, 
extensions  and  betterments  made  by  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Company  and  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company,  which  two  com- 
panies operate  both  within  and  without  the  state  of  California,  and  a 
portion  of  the  additions,  extensions  and  betterments  made  by  these 
companies  was  made  outside  of  the  state  of  California. 

"We  may  safely  estimate,  however,  that  during  these  three  years  at 
least,  $27,000,000  have  been  expended  by  telephone  and  telegraph  utili- 
ties for  additions,  extensions  and  betterments  within  the  state  of 
California. 
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Water  Companies. 

During  the  calendar  years  1913,  1914  and  1915,  there  have  been  ex- 
pended in  California  by  water  companies  for  additions,  extensions  and 
betterments,  the  sum  of  $6,999,708.59.  This  sum  does  not  include  the 
money  so  expended  by  privately  owned  water  utilities,  which  sum  for 
the  three  years  named  approximates  an  additional  $125,000.00. 

Warehousemen. 

Sacramento  Warehouse  Company  has  constructed  at  an  expense  of 
$200,000  a  six-story  and  basement  steel  frame  and  concrete  warehouse, 
in  Sacramento. 

Alpaugh  "Warehouse  and  Milling  Company  has  constructed  a  corru- 
gated iron  warehouse  at  Alpaugh. 

Corcoran  Mill  and  Warehouse  Company  has  constructed  a  galvanized 
iron  warehouse  at  Corcoran. 

Lompoc  Warehouse  Company  has  constructed  two  warehouses  at 
Lompoc. 

Panama-Pacific  Warehouse  Corporation  has  been  authorized  to  con- 
struct a  five-story  fireproof  reinforced  concrete  warehouse  in  Los 
Angeles,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $699,100. 

Oil  Pipe  Line  Companies. 

The  Dutch  Shell  Syndicate  has  completed  the  construction,  at  a  cost 
in  excess  of  $5,000,000,  of  an  oil  pipe  line  from  Coalinga,  Fresno  County, 
to  Martinez,  Contra  Costa  County,  under  the  authority  of  the  Railroad 
Commission. 

Water  Carriers. 

Richmond  and  San  Rafael  Ferry  and  Transportation  Company  has 
commenced  the  operation  of  a  ferry  line  between  Richmond  and  San 
Rafael.

In  giving  the  foregoing  list  of  new  public  utilities,  we  have  not 
included  mere  consolidations,  reorganizations  or  transfers,  but  have 
oonfined  ourselves  to  entirely  new  enterprises  which  have  started  con- 
struction since  March  23,  1912. 

11.     LEGAL. 

Since  January  1,  1911,  the  Railroad  Commission  has  been  a  party  to 
41  cases  in  court,  ranging  from  the  Superior  Court  of  California  to  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States. 

Of  these  cases,  25  have  been  decided  and  16  are  now  pending.  Of  the 
cases  decided,  the  Railroad  Commission  has  won  22  and  has  lost  three. 

Since  August  3,  1914,  16  cases  have  been  decided  and  the  Railroad 
Commission  has  won  each  case.  Appendix  C  attached  to  this  report  con- 
tains a  reference  to  each  of  the  41  court  cases  hereinbefore  referred  to. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1916,  the  following  court  cases 
were  disposed  of :

For  a  statement  of  the  points  decided  in  each  of  these  cases  as  well 
as  for  a  reference  to  the  court  cases  now  pending,  reference  is  hereby 
made  to  Appendix  C,  attached  to  this  annual  report. 

During  the  period  from  January  1,  1911,  to  June  30,  1916,  the  Rail- 
road Commission  rendered  3,462  decisions  in  formal  proceedings.  In 
30  instances — being  less  than  one  per  cent  of  the  entire  number  of 
decisions  rendered — the  decisions  were  taken  to  court.  In  so  far  as  the 
courts  have  thus  far  rendered  their  decisions,  all  of  said  3,462  decisions, 
with  the  exception  of  three,  are  actually  in  effect. 

12.     FEDERAL  VALUATION   OF   RAILROADS. 

By  Act  of  March  1,  1913  (H.  R.  22593),  the  Interstate  Commerce  Act 
was  amended  so  as  to  make  it  the  duty  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission to  provide  ' '  for  a  valuation  of  the  several  classes  of  property  of 
carriers  subject  thereto  (Interstate  Commerce  Act)  and  to  secure  infor- 
mation concerning  their  stocks,  bonds  and  other  securities. ' '  The  find- 
ings of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  are  declared  to  be  final  in 
all  proceedings  under  the  Interstate  Commerce  Act  or  to  enforce  any  of 
the  provisions  of  said  Act.  The  findings  are  to  be  made  in  accordance 
with  state  lines  and  notice  is  to  be  given  to  the  public  officials  of  each 
state,  so  that  the  state  may  appear  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission and  contest  the  tentative  findings  of  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  if  it  desires  to  do  so. 

Unquestionably  this  is  the  most  important  and  far-reaching  inquiry 
with  reference  to  public  utilities  which  has  ever  been  undertaken  by  any 
governmental  authority  in  the  United  States.  The  findings  made  in 
these  proceedings  may  become  of  tremendous  importance,  either  directly 
or  indirectly,  not  merely  in  rate  proceedings  but  also  in  taxation 
matters,  the  issue  of  securities  and  the  possible  acquisition  of  the  prop- 
erty of  the  railroads  by  the  people  of  the  United  States. 

The  matter  is  one  of  very  great  importance  to  the  people  of  the  state 
of  California,  not  merely  because  of  our  interest  in  the  larger  questions 
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involved,  but  specifically  because  the  findings  of  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  with  reference  to  railroad  properties  in  California 
engaged  in  interstate  commerce  are  to  be  conclusive  in  the  classes  of 
cases  specified  in  the  Interstate  Commerce  Act.  The  railroads  have 
effected  a  special  and  very  efficient  organization  for  the  purpose  of 
having  their  views  in  these  valuation  proceedings  adopted  by  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission. 

No  provision  is  made  in  the  Interstate  Commerce  Act  or  elsewhere  for 
any  representation  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  on 
behalf  of  the  public.  The  National  Association  of  Railway  Commis- 
sioners, fully  alive  to  the  tremendous  importance  of  these  proceedings 
and  to  the  absolute  necessity  of  having  the  point  of  view  of  the  public 
presented  to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  as  well  as  that  of  the 
carriers,  provided  in  its  annual  convention,  held  in  San  Francisco  in 
October,  1915,  that  the  president  of  the  association  should  appoint  a 
valuation  committee  with  authority  to  take  all  necessary  steps  to  see  to 
it  that  the  public  point  of  view  should  be  presented  to  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  in  connection  with  the  federal  valuation  of  the 
railroads. 

Immediately  upon  the  adjournment  of  the  convention,  Honorable 
Robert  R.  Prentis,  president  of  the  National  Association  of  Railway 
Commissioners,  appointed  a  valuation  committee  of  seven  members  from 
the  various  state  railroad  commissions.  The  president  of  the  California 
Commission  is  one  of  the  members  of  this  committee. 

The  Railroad  Commission  of  California  filed  a  brief,  as  amicus  curiae,, 
with  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  in  the  federal  valuation  pro- 
ceedings. 

On  January  26,  27  and  28,  1916,  the  members  of  the  valuation  com- 
mittee appeared  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  en  banc, 
and  presented  their  views  with  reference  to  the  fundamental  principles 
involved  in  the  federal  valuation,  in  opposition  to  the  views  theretofore 
and  at  that  time  presented  by  the  representatives  of  the  railroads. 
Among  the  contentions  presented  by  the  representatives  of  the  states 
were  the  following: 

1.  That  the  duty  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  is  fully  per- 
formed when  it  has  made  its  findings  on  the  various  elements  of  value 
specified  in  the  valuation  act  and  that  the  Commission  has  no  right  to  go 
further  and  to  find  that  a  final  single  figure  is  the  value  of  the  property 
of  any  railroad. 

2.  That  the  lands  of  the  railroads  must  be  valued  in  accordance  with 
the  principles  established  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  in 
the  Minnesota  Rate  Case. 
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3.  That  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  to  find 
the  cost  to  date  of  the  property  of  the  carriers  whenever  such  finding 
can  possibly  be  made. 

4.  That  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  in 
addition  to  making  its  estimate  of  the  cost  of  reproduction,  to  make  also 
its  estimate  of  the  cost  of  reproduction  less  depreciation  of  the  property 
of  the  carriers. 

5.  That  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  can  make  no  allowance 
for  so-called  "intangible  values"  unless  and  to  the  extent  to  which 
values  are  affirmatively  approved  by  the  carriers. 

The  valuation  committee  has  secured  the  services  of  Honorable  Clyde 
B.  Aitchison,  formerly  a  member  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  of 
Oregon.  Mr.  Aitchison  has  the  title  of  solicitor  for  the  valuation  com- 
mittee, and  is  permanently  stationed  in  Washington  for  the  purpose  of 
keeping  the  various  state  railroad  and  public  service  commissions  con- 
stantly informed  with  reference  to  the  proceedings  before  the  Division 
of  Valuation  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  and  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  itself,  in  connection  with  the  federal  valuation  of 
the  railroads,  and  to  send  out  such  literature  as  may  be  available  to  show 
the  progress  of  the  work,  the  contentions  urged  by  the  carriers  and  the 
findings  of  the  various  departments  of  the  Division  of  Valuation. 

The  people  of  California  are  vitally  interested  in  these  proceedings. 
In  response  to  a  request  from  the  Railroad  Commission  of  California, 
the  Division  of  Valuation  has  included  in  the  first  five  railroads  con- 
cerning which  findings  are  being  made,  one  of  the  California  railroads. 
The  railroad  thus  selected  by  the  Division 'of  Valuation  is  the  San  Pedro, 
Los  Angeles  and  Salt  Lake  Railroad.  The  Railroad  Commission  of  Cali- 
fornia will  examine  the  engineering,  land  and  accounting  reports  on  this 
railroad  and  will  be  prepared  to  intervene,  if  necessary,  in  the  pro- 
ceedings affecting  this  railroad  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission. 

The  Railroad  Commission  of  California  will  likewise  check  the  reports 
made  by  the  Division  of  Valuation  with  reference  to  each  additional 
California  railroad. 

In  the  meantime,  the  Railroad  Commission  of  California  has  discon- 
tinued its  own  independent  railroad  valuation  work,  in  so  far  as  inter- 
state railroads  are  concerned.  Our  work  along  these  lines  can  be  done 
far  more  effectively  and  cheaply  by  checking  the  work  of  the  Division  of 
Valuation  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission. 
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13.     NATIONAL  ASSOCIATION   OF   RAILWAY   COMMISSIONERS. 

The  Railroad  Commission  of  California  is  a  member  of  the  National 
Association  of  Railway  Commissioners.  This  association  consists  of 
each  state  railroad  or  public  service  commission  in  the  United  States 
having  jurisdiction  over  railroad  or  other  public  utilities.  The  purpose 
of  the  association,  as  expressed  in  its  constitution,  is  "the  discussion  of 
subjects  pertaining  to  the  operation  and  supervision  of  railway  com- 
panies and  other  public  service  corporations." 

The  annual  convention  of  the  National  Association  of  Railway  Com- 
missioners was  held  in  San  Francisco  on  October  12  to  15,  1915.  The 
Railroad  Commission  of  California  acted  as  host,  and  tried,  to  the  best 
of  its  ability,  to  help  make  the  convention  a  success. 

On  the  evening  of  October  13,  1915,  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Cali- 
fornia tendered  a  banquet  at  the  Palace  Hotel  to  the  members  of  the 
National  Association  of  Railway  Commissioners  and  their  wives.  On 
this  occasion,  over  one  thousand  men  and  women  of  California  joined 
the  Railroad  Commission  in  tendering  a  welcome  to  the  guests  of  the 
evening.  The  president  of  the  California  Commission  acted  as  toast- 
master.     The  following  addresses  were  delivered : 

"Is  Regulation  Worth  While?"  by  Honorable  Clifford  Thome, 
president  of  National  Association  of  Railway  Commissioners. 

"Some  Observations  on  Modern  Tendencies,"  by  Theodore  N. 
Vail,  president  American  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company. 

"Economic  Significance  of  the  Supply  of  Electricity,"  by  Samuel 
Insull,  president  Commonwealth  Edison  Company  of  Chicago. 

"Labor  Organizations  and  the  Railroads,"  by  Warren  S.  Stone, 
president  Brotherhood  of  Locomotive  Engineers. 

"Public  Control  of  Railway  Capitalization,"  by  Judson  C. 
Clements,  member  of  Interstate  Commerce  Commission. 

"The  Railroads  and  the  Public,"  by  Paul  Shoup,  president 
Pacific  Electric  Railway  Company. 

"The  State  and  Public  Utilities,"  by  Honorable  John  M. 
Eshleman,  Lieutenant  Governor  of  California. 

The  foregoing  addresses  are  published  in  full  in  the  bound  proceed- 
ings of  the  National  Association  of  Railway  Commissioners. 

The  Railroad  Commission  of  California  is  taking  an  active  interest  in 
the  national  association  and  will  do  whatever  lies  in  its  power  to  increase 
the  usefulness  and  efficiency  of  the  organization. 
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14.     APPRECIATION. 

A  large  part  of  such  credit  as  the  Railroad  Commission's  work  may 
seem  to  merit  is  due  to  the  employees  in  each  of  the  departments,  who 
work  with  rare  and  inspiring  loyalty  to  assist  the  Railroad  Commission 
in  the  performance  of  its  duties. 

The  legislatures  of  1911,  1913  and  1915  have  co-operated  in  every  way 
with  the  Railroad  Commission  and  have  shown  a  confidence  which  has 
been  inspiring  to  us  in  our  work. 

The  public  of  California  has  treated  the  Railroad  Commission  with 
great  fairness  and  their  apparent  confidence  in  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission's work  has  very  materially  strengthened  our  hands  and  assisted 
us  in  what  we  hope  has  been  of  some  real  service  to  the  state. 

Having  briefly  summarized  the  work  of  the  Commission,  we  wish  to 
assure  you  of  our  deep  conviction  that  only  because  of  your  whole 
hearted  and  loyal  support  of  this  Commission  have  its  accomplishments 
been  made  possible.  Your  advocacy  of  the  constitutional  amendments 
and  the  Public  Utilities  Act,  creating  this  Commission,  was  the  most 
potent  factor  in  establishing  the  idea  of  regulation  in  California,  and 
your  never  failing  support  of  the  Commission  since  its  reorganization 
has  been  an  inspiration  to  the  Commissioners  and  employees  to  justify 
your  confidence  by  real  accomplishments.

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CHAPTER  II. 


COMMON  CARRIERS. 

The  Railroad  Commission  has  jurisdiction  under  the  Public  Utilities 
Act  over  the  following  common  carriers :  Steam,  interurban  and  street 
railwaj's,  car  corporations,  express  corporations,  and  corporations  regu- 
larly engaged  in  the  transportation  of  persons  or  property  by  vessels 
over  regular  routes  between  points  within  the  state. 

The  Railroad  Commission  has  ruled  that  it  does  not  have  jurisdiction 
over  "jitneys"  or  auto  trucks.  This  ruling  of  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion has  been  appealed  to  the  California  Supreme  Court  but  has  not  yet 
been  passed  upon  by  that  tribunal. 

1.     RATES. 

All  common  carriers  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission are  required  to  keep  on  file  with  the  Railroad  Commission 
schedules  of  their  rates.  Since  January  1,  1911,  34,603  tariff  schedules 
of  common  carriers  have  been  filed  with  the  Railroad  Commission,  and 
of  this  number  7,331  were  filed  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1916. 

Formal   Rate  Proceedings. 

The  following  are  the  more  important  formal  proceedings  involving 
the  rates  of  common  carriers,  decided  during  the  past  year,  or  pending : 

Case  No.  214 — Long  and  Short  Haul  Applications. 
Under  section  21,  Article  XII,  of  the  California  Constitution,  and 
section  24  (a)  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act,  the  so-called  "Long  and 
Short  Haul  Clause"  provides  that  no  railroad  or  other  transportation 
company  shall  charge  or  receive  any  greater  compensation  for  the  trans- 
portation of  persons  or  property  for  a  shorter  than  for  a  longer  distance 
over  the  same  route  in  the  same  direction,  the  shorter  being  included 
within  the  longer  distance.  When  this  clause  became  effective,  several 
thousand  applications  were  filed  with  the  Railroad  Commission  by  com- 
mon carriers  asking  for  authority  to  deviate  from  the  long  and  short 
haul  clause.  These  applications  covered  a  wide  variety  of  freight  and 
passenger  movements  in  all  sections  of  the  state,  and  involved  several 
hundred  thousand  rates.  Eighteen  separate  hearings  were  held  by  the 
Railroad  Commission,  and  an  investigation  was  made  of  practically  all 
the  common  carrier  tariffs  on  file  with  the  Commission.  Over  seven 
hundred  exhibits  were  filed  by  common  carriers  in  these  proceedings. 
During  the  past  year  the  investigation  of  the  Commission  in  these  pro- 
ceedings was  concluded,  and  the  rulings  of  the  Railroad  Commission  on 
each  of  the  applications  of  the  long  and  short  haul  clause  made. 
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Some  of  these  applications  were  granted,  the  deviations  from  the  long 
and  short  haul  heing  justified  by  reason  of  the  necessity  of  the  rail 
carriers  to  meet  the  low  rates  maintained  by  the  coastwise  steamship 
lines  or  the  boat  lines  operating  on  San  Francisco  Bay,  San  Joaquin  and 
Sacramento  rivers.  Others  were  justified  on  the  grounds  of  the  neces- 
sity of  a  carrier  having  a  long  and  circuitous  route  to  meet  the  rates 
established  between  the  same  points  by  a  short  line  competitor,  and  all 
such  applications  were  granted.  A  few  applications  were  granted  on 
the  grounds  of  market  competition,  where  the  low  rate  was  necessary  in 
order  to  permit  the  product  to  reach  a  competitive  market.  Many  of 
the  applications  were  denied. 

The  Commission  does  not  finally  approve  any  of  the  rates  established 
or  continued  under  these  authorizations ;  all  such  rates  being  subject  to 
complaint,  investigation  and  correction  if  in  conflict  with  any  provisions 
of  the  constitution  or  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act. 

Application  No.  1847 — F.  G.  Airy,  Agent,  for  American  Express 

Company,  Great  Northern  Express  Company  and  Wells  Fargo 

Company  Express. 

In  this  proceeding  the  express  companies  asked  authority  to  increase 

the  charges  on  package  shipments  weighing  less  than  100  pounds.    The 

increases  asked  varied  from  one  to  five  cents  per  package.    A  complete 

investigation  was  made  by  the  Railroad  Commission  into  the  earnings  of 

the  Express  Companies  and  the  application  was  denied. 

Case  No.  849 — North  Pacific  Steamship  Company  vs.  Southern 
Pacific  Company  et  al. 
The  Belt  Line  Railroad  in  San  Francisco  is  an  independent  carrier, 
operated  by  the  city  to  deliver  and  receive  cars  for  other  railroads, 
industry  tracks  and  wharves.  It  charges  $2.50  per  car  for  this  service. 
The  North  Pacific  Steamship  Company  complains  that  the  assessment  of 
this  $2.50  charge  upon  it  by  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  for  moving 
cars  to  the  complainant's  wharves  is  unreasonable.  The  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  intervened  and  the  case  was  widened  into  an 
examination  into  the  switching  situation  in  San  Francisco. 

Case  No.  381. — Miller  and  Donaldson  vs.  Wilmington  Transporta- 
tion Company. 
This  case  arose  on  the  complaint  of  shippers  at  Catalina  Island.  Los 
Angeles  County,  claiming  that  the  rates  for  the  transportation  of  pas- 
sengers and  freight  between  San  Pedro,  on  the  mainland,  and  Avalon, 
on  Catalina  Island,  were  excessive.  After  investigation  the  Commission 
found  that  the  complaint  was  not  justified.  The  case  is  important,  how- 
ever, as  it  is  the  first  proceeding  in  which  a  state  commission  has  exer- 
cised jurisdiction  to  regulate  rates  for  the  transportation  of  persons  or 
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property  over  the  high  seas.  Catalina  Island  lies  some  twenty-six  milps 
off  of  the  mainland,  and  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission  to  regulate 
the  traffic  between  these  points  was  only  conceded  after  the  question  had 
been  passed  upon  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  in 
Wilmington  Transportation  Company  vs.  California  Railroad  Commis- 
sion, 236,  U.  S.  151. 

The  following  important  common  carrier  rate  investigations  are  now 
pending  before  the  Railroad  Commission : 

An  investigation  into  all  the  intrastate  express  rates  of  Wells  Fargo 
&  Company  Express  in  California;  this  investigation  involves  approx- 
imately 1,250,000  rates. 

An  investigation  into  all  the  railroad  class  rates  in  California  from 
San  Francisco  and  San  Jose  north  to  the  California-Oregon  state  line; 
this  investigation  involves  over  2,300,000  rates. 

An  investigation  into  all  the  class  rates  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Com- 
pany (coast  division)  between  San  Francisco  and  Los  Angeles. 

An  investigation  into  all  the  railroad  lumber  rates  in  California. 

Reference  to  all  the  other  formal  proceedings  involving  the  rates  of 
common  carriers  will  be  found  in  appendices  A  and  B  to  this  report. 

Informal   Rate  Proceedings. 

Informal  complaints. 

In  addition  to  the  formal  proceedings  involving  rates  of  common 
carriers,  the  Railroad  Commission  has  handled  during  the  past  year 
713  informal  rate  complaints.  These  complaints  arise  either  by  the 
complainant  calling  upon  or  writing  to  the  Railroad  Commission.  The 
informal  complaint  is  then  taken  up  with  the  common  carrier  in 
question  and  adjusted,  if  possible,  without  the  necessity  of  a  formal 
proceeding. 

Informal  amplications  to  increase  rates. 

Under  section  63  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act  no  public  utility  is  per- 
mitted to  increase  its  rates  or  alter  any  rule  or  regulation  so  as  to  affect 
an  increase  "except  upon  a  showing  before  the  Commission  and  a 
finding  by  the  Commission  that  such  increase  is  justified."  In  many 
instances  applications  made  in  conformity  with  this  section  have  pre- 
sented emergency  conditions  which  would  make  authorizations  there- 
under obviously  fair  to  the  carrier  and  not  inequitable  to  shippers  or 
to  the  traveling  public.  When  there  is  no  reasonable  doubt  as  to  the 
merit  of  applicant's  showing  in  such  cases,  and  there  is  no  protest  from 
interested  parties,  these  requests  have  been  granted  informally.  If 
reasonable  doubt  exists  as  to  the  justice  of  a  desired  rate,  or  where  pro- 
tests are  received  from  interested  parties,  all  applications  to  increase 
rates  are  handled  under  the  Commission's  Rules  of  Procedure,  requiring 
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full  publicity  and  a  formal  hearing,  after  which  the  applications  are 
granted  or  denied  according  to  merit. 

The  amount  of  work  involved  in  this  field  is  indicated  by  the  number 
of  applications  so  handled,  there  being  495  received  from  railroads,  14 
from  steamship  lines  and  10  from  express  companies,  making  a  total 
of  519  applications  received  during  the  period  covered  by  this  report. 

Rates  published  on  less  than  statutory  notice. 

Under  section  15  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act  the  Commission  is 
authorized  for  good  cause  shown  to  permit  common  carriers  to  issue 
tariffs  to  become  effective  upon  less  than  the  full  statutory  notice.  The 
Commission  has  made  it  a  practice  to  give  the  public  utilities  every 
opportunity  consistent  with  good  service  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  general  public  by  publishing  tariffs  to  become  effective  upon  less 
than  thirty  (30)  days  notice  required  under  the  provision  of  the  act. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report  there  were  filed  approxi- 
mately 917  tariffs  under  such  authority,  as  follows : 

Railroad  (freight  and  passenger) 839 

Steamship    71 

Express .- 7 

Total 917 

These  authorizations  which  covered  freight  tariffs  were  usually  given 
to  permit  movement  of  such  freight  as  required  a  rate  lower  than  the 
class  rate  in  effect,  that  is,  upon  which  a  commodity  rate  was  necessary 
to  permit  the  freight  to  be  shipped,  or  in  an  emergency  case  of  perishable 
freight  or  live  stock  moving  from  one  feeding  ground  to  another.  The 
passenger  tariffs  pertained  almost  exclusively  to  short  time  excursion 
tariffs. 

Reparation  claims. 

Approximately  263  claims  for  reparation  were  authorized  by  the  Com- 
mission under  section  71  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act,  aggregating  ap- 
proximately $32,826.02.  These  refunds  were  limited  to  cases  where 
carriers  admitted  that  the  charges  as  assessed  were  excessive  and  the 
low  rate  on  which  refunds  were  based  had  been  voluntarily  published 
by  the  carriers  and  filed  with  the  Commission  subsequent  to  the  date  of 
the  shipments  involved. 

2.     SERVICE. 

Inspection    of   Service. 

The  Railroad  Commission  is  constantly  engaged  in  the  inspection  of 
the  service  of  common  carriers.  This  inspection  covers  such  matters  as 
(1)  sufficiency  of  railroad  equipment,  number  of  trains,  number  of 
cars  and  proper  seating  facilities  in  cars;  (2)  sufficiency  and  adequacy 
of  depot  facilities;    (3)    location  of  new  or  abandonment  of  existing 
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stations,  and   requests  for  stopping  trains;    (4)   adequate  number  of 

trains. 

Inspection  is  also  made  by  the  Railroad  Commission  into  the  com- 
pliance by  carriers  with  the  provisions  of  the  "Full  Crew  Law," 
"Headlight  Law,"  "Train  Dispatching  Law,"  and  other  safety  regula- 
tions imposed  by  statute  or  by  the  Railroad  Commission.  These  ques- 
tions, involving  the  safety  of  operation  of  common  carriers,  are.  con- 
sidered separately  in  Chapter  X. 

Deficiencies  in  railroad  service  are  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
Railroad  Commission  either  by  its  own  inspectors  or  by  complaint. 
After  investigation,  the  Railroad  Commission  directs  such  improvements 
or  extensions  in  service  as  to  it  seems  proper.  Much  is  constantly  being 
done  in  this  way  informally  to  maintain  adequate  service  by  common 
earners. 

Formal   Service   Proceedings. 

Of  the  formal  proceedings  involving  the  service  of  common  carriers, 
the  following  are  the  more  important: 

Case  No.  796 — CabriUo  Club  et  al.  vs.  The  Atchison,  Topeka  and 
Santa  Fe  Railway  Company,  decided  September  17,  1915. 

In  this  case  complainants  asked  the  Railroad  Commission  to  direct  the 
Santa  Fe  Railway  Company  to  construct  a  rail  connection  between 
Fallbrook  and  Temccula,  two  points  already  served  by  the  Santa  Fe 
and  situated  about  twelve  miles  apart  in  San  Diego  County.  There  was 
formerly  a  rail  connection  between  these  points,  but  the  tracks  had  been 
washed  out  and  had  not  been  relaid. 

The  Railroad  Commission  made  an  exhaustive  investigation  into  the 
needs  for  this  rail  connection.  Detailed  estimates  were  presented  show- 
ing the  probable  additional  revenue  to  be  derived  in  freight  and  pas- 
senger fares  if  this  rail  connection  were  constructed,  and  the  Railroad 
Commission  also  made  detailed  estimates  of  the  cost  of  constructing  the 
connection. 

The  Railroad  Commission  found  that  it  was  reasonable  to  require  the 
rail  connection  to  be  made.  The  railway  company,  however,  was  given 
the  option  either  to  construct  the  connection  over  the  route  of  the  old 
line  or  to  follow  another  route  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Railroad 
Commission,  would  open  up  a  large  fertile  territory  theretofore  without 
railroad  service  and  which  promised  a  more  profitable  return  to  the 
railway  company  than  the  old  connection. 

This  is  the  first  case  in  the  history  of  railway  regulation  in  the  United 
States  where  a  railroad  connection  of  this  character  has  been  directed  to 
be  constructed.  The  railway  company  has  appealed  to  the  California 
Supreme  Court  to  review  the  Commission's  order. 
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Application  No.  2119 — In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  San 
Diego  and  Southeastern  Railway  Company  for  instructions  and 
advice  as  to  the  feasibility  and  utility  of  reconstructing  certain 
parts  of  its  railway  system  destroyed  by  floods,  and  Application 
No.  2197,  in  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  San  Diego  and 
Southeastern  Railway  Company  for  an  order  authorizing  reduc- 
tion in  the  number  of  trains  operated,  decided  May  8,  1916. 

San  Diego  and  Southeastern  Railway  Company  operated  a  line  of 
railway  south  from  San  Diego  to  the  Mexican  boundary  line  and  east 
from  San  Diego  to  a  station  known  as  Foster. 

During  January,  1916,  owing  to  unusual  floods,  various  portions  of 
the  railway  were  completely  washed  out  and  destroyed.  The  railway 
company  thereupon  applied  to  the  Railroad  Commission  for  advice  with 
reference  to  the  reconstruction  of  portions  of  this  line  of  railway  and 
the  resumption  of  operations  thereon.  As  a  result  of  this  destruction 
the  railway  company  was  compelled  temporarily  to  abandon  operation 
of  trains  on  much  of  its  system.  The  railway  company  was  of  the 
opinion  that  it  would  be  unprofitable  and  impracticable  to  reconstruct 
all  of  the  lines  as  they  had  been  prior  to  the  flood.  The  Railroad  Com- 
mission made  a  complete  investigation  as  to  the  needs  for  transportation 
in  the  territory  covered  by  the  railway  system  and  the  probable 
revenue  which  would  be  received  if  different  portions  of  the  system 
were  reconstructed.  A  complete  plan  of  reconstruction  and  operation 
of  the  railway  system  was  presented  by  the  Railroad  Commission  and 
put  into  effect  by  the  railway  company.  The  Railroad  Commission 
recommended  a  complete  plan  of  reconstruction  and  operation  which 
would  obviate  abandoning  the  system  and  which  would  allow  the  com- 
pany to  continue  as  a  profitable  enterprise.  The  company  accepted  the 
recommendations  of  the  Railroad  Commission  and  the  people  of  San 
Diego  County  are  now  receiving  a  railroad  service  which  might,  without 
the  opportunity  of  the  Railroad  Commission  to  assist  them,  have  been 
lost  to  them. 

Application  No.  1966 — In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the 

Southern  Pacific  Company  for  permission  to  construct,  maintain 

and  operate  at  grade  railroad  crossings  in  the  city  of  San  Jose, 

county  of  Santa  Clara,  decided  May  20,  1916. 

The  main  coast  line  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  between  San 

Francisco  and  Los  Angeles  passes  through  the  city  of  San  Jose.     The 

railroad  through  that  city  is  operated  under  a  franchise  which  expires  in 

January,    1918.      In   anticipation   of   this   fact   the   railroad   company 

planned  a  new  route  through  the   city   of  San  Jose  which    involved 
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crossing  some  thirty-five  streets  in  the  city  of  San  Jose  and  the  imme- 
diate vicinity.  The  company  thereupon  applied  to  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission to  prescribe  the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which  this  main 
line  should  be  constructed  across  the  streets  in  this  territory.  Several 
hearings  were  had,  during  the  course  of  which  a  preliminary  report  was 
prepared  by  the  Railroad  Commission  and  presented  for  a  general  dis- 
cussion by  representatives  of  the  city  and  county,  the  railroad  and  other 
interested  parties,  and  a  complete  plan  for  these  crossings  was  submitted. 
The  Railroad  Commission  subsequently  made  its  order  prescribing  terms 
and  conditions  upon  which  the  company  should  be  allowed  to  construct 
its  line  through  the  municipality. 

Brief  mention  of  all  the  other  formal  proceedings,  involving  the 
service  of  common  carriers,  will  be  found  in  Appendices  A  and  B  to 
this  report. 

Time-Tables. 

Under  General  Order  No.  31  of  the  Railroad  Commission,  all  changes 
in  steam  and  interurban  electric  railroad  time-tables  are  required  to  be 
filed  with  the  Railroad  Commission  and  to  be  posted  for  the  information 
of  the  public  five  days  in  advance  of  the  effective  date  of  the  proposed 
changes.  A  supplement  to  this  general  order  requires  that  in  all 
instances  where  a  reduction  in  passenger  train  service  is  contemplated, 
or  where  the  abandonment  of  any  stop  is  desired  by  the  railroad,  an 
outline  of  the  proposed  time-table  must  be  submitted  to  the  Railroad 
Commission  thirty  days  prior  to  the  proposed  effective  date  of  the 
change  and  that  the  permission  of  the  Railroad  Commission  must  be 
obtained  prior  to  making  any  reduction  in  service  or  abandoning  any 
stop. 

All  requests  for  the  reduction  of  passenger  service  or  the  abandon- 
ment of  stops  are  carefully  investigated  by  the  Railroad  Commission. 
In  many  instances,  due  to  an  increase  in  trains  during  certain  seasons 
to  care  for  tourist  travel  or  vacation  travel,  it  is  customary  to  reduce 
passenger  train  service  when  the  particular  travel  for  which  the  service 
was  inaugurated  no  longer  exists.  In  other  cases,  however,  permission 
to  withdraw  passenger  trains  from  service  has  been  denied  railroads, 
the  Railroad  Commission's  investigation  having  shown  that  public 
convenience  requires  the  retention  of  the  service.  In  still  other  instances 
an  arrangement  of  the  schedule  has  been  made,  satisfactorily  adjusting 
the  extra  service  of  which  the  railroad  desired  to  be  relieved. 
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Many  of  these  proceedings  have  been  of  a  formal  nature,  among  the 
most  important  of  which  was : 

Application  No.  1898 — In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  Mt. 
Tamalpais  and  Muir  Woods  Railway  for  an  order  authorizing  it 
to   abandon   the   operation   of  its   line   from   December   1st  to 
March  1st  of  each  year. 
This  company  operates  a  line  of  railway  from  Mill  Valley  to  Mount 
Tamalpais  and  Muir  Woods,  Marin  County.    In  support  of  this  appli- 
cation the  company  contended  that  the  winter  travel  did  not  justify  the 
operation  of  this  line  during  the  months  of  December,  January  and 
February.     Residents  of  Mill  Valley  protested  against  the  discontinu- 
ance of  this  service.    After  informal  negotiations  between  the  interested 
parties  and  the  Railroad  Commission  an  agreement  was  reached  whereby 
the  company  modified  its  application  and  undertook,  provided  it  were 
not  required  regularly  to  run  its  trains  during  the  three  months  in 
question,  to  operate  a  motor  bus  to  handle  local  traffic  to  Mill  Valley, 
and  also  to  make  one  trip  a  day  to  the  top  of  Mount  Tamalpais.     The 
company  further  agreed  to  run  a  steam  train  should  the  motor  bus  be 
unable  to  handle  the  traffic. 

Depots. 
Many  improvements  and  additions  to  station  facilities  of  common 
carriers  have  been  installed  through  the  informal  direction  of  the  Rail- 
road CommissioD ;  in  other  instances  formal  action  was  necessary. 

Case  No.  901 — Earlimart  Progressive  Club  vs.  Southern  Pacific 
Company,  decided  March  17,  1916. 
In  this  case  the  Railroad  Commission  ordered  the  railroad  company  to 
construct  and  maintain  a  station  at  Earlimart. 

Case  No.  903 — City  of  Richmond  vs.  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa 

Fe  Railway  Company,  decided  March  4,  1916. 
The  Railroad  Commission  directed  the  railway  company  to  improve 
in  certain  specified  particulars  the  station  facilities  at  Richmond. 

Abandonment    of    Stations,    Tracks    and    Facilities. 

Under  General  Order  No.  36  of  the  Railroad  Commission,  no  station, 
side  track,  spur,  stop,  facility  for  handling  freight,  platforms  and  other 
like  facilities  of  common  carriers  can  be  abandoned  without  the  consent 
of  the  Railroad  Commission.  The  applications  of  the  carriers  for  such 
.ituindonment  are  carefully  investigated  before  the  permission  to 
discontinue  the  use  of  any  facilities  is  granted.  In  many  instances 
investigation  shows  that  the  retention  of  the  facilities  is  desirable  and 
necessary  properly  to  accommodate  the  shippers  and  receivers  of  freight, 
in  which  cases  the  applications  are  denied. 
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Issue  of  Securities,  Safety  of  Operation  and   Valuation  of  Railroad   Property. 

In  addition  to  the  subjects  already  discussed  in  this  chapter,  the 
work  of  the  Railroad  Commission  in  the  regulation  of  common  carriers 
extends  also  to  (1)  the  issue  of  stocks,  bonds,  notes  or  other  securities 
by  common  carriers;  (2)  the  regulation  of  railroad  crossings,  the 
investigation  of  railroad  accidents  and  the  inspection  and  regulation 
with  reference  to  other  safety  features  of  common  carrier  operation; 
and  (3)  the  valuation  of  all  classes  of  railway  property. 

These  subjects,  with  reference  to  common  carriers,  are  discussed 
separately  under  Chapter  VIII.  Issue  of  Securities,  Chapter  X,  Safety 
First,  and  Chapter  XII,  Valuations. 
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CHAPTER  III. 


GAS  AND  ELECTRIC  COMPANIES. 

1.     RATE    SCHEDULES. 

The  most  important  order  of  the  Railroad  Commission,  with  reference 
to  the  schedules  of  rates  of  gas  and  electric  companies,  prescribes 
standard  forms  for  the  filing  with  the  Railroad  Commission  of  rates, 
rules  and  regulations.  According  to  these  forms,  110  electric  utilities 
and  53  gas  utilities  have  filed  during  the  year,  with  the  Railroad 
Commission,  their  revised  rate  schedules.  These  comprise  12,000  sepa- 
rate rate  sheets,  all  of  which  were  carefully  checked  before  such 
schedules  were  accepted  for  filing. 

Since  March  23,  1912,  when  the  Public  Utilities  Act  became  effective, 
2,053  schedules  of  rates  for  gas  and  electric  companies  have  been  filed 
with  the  Railroad  Commission.  During  the  year  covered  by  this  report, 
the  following  schedules  have  been  filed  by  such  utilities : 

Electric  companies 677 

Artificial  gas  companies 148 

Natural  gas  companies 14 

2.     IMPORTANT  FORMAL  PROCEEDINGS  DECIDED  AND  PENDING. 

San  Joaquin  and  Mount  Whitney  cases. 

By  far  the  most  important  formal  proceedings,  with  reference  to 
gas  and  electric  utilities,  are  Application  No.  1666,  San  Joaquin  Light 
and  Power  Corporation,  and  Cases  618,  655,  732,  800,  decided  April  6, 
1916;  and  Application  No.  1673,  Mount  "Whitney  Power  and  Electric 
Company,  and  Cases  654  and  750,  decided  April  6,  1916,  more  com- 
monly referred  to  as  the  San  Joaquin  case  and  the  Mount  Whitney 
case,  respectively. 

In  these  cases  the  Railroad  Commission  fixed  all  the  electric  rates 
and  prescribed  rules  governing  the  electric  service  of  these  companies. 
This  investigation  involved  a  valuation  of  approximately  $15,000,000 
of  electric  production,  transmission  and  distribution  property,  the 
auditing  of  the  books  of  both  companies  from  the  commencement  of 
operation  to  the  present  time,  and  an  analysis  of  the  operating  expenses 
and  statistics  to  determine  the  just  and  reasonable  rates  to  be  charged 
by  the  two  companies  for  all  classes  of  electric  service  rendered. 

The  evidence  showed  that  the  rates  were  too  high  to  result  in  the 
most  rapid  and  beneficial  development  of  power  business  in  the  terri- 
tory served.  The  findings  of  the  Commission  resulted  in  a  saving  to 
those  engaged  in  agriculture  of  approximately  $100,000  a  year.  The 
effect  of  the  decision  is  not  only  reflected  in  the  dollars  and  cents  saved 
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the  consumer,  but  also  in  the  fact  that  the  new  rates  are  so  designed 
that  the  territory  served  will  more  rapidly  develop.  The  final  result 
will  be  a  benefit  to  both  the  consumers  and  the  companies  in  the  general 
increase  in  irrigated  land  and  agricultural  production. 

Both  the  San  Joaquin  Light  and  Power  Corporation  and  the  Mount 
Whitney  Power  and  Electric  Company  put  into  effect  the  rates  fixed  by 
the  Railroad  Commission.  The  San  Joaquin  Light  and  Power  Corpora- 
tion, however,  has  appealed  to  the  California  Supreme  Court  for  a 
judicial  review  of  certain  of  the  important  principles  of  rate  fixing 
announced  by  the  Railroad  Commission  in  that  decision. 

Important    Principles. 

The  principles  of  rate  fixing  announced  by  the  Commission  in  these 
decisions  are  sufficiently  important  to  deserve  separate  mention. 

The  Railroad  Commission  held  in  these  cases  that  a  public  utility  has 
not  the  right  to  require  the  signing  of  a  contract  as  a  condition  prece- 
dent to  supplying  service  to  a  consumer,  except  in  some  unusual 
instance,  as  where  an  abnormally  large  investment  by  the  utility  is 
required  to  give  the  service,  so  that  it  would  be  unfair  to  the  utility 
to  leave  the  consumer  in  such  a  position  that  he  can  discontinue 
service  without  further  payment  whenever  he  desires  to  do  so.  It  had 
been  the  practice  of  these  companies  to  require  contracts  in  many 
classes  of  cases  before  giving  service.  These  contracts  contained  pro- 
visions making  the  charges  for  the  service  a  lien  upon  the  land  of  the 
consumer;  provisions  waiving  damages  by  the  consumer  for  interrup- 
tion or  failure  of  service ;  provisions  limiting  the  consumer  to  the  use 
of  electric  energy  for  a  specified  purpose  only;  provisions  compelling 
the  consumer  to  grant  a  right  of  way  through  his  premises  for  installa- 
tion to  the  lands  of  other  owners;  provisions  requiring  the  consumer 
in  many  instances  to  pay  for  the  transformers,  and  other  provisions 
of  a  similar  nature.  The  inequity  and  unreasonableness  of  such  pro- 
visions were  discussed  by  the  Railroad  Commission  and  the  companies 
were  directed  in  some  classes  of  cases  to  modify  and  in  others  to  dis- 
continue the  practice  of  requiring  contracts  as  conditions  precedent  to 
service,  and  of  imposing  as  conditions  precedent  to  service  such  pro- 
visions as  were  complained  of  in  the  contracts. 

The  Railroad  Commission  further  held  definitely  in  these  cases  that  in 
proceedings  to  fix  rates  for  public  utility  service,  no  allowance  for 
franchises  can  properly  be  made  in  excess  of  the  amount  paid  to  the 
public  authority  which  granted  the  franchise,  together  with  the  inci- 
dental advertising  and  similar  expenses.  It  has  been  the  practice  of 
utilities  in  such  proceedings  to  claim  immense  values  for  franchises 
granted  to  them  by  the  public  and  to  demand  rates  from  the  public

sufficient  to  provide  a  reasonable  return  upon  such  values.  The  pro- 
nouncement of  the  Railroad  Commission  in  these  cases  against  that 
contention  will  mean  a  tremendous  saving  to  the  people  of  the  state  in 
public  utility  rates. 

The  Railroad  Commission  also  refused  in  these  cases  to  make  a 
separate  allowance  for  so-called  ' '  going  value. ' '  The  valuations  which 
were  made  of  the  properties  of  these  companies  were  made  of  them  as 
going  concerns.  The  evidence  showed  that  in  both  instances  the  com- 
pany had  earned  in  rates  more  than  enough  to  wipe  out  all  deficits 
during  the  first  years  of  operation  and  development  costs.  Under  these 
facts  the  Railroad  Commission  concluded  that  there  was  no  justification 
for  an  allowance  of  "going  value"  in  addition  to  the  "fair  value"  of 
the  property  of  the  utilities,  as  set  forth  in  the  decision. 

In  these  cases  also  the  question  of  value  for  water  rights  was  pre- 
sented. Claims  for  water  right  values  were  made  on  two  theories'. 
(1)  comparison  with  cost  of  generation  by  steam;  and  (2)  detriment  to 
lower  riparian  owners.  Each  of  these  theories  was  carefully  analyzed 
on  the  facts  of  the  case  and  it  was  found  that  under  neither  theory 
eould  a  claim  for  water  right  values,  in  addition  to  the  actual  cost  to 
the  utility  of  acquiring  such  water  rights,  be  sustained. 
San  Jose  case. 

In  Monahan  vs.  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  Cases  477  and  550, 
decided  November  30,  1915,  the  Railroad  Commission  fixed  the  rates 
to  be  charged  for  electric  energy  furnished  by  the  Pacific  Gas  and 
Electric  Company  in  the  San  Jose  district.  In  this  case  it  was  neces- 
sary to  determine  the  cost  of  service  on  the  entire  production  and 
transmission  system  of  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  which  serves 
many  municipalities  and  districts  in  addition  to  San  Jose.  Accordingly, 
the  findings  in  this  case  on  production  costs  will  materially  aid  in 
determining  the  rates  to  be  charged  by  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Com- 
pany in  other  municipalities  and  districts. 

In  Faulkner  et  al.  vs.  Ventura  Count)/  Power  Company,  Cases  569 
and  570.  decided  December  24.  1915.  the  Railroad  Commission  fixed  all 
of  the  electric  rates  to  be  charged  by  Ventura  County  Power  Company, 
affecting  a  total  revenue  of  approximately  $150,000,  and  resulting  in  a 
net  reduction  to  the  lighting  consumers  of  over  20  per  cent. 

The  Railroad  Commission  has  also  during  the  past  year  prescribed 
the  rates  for  gas  in  San  Jose,  Santa  Monica  and  Taft. 

Formal    Proceedings   Pending. 

The  Railroad  Commission  now  has  before  it  for  determination  the 
gas  and  electric  rates  charged  to  approximately  one-half  the  consumers 
in  the  state.

These  proceedings  involve  an  investigation  into  the  rates  for  gas 
supplied  in  the  cities  of  Los  Angeles,  San  Francisco,  San  Diego,  Santa 
Barbara,  Ilanford,  Santa  Rosa  and  San  Leandro,  and  into  the  rates 
for  electric  energy  supplied  in  the  cities  of  San  Francisco,  Sacramento, 
San  Diego.  Turlock,  Oakdale,  Tracy  and  Santa  Barbara. 

The  Railroad  Commission  is  also  completing  an  investigation  into 
all  the  rates  for  electric  energy  supplied  by  the  Northern  California 
Power  Company  Consolidated.  This  investigation  involves  a  deter- 
mination of  the  value  of  the  company's  entire  system  approximating 
$10,000,000. 

The  following  companies  have  applied  to  the  Railroad  Commission 
to  fix  all  their  rates,  rnles  and  regulations:  San  Diego  Consolidated 
Gas  and  Electric  Company,  Western  States  Gas  and  Electric  Company 
(Eureka  Division).  Southern  California  Gas  Company  and  Los  Angeles 
Gas  and  Electric  Company. 

The  Railroad  Commission  is  also  engaged  in  determining  the  just 
compensation  to  be  paid  for  a  portion  of  the  plant  of  Southern  Cali- 
fornia Edison  Company,  which  the  city  of  Los  Angeles  contemplates 
purchasing.  This  case  is  discussed  at  greater  length  under  other  chap- 
ters of  this  report. 

Certificates   of   Public   Convenience   and    Necessity. 

In  Chapter  IX  of  this  report  the  issue  of  certificates  of  public 
convenience  and  necessity  is  discussed.  It  is  sufficient  here  to  mention 
merely  that  during  the  past  year  such  certificates  have  been  granted  to 
the  following  gas  and  electric  companies :  Valley  Natural  Gas  Company, 
Santa  Maria  Gas  and  Power  Company,  Southern  Counties  Gas  Com- 
pany, Contra  Costa  Gas  Company,  California-Oregon  Power  Company. 
Pacific  Light  and  Power  Corporation,  Northern  California  Power  Com- 
pany Consolidated.  Lcs  Angeles  Gas  and  Electric  Company. 

3.     INFORMAL    PROCEEDINGS. 
Informal  Complaints. 

During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1916.  there  were  received  by  the 
Railroad  Commission  932  informal  complaints  affecting  gas  and  electric 
and  electric  utilities.  These  complaints  covered  the  matter  of  gas 
and  electric  rates,  rules  and  regulations,  service  and  extensions.  Of 
these  211  regarding  rates  were  received  and  adjusted.  Requests  for 
extensions  of  service  were  received  from  180  different  persons  or  groups 
of  persons,  and  408  matters  pertaining  to  the  general  service  conditions 
of  gas  and  electric  utilities  were  received. 

In  addition  to  these  informal  complaints  over  3,000  inquiries  regard- 
ing rates,  service  conditions  and  other  matters  with  reference  to  gas 
and  electric  companies  have  been  handled  by  the  Railroad  Commission, 
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and  practically  4,300  separate  letters  written  with  reference  to  these 
matters. 

Service    Deposits  and    Disputed    Bills. 

In  Chapter  I  of  this  report,  being  the  Letter  of  Transmittal,  there 
was  discussed  at  length  Case  No.  683,  the  investigation  by  the  Railroad 
Commission  into  the  practice  of  water,  gas,  electric  and  telephone 
utilities  requiring  deposits  before  rendering  service.  The  order  of  the 
Commission  in  that  proceeding  included  standard  rules  governing  the 
question  of  deposits,  extensions  and  payment  for  the  service  of  gas 
and  electric  utilities.  This  order  has  greatly  reduced  the  number  of 
informal  complaints  in  these  fields.  The  regulation  of  gas  and  electric 
companies  on  this  question  is  now  uniform. 

The  Railroad  Commission  is  being  frequently  called  upon  to  settle 
disputed  bills  and  is  doing  so  with  satisfaction  to  both  the  utility  and 
the  consumer,  and,'  what  is  more  important,  without  an  interruption  of 
gas  or  electric  service  as  was  formerly  the  case. 

New  Service. 

In  a  number  of  instances  the  Railroad  Commission  has  informally 
procured  extensions  of  gas  and  electric  service  to  individuals  and  fre- 
quently to  entire  districts,  to  which  such  utility  service  was  theretofore 
denied.  The  more  important  communities  to  which  such  service  has 
been  so  procured  are :  Waterford,  Hickman,  Thalheim  and  Dunnigan. 

4.     HYDROELECTRIC  DEVELOPMENT. 

Hydroelectric  development  in  California  and  the  long  distance  trans- 
mission of  electric  energy  was  practically  the  first  of  such  development 
in  the  world.  A  small  hydroelectric  plant  was  constructed  in  Oregon 
in  1889  and  one  in  Colorado  in  1890.  The  first  hydroelectric  plant  in 
California  was  constructed  near  Pomona  by  the  San  Antonio  Light  and 
Power  Corporation  and  put  in  operation  in  1891.  Electric  energy  was 
transmitted  a  distance  of  28  miles  at  10,000  volts.  In  1893  a  second 
installation  was  constructed  in  Mill  Creek  near  Riverside,  and  power 
transmitted  a  distance  of  23  miles  at  10,000  volts.  The  next  develop- 
ment was  a  3,000  kilowatt  plant  installed  at  Folsom  in  1895. 

Following  these  developments  there  was  a  steady  growth  in  the  num- 
ber of  plants  and  the  capacity.  By  1900,  twenty  plants  had  been 
constructed  in  California  with  a  total  capacity  of  28,700  kilowatts. 
This  amount  had  increased  by  1905  to  fifty  plants  with  100,000  kilo- 
watts installed  capacity.  During  the  following  years  the  number  of 
plants  installed  has  not  grown  as  rapidly  as  previously,  the  tendency 
being  to  install  larger  plants.  This  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  in  1910 
there  were  in  California  seventy-one  plants  with  293,000  kilowatt 
capacity,  and  by  the  end  of  1914,  seventy-nine  plants  with  436,000 
kilowatts  installed  capacity. 
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It  is  impossible  to  state  the  number  of  different  companies  which 
have  commenced  hydroelectric  developments  in  this  state.  It  appears, 
however,  from  a  general  history  of  the  matter,  that  during  the  rapid 
development  period  of  hydroelectric  power  a  large  number  of  different 
companies  were  occupied  in  the  construction  of  electric  plants  and  the 
distribution  of  energy.  As  the  art  of  high  tension  transmission  devel- 
oped, the  companies  have  combined  and  consolidated  until,  at  the 
present  time,  over  95  per  cent  of  the  hydroelectric  development  in  the 
slate  is  controlled  by  approximately  twenty  corporations. 

From  the  records  of  over  twenty-five  of  the  larger  electric  companies 
in  the  state  for  1915,  it  appears  tha.t  these  companies  operate,  in  all, 
62  hydroelectric  plants  with  404,000  kilowatts  installed  capacity, 
39  steam  plants  with  329.000  kilowatts,  and  one  gas  engine  plant  of 
750  kilowatts  installed  capacity,  making  a  total  of  102  plants  with 
approximately  734,000  kiloAvatts  in  generators.  The  production  by 
these  twenty-five  companies  represents  approximately  95  per  cent  of 
the  energy  produced  in  the  state,  their  total  production  being 
2,236.560.000  kilowatt  hours,  of  which  83.05  per  cent  was  produced  by 
hydroelectric  plants  and  16.95  per  cent  by  steam  plants.  It  is  of 
interest  to  note  that  the  conservation  of  oil,  which  may  be  considered 
as  resulting  from  a  production  of  this  amount  of  energy  by  hydro- 
electric plants,  exceeds  9.000,000  barrels  a  year,  an  excellent  example  of 
the  conservation  of  the  state's  natural  resources  by  the  development  of 
the  hydroelectric  system. 

The  original  transmission  line  was  28  miles  in  length  and  was 
operated  at  10,000  volts.  At  the  present  time  there  are  over  240  miles 
of  transmission  lines  within  the  state  which  are  operated  at  150,000 
volts,  and,  in  all,  there  are  more  than  7,700  miles  of  electric  trans- 
mission lines  used  in  serving  the  various  cities  and  towns  and  industrial 
power  consumers  throughout  the  state. 

Three  of  the  larger  companies  operate  entirely  by  steam,  i.  e.,  San 
Diego  Consolidated  Gas  and  Electric  Company.  Santa  Barbara  Gas  and 
Electric  Company,  and  Los  Angeles  Gas  and  Electric  Corporation.  The 
first  two  are  located  at  considerable  distances  from  hydroelectric  trans- 
mission lines,  and  the  latter,  supplying  a  city  load,  purchases  some 
energy  from  companies  operating  hydroelectric  plants,  but  not  an 
important  amount.  There  are  several  small  steam  plants  operated  by 
private  companies  in  addition  to  the  ones  previously  mentioned. 
Municipal  steam  electric  production  plants  are  also  operated  in  Pasa- 
dena, Alameda  and  Palo  Alto  where  hydroelectric  energy  could  be 
purchased. 

Most  electric  railroads  within  the  state  are  also  operated  by  hydro- 
electric energy,  important  exceptions  being  the  electric  railroads  in  San 
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Diego,  Santa  Barbara  and  the  electric  interurban  line  of  the  Southern 
Pacific  Company  in  Berkeley  and  Oakland,  where  a  steam  plant  has 
been  constructed. 

The  time  will  probably  never  come  when  all  electrical  energy  will  be 
produced  by  hydroelectric  plants,  but  with  the  increased  parallel  opera- 
tion of  plants,  and  the  possible  increase  of  fuel  costs,  the  time  should 
come  when  steam  plants  will  be  operated  only  as  reserves  for  continuity 
of  service. 

Reports  show  a  total  estimated  undeveloped  water  power  in  Cali- 
fornia of  over  6,000,000  kilowatts,  as  compared  with  a  present  develop- 
ment of  less  than  500.000  kilowatts.  Although  the  entire  amount  may 
never  be  economically  available,  the  increase  of  the  hydroelectric 
development  in  California  sbould  be  great. 

5.     ELECTRIC  DEVELOPMENT  OF  AGRICULTURAL  PUMPING. 

The  use  of  electric  energy  for  the  pumping  of  water  for  irrigation 
in  agricultural  districts  in  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  dates  back,  as  far 
as  information  is  available,  to  about  1899,  when  the  Visalia  Gas,  Light 
and  Heating  Company,  a  predecessor  of  the  present  Mount  Whitney 
Power  and  Electric  Company,  commenced  supplying  power  for  irriga- 
tion in  the  vicinity  of  Lindsay.  The  original  installation  aggregated 
approximately  175  horsepower.  This  territory  is  especially  adapted  to 
the  supplying  of  power  for  irrigation  due  to  the  scarcity  of  rain  and  the 
necessity  of  depending  upon  irrigation  for  the  growing  of  crops. 

B}^  the  end  of  1905  this  company  had  1,787  horsepower  connected, 
which  at  the  end  of  1909  had  been  increased  to  4,430  horsepower.  By 
December  31.  1911,  the  connected  load  had  further  increased  to  over 
6,500  horsepower,  and  the  growth  has  continued  at  a  rapid  rate  until 
at  the  present  time  the  connected  load  exceeds  14,000  horsepower. 

Shortly  after  the  Mount  Whitney  Company  had  commenced  its 
development  of  agricultural  business,  the  San  Joaquin  Light  and  Power 
Corporation's  predecessors  entered  this  line  of  business  also,  and  they 
are  at  present  supplying  approximately  10,000  horsepower. 

The  development  of  agricultural  business  by  electric  companies  in  the 
territory  around  Riverside  and  San  Bernardino,*  is  reported  to  have 
commenced  one  or  two  years  prior  to  that  in  the  San  Joaquin  Valley. 
The  first  installation  was  put  in  by  the  company  which  installed  the 
first  hydroelectric  plants  in  that  territory. 

Rapid  development  in  that  line  of  business  has  been  carried  on  by 
the  Southern  California  Edison  Company  and  the  Pacific  Light  and 
Power  Corporation  during  the  last  decade,  and  this  has  further  been 
increased  in  the  eastern  desert  territory  by  the  Southern  Sierras  Power 
Company  and  the  Ilolten  Power  Company. 
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The  dry  seasons  of  1912  and  1913  gave  an  impetus  to  the  develop^ 
ment  of  agricultural  pumping  in  the  Santa  Clara  Valley  and  the  upper 
San  Joaquin  and  Sacramento  valleys,  where  irrigation  was  necessary  to 
produce  crops  during  the  drouth. 

The  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  had  in  their  San  Jose  District 
on  January  1,  1910.  only  160  horsepower  in  agricultural  motors.  At 
the  beginning  of  1912,  this  had  increased  to  about  1,400.  At  the  end 
of  that  year  the  horsepower  had  further  increased  to  approximately 
6.000  and  by  the  end  of  the  dry  year  of  1913  over  10,500  horsepower  of 
agricultural  motors  had  been  installed.  At  the  present  time  the  total 
connected  load  has  exceeded  14,000  horsepower  in  this  one  district. 

During  the  same  period  the  Western  States  Gas  and  Electric  Com- 
pany, the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  and  the  Great  "Western 
Power  Company  were  active  in  the  development  of  agricultural  loads 
in  the  middle  of  the  Sacramento  District,  and  the  Northern  California 
Power  Company  connected  several  thousand  horsepower  in  irrigation 
motors.  At  the  present  time  there  are  approximately  150,000  horse- 
power of  irrigation  pumping  motors  installed  in  the  state. 

The  Mount  Whitney  Power  and  Electric  Company  is  practically  the 
only  company  depending  primarily  on  agricultural  pumping  for  its 
revenue.  This  has  been  possible  on  account  of  the  facts  that  pumping 
is  depended  upon  almost  entirely  for  the  production  of  crops,  and 
the  revenue  per  horsepower  installed  has  ranged  from  $25  to  $50  per 
year.  The  demand  for  power  for  the  production  of  crops  varies 
throughout  the  state.  In  the  valleys  surrounding  Los  Angeles  and 
extending  to  San  Bernardino  the  revenue  per  horsepower  per  year  is 
nearer  $20,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  rainfall  is  depended  upon  to  a 
greater  extent  for  the  production  of  crops  than  in  the  Mount  Whitney 
territory,  but  considerable  irrigation  is  required,  due  to  the  extensive 
citrus  orchards. 

In  the  territory  served  by  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  and 
the  Western  States  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  irrigation  by  electric 
motors  is  more  in  the  nature  of  an  insurance  of  crops  than  a  regular 
requirement,  and  as  a  result,  both  of  this  fact  and  the  form  of  rate  put 
into  effect  (requiring  only  a  $6  minimum  per  horsepower  per  year)  the 
revenue  per  horsepower  generally  ranges  from  $6  to  $10  or  $12  per 
year.  It  therefore  appears  that  in  these  districts  agricultural  pumping 
could  hardly  be  developed  as  the  main  source  of  revenue  for  a  power 
company,  and  these  developments  have,  in  ceneral,  been  upon  the  basis 
of  offpeak  power,  energy  being  sold  at  a  much  lower  rate  than  would 
be  possible  if  the  demand  of  the  irrigation  consumers  increased  the 
required  capacity  of  the  company's  production  and  transmission 
systems. 
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The  revision  of  the  rates  of  the  San  Joaquin  and  Mount  Whitney 
companies  should  cause  a  more  rapid  increase  in  the  electric  power 
development  for  irrigation  in  their  territory,  due  to  the  fact  that  gas 
engine  pumping  plants  can  be  more  advantageously  competed  with,  and 
the  gas  operated  pumping  plants  now  in  use  will  be  largely  supplanted 
in  time  by  electric  motor  operated  plants.  In  this  connection,  it  will 
be  interesting  to  note  that  at  the  present  time  there  are  more  horse- 
power in  gas  engines  in  the  territory  served  by  the  San  Joaquin  and 
Mount  Whitney  companies  than  there  are  motor  horsepower  on  their 
lines.  In  territory  where  rainfall  is  more  abundant  and  pumping  is 
used  primarily  for  an  insurance  against  failure  of  sufficient  water  by 
lack  of  rains,  the  electric  motor  can  hardly  compete  with  the  gas  engine, 
due  to  the  heavy  fixed  charges  which  must  be  made  on  distribution 
equipment,  and  the  small  revenue  which  can  be  obtained. 

6.     NATURAL    GAS   SUPPLY   AND    USE. 

Natural  gas  in  this  state  seems  to  have  been  first  utilized  for  com- 
mercial purposes  in  Stockton  about  1890,  and  later  in  Sacramento.  The 
gas  in  these  districts  is  apparently  a  marsh  gas  of  about  900  B.  t.  u.  per 
cubic  feet  heat  content  and  is  not  produced  in  oil-producing  districts, 
as  is  the  natural  gas  in  the  other  districts. 

Natural  gas  in  varying  quantities  is  produced  in  most  of  the  oil  fields 
of  the  state,  but  in  only  four  districts  has  the  production  been  of 
sufficient  quantity  to  be  of  commercial  value  for  use  outside  of  field 
operations. 

The  oil  fields  now  producing  gas  available  for  transmission  and  sale 
are  the  Midway,  or  Buena  Vista  Hills  fields,  west  of  Bakersfield,  the 
Santa  Maria  fields  in  Santa  Barbara  County,  Whittier-Fullerton  Oil 
District,  Orange  County,  and  the  Sherman,  or  Salt  Lake  fields,  near 
Los  Angeles. 

A  supply  of  natural  gas  was  first  discovered  in  the  Buena  Vista  Hills 
District  in  1905,  but  until  1911  all  gas  produced  was  either  wasted  or 
used  for  field  operation.  During  that  year  the  California  Natural  Gas 
Company  commenced  the  delivery  of  natural  gas  to  the  distributing 
company  in  Bakersfield.  The  years  1912  and  1913  witnessed  the  con- 
struction of  a  110  mile  twelve-inch  high  pressure  transmission  line  by 
the  Midway  Gas  Company  from  these  fields  to  Los  Angeles  and  vicinity, 
capable  of  transmitting  approximately  24,000,000  cubic  feet  per  day. 
As  a  result  straight  natural  gas  of  1,050  B.  t.  u.  per  cubic  foot  heat 
content  is  being  supplied  to  several  of  the  smaller  cities  in  Los  Angeles 
County,  and  a  mixed  natural  and  artificial  gas  supplied  in  the  remainder 
of  the  territory. 

The  existence  of  a  supply  of  natural  gas  in  the  Salt  Lake  or  Sherman 
fields,  immediately  adjacent  to  Los  Angeles,  has  been  known  since  the 
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development  of  these  oil  fields,  about  1905.  No  use  outside  of  field 
operations  was  made  of  this  gas  until  1915,  when  the  Economic  Gas 
Company  of  Los  Angeles  obtained  a  supply  for  its  system. 

There  is  little  definite  knowledge  of  the  extent  and  available  supply 
of  natural  gas  in  the  Santa  Maria  fields,  except  that  considerable  gas 
is  produced  in  connection  with  the  oil  operations,  and,  in  addition  to 
field  operations,  a  large  amount  is  being  distributed  by  the  Santa  Maria 
Gas  and  Power  Company  for  industrial  and  commercial  purposes. 

The  AYhittier-Fullerton  oil  fields  have  since  their  first  development 
produced  large  quantities  of  gas.  The  gas  being  produced  in  connec- 
tion with  oil,  which  was  not  used  in  field  operations,  was  wasted  until 
in  1914  and  1915,  when  the  supply  increased  to  such  an  extent  that 
transmission  mains  were  laid  connecting  the  Southern  Counties  Gas 
Company  and  the  Southern  California  Gas  Company  systems  with  the 
fields,  and  surplus  gas  is  now  being  delivered  to  them. 

During  the  past  the  gas  produced  in  many  of  the  oil  fields  has  been 
allow  to  waste,  not  only  by  discharging  into  the  air,  but  also  by 
inefficient  use  in  field  operation.  Oil  and  gas  companies  are  at  the 
present  making  more  concerted  efforts  to  conserve  the  natural  gas 
resources  for  the  use  of  the  public. 

The  Midway,  or  Buena  Vista  Hills  fields  are  the  most  extensive  and 
produce  the  greatest  amount  of  gas.  Natural  gas  in  this  district  is 
produced  both  from  dry  gas  wells  and  in  connection  with  oil  well 
operation.  In  the  other  fields,  practically  all  gas  is  produced  coincident 
with  oil  production.  It  has  been  possible  to  conserve  the  dry  gas  in 
the  Buena  Vista  fields  for  later  use,  and  the  Midway  Gas  Company  has 
substituted  the  casing  head  gas  obtained  from  oil  wells  for  a  large 
portion  of  the  dry  gas  which  was  formerly  used. 

The  available  supply  of  natural  gas  in  the  different  fields  is  not  only 
difficult  of  determination,  but  is  continuously  fluctuating,  due  to  the 
bringing  in  of  new  wells  and  the  decline  of  existing  ones.  The  evidence 
submitted  in  the  investigation  of  the  Los  Angeles  Gas  Kate  case  shows 
that  the  supply  in  the  Fullerton  fields  fluctuates  very  greatly.  From  the 
evidence  in  that  case,  however,  it  appears  that  about  April  1st  of  this 
year  the  Midway  Gas  Company  had  an  available  supply  in  the  Buena 
Vista  fields  of  46,000,000  cubic  feet  per  day.  The  Sherman  fields  were 
capable  of  producing  approximately  8,000,000  feet,  and  the  \Yliittier- 
Fullerton  fields  at  that  time  had  a  total  output  of  approximately 
26,000,000  cubic  feet  per  day.  However,  in  the  latter  fields  the  use  for 
field  operations  consumed  the  larger  part  of  this,  and  there  was  avail- 
able for  commercial  distribution  only  6,000,000  or  8,000,000  cubic  feet. 

As  the  maximum  daily  demand  of  the  city  of  Los  Angeles  and 
surrounding  territory  is  approximately  27.011(1.(100  cubic  feet,  and  the 
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available  supply,  limited  at  the  present  time  by  the  pipe  line  capacity, 
is  only  slightly  in  excess  of  30,000,000  cubic  feet,  it  is  apparent  that 
unless  additional  facilities  are  installed,  the  demand  of  this  territory 
will  soon  reach  the  limit  of  the  available  supply. 

The  purchase  price  of  natural  gas  in  the  fields  is  generally  5  cents 
or  6  cents  per  thousand  cubic  feet,  and  the  Commission,  in  its  findings 
and  investigation  to  determine  the  price  to  be  charged  by  the  Midway 
Gas  Company  for  gas  delivered  at  Los  Angeles  fixed  a  price  of  14  cents 
per  thousand  cubic  feet  at  the  end  of  the  transmission  line  in  Glendale 
near  Los  Angeles. 

Although  there  is  a  possibility  of  a  considerably  greater  increase  in 
the  available  supply  of  natural  gas  by  further  developments  of  the 
present  fields,  there  is  a  question  whether  it  is  more  advisable  to  deplete 
the  supply  of  gas  in  these  fields  by  an  enormous  extension  of  the  use, 
or  whether  the  conservation  of  the  gas  for  the  supply  and  distribution 
in  the  municipalities  and  territory  now  served  is  not  the  more  economic 
procedure. 

At  the  present  time,  field  use  of  natural  gas  for  the  drilling  and 
operation  of  wells  consumes  a  relatively  enormous  amount  of  the  gas 
produced.  In  fact,  there  is  at  the  present  time  approximately  half  the 
amount  of  gas  required  in  the  city  of  Los  Angeles  used  in  the  field 
operations  of  the  Whittier-Fullerton  fields ;  and,  considering  the  neces- 
sity of  the  use  of  oil  to  produce  manufactured  gas,  it  can  hardly  be 
considered  other  than  an  economic  waste  to  use  the  gas  for  field  opera- 
tions instead  of  for  the  higher  use  to  which  it  is  put  in  the  distribution 
to  domestic  and  commercial  consumers. 

7.      EXTENSIONS,  ADDITIONS  AND  BETTERMENTS. 

In  conclusion  we  call  attention  to  the  great  growth  in  the  investment 
in  gas  and  electric  utilities  in  California  since  the  Public  Utilities  Act 
became  effective  March  23,  1912. 

This  new  investment  is  set  forth  in  two  tables  appended  to  this  chap- 
ter. Table  1  shows  the  new  investment  in  gas  utilities  for  the  calendar 
years  1913,  1914  and  1915  and  the  total  of  this  investment.  This  new 
investment  is  also  apportioned  to  the  different  gas  utilities  in  which  it 
was  made.  Table  2  shows  the  same  data  with  reference  to  electric 
utilities. 

These  tables  show  that  since  the  Public  Utilities  Act  became  effective 
and  the  Railroad  Commission  assumed  the  regulation  of  gas  and  electric 
utilities  in  California,  $66,481,418.13  has  been  invested  for  additions, 
extensions  and  betterments  in  such  utilities.  This  sum  represents 
$56,381,721.59  for  electric  utilties  and  $10,099,696.72  for  gas  utilities. 
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CHAPTER  IV. 


WATER  COMPANIES. 

California  is  largely  an  agricultural  state.  The  prosperity  of  its 
people  is  consequently  greatly  dependent  upon  the  proper  and  ade- 
quate development  and  distribution  of  water.  This  is  emphasized  by 
the  fact  that  in  portions  of  the  state,  particularly  in  the  south,  much 
of  the  land  is  arid.  In  the  field  of  the  regulation  of  water  utilities, 
therefore,  the  Railroad  Commission  has  had  a  splendid  opportunity 
to  be  of  service  to  the  people  of  the  state.  The  aim  of  the  Railroad 
Commission  has  been  to  secure  a  fair  and  adequate  distribution  of 
water  at  reasonable  rates. 

The  Railroad  Commission  has  jurisdiction  over  all  persons  and  pri- 
vate corporations  engaged  in  the  sale  or  distribution  of  water  for 
compensation.  It  has  no  jurisdiction  over  mutual  water  companies  as 
defined  in  Chapter  80,  California  Statutes,  1913. 

In  California  a  constantly  increasing  number  of  municipalities  own 
and  operate  water  systems,  supplying  the  inhabitants  thereof.  Further, 
there  are  many  irrigation  districts  and  other  public  districts  owning 
and  operating  water  systems.  The  Railroad  Commission  has  no  juris- 
diction over  these  publicly  owned  and  operated  water  systems  in  so  far 
as  service  is  rendered  within  the  limits  of  the  public  corporation  which 
owns  and  operates  them. 

1.     RATES. 

Since  March  23,  1912.  when  the  Public  Utilities  Act  became  effective, 
434  schedules  of  rates,  rules  and  regulations  of  water  utilities  have  been 
filed  with  the  Railroad  Commission.  Twenty-three  such  schedules  were 
filed  during  the  year  covered  by  this  report. 

Hereafter,  in  this  chapter,  we  shall  discuss  some  of  the  more  import- 
ant formal  proceedings  involving  the  rates,  rules  and  regulations  of 
water  utilities.  Before  doing  so,  however,  we  shall  briefly  describe 
certain  general  features  of  the  work  of  the  Railroad  Commission  in  this 
field. 

Meter   Rates. 

The  Railroad  Commission  has  constantly  encouraged  the  metering  of 
all  public  utility  water  service.  Such  measurement  of  the  service  has 
in  every  instance  been  found  to  reduce,  if  not  entirely  eliminate,  the 
waste  and  unnecessary  application  of  water.  The  Railroad  Commission 
has  been  careful  to  specify  a  sufficient  minimum  supply  in  every  case, 
provided  for  by  a  minimum  payment,  to  satisfy  all  the  sanitary  needs 
of  the  consumer.  The  metering  of  a  public  utility  water  system  has  in 
some  cases  been  found  to  reduce  the  demand  by  more  than  60  per  cent, 
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without  any  corresponding  damage  through  neglect  of  lawns,  orna- 
mental shrubbery  and  similar  uses. 

Measurement  of  water  for  irrigation  use  likewise  has  always  resulted 
in  a  more  careful  handling  by  the  consumer  and  has  greatly  conserved 
the  water  supply.  The  result  is  to  make  possible  the  developmment  of  a 
much  greater  area  of  land  and  has  actually  increased  the  amount  and 
quality  of  crop  production  through  the  use  of  less  water.  Nearly  every 
valley,  where  irrigation  has  been  practiced  for  many  years  under  flat 
rates,  has  suffered  water-logging  of  some  of  its  lands  through  the 
excessive  application  of  water.  The  establishment  of  meter  rates  by 
the  Railroad  Commission  serves  largely  to  eliminate  such  conditions  in 
the  future. 

Standard   Unit  of   Measurement. 

In  establishing  rates  for  metered  water  the  Railroad  Commission  has 
been  endeavoring  to  put  into  effect  a  standard  unit  of  measurement 
throughout  the  entire  state.  The  unit  of  measurement  generally  put 
into  effect  is  the  cubic  foot. 

The  Railroad  Commission  has  found  rates  in  effect  for  domestic  use 
ranging  through  various  flat  rate  measurements  without  logical  basis 
and  also  through  various  measured  units,  such  as  a  gallon,  a  miner's 
inch,  or  even  a  barrel.  The  unit  upon  which  irrigation  rates  have  been 
based  varies  even  more.  The  flat  rate  has  been  found  based  upon  the 
acreage  owned,  the  acreage  irrigated  and  the  number  of  irrigations 
applied,  as  well  as  upon  the  greater  variation  of  the  kind  of  crop  raised. 
In  addition,  many  different  arrangements  have  been  found  in  effect- 
whereby  pumping  plants  have  been  operated,  the  consumer  paying 
something  beyond  the  operating  cost  or  possibly  a  stated  amount  for  the 
length  of  time  the  plant  is  used  in  his  service.  Rates  for  irrigation 
water  by  measurement  include  in  the  units  used  three  different  miner's 
inch  rates  of  flow  amounting  to,  respectively,  1%84,  %o  an(^  %o  of 
a  cubic  foot  per  second  of  time ;  the  cubic  foot  per  second ;  the  amount 
sufficient  to  cover  an  acre  a  foot  deep ;  the  gallon ;  and  the  cubic  foot. 

In  specific  cases  it  has  generally  been  considered  wise  by  the  Railroad 
Commission  to  change  as  little  from  the  unit  of  measurement  in  effect 
;is  may  be  found  essential.  However,  in  every  case  where  it  has  been 
found  at  all  reasonable  to  do  so,  the  Railroad  Commission  has  worked 
toward  a  definite  standard  unit  of  measurement,  basing  the  rates  upon 
the  amount  of  water  used  rather  than  upon  the  rate  of  flow  for  a  speci- 
fied lime. 

Reason   for   Rate    Increases. 
In  certain  eases  the  Railroad  Commission   lias   found   it    necessary   to 
increase  the  rates  in  effect  for  water  supplied  for  domestic  or  irrigation 
use.    To  many  consumers  this  has  seemed  unjust,  although  the  Railroad 
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Commission  in  each  instance  has  endeav«.  :plain  the  reason  for 

the  action  taken.    The  history  of  many  water  utilil  -      simi- 

lar, and  a  study  of  this  subject  frequently  explains  the  necessity  for  an 
increase  in  rates  in  the  cases  in  which  an  increase  has  been  made. 

With  reference  to  the  domestic  w  -  particularly,  the  Rail- 

road Commission  has  frequently  found  that  the  water  system  was 
initially  constructed  by  parties  primarily  interested  in  the  subdivision 
and  sale  of  larsre  tracts  of  land.  The  installation  of  the  water  system 
was  necessary  in  order  to  sell  the  land.  Further,  the  promoters  of  the 
enterprise  found  it  desirable  to  establish  a  very  low  rate  for  the  service 
of  water,  such  rate  at  ti:  -  ing  insufficient  even  to  pay  the  exp 
of  operating  the  water  system.  The  profits  to  the  promoter  were  made 
from  the  sale  of  the  land.  When  the  major  part  or  all  of  the  lar. 
sold  the  builder  of  the  w<v  m  has  no  incentive  to  continue 

supplying  water  at  low  rates  and  accordingly  seeks  through  the  Railroad 

mission  to  have  higher  rates  established.    If  the  original  promot 
still  owner  of  v  -  B  tilroad  Commission  can  consider  the 

equities  involved,  and  if  it  appears  that  the  purchasers  of  land  have 
under  cover  of  the  purchase  price  paid  a  substantial  amount  that  can  be 
chared  to  the  water  system,  the  Railroad  Commission  can  provide  a 
rate  sufficient  only  to  yield  a  return  upon  the  investment  of  the  pro- 
meter,  properly  chareeable  to  the  war  n  :  but  it  is  difficult  to  do 
this  when  the  Railroad  Commission  finds  that  the  promoter  has  left, 
having  sold  the  water  system  to  a  newcomer  for  a  sum  approximately 
equivalent  to  the  total  cost  of  installing  the  water  system. 

With  reference  to  irrigation  rates,  the  same  situation  has  been  found 
as  that  already  stated  in  connection  with  domestic  water  rates.  Further- 
more, the  Railroad  Commission  has  found  that  many  irrigation  systems 
were  originally  constructed  for  use  in  hydraulic  mining,  and  that  only  a 
part  capacity  of  such  systems  is  now  i  il  for  irrigation 

purposes  :  such  systems,  having  1  primarily  with  a  vie" 

mining  and  not  irrigation,  represent  an  investment  and  operating 
expense  which  it  is  unjust  to  expert  the  irrigation  consumers  alone  to 
bear  after  the  mining  enterprise  has  been  abandon-].  In  some 
instances,  however,  the  Railroad  Commission  has  been  unable  to  avoid 
putting  into  effect  for  the  irrigation  consumers  higher  rates  than  th  - 
formerly  established.    This  hi  -  a  dune,  however,  unless  it  has 

appeared  essential  to  continue  the  supply  of  water  for  the  consumers. 

Many  of  the  interior  irri nation  companies  formerly  operated  under  a 
form   of  contract   execu*  the  utility   and   the   landowner, 

containing  a  provision  which  gave  to  the  utility  a  lien  upon  the  land  of 
the  consumer  to  guarantee  the  payment  of  a  flat  rate  for  a  maximum 
amount  of  water.  The  landowners  frequently  did  not  use  the  amount 
of  water  provided  in  the  contract  and  for  which  they  were  required  to 
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pay.  Wherever  possible  the  Railroad  Commission  has  required  such 
companies  to  put  into  effect  a  revised  schedule  of  rates,  eliminating  the 
provision  giving  the  utility  a  lien  upon  the  land  of  the  consumer  and 
also  eliminating  the  requirement  that  the  consumer  pay  for  more  water 
than  is  actually  used. 

Rules  and  Regulations. 

Every  public  utility  water  system  is  required  to  file  with  the  Railroad 
Commission  its  rules  and  regulations  under  which  water  is  supplied. 
Many  of  the  rules  and  regulations  thus  filed  have  been  found  by  the 
Railroad  Commission  to  contain  provisions  which  are  unreasonable  to 
the  consumer.  The  Railroad  Commission  is  engaged  in  eliminating  all 
such  unreasonable  provisions.  A  model  set  of  rules  for  the  supply  of 
water  for  domestic  and  irrigation  use  has  been  formulated  by  the 
Railroad  Commission  and  will  be  supplied  upon  request  to  any  utility, 
consumer  or  other  party  interested. 

With  reference  to  irrigation  companies,  we  call  attention  to  the  rules 
and  regulations  which  were  prescribed  by  the  Railroad  Commission  for 
the  Fresno  Canal  and  Irrigation  Company.  These  rules  and  regulations 
will  be  found  appended  to  the  supplemental  decision  of  the  Railroad 
Commission  in  Montgomery  et  al.  vs.  Fresno  Canal  and  Irrigation  Com- 
pany, decided  on  March  28,  1914,  and  reported  in  Volume  4,  Opinions 
and  Orders  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  California,  565. 

2.     SERVICE. 

The  Railroad  Commission  has  jurisdiction  to  regulate  the  extent  and 
adequacy  of  the  service  of  water  utilities.  Every  effort  is  being  made 
to  improve  and  extend  water  service  where  possible.  To  this  end  service 
of  water  utilities  is  being  inspected  when  complaint  is  brought  to  the 
Commission  or  when  the  Commission  itself  learns  that  the  service  is 
unsatisfactory. 

In  this  field  of  its  work  the  Railroad  Commission  has  passed  upon 
the  plans  submitted  to  it  by  the  Sweetwater  Water  Company  for 
the  repair  of  the  dam  at  the  head  works  of  the  company  in  San 
Diego  County.  This  company  supplies  water  for  domestic  and  irri- 
gation use  to  a  large  part  of  that  county.  During  the  past  winter 
excessive  rainfall  washed  out  a  portion  of  the  dam.  The  Railroad 
Commission  passed  upon  the  proposed  plans  for  the  repair  of  this 
injury  in  order  that  a  sufficient  and  uninterrupted  service  to  the 
consumers  of  the  utility  would  be  assured. 

The  Railroad  Commission  also  has  directed  water  utilities  in  proper 
cases  to  extend  service  to  new  consumers  ami   also  to  new  districts. 

In  tlie  City  of  Los  Banos  vs.  West  San  Jinn/inn  Valley  Water  Com- 
pany,   Case    822,    decided    December   22,    1!)15,    the   defendant    water 
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utility  was  directed  by  the  Commission  to  extend  its  main  so  as 
adequately  to  furnish  water  to  an  entirely  new  district,  i.  e.,  Wilson 
resubdi  vision. 

In  other  cases  the  Railroad  Commission  has  directed  that  additional 
storage  facilities  be  installed  in  order  to  assure  an  adequate  supply 
of  water  during  the  dry  season.  Furthermore,  for  the  purpose  of 
preventing  waste  of  water  and  in  order  to  provide  an  equitable 
distribution  of  water,  systems  of  rotation  in  service  have  been  required. 
In  many  instances,  particularly  with  reference  to  domestic  use,  the 
Commission  has  found  it  necessary  to  direct  that  larger  mains  be 
installed,  that  auxiliary  pumping  plants  be  constructed  when  neces- 
sary in  order  to  supply  an  adequate  amount  of  water  to  the  consumers. 

Where  the  Railroad  Commission  has  allowed  water  utilities  to 
increase  their  rates  or  has  allowed  water  utilities  to  transfer  their 
property  to  new  owners,  such  authority  has  generally  been  made 
dependent  upon  the  utility  making  certain  specified  improvements  in 
the  service  which  the  Commission  has  found  necessary. 

3.      IMPORTANT  FORMAL   PROCEEDINGS. 

Appended  to  this  report  is  a  tabulation  of  all  the  formal  proceed- 
ings of  the  Railroad  Commission  during  the  past  year.  As  illustrative 
of  the  formal  proceedings  involving  the  rates  and  service  of  water 
utilities,  however,  we  give  special  mention  to  the  following: 

Sacramento  Valley  West  Side  Canal  cases. 

The  decision  of  these  cases  was  made  on  October  9,  1915,  in  W.  J. 
Rogers  and  Central  Pacific  Land  and  Lumber  Company  vs.  Sacra- 
mento Valley  West  Side  Canal  Company  et  al.,  Case  No.  597,  and 
Sacramento  Valley  Realty  Company  et  al.  vs.  Sacramento  Valley  West 
Side  Canal  Company  et  al.,  Case  673.  The  complaint  in  these  cases 
was  brought  to  the  Railroad  Commission  by  several  landowners  in 
Glenn  and  Colusa  counties,  who  claimed  that  the  rates  for  water 
supplied  by  defendants  were  unreasonable  and  the  service  inadequate. 
This  water  system  is  practically  the  sole  source  of  water  supply  for 
the  owners  of  thousands  of  acres  of  good  agricultural  land  in  these 
two  counties.  For  thirty  years  past  the  owners  of  the  water  system 
and  the  consumers  have  been  involved  in  litigation  with  respect  to 
the  rates  and  service  of  water.  This  litigation  has  greatly  retarded 
the  full  development  of  this  community. 

At  the  outset  the  owners  of  the  water  system  claimed  before  the 
Railroad  Commission  that  the  system  was  not  a  public  utility  and 
was  not  subject  to  regulation.  The  Railroad  Commission  made  a 
complete  study  of  the  history  and  operations  of  the  water  system  and 
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held  that  the  water  system  was  subject  to  regulation.  An  investiga- 
tion was  also  made  by  the  Railroad  Commission  into  the  valuation  of 
the  system,  the  reasonableness  of  the  rates  and  the  adequacy  of  the 
service.  In  the  decision  the  Railroad  Commission  fixed  new  and 
reasonable  rates  and  also  directed  the  utility  to  supply  water  to  the 
complainants. 

After  the  decision  of  the  Railroad  Commission,  the  landowners  under 
this  water  system  to  whom  water  had  theretofore  been  denied  unless 
they  were  willing  to  pay  $75  per  acre  for  a  so-called  water  right,  were 
able  for  the  first  time  to  obtain  water  from  this  utility. 

At  the  time  the  complaint  was  filed  in  these  cases,  the  rice  industry 
in  California  was  just  beginning  and  it  was  claimed  by  the  complain- 
ants that  if  reasonable  rates  were  established  and  adequate  service 
provided,  over  10,000  acres  of  land  under  this  system  would  be  put 
into  rice  production.  In  spite  of  this  demand  for  service  and  the 
opportunity  for  the  utility  thus  to  increase  its  revenues,  the  owners 
of  the  water  system  declined  to  furnish  water,  with  the  result  that  the 
water  system  was  thrown  into  a  federal  receivership.  The  Railroad 
Commission,  however,  investigated  these  demands  for  service  and 
found  they  actually  existed  and  that  the  prosperity  of  the  rice  industry 
in  this  territory  was  dependent  upon  the  service  of  water  by  the 
utility. 

After  the  decision  of  the  Railroad  Commission  the  demand  for  water 
for  rice  and  other  crops  exceeded  even  the  expectations  of  the  com- 
plainants and  the  Railroad  Commission.  The  reasonableness  of  the 
order  of  the  Railroad  Commission,  both  with  reference  to  rates  and 
the  direction  for  water  service,  was  accordingly  more  than  justified. 
For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  this  company  the  past  irrigation 
season  has  witnessed  the  water  system  fulfilling  its  obligation  as  a 
public  utility  and  the  landowners  receiving  the  service  to  which  they 
have  from  the  beginning  been  entitled. 

The  chief  importance  of  the  decision,  however,  from  the  standpoint 
of  the  Railroad  Commission,  is  the  assistance  given  to  the  people  of 
Glenn  and  Colusa  counties  in  the  development  of  the  rice  industry, 
which  has  since  become  the  chief  agricultural  industry  in  that  section 
of  the  state. 

Placer  County  water  case. 

The  decision  of  this  case  was  made  on  December  24,  1915,  in  Mon- 
tague ct  al.  vs.  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company.  The  complaint  in 
this  case  was  filed  by  188  landowners  in  Placer  County.  The  complaint 
asked  that  the  Railroad  Commission  direct  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric 
Company  to  supply  water  for  irrigation  on  additional  lands  in  Placer 
County,  and  also  asked  for  a  lower  rate  for  water.     The  Pacific  Gas 
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Bind  Electric  Company  claimed  that  it  did  not.  have  water  available, 
in  addition  to  its  hydroelectric  needs,  to  expand  its  irrigation  system 
and  permit  the  natural  development  of  additional  agricultural  lands 
in  the  county. 

The  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  is  engaged  in  supplying 
electric  energy  to  a  large  part  of  central  California.  The  company 
showed  that  it  was  constructing  improvements  to  increase  the  capacity 
of  its  hydroelectric  system  and  claimed  that  all  the  water  which  it 
had  available  was  necessary  for  the  generation  of  electric  energy,  and 
that  no  additional  water  should  be  diverted  for  irrigation  purposes. 

The  Eailroad  Commission  made  a  careful  examination  into  the  needs 
for  irrigation  in  Placer  County,  the  needs  for  additional  hydroelectric 
energy  and  the  water  available  for  these  purposes.  The  Railroad 
Commission  thereafter  devised  a  plan  whereby  the  additional  water 
which  the  company  had  available  could  be  used — first,  for  the  genera- 
tion of  additional  electric  energy,  and  thereafter  could  be  used  for 
the  irrigation  of  additional  lands.  Both  the  company  and  the  com- 
plainants accepted  without  further  contest  the  plan  devised  by  the 
Railroad  Commission. 

The  result  of  this  decision  has  been  that  approximately  50,000  acres 
of  land  in  Placer  County  which  have  heretofore  been  without  water 
will  now  have  water  available,  and  at  the  same  time  the  expansion  of 
the  hydroelectric  system  of  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  may 
continue. 

Other  formal  proceedings. 

In  the  following  instances  the  Railroad  Commission,  during  the  past 
year,  fixed  the  just  compensation  to  be  paid  for  public  utility  water 
systems  which  municipalities  or  other  public  bodies  contemplate 
purchasing:  the  property  of  Marin  Water  and  Power  Company  and 
of  North  Coast  "Water  Company,  which  Marin  Municipal  Water  Dis- 
trict proposes  to  acquire;  the  property  of  Cuyamaca  Water  System, 
which  the  City  of  San  Diego  and  the  La  Mesa,  Lemon  Grove  and  Spring 
Valley  Irrigation  District  contemplate  purchasing;  the  property  of 
City  Water  Company  of  Ocean  Park,  Santa  Monica  Water  Company, 
Irwin  Heights  Water  Company  and  Ocean  Park  Water  Company,  the 
property  of  all  of  which  companies  the  City  of  Santa  Monica  contem- 
plates purchasing;  and  the  property  of  llihn  Water  Company  to  be 
sold  to  City  of  Santa  Cruz. 

The  Railroad  Commission  also  approved  a  complete  plan  for  the 
reorganization  of  the  Peoples  Water  Company  and  authorized  the  sale 
of  the  property  of  this  company  to  a  municipal  water  district  to  be 
formed  in  Alameda  and  Contra  Costa  counties. 
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The  transfer  of  the  property  of  San  Jose  Water  Company  to  San 
Jose  Water  Works  was  approved  by  the  Railroad  Commission.  In  the 
decision  authorizing  this  transfer,  which  was  made  on  May  10,  1916, 
In  the  Matter  of  the  Application  of  San  Jose  Water  Company  and  San 
Jose  Water  Works  for  an  Order  Authorizing  the  Transfer  of  Property 
and  the  Issue  of  Common  Stock  and  Notes  Payable,  Application  2176, 
the  Railroad  Commission  announced  the  important  principle  that  the. 
authority  to  transfer  property  in  such  cases  would  be  conditioned 
upon  the  transferee  stipulating  that  no  value  would  be  claimed  for 
the  franchises  transferred  in  addition  to  the  original  cost  thereof. 
This  is  one  of  the  most  important  principles  which  has  been  announced 
by  the  Railroad  Commission  in  this  and  similar  proceedings  with 
reference  to  other  classes  of  utilities.  The  result  of  this  requirement 
of  the  Railroad  Commission  will  in  time  be  to  end  the  claims  heretofore 
made  by  public  utilities  for  extravagant  allowances  for  franchise 
values.  No  longer  will  the  consumer  be  expected  to  pay  rates  so  high 
as  to  give  to  the  utility  a  return  upon  unwarranted  and  extravagant 
claims  for  franchise  values. 

4.     INFORMAL   COMPLAINTS. 

In  addition  to  the  formal  proceedings  the  Railroad  Commission  is 
constantly  engaged  in  adjusting  informal  complaints  with  reference  to 
water  utilities.  Approximately  600  such  informal  complaints  have  been 
adjusted  during  the  past  year.  These  complaints  are  concerned  chiefly 
with  questions  of  service.  They  cover,  however,  all  phases  of  the 
operation  of  the  utilities,  including  such  questions  as  unjust  and 
discriminatory  rates,  disputed  bills,  extensions  of  pipe  lines,  service 
connections,  water  pressure,  and  interpretation  of  rules  and  regula- 
tions. 

In  most  instances  such  informal  complaints  can  be  adjusted  by 
correspondence  between  the  party  complaining  and  the  utility;  in 
about  50  cases,  however,  a  representative  from  the  Commission  has 
made  a  field  investigation  of  the  informal  complaint  before  the  adjust- 
ment has  been  reached. 

5.      EXTENSIONS,  ADDITIONS  AND    BETTERMENTS. 

In  conclusion  we  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  table  appended  to  this 
chapter,  showing  the  new  investment  in  extensions,  additions  and 
betterments  to  public  utility  water  systems  in  California  for  the 
calendar  years  ending  1913,  1914,  1915,  and  the  total.  This  table 
shows  that  for  three  years  $6,999,708.59  has  been  invested  by  incor- 
porated water  utilities  in  extensions,  additions  and  betterments.  To 
this  sum  must  be  added  approximately  $125,000  which  has  been 
invested  in  individually  owned  water  utilities.  This  makes  a  total  of 
over  $7,000,000  new  investment  in  public  utility  water  systems  in 
California  during  the  years  1913,  1914  and  1915. 
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CHAPTER  V. 


TELEPHONE  AND  TELEGRAPH  COMPANIES. 

In  California  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  is  the 
largest  public  utility  telephone  and  telegraph  system.  The  system  of 
this  utility  extends  over  practically  the  entire  state.  The  Railroad 
Commission  has  heretofore  established  all  the  long  distance  telephone 
tales  for  this  system  within  the  state.  The  Railroad  Commission  is 
now  engaged  in  establishing  all  of  the  exchange  rates  of  this  system 
within  the  state.     Reference  will  later  be  made  to  this  proceeding. 

There  are  283  public  utility  telephone  or  telegraph  systems  subject 
to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad  Commission.  Since  March  23,  1912, 
when  the  Public  Utilities  Act  became  effective,  5,601  schedules  of  the 
rates  for  telephone  and  telegraph  utilities  were  filed  with  the  Railroad 
Commission.  During  the  year  covered  by  this  report,  522  such  sched- 
ules have  been  filed. 

1.     CONSOLIDATIONS. 

There  is  a  growing  tendency  in  California  toward  the  consolidation 
of  telephone  and  telegraph  systems.  Such  consolidations  can  not  be 
effected  without  the  consent  of  the  Railroad  Commission  being  obtained 
under  section  51  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act.  Accordingly  the  Railroad 
Commission  has  been  able  to  prescribe  the  terms  and  conditions  upon 
which  such  consolidations  shall  be  allowed,  and  in  this  field  has  been 
able  to  do  much  toward  the  elimination  of  duplications  in  service  and 
of  double  rate  schedules. 

This  consolidation  movement  began  in  1912.  The  city  of  Pasadena 
refused  to  renew  the  franchise  of  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Company  to  operate  in  this  city.  Accordingly  application  was  made 
to  the  Railroad  Commission  for  a  merger  of  The  Pacific  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Company's  system  in  Pasadena  with  that  of  The  Home 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  of  Pasadena.  The  Railroad  Com- 
mission approved  this  merger. 

A  similar  consolidation  took  place  in  Alhambra  where  the  system  of 
The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  absorbed  that  of  The 
San  Gabriel  Home  Telephone  Company. 
Mergers  during  past  year. 

To  enter  into  competition  with  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Company  in  Glenn  and  Tehama  counties,  the  Glenn  County  Telephone 
Company  was  organized  in  December,  1907,  to  operate  in  Glenn 
County;  and  the  Tehama  County  Telephone  Company  was  organized 
in  July,  1910,  to  operate  in  Tehama  County.     All  three  companies, 
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claiming  to  be  operating  a1   a    loss,   applied   during   May,    1915,  for 

permission  to  merge  into  one  concern,  known  as  the  Sacramento  Valley 
Telephone  Company.  About  3,000  telephones  in  all  were  involved. 
The  total  value  of  the  property  involved  was  $407,984.60.  segregated  as 
follows : 

Glenn  Count;  Telephone  Company $114,9430  69

Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company 226,226  7<! 

Petitions  from  the  boards  of  supervisors,  town  trustees  and  chambers 
of  commerce  of  the  two  counties  requested  that  the  authorization  to 
consolidate  be  granted.  The  annual  sum  paid  for  the  duplicate  services 
by  the  companies'  subscribers  was  estimated  to  be  $12,000,  covering 
about  696  duplicate  telephones. 

The  consolidation  was  approved  July  8,  1915,  and  was  one  of  the 
important  decisions  rendered  during  the  past  year. 

All  of  the  mergers,  with  the  exception  of  this  last  case,  which  have 
been  passed  on  or  are  at  present  pending  before  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission, are  in  the  southern  section  of  the  state. 

Another  instance  where  competition  was  unprofitable,  according  to 
the  applicants,  was  at  Santa  Paula,  Ventura  County.  The  Railroad 
( Ymimission  authorized  the  transfer  to  the  Santa  Paula  Home  Tele- 
phone Company  of  the  properties  of  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Tele- 
graph Company  in  the  city  of  Santa  Paula,  valued  at  $'2.'). 400. 
I'<  riding  m<  rgers. 

The  most  important  telephone  consolidation  proceeding  now  before 
the  Railroad  Commission  has  arisen  in  Los  Angeles.  The  franchise  of 
The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  will  expire  in  Novem- 
ber, of  this  year,  and,  like  Pasadena,  the  city  authorities  have  refused 
to  renew  it  and  have  demanded  a  consolidation.  A  holding  company 
has  been  formed  to  take  over  the  combined  plants,  amounting  to 
approximately  $15,000,000  and  representing  about  128,000  telephones. 

The  Sunset  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  asked  authority  to 
transfer  its  property  to  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company. 
The  latter  company  already  owned  all  the  stock  of  the  former  company. 

A  holding  company  under  the  name  of  the  Santa  Barbara  Telephone 
Company  has  been  formed  to  lake  over  the  properties  of  The  Pacific 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  Home  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Company  of  Santa  Barbara  and  the  Home  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Company  of  Santa  Barbara  County.  This  consolidation  will  embrace 
the  entire  county  of  Santa  Barbara  and  involves  property  to  the  total 
valuation  of  approximately  $830,000,  and  over  8,900  telephones. 

For  some  time  previous  to  April  5,  1915,  The  Pacific  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Company  had  been  experiencing  certain  franchise  difficulties 
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in  Riverside.  On  that  date  a  franchise  was  granted  to  it  upon  the 
assurance  of  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  that  it 
would  use  every  endeavor  to  bring  about  a  consolidation  between  its 
system  in  the  city  of  Riverside  and  that  of  the  Riverside  Home  Tele- 
phone and  Telegraph  Company.  The  application  for  the  merger  was 
filed  with  the  Railroad  Commission  on  May  29,  1916,  and  it  avers  that 
the  merger  will  be  of  substantial  benefit  to  the  inhabitants.  The  plant 
of  the  Home  Telephone  Company  is  valued  at  approximately  $245,000. 
A  further  similar  proceeding  has  been  filed  in  which  the  authority 
of  the  Railroad  Commission  is  sought  to  the  transfer  to  The  Pacific 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  of  the  S3rstem  of  Imperial  Telephone 
Company.  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  is  at  the 
present  time  operating  this  system  but  desires  to  acquire  the  title 
thereto  in  order  that  the  ownership  of  the  property  may  be  in  the  same 
corporation  which  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  and  management 
thereof. 

2.      EXCHANGE   RATES  OF  THE   PACIFIC  TELEPHONE 
AND  TELEGRAPH    COMPANY. 

The  most  important  formal  proceeding  involving  telephone  rates 
which  is  now  pending  before  the  Railroad  Commission,  and  which  in 
fact  is  one  of  the  most  important  telephone  rate  proceedings  ever  insti- 
tuted  in  the  United  States,  is  that  in  which  the  Railroad  Commission  is 
establishing  all  of  the  exchange  rates  of  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Tele- 
graph Company  in  the  state.  This  company  operates  over  400  telephone 
exchanges  in  California.  This  proceeding  involves  the  telephone  rates 
of  more  than  five-sixths  of  the  people  of  the  entire  state. 

This  proceeding  necessitates  a  valuation  of  all  the  telephone  property 
of  this  utility  in  the  state,  and  also  requires  the  determination  of  a 
proper  rate  base  and  an  analysis  of  the  effect  of  competition  at  different 
exchanges,  particularly  in  the  southern  part  of  the  state,  and  many 
other  factors  which  must  properly  be  given  consideration  in  establishing 
rates  in  these  many  exchanges. 

One  of  the  important  phases  of  the  investigation  now  under  way 
arises  with  reference  to  the  duplication  of  the  physical  telephone  plants 
in  San  Francisco,  Oakland,  Berkeley  and  Alameda,  which  were  formerly 
operated  separately  by  the  Pay  Cities  Home  Telephone  Company  and 
The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  hut  which  are  now 
operated  by  the  latter  company. 

In  order  that  patrons  of  the  telephone  company  throughout  the  stale 
may  have  an  opportunity  of  being  heard  on  the  question  of  the  rates. 
service  or  practices  of  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company, 
a  series  of  hearings  in  this  proceeding  is  being  held  at  various  cities 
throughout  the  state.

3.     OTHER   FORMAL   PROCEEDINGS. 

Cash  No.  683 — In  the  matter  of  the  practice  of  water,  gas,  electric 
and  telephone  utilities  requiring  deposits  before  rendering  ser- 
vice. 

This  proceeding  has  been  referred  to  in  connection  with  other  classes 
of  utilities.  It  is  deserving,  however,  of  special  mention  in  connection 
with  a  discussion  of  telephone  utilities.  In  this  proceeding  the  Railroad 
Commission  made  a  complete  investigation  into  the  practice  oi'  all  the 
classes  of  utilities  named  with  reference  to  collecting  deposits  as  a  con- 
dition precedent  to  giving  service,  and  also  with  reference  to  other 
service  charges  and  regulations. 

The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  sought  to  put  into 
effect  a  rule  providing  for  the  payment  of  $3.50  for  each  service  instal- 
lation. Many  complaints  were  received  against  this  rule;  thereupon  the 
reasonableness  and  application  of  this  particular  rule  was  made  the 
subject  of  special  informal  negotiations  between  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion and  the  telephone  company. 

The  telephone  company  finally  acquiesced  to  a  revision  of  the  rule 
suggested  by  the  Railroad  Commission  and  the  modification  was  gener- 
ally accepted  by  other  telephone  utilities.  The  $3.50  charge  is  not  to 
be  collected  at  all  where  a  telephone  installation  is  not  actually  made. 
Should  a  new  subscriber  request  telephone  service  in  a  house  where  an 
old  installation  remained,  no  deposit  would  have  to  be  paid.  On  the 
other  hand,  a  deposit  may  be  collected  where  a  new  or  old  subscriber 
demands  service  where  no  installation  already  exists,  but  even  in  these 
cases  the  total  amount  of  the  deposit  must  be  returned  to  the  patron 
after  a  year's  continuous  service  by  him  at  the  place  where  the  tele- 
phone service  is  installed.  In  requiring  this  modification  of  the  rule 
the  Railroad  Commission  satisfied  itself  that  the  charge  of  $3.50  did 
not  unfairly  represent  the  actual  cost  to  the  company  of  putting  in  the 
telephone  service.  It  further  appeared  more  equitable  to  require  the 
cost  of  the  installation  to  be  paid  by  the  person  for  whose  benefit  it 
was  made  than  to  include  the  cost  in  the  general  schedule  with  the  result 
that  it  would  be  paid  in  part  by  many  persons  who  received  no 
benefit  therefrom. 

Prior  to  this  proceeding  with  reference  to  deposits,  it  was  the  practice 
of  the  telephone  utilities  to  collect  from  every  subscriber  a  $5.00  deposit 
to  cover  the  cost  of  installation.  The  Railroad  Commission  directed 
the  telephone  utilities  to  return  these  deposits  to  their  subscribers  and 
this  was  done. 

('(  rtificates  of  publu  tieci  ssity  and  convt  ni(  nee. 

The  issue  of  certificates  of  public  necessity  and  convenience,  with 
reference  to  the  different  classes  of  utilities,  is  discussed  in  Chapter  IX. 
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It  is  sufficient  here  merely  to  mention  that  such  certificates  were  granted 
to  Inyo  Live  Stock  Association  to  operate  a  telephone  system  at  Lone 
Pine,  Inyo  County,  and  to  Colorado  River  Telephone  Company  to 
operate  a  telephone  system  at  Blythe,  Riverside  County. 

Inductive  inti  rft  n  na  . 

Since  the  Public  Utilities  Act  became  effective  several  formal  pro- 
ceedings were  filed  with  the  Railroad  Commission  in  which  complaint 
was  made  that  service  over  the  telephone  lines  was  hindered  by  induc- 
tion from  high  tension  power  lines  which  were  constructed  parallel  to 
the  telephone  system.  An  exhaustive  investigation  was  made  through 
the  Railroad  Commission  into  the  entire  question  of  inductive  inter- 
ference. Definite  regulations  were  suggested  by  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission to  eliminate  the  inductive  interference  complained  of  in  the 
cases  mentioned.  To  these  suggestions  the  companies  agreed  and  dur- 
ing the  past  year  formal  proceedings  were  finally  disposed  of. 

The  Railroad  Commission  also  issued  its  General  Order  No.  39  with 
reference  to  construction  and  operation  of  power  and  communicating 
circuits  whicli  are  or  are  proposed  to  be  so  located  as  to  create  a  parallel. 
This  general  order  prescribes  rides  and  regulations  designed  to  avoid 
inductive  interference. 

4.     INFORMAL   PROCEEDINGS. 
The    informal    proceedings    involving    telephone    utilities    may    be 
divided  into  informal  complaints  and  informal  orders. 

Informal  complaints. 

During  the  year  covered  by  this  report,  704  informal  complaints 
were  filed  with  the  Railroad  Commission  involving  telephone  and  tele- 
graph utilities.  These  camplaints  cover  such  matters  as  delay  in  fur- 
nishing service,  the  refusal  to  furnish  service,  discrimination  in  rates, 
overcharges,  refusal  to  send  collectors,  unsatisfactory  service,  and  mis- 
understandings between  subscriber  and  representatives  of  the  utility. 
Of  these  informal  complaints  661  were  adjusted  during  the  year  and  in 
three  cases  only  was  it  necessary  to  resort  to  formal  proceedings. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  since  the  Railroad  Commission's  decision 
establishing  the  long  distance  rates  of  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Tele- 
graph Company  in  the  state,  practically  no  complaints  have  been 
received  with  reference  to  these  rates. 

The  importance  of  the  work  of  the  Railroad  Commission  in  handling 
these  informal  complaints  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  an  increasing  num- 
ber of  difficulties  are  referred  to  the  Commission  and  adjusted  infor- 
mally each  year.  For  the  year  ending  June  80,  1914,  246  informal  com- 
plaints were  filed,  and  during  the  following  year  289,  and  during  the 
past  year  704. 
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Informal  orders. 

The  Railroad  Commission  is  able,  without  the  necessity  of  formal 
proceedings,  frequently  to  give  its  informal  authorization  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  new  exchanges,  the  revision  of  rate  schedules  and  other 
similar  matters.  Such  informal  authorizations  were  made  during  the 
past  year,  as  follows :

5.      EXTENSIONS,   ADDITIONS   AND    BETTERMENTS. 

The  new  investment  in  extensions,  additions  and  betterments  of  tele- 
phone utilities  for  the  calendar  years  1913,  1914  and  1915,  and  the  total 
of  this  investment,  are  shown  with  reference  to  particular  telephone 
utilities  in  which  investment  was  made,  in  a  table  appended  to  this 
chapter.  This  table  shows  that  for  these  three  years  the  new  investment 
for  corporate  telephone  utilities  has  amounted  to  $46,437,853.22,  to 
which  should  be  added  approximately  $75,000  for  such  investment 
made  in  privately  owned  telephone  utilities. 

These  sums  include  the  amounts  expended  for  extensions,  additions 
and  betterments  by  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company 
and  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company,  which  operate  outside  as  Avell 
as  within  the  state  of  California;  $27,000,000  is  a  conservative  esti- 
mate of  the  amount  expended  in  California  for  extensions,  additions 
and  betterments  to  telephone  and  telegraph  utilities. 
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WAREHOUSEMEN  AND  WHARFINGERS. 
Warehousemen. 
1.     RATE   SCHEDULES. 

Since  the  Public  Utilities  Act  became  effective  on  March  23,  1912, 

483  warehouse  tariffs  have  been  tiled  with  the  Railroad  Commission, 
104  being  filed  during  the  year  covered  by  this  report.  San  Fran- 
cisco warehousemen  contributed  about  half  of  the  total  number  of 
tariffs  filed  during  the  past  year. 

2.     FORMAL   RATE    PROCEEDINGS. 

A  large  number  of  formal  applications  for  an  increase  in  rates  have 

1 ii  made  to  the  Railroad  Commission  by  warehousemen  throughout 

the  state.  It  was  at  first  thought  possible  that  these  applications  could 
be  adjusted  informally.  This  procedure  was  found  unsatisfactory, 
however,  and  in  each  instance  the  Railroad  Commission  has  had  a 
hearing  upon  the  application,  at  which  all  interested  parties  could 
appear  and  present  evidence. 

The  following  eleven  formal  applications  by  warehousemen,  for  an 
increase  in  rates,  were  disposed  of  during  the  past  year:  T.  H.  Dixon 
at  Knights  Landing:  Channon  and  Long  at  Gridley;  Farmers 
Co-operative  CJnion  at  Biggs:  J.  M.  Hampton.  Jr..  at  Live  Oak;  Dick- 
inson-Nelson Company  at  Stockton:  California  Wharf  and  Ware- 
house Company  at  Merced;  White'  and  Crowell  at  Livingston;  Nord 
Warehouse  Company  at  Nord;  A.  C.  H.  Schmidt  at  Oswald;  Farmers 
Storage  Company  at  Colusa;  and  Forrest  A.  Plant  at  Davis. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Dickinson-Xelson  Company,  each  of  these 
applications  asked  for  an  increase  in  the  storage  rates  for  grain  or 
rice.  The  Dickinson-Nelson  Company's  application  was  for  authority 
to  increase  storage  rate  for  hay. 

In  each  application  the  Railroad  Commission  found  it  necessary  to 
allow  an  increase  in  the  rates  to  be  put  into  effect.  It  was  found  that 
the  rates  had  been  first  applied  under  conditions  very  different  from 
those  now  existing.  As  an  indication  of  the  fairness  of  the  rates 
authorized  by  the  Railroad  Commission,  not  a  single  protest  has  been 
presented  against  the  rates  established. 

The  Railroad  Commission,  while  allowing  advances  in  rates  where 
fully  justified,  has,  at  the  same  time,  insisted  upon  improved  service 
and  the  elimination  of  service  complaints.  To  that  end.  in  all  instances 
save  one,  the  applicant  has  been  required  to  do  all  ordinary  resacking 
of  grain  and  to  furnish  sacks  therefor. 
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3.      IMPORTANT  JURISDICTIONAL   PROCEEDING. 

Only  one  formal  complaint  against  warehousemen  has  been  filed 
during  the  past  year.  This  complaint  was  filed  in  Case  No.  914, 
Stanton  vs.  National  Ice  and  Cold  Storage  Company  of  California 
d  al.  In  this  proceeding  the  Railroad  Commission  is  asked  to  assume 
jurisdiction  over  ice  and  cold  storage  companies  doing  business  in 
California  and  to  direct  such  companies  to  file  rate  schedules  with  the 
Railroad  Commission  and  otherwise  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
Hie  Public  Utilities  Act.  The  companies  are  claiming  that  the  Public 
Utilities  Act  is  not  applicable  to  them.  This  proceeding,  which  is  still 
pending,  will  determine  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad  Commission 
over  such  companies. 

4.      INFORMAL   COMPLAINTS. 

Thirty-three  informal  complaints  against  warehousemen  were  filed 
with  and  disposed  of  by  the  Railroad  Commission  during  the  past  year. 
These  informal  complaints  were  concerned  generally  with  alleged  over- 
charges. Complaint  was  also  made,  however,  with  reference  to  the 
following  matters:  shortages;  refusal  to  accept  property  for  storage; 
refusal  to  issue  new  receipt;  refusal  of  patron  to  pay  for  service; 
damage  to  property;  unauthorized  sale  of  property;  unauthorized 
increase  in  rates;  and  delay  in  delivery. 

Wharfingers. 

Since  March  23.  1912,  43  schedules  of  wharfinger  rates  have  been 
filed  with  the  Railroad  Commission,  eight  being  filed  during  the  year 
covered  by  this  report. 

The  Public  Utilities  Act  (Chapter  91,  Statutes  1915),  brought  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad  Commission  for  the  first  time  the  rates 
of  wharfingers  operating  at  Los  Angeles  Harbor. 

Three  informal  complaints  affecting  wharfingers  have  been  filed  with 
and  disposed  of  by  the  Railroad  Commission  during  the  past  year. 
These  complaints  covered  the  adequacy  of  the  wharfage  facilities  at 
San  Buenaventura;  the  question  of  excessive  rates  at  San  Diego; 
exorbitant  expense  bills;  and  damage  to  commodities  unloaded  at  the 
wharf  at  Crescent  City. 

Under  Chapter  557,  Statutes  1913,  the  consent  of  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission is  required  before  granting  by  boards  of  supervisors  of  fran- 
chises to  construct  wharves,  chutes  or  piers.  The  Railroad  Commis- 
sion has  granted  certificates  of  public  convenience  and  necessity  for  the 
exercise  of  franchise  rights  so  granted,  in  the  following  instances: 
California  and  Hawaiian  Sugar  Refining  Company  at  Crockett;  Pacific 
Electric  Railway  Company  at  Redondo;  Pacific  Coast  Railway  Com- 
pany at  San  Luis  Obispo:  Grangers  Business  Association  at  Straits  of 
Carquinez;  Post  Costa  Wharf  Company  at   Port  Costa, 
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VALUATIONS. 

Since  the  Public  Utilities  Act  became  effective,  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission has  been  actively  engaged  in  the  work  of  valuing  the  properties 
of  public  utilities. 

These  valuations  arc  of  use  in  different  kinds  of  proceedings  before 
the  Railroad  Commission.  Such  valuations  are  obviously  material  in 
pate-fixing  inquiries.  Further,  if  a  utility  applies  to  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission for  authority  to  issue  stocks,  bonds,  or  notes,  or  if  a  utility  is  to 
be  reorganized  financially,  the  relation  of  the  outstanding  securities  to 
the  value  of  the  utility's  property  is  extremely  important.  Again,  it  is 
important  to  know  in  cases  where  public  utility  property  is  being  trans- 
ferred either  to  another  utility  or  to  the  public,  the  relation  which  the 
consideration  given  for  the  property  bears  to  the  value  thereof.  Also, 
in  eminent  domain  proceedings  in  which  municipalities  or  other  public 
bodies  seek  to  acquire  by  condemnation  the  property  of  public  utilities, 
the  Railroad  Commission  is  vested  with  jurisdiction  to  determine  the 
just  compensation  to  be  paid  for  such  property.  These  instances  illus- 
trate the  importance  of  the  valuation  work  which  is  being  done  by  the 
Railroad  Commission. 

Appended  to  this  chapter  as  Table  1,  is  a  statement  showing  the 
valuation  of  public  utility  property  as  appraised  by  the  engineering 
department  of  the  Railroad  Commission  since  March  23,  1912.  Thip 
statement  shows  the  utility,  the  property  of  which  was  valued,  the 
finding  of  the  engineering  department  of  the  Railroad  Commission,  and 
the  purpose  for  which  the  finding  was  made. 

Procedure   and    Findings. 

The  Railroad  Commission  early  determined  that  in  its  general  valua- 
tion proceedings  no  attempt  should  be  made  to  find  one  figure  as  rep- 
resenting the  ultimate  value  of  the  property  for  all  purposes.  The 
Railroad  Commission  concluded  that  the  only  wise  method  of  procedure 
in  such  general  valuation  proceedings  was  to  make  findings  of  fact  with 
reference  to  the  different  elements  of  value,  such  as  original  cost,  esti- 
mated reproduction  cost,  and  estimated  reproduction  cost  less  deprecia- 
tion. All  the  different  elements  of  value  could  then  be  considered  for 
any  purpose  and  in  any  proceeding  for  which  they  became  material. 
This  policy  of  the  Railroad  Commission  was  announced  in  the  decision 
of  the  Railroad  Commission  in  a  proceeding  to  find  the  value  of  the 
property  of  the  Stockton  Terminal  and  Eastern    Railroad   Company, 
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Decision  No.  618,  reported  in  Vol.  2,  Opinions  and  Orders  of  the  Rail- 
road Commission  of  California,  777,  779 : 

"In  making  findings  in  this  case,  I  shall  not  make  a  general 
finding  as  to  the  value  of  the  property  of  this  railroad.  Value  is  an 
elusive  term,  and  what  may  properly  be  a  value  for  one  purpose 
may  be  entirely  improper  as  a  value  for  another  purpose.  I  shall 
rather  find  specific  facts  bearing  on  the  question  of  value,  as  shown 
by  the  evidence  in  this  case,  leaving  it  to  the  future  to  use  these 
facts  or  such  thereof  as  may  be  material  in  any  proceeding  in  which 
these  facts  may  become  relevant. ' ' 

In  order  to  avoid  confusion  the  Commission  has  particularly  defined 
the  terms,  "original  cost,"  "reproduction  cost,"  and  "reproduction  cost 
less  depreciation"  as  those  terms  are  used  in  valuing  the  property  of 
public  utilities.     The  definitions  of  these  terms  are  as  follows : 

The  term  "Original  Cost"  means  the  actual  expenditures  charge- 
able to  capital  account,  in  accordance  with  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission's  or  this  Commission's  classifications,  in  cash  or  its 
equivalent  in  terms  of  cash,  by  the  public  utility  for  its  property  in 
the  state  of  California,  as  of  the  date  of  the  valuation. 

The  term  "Reproduction  Cost"  means  the  estimated  cost  in  cash 
of  reproducing  the  physical  property  of  the  public  utility  in  the 
state  of  California,  as  of  the  date  of  valuation,  to  which  is  added 
the  value  of  all  lands,  based  on  the  market  value  of  adjacent  and 
similar  lands,  the  actual  or  estimated  cost  of  acquiring  franchises, 
water  rights,  etc.,  and  the  estimated  cost  of  overhead  expenditures 
for  engineering,  law,  interest  and  similar  items. 

The  term  "Reproduction  Cost  Less  Depreciation"  means  the 
reproduction  cost  less  an  amount  to  cover  the  depreciation  of  the 
physical  elements  of  the  property,  due  to  use,  age,  obsolescence, 
inadequacy  or  other  causes,  and  plus  an  amount  to  cover  the  appre- 
ciation in  the  physical  elements  of  the  property,  due  to  age  or  other 
causes. 

The  Railroad  Commission  maintains  a  large  force  of  engineers,  who 
assist  it  in  determining  the  valuation  of  public,  utility  property.  The 
Railroad  Commission's  engineers  check  all  the  estimates  of  the  value  of 
public  utility  property  which  are  submitted  by  interested  parties. 
Furthermore,  the  Commission's  engineers  frequently  make  an  entirely 
independent  appraisement  of  the  property.  When  this  is  done,  the 
engineers  of  the  Railroad  Commission  present  their  valuations  at  the 
hearing  and  the  interested  parties  are  permitted  to  cross-examine  the 
Railroad  Commission's  engineers  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same 
extent  as  the  engineers  of  the  public  utility,  or  any  other  party  to  the 
proceeding.  As  stated  by  the  Railroad  Commission  in  its  decision  in 
City  of  Palo  Alto  vs.  Palo  Alto  Gas  Company,  Decision  No.  499,  reported 
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in  Vol.  2,  Opinions  and  Orders  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Cali- 
fornia, 300,  312 : 

"This  Commission  will  scrutinize  the  testimony  of  its  own  engi- 
neers with  the  same  care  with  which  it  examines  the  testimony  of 
other  engineers  testifying  before  it.  The  fact  that  one  of  the  Com- 
mission 's  engineers  reaches  a  certain  result,  or  uses  a  certain  per- 
centage, or  adopts  a  certain  theory,  is  by  no  means  conclusive  on  the 
Commission." 

Valuation   of   Common   Carrier    Railroads. 

One  of  the  first  steps  in  the  valuation  work  of  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission was  to  institute,  on  its  own  motion,  proceedings  to  ascertain  the 
value  of  the  property  of  each  of  the  common  carrier  railroads  in  the 
state.  Many  of  these  valuations  have  now  been  completed  and  the 
findings  of  the  Railroad  Commission  made  with  reference  thereto. 
Appended  to  this  chapter  as  Table  2,  is  a  statement  of  such  of  these 
common  carrier  railroad  valuation  proceedings  as  have  been  completed. 

These  common  carrier  valuation  proceedings  were  instituted  prior  to 
the  passage  of  the  Federal  Valuation  Act  on  March  1,  1913.  On  that 
day  Congress  amended  the  Interstate  Commerce  Act  so  as  to  make  it  the 
duty  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  to  provide  "for  a  valua- 
tion of  the  several  classes  of  property  of  carriers  subject  thereto." 
The  act  provided  further  that : 

"In  such  investigation  said  Commission  shall  ascertain  and 
report  in  detail  as  to  each  piece  of  property  owned  or  used  by  said 
common  carrier  for  its  purposes  as  a  common  carrier,  the  original 
cost  to  date,  the  cost  of  reproduction  new,  the  cost  of  reproduction 
less  depreciation,  and  an  analysis  of  the  methods  by  which  these 
several  costs  are  obtained,  and  the  reason  for  their  differences,  if 
any.  The  Commission  shall  in  like  manner  ascertain  and  report 
separately  other  values,  and  elements  of  value,  if  any,  of  the  prop- 
erty of  such  common  carrier,  and  an  analysis  of  the  methods  of 
valuation  employed,  and  of  the  reasons  for  any  differences  between 
any  such  value,  and  each  of  the  foregoing  cost  values." 

Shortly  after  this  amendment  was  enacted  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  organized  the  Division  of  Valuation  and  divided  the  United 
States  into  five  districts,  placing  an  engineer  in  charge  of  each  district, 
and  providing  for  an  organization  in  each  district  to  proceed  with  the 
valuation  work. 

The  California  Railroad  Commission  will  proceed  now  to  give  every 
assistance  possible  to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  in  valuing 
railroads  within  the  state.  In  fact,  the  Railroad  Commission  has 
already  taken  a  very  active  part  in  the  valuation  work  of  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  by  responding  to  the  general  invitation  of  the 
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latter  for  any  views  as  to  the  fundamental  principles  to  be  followed  in 
valuing  public  utility  property.  The  part  which  the  California  Rail- 
road Commission  has  taken,  and  proposes  in  the  future  to  take  in  this 
tremendously  important  work,  is  set  forth  under  subdivision  12,  in  the 
Letter  of  Transmittal,  being-  Chapter  I  of  this  report. 

Valuation   for   Public   Acquisition. 

By  amendment  of  the  state  constitution.  Article  XII,  section  23a,  and 
the  amendment  of  section  47  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act.  the  Railroad 
Commission  has  been  given  jurisdiction  to  determine  the  just  compensa- 
tion which  shall  be  paid  for  public  utility  property  which  municipalities 
and  other  specified  public  corporations  propose  to  acquire.  The  work 
of  the  Railroad  Commission  in  this  field  is  described  at  greater  length  in 
Chapter  XI  of  this  report,  being  the  chapter  on  Public  Ownership. 
There  is  appended  to  this  chapter,  however,  as  Table  3,  a  statement  of 
valuations  of  public  utilities  which  have  been  made  by  the  Railroad 
Commission  for  public  acquisition.  This  table  gives  the  name  of  the 
utility,  the  public  body  desiring  to  purchase  the  same  and  the  just  com- 
pensation which  the  Railroad  Commission  found  it  was  proper  should 
be  paid  for  the  property. 

Principles  of  Valuation  Announced   by  the   Railroad   Commission. 

The  limits  of  this  report  will  not  permit  a  complete  statement  of  all 
the  principles  of  valuation  which  have  been  announced  in  the  decisions 
of  the  Railroad  Commission.  We  call  attention,  however,  to  the  follow- 
ing recent  and  important  pronouncements : 

In  the  decision  of  the  Mount  "Whitney  Power  and  Electric  cases. 
Decision  No.  3242.  made  on  April  6.  1916.  the  Railroad  Commission  held 
that  in  valuing  franchises  of  public  utilities  in  rate  proceedings  no 
allowance  should  be  made  in  excess  of  the  amount  paid  for  the  franchises 
by  the  original  grantees  thereof. 

In  the  decision  of  the  San  Joaquin  Light  and  Power  Corporation 
cases,  Decision  No.  :!241.  made  on  April  6,  1916,  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission held  that  claims  of  value  for  water  rights  in  rate  proceedings 
must  be  established  by  the  utility,  and  that  in  the  absence  of  such  estab- 
lishment no  value  will  be  allowed  in  excess  of  the  investment. 

In  this  decision  the  Railroad  Commission  further  held  that  in  rate 
proceedings  no  additional  allowance  for  going  concern  value  will  be 
made  when  the  evidence  shows  that  the  utility  has  reimbursed  itself  out 
of  rates  for  its  entire  development  cost. 

In  the  decision  of  Central  Pacific  Railway  Company  (Owenyo  branch) 
valuation  proceeding,  Decision  No,  2961.  reported  in  Yol.  8,  Opinions 
and  Orders  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  California,  640,  the  Railroad 
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Commission  held  that  it  is  improper  in  finding  the  original  cost  of  a 
railroad  property  to  include  an  amount  representing  the  cost  of  trans- 
porting at  tariff  rates  the  men  and  materials  employed  in  the  construc- 
tion of  the  road.  Only  the  actual  cost  of  transporting  such  men  and 
materials  will  be  allowed  by  the  Railroad  Commission.  In  this  pro- 
ceeding also  the  Railroad  Commission  criticizes  the  theory  of  applying 
"multiples'*  in  determining  the  value  to  be  given  to  lands,  and  holds 
that  the  value  shall  l>e  determined  merely  upon  the  "market  value" 
theory.

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ISSUE  OF  SECURITIES. 
1.     Jurisdiction. 

The  Public  Utilities  Act,  which  became  effective  on  March  23,  1912, 
provides  that  no  public  utility  may,  without  the  consent  of  the  Railroad 
Commission,  issue  any  stocks,  bonds,  notes,  or  other  evidences  of  indebt- 
edness payable  at  periods  of  more  than  twelve  months  after  date.  If  a 
utility  desires  to  issue  securities,  application  is  made  to  the  Railroad 
Commission.  The  application  is  set  down  for  hearing,  at  which  all 
interested  parties  may  appear,  and  a  thorough  investigation  is  made  into 
the  financial  condition  of  the  utility.  The  Railroad  Commission  is 
authorized  to  impose  conditions  upon  the  issue  of  securities,  and,  in  this 
manner,  is  enabled  to  do  much  in  safeguarding  the  interests  of  the 
utility,  the  consumers  and  the  investing  public.  Utilities  which  are 
authorized  to  issue  securities  are  required  to  make  monthly  report  to 
the  Commission  as  to  the  amount  of  securities  issued,  the  price  received 
therefor,  and  the  manner  in  which  the  proceeds  were  applied.  In  this 
way  the  Railroad  Commission  is  able  to  keep  a  careful  watch  to  see  that 
its  orders  with  reference  to  the  issue  of  securities  are  scrupulously  obeyed. 

The  result  of  the  exercise  of  this  jurisdiction  by  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission is  that  public  utility  development  in  California  has,  during  the 
past  four  and  a  quarter  years,  exceeded  the  expectations  of  financiers 
and  engineers.  The  bonds  of  public  utilities  have  sold  more  readily 
here  and  in  the  East  than  ever  before.  Furthermore,  a  great  expension 
has  taken  place  in  public  utility  enterprise  throughout  the  entire  state. 

2.     General   Effect  of  the   Railroad  Commission's  Policy  on   Securities  of 

Public    Utilities. 

The  Railroad  Commission  has  aimed  to  bring  about  a  system  of  public 
utility  finance,  conservative,  and  yet  sufficiently  elastic  to  meet  the  fast 
growing  needs  of  the  state. 

The  state  of  California  does  not,  through  its  Railroad  Commission, 
guarantee,  directly  or  indirectly,  any  investment  in  public  utilities,  nor 
the  success  of  any  public  utility.  The  Railroad  Commission,  in  passing 
on  stock  and  bond  applications,  considers  the  financial  condition  of  the 
applicant.  In  the  case  of  new  utility  enterprises  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion in  various  instances  has  required  that  the  proceeds  obtained  from 
the  sale  of  stock  and  bonds  be  deposited  in  a  bank  or  with  some  trustee 
until  such  time  as  the  promoters  have  sold  a  sufficient  amount  of  secur- 
ities to  carry  their  enterprise  to  a  successful  completion.  If  unable  to 
comply  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  Railroad  Commission's 
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order,  the  money  is  returned  to  the  subscribers  or  purchasers  of  the 
stocks  and  bonds. 

The  Public  Utilities  Act  charges  the  Railroad  Commission  with  the 
establishment  of  reasonable  rates.  The  Railroad  Commission  has 
established  the  principle  that  a  public  utility,  so  long  as  it  gives  adequate 
service  at  reasonable  rates,  will  be  protected  against  competition.  The 
Railroad  Commission's  basic  doctrine  has  been  that  the  public  interest  is 
concerned  primarily  with  the  charges  the  public  must  pay,  and  the 
quality  of  service  it  receives  from  the  utility.  High  quality  at  low  cost 
is  the  public  ideal.  The  Railroad  Commission  in  pursuit  of  this  purpose 
has  refused  to  encourage  competitive  conditions  when  such  conditions 
would  ultimately  mean  poor  service  and  higher  rates,  but  has  given  the 
public  the  advantage  of  competition  without  its  disadvantages. 

To  regulate  monopolies  with  potential  competition  has  been  the  busi- 
ness philosophy  followed. 

The  guiding  pronouncement  of  the  Railroad  Commission  has  been 
that  all  existing  utilities  will  be  protected  against  competition  in  their 
present  fields  of  operation  so  long  as  they  give  the  public  a  complete, 
adequate  and  satisfactory  service  at  rates  as  low  as  could  reasonably  be 
offered  in  any  competitive  condition.  The  service  and  rates  must  be 
voluntary,  immediate  and  continuous  before  the  threat  of  competition 
as  a  prerequisite  to  this  protection  by  the  state.  The  effect  of  this  policy 
has  been  to  end  cutthroat  competition  and  rate  wars,  and  to  give  Cali- 
fornia a  corporation  regulation  satisfying  the  public  demand,  and  yet 
receiving  the  general  approval  of  utility  corporations. 

These  corporations  are  practically  unanimous  in  stating  that  the 
authority  of  the  Railroad  Commission  has  been  extremely  helpful  toward 
the  sale  of  their  securities.  The  Railroad  Commission's  supervision  of 
corporation  finances  has  tended  steadily  to  improve  the  market  standard 
of  their  stocks  and  bonds.  Bankers,  bond  houses  and  corporations  adver- 
tise that  public  utility  issues  have  been  authorized  by  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission, and  security  buyers  look  to  this  authority  as  important  in  their 
investments. 

Protection  in  fields  of  operation  to  all  fair  and  progressive  utilities 
occupying  them,  with  elimination  of  threats  of  competition,  usually  so 
destructive  to  securities,  has  urged  utilities  to  expansion  and  better 
service,  and  is  the  chief  factor  in  maintaining  the  stability  of  their 
securities. 

3.      Statistical    Information    as    to    Amount    of    Public    Utility    Securities. 

Since  March  23,  1912,  public  utilities  have  applied  to  the  Railroad 
Commission  to  issue  securities  in  the  aggregate  amount  of  $770,389,- 
976.69.  Of  this  amount  $664,973,223.60  was  granted,  $74,759,520.73 
denied,  and  applications  for  $30,657,235.63  dismissed. 
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During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1916,  the  Railroad  Commission 
has  passed  upon  $242,523,095.34  of  stocks,  bonds,  notes  and  certificates 
of  indebtedness  desired  to  be  issued  by  public  utilities,  as  compared  with 
$134,271,268.16  during  the  preceding  year,  as  shown  by  the  following 
table :

Of  the  securities  applied  for,  60.21  per  cent  represents  stocks;  31.3 
per  cent  bonds;  6.38  per  cent  notes  and  2.11  per  cent  certificates. 

Of  the  securities  authorized  65.56  per  cent  represents  stocks ;  27.83  per 
cent  bonds;  4.24  per  cent  notes  and  2.37  per  cent  certificates.  Of  the 
securities  denied,  55.10  per  cent  represents  stocks ;  44.44  per  cent  bonds 
and  .46  per  cent  notes. 

Of  the  securities  dismissed  32.53  per  cent  represents  stocks;  63.87  per 
cent  bonds  and  3.6  per  cent  notes. 

Of  the  pending  applications,  18.58  per  cent  represents  stocks,  67.85 
per  cent  bonds,  and  13.57  per  cent  notes.

4.      Important   Applications  for   Issue   of  Securities    During    Past   Year. 

Application  No.  2056 — In  the  Matter  of  the  Application  of  Pacific 
Gas  and  Electric  Company  for  Authority  to  Issue  Common  Stock. 
Decision  No.  3227. 

In  this  proceeding  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  asked  authority 
to  issue  $1,021. 100. 00  par  value  of  common  stock  to  refund  sinking  fund 
payments.  An  investigation  was  made  into  the  financial  condition  of 
the  company,  and  the  Railroad  Commission  concluded  that  the  applicant 
had  not  adequately  provided  against  the  depreciation  of  its  properties. 
In  the-decision  the  Railroad  Commission  slated: 

"We  urge  upon  applicant  the  policy  of  investing  in  plant  a 
reasonable  part  of  its  net  earnings  until  such  time  as  its  assets  bear 
a  better  relation  to  its  capitalization. 

"In  the  absence  of  agreement  by  applicant  on  this  policy.  I 
recommend  thai  the  Commission  take  immediate  steps  to  compel  the 
setting  up  of  a  proper  depreciation  reserve  out  of  income  or 
surplus. ' ' 

The  application  to  issue  stock  was  denied,  and  the  company  thereafter, 
in  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  Railroad  Commission,  agreed  to 
invest  in  plant  from  income  the  sum  of  $7.000. 000. OO.     This  sum  is  to  be 
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set  aside  in  the  following  amounts:  $800,000.00  for  1916;  .+1,000,000.00 
for  1917  to  1921,  inclusive,  and  $1,200,000.00  for  1922. 

This  proceeding  is  important  as  illustrating  the  policy  of  the  Railroad 
Commission  in  the  matter  of  security  issues — to  require  public  utilities  to 
set  aside  proper  depreciation  and  to  preserve  their  assets  so  as  to  prevent 
overcapitalization. 

Application  No.  2219 — In  the  Matter  of  the  Application  of  the 
Clear  Lake  Suspended  Monorail  Company  for  Authority  to  Issue 
Stock  and  Bonds.     Decision  No.  3416. 

In  this  proceeding  Clear  Lake  Railroad  Company  asked  authority  to 
issue  $50,000.00  par  value  of  stock  and  $900,000.00  face  value  of  bonds  to 
construct  a  monorail  system  of  transportation  from  Lakeport  in  Lake 
( lounty,  to  Hopland  in  Mendocino  County.  In  passing  upon  the  applica- 
tion the  Railroad  Commission  made  a  careful  review  of  the  needs  of  this 
transportation  and  of  the  reasonableness  of  the  cost  estimates.  The  Com- 
mission found  that  the  estimates  for  construction  costs  and  the  estimates 
of  revenue  were  so  haphazard  and  unsatisfactory  that  no  considerable 
weight  could  be  given  to  them  and  that  no  plan  of  financing  had  been 
prepared  which  would  warrant  the  issue  of  these  securities.  The  Rail- 
road Commission  stated  in  the  opinion  : 

"It  is  my  opinion  that  this  Commission  should  not  stand  in  the  way 
of  experiments  or  development  of  the  nature  here  proposed,  pro- 
vided that  those  who  have  the  financial  ability  are  willing  to  carry 
the  project  to  completion  and  with  full  understanding  to  assume  the 
risks  and  liability.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  this  Commission  should 
not  authorize  the  sale  of  an  issue  of  securities,  if  it  appears  probable 
that  the  undertaking  will  be  started,  large  amounts  of  money 
expended  and  then  the  enterprise  left  uncompleted  or  abandoned. 
It  is  my  belief  that  the  people  of  Lake  County,  and  in  fact  the 
people  of  the  entire  state,  will  be  in  accord  with  this  view  of  the 
Commission,  as  no  benefits  can  be  gained  by  any  one,  save  perhaps 
the  promoters,  by  the  starting  and  subsequent  abandonment  of  new 
utility  projects. 

It  is  my  recommendation,  therefore,  that  the  Commission  do  not 
authorize  the  issue  and  sale  of  any  stock  or  bonds  upon  the  frag- 
mentary and  incomplete  presentation  of  the  Clear  Lake  Suspended 
Monorail  Company." 

Application  No.  1531 — In  the  Matter  of  the  Application  of  Peoples 
Water  Company  for  Reorganization.  Decision  No.  2586. 
In  this  proceeding  the  Peoples  Water  Company,  which  is  one  of  the 
largest  public  utility  water  companies  in  the  state,  asked  approval  to  a 
plan  of  reorganization  which  involved  transferring  its  properties  to  a 
new  company  in  exchange  for  stock  and  bonds.  A  thorough  investiga- 
tion was  had  into  the  assets  and  financial  condition  of  the  eonipany,  the 
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need  for  reorganization  and  the  equities  attaching  to  different  under- 
lying security  issues.  A  valuation  of  the  property  of  the  company  was 
made,  the  Railroad  Commission  finding  that  $14,100,000.00  represented 
the  fair  value  for  the  purpose  of  reorganization.  The  Railroad  Commis- 
sion suggested  a  plan  of  reorganization,  which  included  the  transfer  of 
the  property  of  the  Peoples  Water  Company  to  a  new  company  in 
exchange  for  $8,400,000.00  par  value  of  common  stock  and  $8,640,000.00 
face  value  of  bonds. 

With  reference  to  the  powers  of  the  Railroad  Commission  in  reorgan- 
ization proceedings  of  this  character,  the  decision  states : 

' '  Of  course,  our  action  in  this  proceeding  is  permissive  only,  that 
is  to  say,  the  Commission  has  power  to  declare  what  capitalization 
it  will  authorize  to  be  issued  and  for  what  purpose  the  proceeds 
thereof  shall  be  used.  Hence,  while  the  authorization  of  this  Com- 
mission may  be  persuasive,  it  can  not  be  enforced  upon  anybody. 
The  various  bondholders,  creditors  and  stockholders  of  this  cor- 
poration must  determine  for  themselves  whether  or  not  they  will 
proceed  under  the  authorization  of  the  Commission.  But  attention 
is  called  to  the  fact  that  the  action  of  this  Commission  will  finally 
be  controlling,  because  whether  this  company  be  reorganized  by 
agreement  or  whether  it  go  through  foreclosure,  no  stocks  or  bonds 
can  be  finally  issued  without  its  authorization. 

"Our  consideration  of  this  matter  must  be  the  reorganization  of 
this  company's  finances  upon  a  basis  which  will  permit  it  to  continue 
to  serve  present  consumers  efficiently;  also  to  add  to  its  plant  and 
to  go  forward  with  the  necessary  development  of  additional  water 
supply  to  adequately  serve  consumers  who  are  being  taken  on  from 
time  to  time,  and  finally,  consideration  may  be  given  to  the  equitable 
rights  of  the  owners  and  creditors  of  this  property." 

A  supplemental  application  was  filed,  asking  approval  to  a  somewhat 
modified  plan  of  reorganization.  Instead  of  the  securities  already  issued 
the  company  asked  authority  to  issue  $9,128,000.00  face  value  of  5|  per 
cent  bonds,  $3,700,000.00  par  value  of  Class  "A"  6  per  cent  cumulative 
preferred  stock,  $3,700,000.00  par  value  of  Class  "B"  preferred  stock, 
and  $600,000.00  par  value  of  common  stock. 

In  passing  upon  this  application  the  Railroad  Commission  stated: 

"On  a  basis  of  this  valuation  and  on  the  company's  past  and 
present  earnings  and  future  prospects,  a  bond  issue  of  $9,128,000.00 
may  well  be  predicated.  It  is  a  simple  matter  to  apportion  the 
residual  assets  among  the  holders  of  one  class  of  stock,  but  in  this 
instance  it  is  intended  to  split  the  stock  three  ways  and  at  once 
the  financial  fabric  assumes  a  wholly  new  aspect.  It  is  apparent 
that  ample  assets  remain  to  provide  for  the  issue  of  $3,700,000.00 
of  Class  'A'  6  per  cent  cumulative  preferred  stock.  With  the 
bonds  and  preferred  slock  assumed  on  a  par  basis,  the  sum  of 
$1,672,000.00  remains  for  apportionment   among  the  $3,700,000.00 
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of  Class  'B'  stock  and  the  $600,000.00  of  common  stock.  It  is 
immediately  apparent  thai  the  $600,000.00  of  common  stock  is 
left  in  an  exceedingly  doubtful  or  wholly  negative  position  as  to 
assets.  An  analysis  of  the  company's  revenues  brings  a  similar 
conclusion  as  to  the  relation  of  this  common  stock  to  earnings. 

"I    am    convinced    thai    a    more    satisfactory    method    may    be 

devised  of  meeting  the  equities,  as  far  as  the  holders  of  the  stock 
of  Peoples  Water  Company  are  concerned,  than  the  medium  of  a 
common  stock  of  such  doubtful  character  as  is  here  suggested. 

"In  the  reorganization  of  a  utility  of  such  a  character  as  the 
one  here  under  consideration,  the  new  securities  and  stock  should 
he  issued  upon  a  proper  foundation  of  assets  or  earnings.  For 
this  Commission  to  approve  a  $600,000.00  issue  of  common  stock 
as  here  requested,  would  violate  all  the  sounder  principles  of 
conservative  finance." 

The  authority  to  issue  the  $600,000.00  par  value  of  common  stock 
was  denied,  but  the  previous  plan  of  reorganization  was  modified  so 
as  to  allow  the  Peoples  "Water  Company  to  transfer  its  property  to  a 
new  company  in  exchange  for  $9,128,000.00  face  value  of  5^  per  cent 
bonds,  and  $7,400,000.00  par  value  of  stock. 

Application  No.  1999 — In  the  Matter  of  the  Application  of  The 
Great  Western  Power  Company  of  California  for  Permission 
to  issue  Capital  Stock.     Decision  No.  2985. 

In  this  proceeding  Great  Western  Power  Company  of  California  was 
authorized  to  issue  $27,500,000.00  par  value  of  stock  and  $5,000,000.00 
face  value  of  10-year  6  per  cent  convertible  debentures.  No  appraisal 
of  the  properties  of  this  utility  has  yet  been  completed.  It  was 
impossible,  therefore,  accurately  to  determine  whether  the  securities 
authorized  were  in  excess  of  the  value  of  the  utility's  property. 
Satisfactory  financing  of  the  company,  however,  did,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Railroad  Commission,  justify  "ranting  the  application. 

In  order  to  warn  the  purchasers  of  this  stock  that  there  might  not 
be  adequate  tangible  value  behind  the  stock,  the  Railroad  Commission 
required  the  utility  to  insert  on  every  certificate  which  was  issued  a 
statement  that  it  had  not  been  possible  so  far  to  determine  to  what  extent. 
if  at  all.  the  capital  stock  of  Great  Western  Power  Company  (which  was 
to  be  exchanged  for  this  stock)  represented  tangible  value.  In  dis- 
cussing this  matter  the  Commission  states: 

"The  Commission  desires  to  be  of  all  possible  assistance  to 
Grejit  Western  Power  Company  of  California  in  its  financing,  but 
at  the  same  time  naturally  hesitates  to  give  unconditional  author- 
ity, as  long  as  par  value  remains  on  California  stock,  for  the  issue 
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of  capital  stock,  unless  it  is  convinced  that  the  capital  stock 
represents  value  in  accordance  with  the  principles  heretofore 
established  in  this  Commission's  decisions. 

"Great  Western  Power  Company  of  California  has  expressed 
a  willingness  to  issue  certificates  of  stock  in  such  form  that  the 
Commission's  consent  to  the  issue  thereof  may  not  be  misconstrued. 
The  order  herein  will  accordingly  provide  that  each  certificate  of 
the  common  capital  stock  issued  by  Great  Western  Power  Com- 
pany of  California  under  the  order  herein  or  in  transfers  thereof 
shall  contain,  in  the  body  of  the  certificate,  the  following  language : 

"  'This  certificate  of  stock  has  been  issued  pursuant  to 
Decision  No.  2985,  rendered  on  December  20,  1915,  by  the 
Railroad  Commission  of  the  state  of  California,  in  Applica- 
tion No.  1999.  In  said  decision  the  Railroad  Commission 
states  that  the  issue  of  this  stock  is  authorized  only  because 
of  the  practical  necessity  of  exchanging  the  same  for  a  like 
amount  of  stock  of  Great  Western  Power  Company,  issued 
before  the  law  of  California  required  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion's consent  to  the  issue  of  capital  stock  by  public  utilities. 
The  Railroad  Commission  of  the  state  of  California  in  said 
decision  states  that  it  has  been  unable  to  ascertain  to  what 
extent,  if  at  all,  the  capital  stock  of  Great  Western  Power 
Company,  at  the  time  of  its  issue,  represented  tangible  value.' 

"Great  Western  Power  Company  of  California  will  be  expected 
to  adopt  by  resolution  of  its  board  of  directors  a  form  of  common 
stock  certificate  containing  the  foregoing  language,  which  form  of 
certificate  shall  hereafter  be  used  for  the  issue  and  transfers  of 
its  common  capital  stock  issued  under  the  order  herein. 

"It  should  be  distinctly  understood  that  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion's action  in  authorizing  the  issue  of  the  common  capital  stock 
as  herein  requested,  must  not  be  taken  as  a  precedent.  Authori- 
zation is  being  made  solely  because  the  capital  stock  of  Great 
Western  Power  Company  was  issued  prior  to  the  effective  date  of 
the  Public  Utilities  Act  and  is  now  outstanding,  and  because 
applicant  herein  earnestly  insists  that  the  exchange  of  an  equiva- 
lent amount  of  its  common  capital  stock  for  the  stock  of  Great 
Western  Power  Company  now  held  by  the  New  Jersey  corporation, 
is  a  condition  precedent  to  the  success  of  further  satisfactory 
financing  by  Great  Western  Power  System." 

There  have  been  many  applications  by  public  utilities  for  authority 
to  issue  securities  in  addition  to  those  which  we  have  mentioned.  We 
believe,  however,  that  the  ones  to  which  we  have  drawn  specific  atten- 
tion illustrate  the  work  which  the  Railroad  Commission  is  doing  in 
this  field. 
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CHAPTER  IX. 


CERTIFICATES  OF  PUBLIC  CONVENIENCE  AND  NECESSITY. 

Before  any  street  railroad,  gas,  electrical,  water  or  telephone  utility 
begins  any  construction  or  extension,  under  circumstances  hereinafter 
described,  it  must  first  obtain  from  the  Railroad  Commission  a  declara- 
tion thai  the  present  or  future  public  convenience  and  necessity  require 
or  will  require  such  construction.  Likewise,  no  public  utility  of  these 
classes  may  act  under  any  franchise  or  permit  granted  subsequent  to 
March  23,  1912,  without  having  secured  a  similar  declaration.  In  mak- 
ing such  declaration  the  Railroad  Commission  has  constantly  adhered 
to  its  policy,  enunciated  four  years  ago,  of  what  may  be  termed  reg- 
ulated  monopoly.  The  spirit  of  this  policy  is  the  protection  from  com- 
petition of  utilities  which  are  giving  efficient  service  at  reasonable  rates 
and  otherwise  doing  their  full  duty  to  the  public.  The  policy  is  dic- 
tated by  a  desire  to  prevent  wasteful  expenditures  and  added  burdens 
upon  the  public. 

Section  50  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act,  which  gives  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission authority  in  these  matters,  specifies  that  these  utilities  need 
not  secure  such  certificates  for  extensions  within  any  city  and  county, 
or  city  or  town  within  which  they  have  already  commenced  lawful 
operations,  or  for  extensions  into  territory  within  or  without  a  city  and 
county,  or  city  or  town,  contiguous  to  the  existing  system,  and  not 
theretofore  served  by  a  public  utility  of  like  character,  or  for  extensions 
in  territory  already  served  by  the  utility,  necessary  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  business. 

At  the  very  outset  of  the  Railroad  Commission's  exercise  of  this 
authority,  a  broad  policy  was  proclaimed  for  the  guidance  of  the  util- 
ities in  such  matters.  This  policy  has  been  consistently  pursued  by  the 
Railroad  Commission  and  has  resulted  in  a  definite  condition  well 
understood  throughout  the  state.  It  has  never  prevented  the  Railroad 
Commission  from  giving  the  fullest  remedy  to  the  public  when  utilities 
have  failed  to  give  adequate  service  and  just  rates.  More  than  four 
years  ago  in  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  vs.  Great  Western 
Power  Company,  Volume  1,  Opinions  and  Orders  of  Railroad  Commis- 
sion of  California,  203,  210,  the  Railroad  Commission  said: 

"  If  any  territory  served  by  an  existing  utility  is  afflicted  by  such 
utility  with  excessive  rates  or  inefficient  service,  and  a  second 
utility  of  the  same  kind  desires  to  enter  such  territory,  and  this 
Commission  should  say  to  the  existing  utility  'although  when  you 
had    matters  your  own    way.   you   lost    sighl    of  your  duty  to  the 
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public,  yet  we  will  still  preserve  for  you  this  territory  in  consid- 
eration of  your  future  good  behavior, '  in  how  many  instances  does 
any  one  suppose  a  new  utility  would  apply  to  enter  a  territory 
served  by  an  existing  utility  when  the  only  effect  of  all  its  trouble 
and  expense  would  be  the  cheapening  of  the  rate  and  the  improve- 
ment of  the  service  of  the  existing  utility?" 

The  Railroad  Commission  said  further  in  this  decision  that  if  it 
should  announce  the  rule  that  where  the  major  portion  of  a  territory 
is  served,  though  inefficiently  and  at  high  rates,  the  result  of  an  appli- 
cation by  another  utility  to  enter  this  territory,  would  be  merely  to  put 
the  existing  utility  upon  its  good  behavior,  then  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion in  effect  would  be  saying  to  all  offending  utilities  that  they  might 
proceed  with  their  present  methods  until  competition  knocks  at  the 
door  of  their  territory  and  only  then  would  they  be  compelled  to  do 
justice.  Moreover,  said  the  Railroad  Commission,  it  would  be  saying 
to  every  new  public  utility  that  it  would  knock  in  vain  at  the  door  of 
any  field  now  served  by  a  utility.  The  result  would  be  that  old  util- 
ities would  keep  their  territory  unspurred  by  the  fear  of  competition, 
knowing  always  that  only  in  imminent  need  must  they  prepare  to  do 
justice  to  their  patrons.  The  new  utilities,  with  no  incentive  to  go  into 
territory  more  or  less  completely,  or  inefficiently  served,  would  limit 
themselves  to  new  fields  within  which  they  too  would  soon  assume  the 
attitude  of  the  old  utilities. 

The  Railroad  Commission  then  announced  the  rule  that  only  before 
the  time  of  threatened  competition  might  an  existing  utility  put  itself  in 
such  a  position  with  reference  to  its  patrons,  that  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion might  find  that  such  patrons  are  adequately  served  at  reasonable 
rates.  By  announcing  this  principle,  the  Railroad  Commission  hoped 
it  would  hold  out  to  the  existing  utilities  an  incentive  to  induce  them 
voluntarily,  without  burdening  the  Railroad  Commission  or  other  gov- 
ernmental authorities,  to  accord  to  the  communities  of  the  state  those 
rates  and  that  service  to  which  they  are  in  justice  entitled,  and  to  the 
new  utilities  the  incentive,  that  on  the  discovery  by  them  of  territory 
not  accorded  reasonable  service  and  just  rates,  they  might  have  the 
privilege  of  entering  therein  if  willing  to  accord  fair  treatment. 

This  policy  makes  the  certificate  of  public  convenience  and  neces- 
sity largely  a  precautionary  measure. 

In  Application  No.  64,  Oro  Electric  Corporation,  Vol.  1.  Opinions 
and  Orders  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  California,  pages  253,  257, 
the  Railroad  Commission  said: 

"While  the  evidence  in  this  application  shows  that  certain  por- 
tions of  the  territory  covered  thereby  are  already  served  or  partially 
served  by  existing  utilities  of  like  character,  it  is  also  shown  that 
the  proposed  transmission  and  distribution  lines  of  the  applicant 
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will  traverse  large  areas  of  land  which  are  at  present  served  by  no 
other  like  utility,  and  that  the  development  of  this  territory  and 
particularly  the  cutting  up  of  large  tracts  of  Land  and  the  develop- 
ment of  intensive  cultivation  resulting  from  the  application  of  elec- 
tric power  to  the  land  for  the  development  of  water  supply,  will  very 
materially  enhance  the  prosperity  of  this  section.  Whenever  the 
Commission  finds  such  a  utility  knocking  at  its  door  it  will  cer- 
tainly do  all  in  its  power,  provided  that  the  utility  is  honestly  and 
wisely  conceived  ami  subjecl  to  propel'  regulation  and  control  in 
the  interest  alike  of  iis  bondholders  and  stockholders  and  of  the 
rate-paying  public,  to  assist  such  utility,  and  therein-  to  enhance 
the  general  prosperity  of  the  state.  However,  public  policy  will 
not  be  subserved  by  such  encouragement  to  every  utility  which  may 
apply  to  the  Commission.  Unless  such  utility  is  able  to  render  to 
the  public  service  at  reasonable  rates  and  to  give  satisfactory 
assurance  of  honest  ami  prudent  management,  the  action  of  the 
Commission  in  encouraging  such  utility  may  possihly  result  in 
creating  economic  waste  and  financial  loss.  Hence  it  becomes 
necessary  in  each  case  to  inquire  into  the  financial  condition  of  the 
applicant  and  into  its  probable  ability  to  serve  the  public  at  rea- 
sonahle  rates,  hoth  where  the  intention  is  to  compete  with  an  exist- 
ing utility  or  to  ocupy  entire  new  territory.** 

A  vital  point  in  relation  to  the  granting  of  certificates  of  public  con- 
venience and  necessity  is  the  requirement  by  the  Commission  of  a  stipu- 
lation by  the  applicant  that  it  will  never  claim  before  any  public  body 
a  larger  value  for  the  franchises  affected  than  their  original  cost. 

The  reason  for  this  policy  is  amply  stated  by  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion in  .1/'  Ichi  r  et  at.  vs.  Mount  Whitm  y  Power  and  Eh  ctric  Company, 
Case  No.  654,  decided  on  April  6,  1916.  a  case  in  which  the  Railroad 
Commission  established  all  the  rates  to  he  charged  by  the  Mount  Whit- 
ney Power  and  Electric  Company.  In  this  case,  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission held  that  in  a  rate  ca.se  no  allowance  can  properly  he  made  for 
franchises  in  excess  of  the  amount  paid  to  the  public  authority  which 
granted  the  franchise,  together  with  the  incidental  advertising  and 
similar  expense. 

Referring  to  this  point,  the  Railroad  Commission  says: 

'"  It  can  not  be  urged,  with  any  degree  of  justice,  that  when  the 
public  has  granted  a  franchise  to  a  public  utility  for  the  purpose 
of  rendering  service  to  the  public,  the  utility  should  have  the  right 
to  capitalize  the  puhlic's  generosity.  It  must  he  remembered  that 
all  franchises  granted  to  public  utilities  are  granted  subject  to  the 
right  of  tlie  public  to  insist  that  the  public  shall  he  served  ;it  rates 
which  are  just  and  reasonable.  What  is  there  in  justice  or  reason 
which  should  authorize  a  utility  to  capitalize  against  the  public  the 
very  means  which  the  public  has  granted  so  that  it  may  be  justly 
and  reasonably  servedl     If  the  utility  should  ultimately  be  suc- 

asful  in  establishing    the    right    to    capitalize  these   franchises 
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_ ■ .  inst  the  public,  the  public  will  promptly  cease  granting  fran- 
chises to  public  utilities  and  will  itself  own  and  operate  its  own 
utilities.  What  value  can  lie  assigned  in  a  rate  case  to  a  franchise 
granted  to  a  public  utility  when  the  public  can.  without  the 
expenditure  single  dollar   for  this  item,  itself  supply  the 

service  rendered  by  the  utility'*" 

The  Railroad  Commission  under  its  rules  of  procedure,  requires  a 

new  utility  seeking  to  begin  construction  of  a  plant  or  system,  or  an 
existing  utility  wanting  to  make  extensions  into  competitive  territory, 
or  a  utility  desiring  to  exercise  rights  under  a  new  franchise  or  permit, 
to  file  with  the  Railroad  Commission  a  formal  application,  articles  of 
incorporation,  facts  showing  that  the  public  welfare  demands  the  new 
construction,  -         franchises  or  permits  from  public  authorities 

for  this  new  construction,  a  description  of  the  location  and  the  manner 
of  the  work,  a  map  showing  the  location  or  route,  the  names  of  all  the 
public  utilities  with  which  the  new  construction  or  extension  is  likely  to 
compete,  the  proposed  method  of  financing  the  new  construction,  and 
such  other  data  as  may  be  necessary  to  a  complete  understanding  of 
the  situation. 

The  Commission  has  dismissed  applications  for  certificates  of  public 
convenience  and  necessity  when  granting  them  would  appear  not  to  be 
for  the  general  welfare  of  the  public.  The  Commission  has  always 
taken  into  consideration  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  public,  the 
utility  corporations,  and  the  investors  in  the  securities  of  these  com- 
panies. It  has  aimed  to  conserve  the  interests  of  all  three,  in  the 
belief  that  to  fail  in  any  of  these  regards  would  be  to  do  an  injustice. 
The  patron  or  consumer  has  a  right  to  good  service  at  fair  rates,  the 
public  utility  must  earn  a  reasonable  return  upon  its  investment  to 
continue  to  operate  and  to  make  extensions  and  improvements  as 
increased  population,  agriculture  and  commerce  demand,  while  the 
investors'  money  must  be  protected  to  encourage  public  utility  expan- 
sion. In  other  eases,  when  the  public  interest  seemed  to  be  served 
by  such  action,  the  Railroad  Commission  has  granted  certificates. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Railroad  Commission  has  passed  on  several 
contested  applications  for  certificates  of  public  convenience  and 
ssity. 

In  Application  X...  1767,  the  Great  Western  Power  Company  asked 
authority  to  construct  a  22,000-volt  transmission  line  from  Big  Mead- 
ows to  the  plant  of  the  Engels  Copper  Mining  Company,  in  Plumas 
County.     This  application  was  -    i  by  the  Plumas  Light  and  Power 

Company,  through  wh<  Be  territory  the  transmission  line  was  to  be  built 
The  pre-  rtanl  3  a  40-horsepower  electric  plant  located  at  Green- 

ville.    It   sells   electrical   energy   in    Greenville,    Crescent   Mills,   and 
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vicinity,  h  proposed  to  expend  $49,120.17  to  enlarge  its  plant.  The 
Railroad  Commission,  however,  found  thai  with  the  added  installation. 
it  was  very  doubtful  whether  Plumas  Lighl  and  Power  Company  could 
give  adequate  service  to  the  mining  company  and  its  present  con- 
sumers. 

In  granting  the  application  the  Railroad  ( Jommission  said  : 

"Jt  is.  of  course,  self-evident  thai  a  public  utility  can  not 
expect  this  Commission  to  protect  it  in  its  territory  unless  such 
public  utility  can  demonstrate  that  it  is  or  will  be  able  to  give 
adequate  and  sufficient  service  at  reasonable  rates  to  that  territory." 

The  Commission's  decision  does  not  authorize  the  Great  Western 
Power  Company  to  distribute  electrical  energy  at  Greenville.  Crescent 
.Mills.  Taylorsville.  and  vicinity.  Instead  of  proceeding  with  its  con- 
struction program,  relating  to  added  installation,  the  Plumas  Light 
and  Power  Company  concluded  that  it  was  more  economical  to  purchase 
electrical  energy  from  the  Great  Western  Power  Company. 

In  Application  No.  1838,  Santa  Maria  Gas  and  Power  Company 
asked  the  Railroad  Commission  for  permission  to  compete  with  the 
Midland  Counties  Public  Service  Corporation  by  serving  natural  gas 
in  the  city  of  San  Lnis  Obispo,  where  the  Midland  corporation  was 
distributing  only  artificial  gas.  The  latter  company  opposed  the  appli- 
cation of  the  Santa  Maria  company  and  petitioned  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission either  to  compel  the  Santa  Maria  company  to  sell  natural  gas 
to  it  for  distribution  or  to  permit  the  Midland  corporation  to  transport 
natural  gas  through  the  pipe  line  of  the  Santa  Maria  company  from  the 
oil  fields  to  its  distributing  system  in  the  city  of  San  Lnis  Obispo. 

In  accordance  with  its  stated  policy,  the  Railroad  Commission  reiter- 
ated its  intention  to  protect  utilities  from  competition  in  their  partic- 
ular fields  provided  that  such  utilities  have  been  and  are  at  the  time 
rendering  efficient  service  at  reasonable  rates.  However,  said  the  Rail- 
road Commission,  it  was  not  its  intention  to  protect  a  utility  from  com- 
petition, irrespective  of  the  service  which  it  rendered,  merely  because  it 
had  pioneered  a  particular  field.  In  the  presenl  ease,  the  service  of 
the  Midland  corporation  had  been  exceptionally  poor;  evoking  innumer- 
able complaints  from  its  patrons,  of  which  few  had  been  satisfactorily 
adjusted.  These  contentions  had  been  in  effect,  said  the  decision,  for 
a  considerable  period  of  time,  and  accordingly  no  jusl  reason  could  be 
advanced  why  a  second  utility  should  no1  be  permitted  to  enter  that 
field.  The  Santa  Maria  company  was  granted  the  certificate  of  public 
convenience  and  necessity  it  asked  for  under  a  franchise  from  the 
city  of  San  Lnis  Obispo.  The  Railroad  Commission  provided  that  the 
natural  gas  should  be  of  the  same  quality  as  that  served  at  present  in 
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other  territories  by  the  company,  and  that  the  rates  should  not  exceed 
those  in  effect  in  the  city  of  Santa  Maria. 

In  Application  No.  2166,  California-Oregon  Power  Company  asked 
tHe  Railroad  Commission  for  authority  to  exercise  rights  granted  it 
under  a  franchise  from  Trinity  County  to  build  certain  transmission 
lines  in  that  portion  of  Trinity  County  lying  north  of  40  degrees 
50  minutes  north  latitude.  Particularly,  applicant  desired  to  serve 
the  Yukon  Gold  Company,  engaged  in  gold  dredging  along  Coffee 
Creek  and  the  Trinity  River.  To  reach  this  plant  it  proposed  to  con- 
struct a  transmission  line  from  Castella,  Shasta  County,  from  22  to  28 
miles  long,  at  a  cost  of  from  $40,000.00  to  $56,000.00.  The  company 
informed  the  Railroad  Commission  that  a  contract  had  been  made  to 
furnish  power  for  the  Yukon  company's  gold  dredger  at  three-fourths 
of  one  cent  a  kilowatt  hour.  Three  interveners  or  protestants  appeared 
to  resist  the  California-Oregon  company's  application.  These  were  the 
Trinity  Gold  Alining  and  Reduction  Company,  the  Northern  California 
Power  Company.  Consolidated,  and  the  Trinity  County  Water  and 
Power  Company.  The  Reduction  company  alleged  that  it  had  ade- 
quately met  all  demands  for  service  within  its  territory  and  that  it- 
was  prepared  to  furnish  the  Yukon  company  all  required  energy  at  the 
.same  rate  offered  by  the  California-Oregon  company.  It  further  said 
that  it  had  contracted  witli  the  Northern  California  Power  Company 
to  obtain  the  additional  electric  power  necessary  to  serve  the  Yukon 
company. 

The  Northern  California  Power  Company  contended  that  it  was  also 
ready  to  serve  the  Yukon  company  and  the  section  of  Trinity  County 
which  the  applicant  sought  to  enter,  and  that  it  had  agreed  to  sell  to 
the  Reduction  company  power  to  furnish  to  the  Yukon  company. 

These  companies  all  petitioned  the  Railroad  Commission  to  deny 
the  California-Oregon  company's  application  for  a  certificate,  and  said 
the  construction  proposed  by  the  applicant  was  beset  with  insurmount- 
able natural  difficulties  and  that  the  cost  would  lie  excessive. 

The  applicant,  in  reply,  offered  to  buy  the  full  output  of  power  of 
the  Trinity  company  and  to  supply  its  patrons,  and  said  that  it,  the 
applicant,  had  secured  the  contract  of  sale  to  the  Yukon  company  in 
competition  with  the  Northern  California  company:  that  its  proposed 
transmission  lines  would  cost  no  more  than  those  the  Northern  Cali- 
fornia Power  Company  would  have  to  build;  and  that  having  discovered 
this  field  for  the  sale  of  its  electric  energy,  and  having  offered  as 
favorable  rates  as  any  other  company,  with  a  willingness  to  give  ade- 
quate service,  it  asserted  its  right  to  enter. 

The  Railroad  Commission  so  found.  Its  decision  said  that  Trinity 
County  is  sparsely  settled  and  that  the  field  in  controversy  might  be 
construed  to  be  open  territory. 
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hi  application  No.  207.").  Southern  Counties  Gas  Company  applied 
for  a  certificate  of  public  convenience  and  necessity  to  secure  the  exer- 
cise of  a  right  granted  to  the  applicant  under  a  franchise  from  Orange 
County  to  maintain  and  operate  a  system  of  gas  pipes  in  a  certain 
portion  of  the  highways  of  that  county.  The  applicant  wanted  t<> 
transmit  natural  gas  from  Garden  Grove  to  Huntington  Beach  and 
Newport  Beach  for  purchase  there  by  municipally-owned  plants. 

The  applicant  was  opposed  by  VY.  F.  Boardman  and  Chas.  F.  Leege. 
The  West  Coast  (las  Company  had  operated  theretofore  in  Huntington 
Beach  and  Newport  Beach,  supplying  artificial  gas.  Boardman  and 
Liege  were  practically  the  owners  of  the  West  ('oast  system,  and  urged 
before  the  Commission  that  the  grant  to  the  Southern  Counties  Com- 
pany of  the  permission  prayed  for  would  result  in  duplicating  gas 
distributing  facilities  in  the  two  municipalities  and  in  the  ultimate 
destruction  of  their  investment  in  those  cities. 

Later  the  interveners  hied  with  the  Railroad  Commission  an  appli- 
cation for  a  certificate  of  public  convenience  and  necessity  to  permit 
them  to  construct  a  similar  pipe  line  from  a  connection  with  the  high- 
pressure  pipe  line  of  the  Southern  California  Gas  Company  to  their 
transmission  line  connecting  the  distributing  system  of  the  former 
West  Coast  Gas  Company  in  Huntington  Beach  and  Newport  Beach, 
and  to  serve  the  intervening  territory. 

Evidence  before  the  Railroad  Commission  showed  that  the  service 
rendered  by  the  West  Coast  Gas  Company  to  its  consumers  in  the  cities 
mentioned  was  intolerable  and  that  through  inefficient  management  the 
business  of  the  company  did  not  prosper.  Many  complaints  were  made 
to  the  Commission  against  the  unsatisfactory  service  of  the  corpora- 
tion and  in  1915  the  citizens  of  these  communities  voted  bonds  for  the 
construction  of  municipally-owned  gas  distributing  systems. 

The  result  of  the  vote  of  the  people  upon  the  issue  of  whether  or  not 
they  would  bond  their  cities  to  provide  adequate  service  furnished 
striking  testimony  of  the  frame  of  mind  of  the  public  upon  the  ques- 
tion of  service  to  which  they  had  been  subjected.  The  vote  was  prac- 
tically unanimous  in  both  cities  in  favor  of  the  bonds,  and  thereafter 
Southern  Counties  Gas  Company  agreed  to  furnish  gas  at  wholesale 
at  an  agreed-upon  price  for  distribution  by  the  cities  in  their 
municipally-owned  distributing  systems. 

Tie-  Railroad  Commission  in  its  decision  in  this  case  rendered  on 
April  28,  1916,  said: 

"'I  nless  there  is  some  justification  for  a  long  continuance  of  the 
admittedly  bad  service,  under  the  decisions  laid  down  by  the  Com- 
mission, it  is  our  duty  to  grant  applicant's  petition." 
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Counsel  for  interveners  attempted  to  justify  their  position  by  placing 
the  responsibility  upon  the  West  ('oast  Gas  Company  and  pleaded 
that  the  bondholders,  Boardman  and  Leege,  should  not  be  held  to 
blame  for  the  derelictions  of  that  company.  They  had  greatly  improved 
the  service  since  taking  over  the  system,  they  said. 

The  Railroad  Commission  refused  to  accept  the  contention  of  the 
bondholders  as  an  excuse  for  their  failure  to  exercise  that  care  and 
prudence  which  investors  usually  maintain  to  safeguard  their  invest- 
ment from  loss,  whether  that  loss  be  through  a  depreciation  of  the  phys- 
ical properties,  bad  management,  or  a  loss  of  income  arising  from  added 
competition.  The  Railroad  Commission  was  forced  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  interveners  must  be  charged  with  a  knowledge  of  conditions  in 
the  same  manner  as  their  debtor,  the  West  Coast  Gas  Company,  would 
he  charged  with  a  knowledge  of  the  same  conditions  if  that  company  and 
not  the  interveners  were  objecting  to  the  granting  of  the  application. 

"Further,"  said  the  Railroad  Commission,  "the  people  of  the  two 
municipalities  demand  municipally-owned  gas  distributing  systems  and 
have  the  means  at  hand  to  procure,  at  a  cheap  rate,  an  adequate  supply 
of  natural  gas.  A  denial  by  this  Commission  of  a  consummation  of 
their  negotiations  to  that  end  would,  in  effect,  put  this  Commission  on 
record  as  improperly  blocking  a  municipality  in  its  efforts  to  acquire 
and  operate  its  own  facilities." 

During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1916,  the  Railroad  Commission 
passed  upon  other  applications  for  certificates  of  public  convenience 
and  necessity.  The  decisions  hereinbefore  referred  to  are  the  more 
important  rendered  during  this  period  and  are  illustrative  of  the 
manner  in  which  the  Railroad  Commission's  policy  on  this  subject  is 
applied  to  varying  states  of  fact. 
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CHAPTER    X. 


SAFETY    FIRST. 

1.     Jurisdiction. 

Section  42  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act  provides  as  follows: 

"Sec.  42.  The  Commission  shall  have  [tower,  after  a  hearing 
had  upon  its  own  motion  or  upon  complaint,  by  general  or  special 
orders,  rules  or  regulations,  or  otherwise,  to  require  every  public 
utility  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  its  line,  plant,  system, 
equipment,  apparatus,  tracks  and  premises  in  such  manner  as  to 
promote  and  safeguard  the  health  and  safety  of  its  employees, 
passengers,  customers,  and  the  public,  and  to  this  end  to  prescribe, 
among  other  things,  the  installation,  use.  maintenance  and  opera- 
tion of  appropriate  safety  or  other  devices  or  appliances,  including 
interlocking  and  other  protective  devices  at  grade  crossings  or 
junctions  and  block  or  other  systems  of  signalling,  to  establish  uni- 
form or  other  standards  of  construction  and  equipment,  and  to 
require  the  performance  of  any  other  act  which  the  health  or 
safety  of  its  employees,  passengers,  customers  or  the  public  may 
demand." 

This  section  gives  to  the  Railroad  Commission  complete  jurisdiction  to 
require  every  public  utility  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  its  public 
utility  property  in  such  a  manner  as  to  promote  the  safety  of  its 
employees,  passengers,  customers  and  the  public.  The  Commission 
regards  this  jurisdiction  as  a  highly  responsible  one.  and  is  exercising  the 
powers  granted  under  this  section  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act  in  every 
instance  where  it  appears  to  the  Railroad  Commission  that  the  safety  of 
public  utility  operations  will  be  improved.  It  is  impossible  here  to 
mention  all  that  the  Railroad  Commission  has  done  in  this  field.  We 
shall,  however,  refer  to  a  few  of  the  more  important  accomplishments. 

In  addition  to  the  jurisdiction  given  to  the  Railroad  Commission 
under  section  42  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act  jurisdiction  with  reference 
to  railroad  crossings  is  specifically  granted  under  section  43.  That 
section  provides  that  the  consent  of  the  Railroad  Commission  must  lie 
obtained  before  the  tracks  of  any  railroad  are  constructed  across  the 
tracks  of  another  railroad,  or  over  a  public  highway,  and  vice  versa. 
This  section  further  empowers  the  Railroad  Commission  to  require  that 
grade  crossings  lie  abolished,  and  also,  to  direct  the  construction  of  over- 
head or  subway  crossings. 

2.      State-wide    Railroad    Grade   Crossing    Investigations. 

By  far  the  mosl  important  move  the  Railroad  <  !ommission  has  taken  in 
the  direction  of  increased  safety  in  connection  with  the  operation  of 

public  utilities  in  the  state'  is  its  campaign  to  render  conditions  safer  at

grade  crossings.  The  large  increase  in  the  number  of  grade  crossing 
accidents  early  in  the  year  made  it  apparent  to  the  Railroad  Commission 
that  the  steps  taken  by  the  railroad  companies  to  safeguard  crossings 
were  inadequate,  and  that  its  own  precaution  in  safeguarding  new 
crossings  and  in  investigating  only  those  crossings  concerning  which 
complaint  had  been  made,  did  not  reach  the  source  of  this  evil. 

Its  first  step  was  to  secure  a  report  from  the  engineering  department 
which  covered  in  great  detail  the  crossing  situation  in  the  state.  An 
investigation  was  made  into  the  methods  of  other  states  in  dealing  with 
this  matter,  and  a  tentative  program  to  be  followed  was  outlined.  The 
Railroad  Commission  believed,  when  this  report  was  received,  that  much 
good  could  be  accomplished  by  making  a  thorough  investigation  of  each 
crossing,  by  calling  public  attention  to  present  conditions  and  by  secur- 
ing the  co-operation  of  the  public  authorities — that  is,  the  officials  of  the 
towns,  cities  and  counties  of  the  state — and  the  railroads,  together  with 
any  other  bodies  which  might  be  interested,  such  as  automobile  clubs  and 
civic  organizations  of  various  kinds,  in  carrying  out  plans  for  bettering 
conditions.  In  January,  1916,  a  bulletin  was  printed  which  reviewed 
briefly  the  grade  crossing  problem  in  California;  discussed  the  steps  it 
was  possible  to  take  to  render  conditions  safer;  outlined  what  the  Rail- 
road Commission  proposed  to  do  and  concluded  with  a  general  statement 
as  to  what  others  could  do  to  help  in  the  work.  This  program  was  sent 
to  the  members  of  every  board  of  supervisors  in  the  state,  the  State 
Highway  Commission,  representatives  of  the  larger  cities,  such  county 
commissioners  as  are  charged  with  the  construction  of  new  roads,  secre- 
taries of  automobile  clubs,  chambers  of  commerce,  other  civic  organiza- 
tions and  the  officials  of  railroads.  Shortly  after  this  bulletin  was  sent 
out  general  hearings  were  held  by  the  Railroad  Commission  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, Los  Angeles,  Sacramento,  San  Diego  and  Fresno.  These  hearings 
were  largely  attended  by  those  who  had  received  the  general  program. 
In  the  full  and  free  discussions  which  took  place  the  ideas  of  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  various  interests  were  developed  and  made  clear.  At 
the  same  time  the  Railroad  Commission  gave  those  who  attended  an  idea 
of  what  it  proposed  to  do  and  asked  for  their  co-operation.  Very  many 
constructive  suggestions  were  offered  at  these  hearings,  some  of  which 
have  already  been  followed. 

After  these  five  hearings  were  completed  the  Railroad  Commission 
sent  its  engineers  into  the  field  to  make  surveys  of  every  crossing  in  the 
state,  and  this  work  is  now  well  under  way.  These  surveys,  where  pos- 
sible, are  made  in  conjunction  with  representatives  of  the  particular 
railroad,  town,  city  and  county  interested  and  the  recommendations 
which  follow  the  inspection  are  oftentimes  the  results  of  the  joint 
opinions  of  the  representative  of  the  Railroad  Commission,  the  public 
authority  and  the  railroad  company  which  are  interested  in  the  crossing. 
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When  the  field  work  is  completed,  a  reporl  is  made  to  the  Railroad 
Commission  which  covers  the  result  of  the  inspection  and  includes 
recommendations  which,  if  carried  out,  will  inci-ea.se  the  safety  of  the 
crossings  involved.  These  reports  are  so  made  that  each  one  covers 
crossings  on  one  railroad  in  a  city  or  in  the  unincorporated  territory  in 
a  comity.  Upon  their  completion,  copies  arc1  sent  to  the  puhlic  bodies 
and  to  the  railroad  company  interested,  and  they  are  requested  to 
criticize  them  and  make  suggestions.  If  the  recommendations  contained 
in  the  report  meet  the  approval  of  all  parties  they  are  expected  to  see 
that  they  are  carried  out  and  advise  the  Railroad  Commission  when  this 
work  is  done. 

Among  the  many  recommendations  made  to  better  conditions  the 
most  important  have  been  the  installation  of  human  and  automatic 
flagmen,  of  bells,  gates  and  advance  signs.  Crossing  signs  have  been 
relocated  in  more  conspicuous  positions.  Trees,  brush,  billboards  and 
other  obstructions  to  the  view  at  crossings,  have  been  removed.  Grades 
of  approach  have  been  changed  and.  in  a  few  instances,  the  alignment  of 
a  road  has  been  entirely  changed.  In  several  cases  a  separation  of 
grades  has  been  recommended  and  it  is  proposed  to  close  many 
crossings  now  open.  This  last  feature  is  one  of  the  most  important  of 
the  recommendations  made.  It  has.  in  the  past,  been  very  easy  for  pub- 
lic highways  to  be  opened  across  railroad  tracks  and  for  railroads  to 
construct  tracks  across  public  highways,  and  the  result  has  been  a  need- 
less duplication  of  crossings  which  have  invited  drivers  of  vehicles  to 
cross  and  recross  the  tracks  many  times  when  it  has  been  unnecessary  to 
do  so.  While  these  crossings,  when  they  were  first  installed,  were  possi- 
bly not  dangerous,  the  growth  of  orchards  and  obstructions  at  inter- 
sections and  the  increased  number  of  vehicles  that  use  them  have  made 
many  of  them  veritable  death  traps.  A  large  number  of  these  crossings 
can  be  closed  now  without  causing  greal  inconvenience  to  those  who  live 
adjacent  to  them,  while  if  they  are  permitted  to  remain  open  for  a  few 
years  longer  it  will  be  impossible  to  close  them.  The  policy  of  the  Rail- 
road Commission  is  to  concentrate  travel  as  far  as  possible  at  crossings 
which  can  not  be  dispensed  with,  and  to  see  that  those  crossings  are  so 
well  protected  that  accidents  will  not  happen  if  due  caution  is  exer- 
cised by  those  who  cross  the  tracks. 

There  are  between  ten  thousand  and  thirteen  thousand  grade  crossings 
in  the  state,  and  the  work  of  improving  conditions  will  necessarily  be 
very  slow.  The  enormous  expense  of  separating  grades  makes  it,  of 
course,  impossible  to  bring  about  grade  separations  at  any  except  cross- 
ings of  the  very  inmost  importance.  Even  the  installation  of  automatic 
flagmen,  which  is  possibly  one  of  the  besl  methods  of  protection  which 
has  so  far  been  devised,  is  too  expensive  to  permit  the  installation  of 
these  devices  at  all  crossings  at  this  time. 
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So  far,  the  crossing  surveys  in  the  county  of  Ventura  have  been  com- 
pleted. They  are  under  way  in  Los  Angeles  County  and,  scattered 
throughout  the  state,  many  sections  of  railroad  are  being  surveyed  where 
conditions  seemed  so  unusually  dangerous  as  to  warrant  a  departure 
from  the  program  outlined  which  aims  to  complete  the  survey  by 
counties. 

The  Railroad  Commission  has  been  very  much  encouraged  by  the 
willingness  of  the  cities,  towns  and  railroads  to  carry  out  its 
recommendations,  and  it  believes  that  by  keeping  constantly  active  in 
this  work  it  may  eventually  be  able  to  make  conditions  in  California 
comparatively  safe. 

3.     Other   Railroad  Crossing   Proceedings. 

In  addition  to  the  state-wide  investigations  into  grade  crossings,  the 
Railroad  Commission  is  exercising  .jurisdiction  in  other  proceedings 
with  reference  to  railroad  crossings.  When  application  is  made  for 
authority  to  construct  a  crossing,  or  where  complaint  is  made  against 
an  existing  crossing  and  in  which  the  Railroad  Commission  has  jurisdic- 
tion, a  careful  investigation  is  conducted  by  the  Railroad  Commission. 
The  following  factors  are  carefully  considered :  the  need  for  the  cross- 
ing, the  number  of  people  to  be  served,  the  proximity  of  crossings  in 
other  directions,  the  number  of  trains  in  both  directions  and  their  speed, 
obstructions  to  the  view  of  approaching  trains  and  vehicles,  grades  of 
approach,  and  the  possibility  of  taking  advantage  of  any  physical  condi- 
tion in  the  vicinity  which  will  permit  the  crossing  to  be  made  by  a 
separation  of  grades  at  a  justifiable  expense. 

Where  reasonable,  the  Commission  directs  that  a  separation  of  grades 
be  made.  In  other  instances,  applications  for  grade  crossings  are 
granted,  but  only  upon  the  condition  that  certain  safety  devices  are 
installed  or  that  pi-escribed  safety  regulations  are  put  into  effect  which, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Railroad  Commission,  will  make  the  crossing  as 
safe  as  possible. 

In  many  instances  the  Commission  has  required  that  interlocking 
plants  be  constructed.  All  such  existing  plants  and  all  those  which  are 
constructed  are  subject  to  General  Order  No.  33  of  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission, which  prescribes  the  rules  and  regulations  relating  to  the  con- 
struction, reconstruction,  maintenance  and  operation  of  interlocking 
plants.  There  are  now  115  interlocking  plants  in  operation  in  this  state. 
During  the  past  year  5  of  such  plants  wen1  placed  in  operation  and 
several  new  plants  were  ordered  to  he  put  into  operation  within  a  certain 
time,  which  had  not  expired  ;it  the  end  of  the  period  covered  by  this 
report. 

The  Railroad  Commission  keeps  ;i  close  watch  upon  the  development 
of  safety   devices,   especially   those   which   are   designed  to  take  care  of 
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grade  crossings.     An  inspection  is  made  of  nil  new  devices  installed  in 
the  state. 

4.      Investigation    of    Operating    Methods. 

The  Railroad  Commission  is  continuously  engaged  in  investigating  the 
operating  methods  of  the  railroads  suhjecl  to  its  jurisdiction.  Dispatch- 
ing methods  which  were  unsafe  have  been  corrected.  Trainmen  have, 
in  some  instances,  been  refused  work  until  by  examination  they  have 
shown  a  proper  knowledge  of  operating  rules.  It  has  been  required  thai 
they  be  given  competent  instruction  as  to  sale  methods  of  perform- 
ing their  duties.  At  the  present  time  practically  all  the  rail  carriers 
are  operating  in  accordance  with  the  standard  rules  of  the  American 
Railway  Association,  with  such  modifications  as  to  the  smaller  lines  as 
can  safely  be  permitted  under  limited  traffic  conditions.  During  the 
past  year,  in  addition  to  a  detailed  inspection  of  much  of  the  lines  of 
the  larger  rail  carriers,  a  complete  inspection  lias  been  made  of  the  lines 
of  11  of  the  smaller  carriers. 

The  Railroad  Commission  early  found  that  much  improvement  in  the 
safety  of  railroad  operation  could  be  obtained  by  a  correction  of  inade- 
quate "clearances,"  that  is,  a  change  in  the  amount  of  space  allowed 
between  railroad  tracks  and  station  platforms,  between  railroad  tracks 
and  the  sides  and  roofs  of  tunnels,  and  other  spacings  of  a  similar 
character.  The  Railroad  Commission  issued  its  Detailed  Order  No.  26, 
prescribing  standard  clearances.  Whenever  an  inadequate  clearance  is 
discovered  steps  are  immediately  taken  to  correct  the  fault  and  to  pro- 
vide for  a  safe  clearance. 

In  1915,  the  legislature,  in  Chapter  498,  prescribed  certain  regulations 
with  reference  to  the  installation  and  maintenance  of  derail  signs.  The 
Railroad  Commission  is  charged  with  the  enforcement  of  this  statute, 
and  is  at  present  engaged  in  an  investigation  into  the  compliance  by 
the  railroads  with  the  provisions  of  this  statute. 

Inspection  is  also  constantly  being  made  with  reference  to  the  com- 
pliance with  other  safety  statutes,  such  as  the  Headlight  Law.  Full  Crew 
Law.  and  Hours  of  Service  Law7. 

5.  Railroad  Accidents. 
All  accidents  on  railroads  and  at  railroad  crossings  must  be  reported 
to  the  Railroad  Commission  on  forms  provided  for  such  purpose.  Col- 
lisions,  derailments,  bridge  trestles,  locomol  ive  boiler  explosions  and  acci- 
dents involving  a  fatality  must  he  reported  to  the  Railroad  Commission 
by  telegraph  or  telephone,  so  that  immediate  investigation,  by  an  inspec- 
tion, by  the  Railroad  Commission  may  be  made.  As  a  result  of  these 
investigations  recommendations  are  made,  if  it  be  round  that  the 
appliances  or  physical  condition  of  the  railroad  or  the  method  of  oper- 
ating has  been  a  COnl  ributing  cause. 
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The  investigation  of  accidents  by  the  Railroad  Commission  looks  to  a 
prevention  of  recurrence,  rather  than  to  a  fixing  of  the  responsibility  in 

any  specific  case  upon  a  particular  person.  The  question  to  be  deter- 
mined from  the  standpoint  of  the  Railroad  Commission  is  not  who  is 
responsible,  but  how  might  the  accident  have  been  prevented  and  what 
recommendations  can  be  made  to  prevent  a  recurrence  thereof.  These 
recommendations  have  included  block  signal  protection,  flagmen,  auto- 
matic crossing  bells  and  wigwag  signal  devices.  The  recommendations 
made  by  the  Railroad  Commission  have  received  prompt  response  in  the 
installation  of  safety  devices  by  the  railroads. 

Appended  to  this  chapter  are  six  tables,  showing  a  statistical  data 
accumulated  by  the  Railroad  Commission  from  accident  reports. 
Table  1  is  a  summary  of  accidents  occurring  in  connection  with  operation 
of  locomotives  or  cars  on  steam  railroads.  Table  2  is  a  recapitulation 
of  accidents  occurring  in  connection  with  the  operation  of  locomoti 
and  ears  on  steam  railroads.  Table  3  is  a  summary  of  accidents  occur- 
ring in  connection  with  operation  of  locomotives  and  cars  on  electric 
railroads.  Table  4  is  a  recapitulation  of  accidents  occurring  in  connec- 
tion with  the  operation  of  locomotives  and  cars  on  electric  railroads. 
Table  5  is  a  recapitulation  of  industrial  accidents  on  steam  and  electric 
railroads,  same  arising  from  causes  other  than  the  operation  of  cars  or 
locomotives. 

Accidents  to  persons  resulting  in  immediate  death,  or  in  death  within 
twenty-four  hours  from  the  time  the  accident  occurred,  are  reported  in 
the  column  headed  '"Killed.**  All  other  accidents  to  persons,  including 
those  resulting  in  death  of  the  person  injured  after  an  interval  of  more 
than  twenty-four  hours  from  the  time  the  accident  occurred,  are.  with 
certain  exceptions  noted  below,  reported  in  the  column  headed 
"Injured.'" 

Accidents  are  not  required  to  be  reported  if  they  do  not  cause  either 
death  or  injury  to  any  person  or  damage  to  property  in  excess  of 
$150.00,  including  cost  of  clearing  wrecks. 

All  kinds  of  accidents  to  passengers  are  reported. 

The  statistics  appearing  under  the  caption  ''Passengers"  include  all 
ordinary  pass  _  s;  passengers  traveling  on  freight  trains:  persons 
who  are  customarily  carried  on  trains  under  special  arrangements,  such 
as  postal  clerks  ami  express  mess  _  s,  employees  on  Pullman  cars, 
newsboys,  livestock  attendants,  and  men  in  charge  of  freight. 

Table  6  is  a  comparative  accident  record  for  the  past  four  fiscal  years, 
and  is  divided  into  the  various  .  .   —  -  sons  involved,  and  <•' 

accidents  due  to  the  operation  of  locomotives  and  cars.  The  number  of 
persons  killed  and  injured  in  grad  -     g         idents  is  also  shown. 

The  record  of  fatalities  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1916,  is 
appalling      s        ally  when  consideiatiou  is  given  to  the  great  number  of 
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protective  devices  which  have  beeE  installed  by  the  railroads  both  on 
their  own  initiative  and  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission, and  in  view  of  the  general  agitation  on  the  subject  of  the  safety 

of  users  of  the  highway  at  grade  crossings.  The  great  increase  in  the 
number  of  motor-propelled  vehicles,  (automobiles,  motorcycles  and  auto- 
trucks) has  been  responsible  for  the  increasing  number  of  fatalities  at 
grade  crossings.  While  the  Railroad  Commission  is  carefully  investigat- 
ing all  applications  for  additional  grade  crossings,  and  if  such  are 
granted  in  insisting  on  the  most  modern  and  efficient  safeguards  for  the 
public  and  the  users  of  the  highway,  and  although  conditions  at  existing 
crossings  are  being  safeguarded  as  a  result  of  inspections  made,  the 
great  increase  in  the  number  of  motor-propelled  vehicles  and  the  indif- 
ference of  the  public  to  the  various  methods  of  protective  warning, 
results  in  a  .startling  increase  in  the  number  of  fatalities  and  personal 
injuries.  An  average  of  oue  death  every  three  days  and  one  serious 
injury  every  day  is  reflected  by  the  record  of  accidents  at  grade  crossings 
during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1916. 

6.     Accidents  on  Other  Public  Utilities. 

During  the  year  it  was  concluded,  by  conference  between  the  Indus- 
trial Acident  Commission  and  the  Railroad  Commission,  that  the  latter 
should  assume  jurisdiction  in  all  matters  relating  to  accidents  on  public 
utility  property. 

The  Railroad  Commission  is  now  preparing  a  form  of  accident  report 
for  water,  gas,  electric  and  telephone  utilities.  Upon  these  forms  all 
public  utilities  of  the  classes  specified  will  report  accidents  just  as  is 
already  done  in  the  case  of  accidents  on  steam  and  electric  railroads. 
In  this  manner  jurisdiction  over  the  accidents  of  other  public  utilities 
will  be  as  extensive  as  that  now  exercised  with  reference  to  common 
carriers. 

In  order  to  provide  safety  of  operation  in  other  public  utilities,  the 
Railroad  Commission,  during  the  past  year,  issued  its  General  Order 
No.  46,  prescribing  regulations  governing  the  protection  and  guarding 
of  moving  machinery,  power  transmission  and  other  mechanical  equip- 
ment, ladders  and  stairways,  platforms,  passages  and  other  facilities. 
The  Railroad  Commission  is  now  compiling  a  complete  standard  of 
ty  rules  and  regulations  for  gas  and  electric  utilities.  In  this  con- 
nection considerable  preliminary  investigation  has  been  made  by  the 
Railroad  Commission,  and  with  the  assistance  of  the  Bureau  of  Stand- 
ards of  the  United  States,  which  body  has  made  a  very  exhaustive 
examination  into  the  standards  of  construction  and  operation  for  safety 
of  employees  and  the  public,  the  coming  year  will  witness  active  work 
on  the  part  of  the  Railroad  Commission  in  this  matter. 
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7.      Inspection   of   Reservoir  Dams. 

All  utilities  constructing  reservoir  dams  of  any  magnitude  are  now 
required  to  file  their  plans  in  detail  with  this  Commission  and  to  obtain 
authority  for  anticipated  construction.  The  Railroad  Commission  is 
now  making  an  inspection  of  all  public  utility  reservoir  dams. 

The  records  of  the  Railroad  Commission  show  51  dams  in  the  state  of 
greater  than  30  feet  in  height  or  storing  more  than  5,000  acre-feet  of 
water,  which  are  the  property  of  public  utilities.  The  utility  dams  com- 
prise 42  earth,  loose  rock  or  other  structures  built  of  a  loose  material 
with  or  without  water-tight  facing  or  core  wall,  one  of  timber,  one  con- 
crete multiple  arch  structure  and  six  arch  plan  masonry  or  concrete 
dams.  The  earth  dams  range  in  height  between  23  feet  and  125  feet. 
One,  under  construction  by  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  by 
hydraulic  fill  process,  is  planned  for  an  ultimate  height  of  230  feet. 
Loose  rock  and  combinations  of  loose  rock,  earth,  timber,  etc.,  vary  in 
height  between  30  and  150  feet. 

The  floods  occurring  in  the  state  during  January,  1916,  damaged 
many  water  utility  properties,  particularly  in  Los  Angeles  and  San 
Diego  counties.  The  Sweetwater  Water  Company  suffered  possibly  the 
greatest  damage  of  all  the  concerns  in  the  path  of  the  floods  other  than 
involved  in  the  Otay  disaster.  Here  a  portion  of  the  Sweetwater  dam 
was  washed  out  and  a  dyke,  separate  from  the  Sweetwater  dam  at  the 
south  side  of  the  same  reservoir,  was  completely  carried  away.  A  pre- 
vious flood  had  reached  a  maximum  discharge  of  18,000  cubic  feet  per 
second.  Nevertheless,  the  wasteway  at  Sweetwater  dam  was  con- 
structed with  a  capacity  of  about  5,000  second-feet  and  the  portion  of 
the  clam  that  failed  was  constructed,  not  of  solid  masonry  and  concrete 
as  was  the  remainder  of  the  structure,  but  of  earth  with  a  vertical  con- 
crete core  wall.  This  failed  upon  overtopping,  the  water  removing  the 
loose  material  on  the  downstream  side  of  the  core. 

The  Commission  has  passed  upon  the  advisability  of  plans  submitted 
to  it  by  the  Sweetwater  Water  Company  for  the  repair  of  this  structure, 
and  is  determining  the  distribution  of  the  expense  in  repair  of  reservoir 
and  distribution  mains. 

8.      Construction   of   Power  Transmission    Lines  and  Telephone   Lines. 

Iii  Chapter  40!),  Statutes  1911,  the  legislature  prescribes  the  manner 
of  placing,  erecting,  using  and  maintaining  electric  poles,  wires,  cables 
and  appliances  used  in  connection  with  the  transmission  and  distribution 
of  electricity  and  of  telephonic  and  telegraphic  messages.  By  an 
amendment  to  this  .statute  the  legislature,  in  Chapter  600,  Statutes  of 
L915,  imposes  upon  the  Railroad  Commission  the  duty  of  enforcing  the 
provisions  of  this  statute  regulating  the  construction  <*\'  electric  and  tele- 
phone lines  in  California.  This  additional  duty  is  very  extensive  and 
will  require  an  inspection  of  practically  all  of  the  several  thousands  of 
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electric  and  telephone  lines  in  the  slate.  The  statute  provides  thai  ex- 
tensions of  time  may  lie  allowed  by  the  Railroad  Commission  within 
which  the  utility  shall  be  required  to  comply  with  all  the  provisions  of 
the  statute.  Formal  applications  have  been  filed  with  the  Railroad 
Commission  by  over  75  electric  and  telephone  companies  seeking  such 
extensions,  and  public  hearings  are  being  held  therein. 

The  Railroad  Commission  has  also  issued  two  general  orders  designed 
to  safeguard  the  construction  and  operation  of  electric  [tower  and  tele- 
phone lines.  The  first  of  these  general  orders,  No.  26,  provides  the 
standard  of  construction  of  power  lines,  street  railroads  and  wire  cross- 
ings. The  second.  No.  39,  prescribes  the  regulations  to  govern  tbe  con- 
struction and  operation  of  electric  transmission  and  telephone  lines,  to 
minimize  the  inductive  interference  resulting  from  the  parallel  opera- 
tion of  such  systems. 

The  Railroad  Commission  considers  that  its  jurisdiction  to  supervise 
the  construction  and  operation  of  public  utilities  in  order  to  insure 
safety  to  the  employees  and  patrons  of  the  utility  and  to  the  public  is  of 
tremendous  importance.  The  Railroad  Commission  is  now  doing,  and 
will  continue  to  do.  everything  reasonably  possible  in  order  that  the 
greatest  safety  may  be  attained.

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CHAPTER  XI. 


PUBLIC  OWNERSHIP. 

Public  ownership  of  public  utilities  is  increasing  in  California.  The 
Railroad  Commission  has  a  very  definite  and  important  work  in  the 
acquisition  of  public  utilities  by  the  public. 

1.     Jurisdiction. 

The  Railroad  Commission  has  uniformly  been  of  the  opinion  that  it 
does  not  have  jurisdiction  over  publicly-owned  utilities  in  so  far  as 
the  same  are  operated  within  the  limits  of  the  public  body  owning 
them.  Accordingly,  the  Railroad  Commission  does  not  regulate  the 
municipally-owned  street  railway  system  in  San  Francisco  and  Owens 
River  aqueduct  owned  by  the  city  of  Los  Angeles,  in  so  far  as  street 
railroad  service  and  water  service  are  supplied  within  the  limits  of 
these  municipalities  respectively.  Likewise,  the  Railroad  Commission 
3  not  have  jurisdiction  over  irrigation  districts,  of  which  there  are 
a  large  number  in  California,  in  so  far  as  water  is  supplied  within  the 
limits  of  such  districts. 

When,  however,  publicly-owned  utilities  are  operated  uutside  of  the 
particular  public  corporation  owning  them,  jurisdiction  over  such 
extraterritorial  service  is  claimed  and  exercised  by  the  Railroad 
Commission. 

The  work  which  the  Railroad  Commission  is  doing  in  the  field  of 
public  ownership  lies  chiefly  in  the  jurisdiction  which  the  Railroad 
Commission  has  with  reference  to  the  acquisition  by  the  public  of 
utilities  theretofore  privately  owned.  In  this  field  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission has  tried  to  be  of  service  in  establishing  fair  prices  to  be  paid 
for  the  property  and  in  safeguarding  the  public  in  the  acquisition  of 
utility  property. 

2.     Eminent  Domain   Proceedings. 

Under  section  23a,  Article  XII,  California  Constitution,  and 
so 't ion  47  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act,  the  Railroad  Commission  is  given 
jurisdiction  to  determine  the  just  compensation  which  shall  be  paid 
by  any  municipality,  irrigation  district,  public  utility  district,  or  other 
municipal  corporation,  for  public  utility  property  proposed  to  be 
acquired  in  eminent  domain  proceedings.  The  findings  of  the  Railroad 
Commission  with  reference  to  such  just  compensation,  are  conclusivo 
in  the  eminent  domain  proceeding  thereafter  brought  in  the  courts. 
The  Railroad  Commission,  in  such  proceedings,  acts  in  the  place  of  the 
jury  in  the  ordinary  eminent  domain  proceeding. 
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Instead  of  the  prolonged  court  procedure  which  is  customary  in 
such  proceedings,  the  expeditious  method  possible  before  the  Railroad 
Commission,  and  the  benefit  of  the  experts  on  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion's staff,  may  be  had  by  a  municipal  corporation  seeking  to  condemn 
the  property  of  a  private  public  utility. 

This  procedure  has  been  sustained  by  the  Supreme  Court  of 
California  in  Marin  Water  and  Power  Company  vs.  The  Railroad 
Commission  of  the  State  of  California,  decided  by  that  court  Jan- 
uary 17,  1916,  and  reported  in  171  Cal.  706.  This  case  was  brought 
to  review  the  findings  of  value  fixed  by  the  Railroad  Commission  upon 
the  property  of  the  Marin  Water  and  Power  Company  at  the  instance 
of  the  Marin  Municipal  Water  District.  The  court  not  only  upheld  the 
procedure  prescribed  in  the  Constitution  and  Public  Utilities  Act,  but 
also  declared  that  the  Railroad  Commission  need  not,  as  contended  by 
the  water  company,  make  a  separate  finding  upon  the  value  of  each 
element  of  property,  but  may  make  one  finding  as  to  the  aggregate 
value  of  the  entire  public  utility  property  to  be  condemned. 

Appended  to  Chapter  VII,  Valuations,  is  a  table  which  gives  a  record 
of  each  of  the  proceedings  which  have  been  brought  under  section  47 
of  the  Public  Utilities  Act,  to  have  the  Railroad  Commission  fix  the  just 
compensation  to  be  paid  by  the  public  for  public  utility  property 
proposed  to  be  acquired  through  eminent  domain  proceedings. 

3.     Public  Acquisition  of  Utility  Property  Otherwise  than  by  Condemnation. 

The  Railroad  Commission  has  a  part  in  the  taking  over  by  the  public 
of  public  utilities,  not  only  in  condemnation  cases,  but  in  all  other 
transfers  of  utilities  to  the  public  even  where  no  condemnation  proceed- 
ings are  had. 

In  section  51  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act  it  is  provided  that  no  public 
utility  property  of  the  kind  therein  described  shall  be  transferred  either 
to  another  public  utility  or  to  the  public,  without  the  consent  of  the  Rail- 
road Commission  being  first  obtained.  In  giving  its  consent  to  such 
transfer,  the  Railroad  Commission  is  authorized  to  prescribe  such  condi- 
tions as  to  the  Railroad  Commission  may  seem  proper  to  safeguard  the 
rights  of  the  public.  With  a  view  to  a  possible  future  public  ownership, 
the  Railroad  Commission  has,  in  all  private  as  well  as  public  transfers  of 
public  utility  property,  been  careful  to  insert  appropriate  safeguarding 
conditions. 

One  of  the  most  far-reaching  conditions  the  Railroad  Commission  has 
imposed,  and  which  has  done  more  possibly  than  any  other  to  protect 
the  rights  of  the  public  in  public  ownership,  has  been  in  the  valuation  of 
franchises  of  public  utilities  transferred.  This  condition  takes  different 
aspects.  The  Public  Utilities  Act  itself,  by  express  amendment  of  the 
legislature   of  1913,   provides  in  section   50  that  in   authorizing  the 
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exercise  of  franchise  rights  by  a  public  utility,  the  Railroad  Commission 

may  allow  the  exercise  of  such  rights  upon  conditions,  "including  pro- 
visions for  the  acquisition  by  tin  public  of  such  franchisi  or  permit  and 
all  rights  acquired  tht  n  under  and  (til  works  constructed  and  maintained 

by  authority  thereof,  as  in  its  judgment  the  public  convenience  and 
necessity  may  require." 

This,  and  also  the  right  given  under  section  51  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Act  imposing  conditions  upon  the  sale  of  public  utility  property,  gives 
to  the  Railroad  Commission  authority  to  meet  one  of  the  worst  abuses 
of  the  rights  of  the  public  which  have  in  the  past  been  practiced.  In 
transferring  franchises  either  to  new  utilities  or  to  the  public,  claim  of 
exorbitant  values  for  them  have  been  made.  Though  these  franchises 
are  in  the  first  instance  granted  by  the  public,  yet  unless  restrained  by 
authority,  the  public  may  be  required  to  pay  disproportionate  sums 
to  reacquire  the  rights  it  originally  gave  the  utility.  To  meet  this 
unreasonable  situation,  the  Railroad  Commission  is  consistently  requir- 
ing that  public  utility  franchises  shall  be  transferred  only  upon  the 
condition  that  the  purchasing  utility  shall  never  claim  before  the 
Railroad  Commission  or  any  other  public  body,  either  in  a  rate-fixing 
inquiry  or  in  disposing  of  the  franchise  to  the  public,  a  value  for  such 
franchise  more  than  the  original  cost  of  acquiring  the  same  from  the 
public.  The  beneficial  result  of  this  policy  in  relation  to  public  owner- 
ship is  self  evident.  When  the  purchasing  utility  transfers  its  property 
to  the  public,  it  is  precluded  by  virtue  of  the  condition  previously 
imposed  by  the  Railroad  Commission  to  claim  for  its  franchises  anything 
in  addition  to  the  original  cost  of  acquiring  them. 

The  most  notable  example  of  this  policy  of  the  Railroad  Commission 
occurs  in  the  decision  of  the  Railroad  Commission,  No.  3320,  made  in 
Application  No.  2176.  being  the  application  of  San  Jose  Water  Company 
for  authority  to  transfer  its  property  to  San  Jose  Water  Works.  In 
authorizing  this  transfer  the  Railroad  Commission  says: 

"San  Jose  Water  Company  is  approaching  the  end  of  its  life. 
The  company  is  petitioning  the  state  to  be  authorized  to  continue 
to  own  and  operate  its  property  through  the  instrumentality  of  a 
new  corporation  for  the  term  of  another  fifty  years.  The  state  may 
either  grant  or  deny  the  application.  It  seems  only  fair  that  under 
these  circumstances  the  state,  if  it  grants  the  application,  should 
require  that  the  new  corporation  agree  that  it  will  never  in  any 
character  of  proceeding  before  any  court,  commission  or  other  pub- 
lic authority,  claim  any  value  for  its  franchises  where,  as  is  the 
case  here,  nothing  was  originally  paid  for  them  by  San  Jose  Water 
Company.  The  framers  of  the  Constitution  of  1879.  apparently 
uncertain  as  to  what  conditions  the  progress  of  time  might  show  to 
be  wise  with  reference  to  public  utility  franchises,  solved  the 
problem  by  granting  franchises  by  section  19  of  Article  XI  of  the 
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constitution,  but  at  the  same  time  provided  that  the  legislature 
should  not  extend  the  term  of  a  public  utility  corporation's  life. 
Thus  the  framers  of  the  Constitution  of  1879  preserved  to  the 
state 's  representatives,  at  stated  periods  in  the  future,  the  power  to 
review  the  relationship  between  each  public  utility  corporation  and 
the  public  and  to  impose  such  conditions  on  the  transfer  of  a  public 
utility  corporation's  property  and  franchises,  as  the  accumulated 
experience  of  the  years  to  come  might  show  to  be  wise  and  necessary 
for  the  protection  of  the  public." 

By  following  this  policy  the  Eailroad  Commission  is  eliminating  for 
all  time  in  the  future  the  possibility  of  utilities  again  making  extrava- 
gant claims  for  franchise  valuations,  upon  which  the  public  is  expected 
to  pay  a  revenue  in  rates. 

4.     Sacramento  Valley  West  Side   Canal   Company  Cases. 

In  some  instances,  it  has  appeared  to  the  Railroad  Commission  that 
due  to  the  peculiar  facts  of  the  case,  the  people  would  be  better  served 
and  at  lower  rates  if  they  themselves  took  over  and  operated  a  certain 
utility.  A  striking  illustration  of  this  occurs  in  the  Sacramento  Valley 
West  Side  Canal  Company  cases  (Decision  No.  2483,  Vol.  7,  Opinions 
and  Orders  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  California,  p.  113).  This 
company  has  for  many  years  conducted  a  public  utility  irrigation  system 
in  the  Sacramento  Valley.  The  system  covers  a  vast  area,  and  the 
farmers  throughout  the  length  of  this  area  are  wholly  dependent  upon 
this  system  for  water  service.  Those  operating  the  company  refused  to 
co-operate  with  the  consumers,  and  constant  irritation  existed.  The 
Railroad  Commission,  in  making  its  order  in  complaints  filed  by  users 
and  prospective  users  of  water,  expressed  the  belief  that  the  greatest 
satisfaction  would  be  had  by  the  acquisition  of  the  utility  by  the  farmers 
themselves,  and  recommended  that  this  be  done,  saying : 

"In  this  opinion  the  situation  has  been  examined  and  the  facts 
have  been  set  forth  in  much  greater  detail  than  would  otherwise 
have  been  done  for'  the  reason  that  the  (Commission  desires  to  do 
all  in  its  power  to  state  the  facts  clearly  to  the  people  of  Glenn  and 
Colusa  counties,  so  that  they  may  have  a  solid  foundation  on  which 
to  act  in  case  they  should  desire  themselves  to  acquire  and  operate 
the  Sacramento  Valley  West  Side  Canal  Company's  water  system. 
Attention  has  been  drawn  to  the  fact  that  it  has  generally  been 
found  desirable  in  the  development  of  large  irrigation  projects  in 
California  to  form  an  irrigation  district  so  that  the  entire  land  in 
the  district,  the  value  of  which  is  enhanced  by  the  possibility 
of  securing  water,  may  bear  its  fair  share  of  the  burdens  of  the 
system,  particularly  during  the  early  years  when  the  revenues  are 
always  insufficient  to  run  the  system.  If  the  people  of  Glenn  and 
Colusa  counties  should  in  their  wisdom  adopt  this  solution  of  the 
extremely  difficult  problem  which  has  confronted  them  for  more 
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than  thirty  years,  and  if  the  facts  herein  presented  in  considerable 
detail  shall  prove  to  be  of  assistance  in  this  undertaking,  the  Com- 
mission will  feel  that  its  labors  in  these  cases  have  not  been  in 
vain. ' ' 

5.     Water  Utilities. 

In  this  state  there  are  about  84  mnnicipally-owned  water  systems  for 
domestic  and  industrial  supply  of  considerable  magnitude.  Two  of  the 
largest  public  water  supply  systems  are  still  in  private  ownership,  the 
Spring  Valley  Water  Company,  serving  San  Francisco,  and  the  Peoples 
Water  Company,  serving  the  municipalities  grouped  on  the  east  side  of 
San  Francisco  Bay.  These  two  are  among  the  largest  concerns  of  their 
kind  in  private  ownership  in  this  country,  the  Spring  .Valley  Water 
Company's  property  being  of  greater  magnitude  than  any  other 
privately-owned  water  supply  property  on  this  hemisphere. 

In  the  exercise  of  its  jurisdiction  to  fix  the  just  compensation  to  be 

paid  for  water  utilities  acquired  by  the  public  through  eminent  domain 

proceedings,  the  Railroad  Commission  has  fixed  the  just  compensation 

upon  the  following  systems :

Furthermore,  the  Railroad  Commission  has  in  thirty-seven  instances 
passed  upon  the  transfer  of  water  utilities  to  the  public  by  other  means 
than  condemnation. 

The  United  States  is  the  owner  of  one  irrigation  system  in  the  state, 
that  in  Glenn  County,  known  as  theprland  Project  of  the  United  States 
Reclamation  Service,  the  ownership  of  which  will  pass  to  actual  water 
users  at  some  time  to  be  determined,  when  the  amount  of  accruing 
payments  on  building  charges  may  warrant  it.  This  project  is  noted  as 
one  of  the  most  successful  irrigation  projects  undertaken  by  the  federal 
government. 

The  Yuma  Irrigation  Project  of  the  same  service  will  irrigate  a  large 
area  on  the  California  side  of  the  Colorado  River  which  lias  been  segre- 
gated from  the  Yuma  Indian  reservation,  and  opened  to  entry.  Actual 
use  of  water  has  not  been  made  to  any  considerable  extent. 
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Under  the  Wright  Irrigation  Act  of  1887,  modified  by  a  number  of 
amendments,  57  irrigation  districts  had  been  organized  previous  to 
January  1,  1916.  Of  these.  11  are  operating  to  the  extent  of  actual 
control  of  works  and  delivery  of  water  to  individuals,  while  a  number 
of  others  are  developing  irrigation  systems  and  will  soon  put  lands 
under  irrigation.  The  11  districts  mentioned  have  constructed  works 
covering  an  aggregate  area  of  640,000  acres,  of  which,  it  is  estimated, 
240,000  acres  were  irrigated  during  1915.  The  districts  now  construct- 
ing works  will  be  enabled  to  bring  the  total  area  under  water  service 
above  1,000,000  acres.  Among  those  now  proposed  is  a  district  that 
will,  if  successful,  include  within  its  boundaries  nearly  1,000,000  acres 
of  irrigable  land,  taking  in  all  that  at  present  irrigated  about  Fresno  in 
the  valleys  of  the  Kings  River  and  the  San  Joaquin  River. 

The  so-called  Carey  Act,  passed  by  Congress  in  1894,  provides  for 
irrigation  and  settlement  of  lands  in  such  form  as  to  be  directly  under 
state  control  and  in  a  limited  way  established  public  equity  in  the 
property  which  is,  however,  constructed  by  a  private  concern.  In  this 
state,  however,  there  has  been  no  development  of  a  Carey  Act  project. 

Municipally-owned  water  systems  serving  84  of  the  urban  communi- 
ties of  California,  with  an  aggregate  population  of  approximately 
1.100,000,  own  property  costing  nearly  $50,000,000.00.  These  water 
systems  have  a  total  capacity  in  storage  reservoirs  and  tanks  of  40,000 
million  gallons.  Seven  large  reservoir  dams,  accounting  for  38,500  mil- 
lion gallons  capacity  are  owned  by  the  cities  of  Los  Angeles  and 
San  Diego. 

In  addition  to  the  quarter  million  acres  irrigated  in  the  "Wright 
districts,  the  publicly-owned  mutual  water  companies  serve  an  area  of 
over  100,000  acres,  and  the  Federal  Reclamation  Service  Project  about 
10,000  acres.  Except  in  the  case  of  the  irrigation  districts,  records  are 
incomplete  and  any  statistics  in  the  aggregate  are  largely  built  up  from 
estimates. 

6.     Gas  Utilities. 

Municipalities  in  California  have  not  generally  undertaken  to  operate 
gas  plants.  The  city  of  Santa  Clara,  however,  has  owned  and  operated 
its  gas  producing  and  distribution  system  for  a  number  of  years. 
During  the  past  year  three  other  municipalities  have  taken  steps  to 
operate  their  own  gas  distribution  systems.  None  of  these,  however, 
have  undertaken  to  construct  their  own  plants.  These  three  cities  are 
Palo  Alto.  Newport  Beach  and  Huntington  Beach. 

During  the  last  year  the  city  of  Palo  Alto  applied  to  the  Railroad 
Commission  for  a  determination  of  the  price  to  be  paid  for  the  gas 
distribution  system  owned  and  operated  by  the  Palo  Alto  Gas  Company 
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in  that  city.  The  city  of  Palo  Alto  has  a  population  of  about  4,500,  and 
the  company  renders  service  to  about  1,500  consumers,  gas  being  pur- 
chased from  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company. 

The  cities  of  Newport  Beach  and  Huntington  Beach,  Orange  County, 
were  practically  forced  into  the  construction  of  municipal  gas  distribu- 
tion plants  by  the  failure  of  the  serving  company  to  render  adequate 
service,  and  at  the  present  time  these  two  municipalities  are  preparing 
to  obtain  a  supply  of  natural  gas  from  the  Southern  Counties  Gas  Com- 
pany, part  of  the  existing  system  being  purchased  and  additional  mains 
installed  by  these  municipalities. 

7.     Electric   Utilities. 

Municipally-owned  and  operated  electric  plants  in  California  have 
existed  for  a  considerable  period.  No  definite  record  of  the  first  plant 
installed  is  available.  However,  service  has  been  rendered  by 
municipally-owned  production  and  distribution  systems  in  the  cities  of 
Alameda,  Palo  Alto,  Pasadena  and  Riverside  for  many  years.  With  the 
exception  of  the  cities  above  named  the  general  practice  among 
municipally-owned  plants  is  to  purchase  electric  energy  from  the  produc- 
ing and  transmitting  utilities.  The  cities  of  Ukiah,  Lodi,  Roseville, 
Azusa,  Healdsburg,  Santa  Clara,  Glendale  and  Burbank,  and  certain  of 
the  smaller  towns  are  now  operating  under  that  system. 

During  the  past  year  the  city  of  Los  Angeles  filed  an  application  for 
the  determination  of  the  price  to  be  paid  for  the  electric  distribution 
system  of  the  Southern  California  Edison  Company  within  the  city 
limits  of  Los  Angeles.  The  Railroad  Commission  has  made  a  complete 
and  detailed  valuation  of  these  properties  and  exhaustive  hearings  were 
held  at  which  evidence  was  introduced  as  to  the  value  of  the  properties 
and  the  severance  damages  resulting  from  the  taking  of  only  a  part  of 
the  power  company's  property. 

The  development  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  water  power  project  by  San 
Francisco  will  probably  add  San  Francisco  and  other  bay  cities  to  those 
operating  electric  systems. 

The  question  cf  the  probable  municipal  ownership  of  electric  utilities 
serving  within  their  incorporate  limits  is  an  important  factor  in  the 
regulation  of  utility  rates  and  service. 

The  Railroad  Commission  has  under  its  jurisdiction  the  regulation  of 
rates  and  the  granting  or  refusing  of  one  company  to  compete  with 
another.  In  exercising  these  functions  the  Railroad  Commission  is 
enabled  to  benefit  the  public  and  corporations  greatly  by  refusing  to 
allow  detrimental  competition  and  by  requiring  adequate  service  and 
just  rates.  The  Railroad  Commission  has  taken  the  position  that  it  has 
no  jurisdiction  over  the  construction  and  operating  of  competing 
municipal  plants. 
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Few  instances,  however,  are  of  record  in  this  state  where  corporations 
rendering  efficient  service  at  reasonable  rates  have  been  subjected  to 
damaging  competition  by  municipal  systems.  This  fact  is  in  itself  an 
assistance  in  the  regulation  of  utilities,  and  the  possibility  of  competition 
tends  automatically  to  guarantee  fair  treatment  and  reasonable  rates 
to  the  public. 

The  municipal  corporation  has  an  advantage  over  the  private  corpora- 
tion in  that  it  can  obtain  money  for  construction  at  a  lower  rate,  and 
does  not  have  to  consider  the  question  of  profit  on  its  investment. 
Municipal  plants  may  be  constructed  entirely  by  bond  issues  from  money 
costing  5  per  cent  or  less,  while  few  corporations  are  able  to  finance 
themselves  for  less  than  6  per  cent,  and  to  operate  successfully  often 
desire  a  profit  increasing  that  return  to  7  per  cent,  8  per  cent,  or  even 
9  per  cent.  The  private  corporation  must,  therefore,  make  a  saving 
commensurate  with  the  difference  in  the  cost  of  money,  or  otherwise 
show  a  corresponding  advantage  if  it  hopes  indefinitely  to  prevent  the 
operation  of  certain  classes  of  utilities  by  the  public. 
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CHAPTUK    XII. 


RAILROAD  COMMISSION  AND  THE  STATE. 

In  the  previous  chapters  of  this  report  we  have  outlined  somewhat 
in  detail  the  work  of  the  Railroad  Commission.  In  this  chapter  we 
propose  to  give  a  brief  general  summary  of  that  work. 

The  Railroad  Commission  is  a  body  created  by  the  constitution  of 
the  state  and  is  a  department  of  the  state  government.  There  are 
railroad  or  public  service  commissions  in  all  but  two  of  the  states  of 
the  Union.  The  Railroad  Commission  of  California  was  given  the 
wide  jurisdiction  which  it  now  exercises  over  public  utilities  by  an 
amendment  to  the  state  constitution  in  October,  1911,  and  by  the  pas- 
sage of  the  Public  Utilities  Act,  effective  March  23,  1912. 

The  Public  Utilities  Act  of  California  embodies  a  complete  scheme 
for  the  regulation  of  the  rates,  service  and  finances  of  public  utilities. 
The  excellence  of  this  statute  has  been  so  well  recognized  that  it  has 
been  passed  practically  verbatim  in  a  number  of  other  states. 

The  success  of  the  California  Commission,  we  firmly  believe,  lies  in 
the  policy  to  which  there  has  been  strict  adherence  that  in  regulating 
public  utilities  the  Railroad  Commission  must  be  fair  both  to  the 
utility  and  to  the  public.  It  is  this  policy  which  has  won  for  the 
Railroad  Commission  the  confidence,  not  alone  of  the  many  public 
utility  consumers  and  the  public  generally,  but  of  the  public  utilities 
themselves. 

The  Railroad  Commission  has  been  active  in  exercising  its  regu- 
latory jurisdiction  in  all  three  of  the  fields  of  rates,  service  and  finances 
of  public  utilities. 

Since  the  Public  Utilities  Act  went  into  effect  on  March  23,  1912, 
the  Railroad  Commission  has,  in  the  many  rate  proceedings  conducted 
by  it,  reduced  the  rates  of  public  utilities  in  this  state  in  an  aggregate 
amount  of  over  $6,000,000  each  year.  In  other  words,  there  is  saved 
to  the  people  of  this  state  each  year  an  amount  in  excess  of  $6,000,000 
which  was  formerly  paid  in  rates  charged  by  public  utilities.  This 
reduction  is  peculiarly  significant  in  view  of  the  fact  that  a  speedy 
procedure  is  provided  for  a  judicial  review  of  any  order  made  by  the 
Railroad  Commission.  Accordingly  when  the  rates  of  any  public 
utility  are  reduced  by  the  Railroad  Commission  that  utility,  if  it 
believes  the  order  of  the  Commission  to  be  unfair,  may  promptly  seek 
a  review  of  that  order  by  the  courts.  In  spite  of  this  opportunity  for 
judicial  review,  there  has  been  no  successful  attempt  to  attack  any  rates 
fixed  by  the  Railroad  Commission.  This  shows  that  the  reduction  of 
over  $6,000,000  each  year  in  public  utility  rates  has  not  been  unfair. 
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The  Railroad  Commission  has  also  put  into  effect  in  this  state  a  policy 
of  regulated  monopoly.  Section  50  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act  provides 
that  no  public  utility  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission, begin  to  serve  in  a  territory  already  occupied  by  a  public 
utility  of  like  character.  In  the  first  case  which  arose  under  this 
section  (Case  No.  269,  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  vs.  Great 
Western  Power  Company,  Volume  1,  Opinions  and  Orders  of  the  Rail- 
road Commission  of  California,  203),  the  Railroad  Commission 
announced  that  it  would  not  allow  one  utility  to  enter  the  field  of  a 
utility  of  like  character  unless  it  could  be  shown  that  the  utility  desir- 
ing entrance  could  furnish  service  at  more  reasonable  rates  than  the 
utility  in  the  field,  or  that  the  utility  in  the  field  was  not  furnishing 
adequate  and  proper  service.  This  principle  was  again  announced  in 
the  decision  of  Application  No.  347,  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of 
Oro  Electric  Corporation  for  a  certificate  to  exercise  franchise  rights 
granted  by  the  City  of  Stockton.  In  these  decisions  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission announced  practically  that  as  long  as  a  public  utility  was  fur- 
nishing adequate  service  at  reasonable  rates,  the  Railroad  Commission 
would  protect  that  utility  in  its  field  and  would  not  allow  a  competitor 
to  enter  its  field.  The  Railroad  Commission  has  consistently  followed 
this  policy.  In  some  instances  it  has  admitted  utilities  into  fields  where 
it  was  shown  that  the  existing  utility  was  not  furnishing  adequate 
service  at  reasonable  rates.  In  the  majority  of  cases,  however,  it  has 
been  found  that  the  utilities  realizing  the  benefits  of  regulated  monopoly 
have  been  giving  adequate  service  at  reasonable  rates.  In  fact,  as 
soon  as  the  decision  was  announced  in  the  cases  above  mentioned  there 
was  a  very  general  voluntary  reduction  in  public  utility  rates  through- 
out the  state  and  a  very  general  improvement  in  service,  in  order  that 
the  public  utilities  might  be  in  a  position  to  claim  the  advantages  of 
regulated  monopoly. 

The  Railroad  Commission  has  issued  a  set  of  rules  and  regulations 
applicable  to  water,  gas,  electric  and  telephone  utilities,  and  covers  the 
matter  of  service  deposits  and  extensions.  These  rules  permit  the  col- 
lection of  service  deposits  only  when  the  consumer  can  not  establish  his 
credit  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  Railroad  Commission.  The 
utilities  are  not  permitted  to  collect  service  deposits  generally  as  had 
theretofore  been  the  custom.  The  order  of  the  Railroad  Commission 
also  directed  these  utilities  to  return  the  deposits  which  had  already 
been  collected  in  instances  not  permitted  by  tin'  Railroad  Commission's 
order.  Approximately  a  million  dollars  of  deposits  were  refunded  by 
the  public  utilities  to  consumers.  This  order  also  provides  that  when 
a  dispute  arises  between  a  public  utility  and  a  consumer  with  reference 
to  the  amount  of  a  bill,  the  amount  claimed  by  the  public  utility  may 
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be  deposited  with  the  Railroad  Commission  which  will  determine  the 
amount  properly  due,  and  pay  out  the  money  accordingly. 

The  Railroad  Commission  has  done  much  to  improve,  extend  and 

make  safe  the  service  of  public  utilities.  It  is  impossible  to  review  here 
all  that  has  been  done  in  these  fields.  A  statement  of  these  matters  is 
contained  in  other  chapters  of  this  report.  "What  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission has  accomplished  in  these  lines  has  been  done  chiefly  in  separate 
orders  in  specific  cases,  and  not  by  orders  generally  applicable  to  all 
utilities.  It  is  sufficient  to  state  that  the  Railroad  Commission  has 
required  public  utilities  to  make  extensions  into  new  territory  and  to 
new  consumers  where  it  has  been  found  reasonable  that  such  extensions 
should  be  made.  Furthermore,  the  Railroad  Commission  has  required 
public  utilities  to  increase  their  capacity  for  supplying  public  utility 
service,  and  has  also  directed  that  measures  be  provided  so  that  waste 
in  the  public  service  be  eliminated  in  order  that  a  greater  area  may  be 
supplied.  Furthermore,  the  Railroad  Commission  is  constantly  engaged 
in  inspecting  the  service  of  common  carriers  and  other  public  utilities 
for  the  purpose  of  remedying  dangerous  conditions  in  the  operation  of 
public  utilities,  so  that  their  operation  may  be  made  safe  to  the  em- 
ployees and  the  consumers  of  the  public  utility  and  to  the  public 
generally. 

The  result  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad  Commission  with  refer- 
ence to  the  finances  of  public  utilities,  has  been  to  make  securities  of 
public  utilities  more  salable,  and  the  finances  of  public  utilities  more 
stable.  Since  the  Public  Utilities  Act  went  into  effect  on  March  23, 
1912,  the  Railroad  Commission  has  authorized  the  issue  by  public 
utilities  of  stocks,  bonds,  notes  and  other  certificates  of  indebtedness 
to  the  aggregate  amount  of  $664,973,223.60.  There  has  been  a  greater 
investment  in  public  utilities  in  California  since  the  Public  Utilities  Act 
went,  into  effect  than  during  any  other  similar  period  in  the  state's 
history.  The  regulation  of  the  issue  of  securities  by  public  utilities  has 
attracted  money  to  California.  In  almost  every  public  utility  field  in 
California  exceptional  development  is  now  being  made.  Extensions 
and  improvements  in  existing  plants  and  the  initiation  of  new  enter- 
prises are  being  readily  financed  throughout  the  entire  state. 

It  is,  of  course,  impossible  to  set  forth  in  detail  everything  which  the 
Railroad  Commission  has  done  in  these  three  fields  under  its  jurisdic- 
tion. In  the  various  chapters  of  this  report,  however,  we  have  given 
some  indication  of  the  important  work  which  the  Railroad  Commission 
is  doing. 

"We  have  every  belief  that  the  Railroad  Commission  will  continue 
successfully  to  progress  along  the  lines  which  its  Work  has  already 
taken,  and  that  the  Railroad  Commission  will  continue  to  merit  the 
confidence  of  the  public  utilities  and  the  people  of  the  entire  state.

Service  having  been  consider- 
ably improved  and  defendant  making  all  extensions  at  its  own 
expense,  no  order  is  made  covering  such  subjects.  Actual 
cost  of  obtaining  franchises  and  water  rights  only  allowed. 
No  allowance  made  for  going  concern  value,  when  a  utility 
has  earned  sufficient  revenues  to  wipe  out  all  deficits  incurred 
in  the  early  operation  of  its  system,  including  adequate  depre- 
ciation, amortization  of  equipment,  a  fair  return  upon  its 
investment  and  has  accumulated  a  considerable  surplus.  A 
more  detailed  discussion  of  this  decision  is  contained  in  the 
letter  of  transmittal   accompanying  this  report.

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COURT  PROCEEDINGS. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  court  proceedings  since  January  1. 
1911.  to  which  the  Railroad  Commission  has  been  a  party.  This  sum- 
mary includes  a  reference  to  the  decisions  of  the  Railroad  Commission 
reviewed  by  the  courts,  and  also  contains  a  brief  statement  of  the 
important  principles  announced  in  the  decisions  of  the  courts : 

1.  Southern  Pacific  Company  vs.  Railroad  Commission.  193  Fed.  699, 

decided  by  the  Federal  District  Court  for  the  Northern  District 

of  California,  on  February  7.  1912. 
In  this  case  Judge  Van  Fleet  refused  to  enjoin  the  enforcement  of 
the  order  of  the  Commission  in  the  San  Pedro  Rate  case,  wherein  the 
Commission  reduced  and  prescribed  certain  class  and  commodity  rates 
on  freight  moving  between  the  port  of  San  Pedro  and  the  city  of  Los 
Angeles,  in  the  state  of  California  (Vol.  1.  Opinions  and  Orders  of  the 
Railroad  Commission  of  California.  15). 

2.  Palo  Alto  Gas  Company  vs.  J.  M.  Eshleman  ct  al.,  decided  by  the 

Superior  Court  of  Santa  Clara  County  on  December  13.  1912. 

In  this  case  Judge  Richards  refused  to  restrain  the  Commission  from 
assuming  jurisdiction  in  the  Palo  Alto  Gas  Rate  case.  The  company 
contended  that  under  its  franchise  with  the  city  an  agreement  had  been 
reached  as  to  the  rates  to  be  charged  and  the  manner  in  which  they 
should  be  fixed,  which  contract  could  not  be  affected  by  the  Public 
Utilities  Act.  The  court  held  that  the  Public  Utilities  Act  superseded 
the  agreement  evidenced  by  the  franchise. 

After  this  decision  was  rendered,  the  Commission  proceeded  to  hear 
and   decide  the  Palo  Alto   Gas   Rat-  the   decision   in   which   is 

reported  in  Vol.  2.  Opinions  and  Orders  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of 
California.  300. 

3.  /  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  vs.  John  M.  Eshleman 

et  al.,  166  Cal.  610.  decided  by  the  California  Supreme  Court  on 

December  20.  1013. 
This  cas-     3  2      -rally  referred  to  as  the  Telephone  ease,  and  is  the 
first  case  in  which  the  Public  Utilities  Act  with  its  grant  of  enlai  3 
powers  to  the  Railroad  Commission  came  before  the  Supreme  Court. 
The  decision  disc    5£    -     I   length  s.-.-tiun<  22  and  23  «>t'  Article  XI 1 
the  Constitution  of  California  as  amended        i  '      iber  1".  1911,  and  the 
Public  Utilities  Ad    passed  thereunder.     The  constitutionality  of  the 
Public  Utilities  Act,  together  with  the  enlarged  jurisdiction  granted  to 
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1 1 10  Railroad  Commission  and  the  limited  review  by  the  courts  of  the 
decisions  of  the  Commission  is  upheld. 

The  particular  order  of  the  Commission  before  the  court  in  that 
case  was  a  telephone  physical  connection  order,  directing  The  Pacific 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  to  allow  to  lie  connected  with  it,  for 
the  purpose  of  long  distance  service,  two  local  telephone  systems  in 
Glenn  and  Tehama  counties.  The  order  was  annulled  by  the  court  on 
the  ground  that  it  amounted  to  "a  taking  of  property"  in  violation  of 
the  federal  constitution.  The  order  is  reported  in  Vol.  2,  Opinions  and 
Orders  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  California,  104. 

4.  Wilmington    Transportation   Company   vs.    Railroad   Commission, 

166    Cal.    741,    decided   by   the    California    Supreme    Court   on 
December  29,  1913. 

5.  Wilmington   Transportation    Company   vs.    Railroad   Commission, 

decided  by  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  on  February  1, 
1915,  and  reported  in  236  U.  S.  151;  59  L.  Ed.  508. 
These  cases  presented  for  the  first  time  the  question  whether  a  state 
could  regulate  the  rates  for  transportation  by  vessels  plying  the  high 
seas  on  voyages  between  points  Avithin  the  state.  The  Commission 
contended  that  it  had  jurisdiction  in  such  a  case.  (Vol.  3,  Opinions  and 
Orders  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  California,  42.)  The  conten- 
tion' of  the  Commission  was  upheld  by  both  the  California  Supreme 
Court  and  the  United  States  Supreme  Court. 

6.  Tyndale  Palmer  vs.  Railroad  Commission,  167  Cal.  163,  decided 

by  the  California  Supreme  Court  on  January  20,  1914. 
In  this  case  the  Supreme  Court  upheld  the  decision  of  the  Railroad 
Commission  (Vol.  2,  Opinions  and  Orders  of  the  Railroad  Commission 
of  California,  43),  dismissing  the  complaint  of  certain  residents  in  San 
Diego  County,  asking  that  the  Commission  direct  the  Southern  Cali- 
fornia Mountain  Water  Company  to  supply  them  with  water.  The 
Commission  found  that  there  was  not  sufficient  water  to  supply  these 
complainants  without  prejudicing  the  supply  of  existing  consumers, 
and  on  this  ground  dismissed  the  complaint. 

7.  Del  Mar  Water,  Light  and  Power  Company  vs.  John  M.  Eshlt  mam 

et  al.,  167  Cal.  666,  decided  by  the  California  Supreme  Court  on 
April  11,  1914. 

In  this  case  the  Supreme  Court  had  before  it  for  review  a  decision 
of  the  Commission  directing  the  water  company  to  lay  a  pipe  and 
serve  an  individual  living  on.  the  outskirts  of  Del  Mar,  San  Diego 
County,  California  (Vol.  2,  Opinions  and  Orders  of  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission of  California,  335).    The  company  contended  that  it  was  not  a 
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public  utility,  but  the  Supreme  Court  declined  to  so  hold.  The  order 
of  the  Commission  was  annulled,  however,  on  one  specific  ground  only — 
that  the  Commission  did  not  make  a  finding  that  the  individual  to  be 
served  with  water  was  within  the  territory  to  which  the  company  had 
undertaken  to  furnish  water  service. 

8.  Southern  Pacific    Company   vs.    John   M.   Eshhman   et   al.,   227 

Fed.  928,  decided  by  the  Federal  District  Court  for  the  Northern 
District  of  California,  on  May  26,  1914. 

This  was  a  proceeding  to  restrain  the  Railroad  Commission  from 
enforcing  compliance  with  section  52  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act  by  the 
Southern  Pacific  Company,  which  contemplated  issuing  certain  equip- 
ment trust  certificates  without  the  consent  of  the  Commission.  During 
the  pendency  of  the  proceeding  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  applied 
to  the  Railroad  Commission  and  received  its  consent  to  the  issuance  of 
these  certificates  (Vol.  3,  Opinions  and  Orders  of  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission of  California,  562). 

Accordingly,  the  bill  of  complaint  was  dismissed  by  Judge  Van 
Fleet,  solely  on  the  ground  that  the  controversy  had  become  moot. 

9.  Title  Guarantee  and  Trust  Company  vs.  Railroad  Commission,  168 

Cal.  295,  decided  by  the  California  Supreme  Court  on  August  3, 
1914. 

In  this  case  the  Supreme  Court  had  before  it  for  review  a  decision 
of  the  Commission  in  the  so-called  Glendale  cases  (Vol.  2,  Opinions  and 
Orders  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  California,  989).  In  its  decision 
the  Commission  ruled  that  it  was  the  duty  of  a  public  utility  water 
company  to  install  meters  and  service  connections  at  its  own  expense. 
This  principle  was  upheld  by  the  Supreme  Court,  but  the  particular 
order  before  the  court  was  annulled  on  the  ground  that  at  the  time 
the  decision  of  the  Commission  was  rendered  the  city  of  Glendale  and 
not  the  Railroad  Commission  had  .jurisdiction  to  enforce  this  principle 
as  to  utilities  operating  within  the  municipal  limits. 

10.     Kern  Trading  and  Oil  Company  vs.  Associated  Pipe  Line  Com- 
pany et  al,  217  Fed.  273,  decided  by  the  Federal  District  Court 
for  the  Northern  District  of  California,  on  September  14,  1914. 
This  was  a  proceeding  to  enjoin  the  defendant  Associated  Pipe  Line 
Company  from  complying  with  the  provisions  of  the  so-called  "Pipe 
Line  Statutes,"  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  California  in  1913  (Chap- 
ters 285,  286  and  327),  and  to  enjoin  the  Railroad  Commission,  its 
attorney  and  the  Attorney  General  of  California  from  enforcing  any 
of  the  provisions  of  said  statutes.    The  plaintiff  claimed  that  these  pipe 
line  statutes  violated  the  federal  constitution.     The  Commission  moved 
to  dismiss  the  bill  for  lack  of  jurisdiction  and  lack  of  equity. 
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On  September  14,  1914,  Circuit  Judges  Gilberl  and  Morrow  and 
District  Judge   Dooling,   speaking   through    the    Latter,    rendered    the 

decision  in  the  case.  The  court  declined  to  hold  that  any  of  these 
statutes  are  unconstitutional  and  refused  to  enjoin  the  Associated  Pipe 
Line  Company  from  complying  with  the  provisions  thereof.  Inasmuch, 
however,  as  the  hill  of  the  plaintiff  averred  that  the  penalties  provided 
for  noncompliance  with  these  statutes  and  the  license  fees  prescribed 
in  Chapters  285  and  286  are  so  severe  as  to  deter  the  companies  from 
testing  the  constitutionality  of  these  statutes  by  the  ordinary  procedure 
in  the  State  Supreme  Court,  the  federal  court  enjoined  the  Attorney 
General,  the  Railroad  Commission  and  its  attorney  from  enforcing 
against  Associated  Pipe  Line  Company  any  of  the  penalties  or  licenses, 
except  the  primary  fee  of  $250  which,  under  the  statutes,  "have 
accrued  or  may  accrue  at  any  time  before  the  validity  of  said  pipe  line 
acts  have  been  finally  passed  upon  by  the  courts  of  the  state  of  Cali- 
fornia. ' ' 

There  are  now  pending  before  the  Supreme  Court  three  proceedings, 
to  which  reference  is  later  made,  involving  the  constitutionality  of 
Chapter  327,  Statutes  of  California  of  1913. 

11.  California    Transportation    Company    vs.    Railroad    Commission, 

Supreme  Court,  No.  S.  F.  7195; 

12.  California  Navigation  and  Improvement   Company  vs.  Railroad 

Commission,  Supreme  Court,  No.  S.  F.  7196. 

In  each  of  these  proceedings  the  Supreme  Court  was  asked  to  review 
the  decision  of  the  Railroad  Commission,  denying  the  applications  of 
California  Transportation  Company  and  California  Navigation  and 
Improvement  Company  for  an  increase  in  the  rates  charged  for  trans- 
portation of  freight  by  water,  between  San  Francisco  and  ports  on  the 
Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin  rivers  (Vol.  5,  Opinions  and  Orders  of 
the  Railroad  Commission  of  California,  361). 

On  November  23,  1914,  the  Supreme  Court  made  an  order  denying 
the  petitions  for  a  writ  of  review. 

13.  John  U anion  vs.  John  M.  Eshleman  et  al.,  169  Cal.  200,  decided 

by  the  California  Supreme  Court  on  February  8,  1915. 
In  this  case  the  Supreme  Court  denied  a  petition  for  writ  of  mandate 
to  compel  the  Commission  to  hear  and  determine  an  application  of 
ITanlon  for  an  order  authorizing  Durfy  to  sell  the  latter 's  system  to 
Hanlon.  The  court  upheld  the  contention  of  the  Commission  that, 
under  section  51  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act,  the  Commission  must 
proceed  when  application  is  made  by  the  owner  of  the  utility  property 
which  is  to  be  sold  or  mortgaged,  and  that  the  Commission  is  not  com- 
pelled to  aet  upon  the  application  of  some  one  who  has   do   interest 
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whatever  in  the  utility  property.  The  opinion  of  the  Commission  on 
this  question  was  set  forth  in  a  decision  rendered  on  the  application 
of  Hanlon  that  authority  be  granted  Durfy  to  sell  the  latter 's  system 
(Vol.  4,  Opinions  and  Orders  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Cali- 
fornia, 456). 

14.  Palermo  Land  and  Water  Company  vs.  Railroad  Commission,  227 

Fed.  708,  decided  by  the  Federal  District  Court  for  the  North- 
ern District  of  California,  on  February  8,  1915. 

This  was  a  proceeding  to  enjoin  the  enforcement  of  the  decision  of 
the  Railroad  Commission  (Vol.  3,  Opinions  and  Orders  of  the  Railroad 
Commission  of  California,  1247),  prescribing  the  rates  to  be  charged 
for  water  supplied  by  Palermo  Land  and  Water  Company.  The  Com- 
mission moved  to  dismiss  the  bill  on  the  ground  that  the  company  had 
never  applied  to  the  Commission  for  a  rehearing,  as  provided  in  sec- 
tion 66  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act.  The  motion  of  the  Commission 
was  granted  and  the  bill  dismissed. 

This  case  establishes  the  important  principle  that  the  federal  court 
will  not  enjoin  the  enforcement  of  an  order  of  the  Railroad  Commission 
when  it  is  shown  that  the  party  seeking  the  injunction  has  not  availed 
itself  of  the  procedure  provided  in  section  66  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Act  for  a  rehearing  by  the  Commission. 

15.  Oro  Electric  Corporation  vs.  Railroad  Commission,  169  Cal.  466, 

decided  by  the  California  Supreme  Court  on  February  24,  1915. 

This  was  a  proceeding  to  review  the  order  of  the  Commission  denying 
to  Oro  Electric  Corporation  a  certificate  of  public  convenience  and 
necessity  to  exercise  a  franchise  to  sell  electric  energy  in  the  city  of 
Stockton,  the  decision  of  the  Commission  being  reported  in  Vol.  2, 
Opinions  and  Orders  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  California,  748. 

The  court  upheld  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad  Commission  to 
deny  to  Oro  Electric  Corporation  a  certificate  to  supply  electric  energy 
within  the  city  of  Stockton. 

16.  Ghriest  vs.   Railroad  Commission,   170   Cal.   63,   decided  by  the 

California  Supreme  Court  on  April  15,  1915. 
In  this  case  the  Supreme  Court  denied  an  application  to  review  a. 
decision  of  the  Railroad  Commission,  finding  that  public  convenience 
and  necessity  require  Pacific  Light  and  Power  Corporation  to  dis- 
tribute electric  energy  in  Newport  Beach.  Gnriesl  was  already 
operating  a  utility  of  like  character  in  that  city,  and  claimed  that  the 
order  of  the  Commission  was  improperly  made.  The  decision  of  the 
Commission  is  reported  in  Vol  3,  Opinions  and  Orders  of  the  Railroad 
Commission  of  California,  761. 
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17.  .17/.  Konocti  Light  and  Power  Company  vs.  .1/'/.''   Thelen  ei  al.. 

170   Cal.   468.   decided   by   the   California   Supreme   Court  on 

June  22,  191",. 
This  was  a  proceeding  to  review  an  order  of  the  Commission  dis- 
missing the  complaint  of  the  power  company  against  James  A.  Gunn, 
Jr.,  which  complaint  asked  the  Commission  to  restrain  Gunn  from 
constructing  a  hydroelectric  system  in  Lake  County  to  serve  the  village 
of  Finley,  on  the  ground  that  the  power  company  was  already  supply- 
ing Gunn,  and  that  Gunn  had  not  secured  a  certificate  of  public 
convenience  and  necessity.  The  order  of  the  Commission  found  that 
Gunn  had  procured  a  franchise  to  supply  electric  energy  in  Lake 
County  prior  to  March  23,  1912,  and  that  he  had,  prior  to  that  date, 
actually  begun  construction  work  and  had  been  diligently  prosecuting 
such  work  of  supplying  the  village  of  Finley  and  that  accordingly 
it  was  unnecessary  for  Gunn  to  obtain  a  certificate  (Vol.  6.  Opinions 
and  Orders  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  California,  787).  The 
Supreme  Court  denied  the  petition  of  the  power  company  and  upheld 
the  order  of  the  Railroad  Commission. 

18.  Valley  Telephone  Company  vs.  Railroad  Commission,  171  Cal.  55, 

decided  by  the  California  Supreme  Court  on  September  7.  1915. 

In  this  case  the  Supreme  Court  denied  the  petition  of  Valley  Tele- 
phone Company  to  review  an  order  of  the  Railroad  Commission  deny- 
ing to  said  company  a  certificate  to  supply  telephone  service  in  the 
city  of  Holtville.  Imperial  County,  on  the  ground  that  no  evidence  was 
produced  to  show  that  the  Imperial  Telephone  Company  was  not  giving 
adequate  service  in  said  city  at  reasonable  rates. 

The  decision  of  the  Commission  was  upheld  by  the  Supreme  Court, 
and  is  reported  in  Vol.  5.  Opinions  and  Orders  of  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission of  California.  734. 

19.  City  of  Los  Angeles  vs.   Central    Trust  Company  of  New  York 

<  f  al.,  decided  by  the  California  District  Court  of  Appeals  for 
the  Second  District  on  October  20,  1915,  and  reported  in  Vol.  21. 
California  Appellate  Decisions,  532. 
This  was  an  appeal  from  a  judgment  of  the  Superior  Court  of  L<>s 
Angeles  County  in  an  action  by  the  city  to  condemn  land  for  a  street 
across  the  tracks  of  a  railroad  within  the  city.     The  railroad  company 
demurred  to  the  complaint  on  the  ground  that  the  court  had  no  Juris- 
diction to  enter  a  decree  until  the  Railroad  Commission  had  fixed  the 
point  and  manner  of  crossing,  under  section  4:!  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Act.     The  Commission   tiled   a  brief  omit  us  curia    in  support  of  the 
position  thai   iis  order  fixing  the  time  and  manner  of  crossing  should 
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be  obtained  before  a  decree  in  condemnation  could  be  rendered.  The 
view  of  the  Commission  was  sustained  by  the  District  Court  of  Appeals, 
the  judgment  of  the  lower  court  being  reversed. 

On  December  16,  1915,  this  cause  was  transferred  to  the  Supreme 
Court  for  hearing,  where  the  matter  is  now  under  submission. 

20.  United  Light  and  Power  Company  vs.  Max  Tlielen  et  al.,  S.  F. 

No.  7465,  decided  by  the  California  Supreme  Court  on  Jan- 
uary 3,  1916. 
This  was  a  petition  to  review  an  order  of  the  Railroad  Commission 
(Vol.  6,  Opinions  and  Orders  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Cali- 
fornia, 800),  prescribing  the  rates  to  be  paid  by  San  Francisco-Oakland 
Terminal  Railways  for  electric  energy  supplied  by  United  Light  and 
Power  Company.  On  January  3,  1916,  this  proceeding  was  dismissed 
by  the  Supreme  Court  at  the  request  of  United  Light  and  Power 
Company  with  the  consent  of  the  Railroad  Commission. 

21.  W.  H.  Holabird  vs.  Railroad  Commission,  171  Cal.  691,  decided 

by  the  California  Supreme  Court  on  January  17,  1916. 
The  decision  in  this  case  is  upon  three  separate  petitions  asking 
the  Supreme  Court  to  annul  the  decision  of  the  Railroad  Commission 
(Vol.  5,  Opinions  and  Orders  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Cali- 
fornia, 153),  holding  that  California  Development  Company  and  the 
receiver  of  the  property  of  said  company  are  public  utilities.  The 
Supreme  Court  refused  to  annul  the  order  of  the  Commission,  and  in 
its  decision  established  the  rule  that  the  Supreme  Court  will  not 
entertain  a  proceeding  to  review  a  preliminary  order  of  the  Railroad 
Commission,  but  will  review  only  such  orders  as  are  in  their  nature 
final. 

22.  Marin  Water  and  Power  Company  vs.  Railroad  Commission,  171 

Cal.  706,  decided  by  the  California  Supreme  Court  on  Jan- 
uary 17,  1916. 

In  this  case  the  Supreme  Court  upholds  the  findings  of  the  Railroad 
Commission  made  in  a  proceeding  brought  by  Marin  Municipal  Water 
District  to  fix  the  compensation  which  should  be  paid  for  the  property 
of  Marin  Water  and  Power  Company  to  be  condemned  by  the  district. 

The  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  upholds  the  procedure  provided 
in  section  47  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act,  providing  that  the  Railroad 
Commission  may  fix  the  compensation  for  public  utility  property  to  be 
condemned  by  public  corporations,  and  also  holds  that  it  is  not  neces- 
sary to  make  a  separate  finding  in  such  proceedings  upon  each  separate 
element  of  property. 

The  decision  of  the  Commission  was  made  on  April  9,  1915,  in 
Application   No.    1141,   In   the    matter   of   the   application   of   Marin 
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Municipal  Water  District  for  an  order  of  the  Railroad  Commission 
fixing  and  determining  the  just  compensation  to  be  paid  to  Marin 
Water  and  Power  Company,  a  public  utility,  for  its  lands,  property 
and  rights. 

23.  J.  E.  Sexton  vs.  The  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railway 

Company  and  the  Railroad  Commission,  decided  on  March  15, 

1916,  by  Judge  Seawell  of  the  Superior  Court,  in  and  for  the 

City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

This  is  a  proceeding  to  enjoin  the  railway  company  from  issuing 

free  transportation  to  the  Railroad  Commission  and  its  employees,  and 

to  enjoin   the  Railroad   Commission  from  prosecuting  the   Santa  Fe 

if  it  should  refuse  to  issue  such  transportation  in  compliance  with 

sections  11  and  17  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act.     The  railway  company 

and  the   Commission   demurred  to  the   complaint  on  the   ground  of 

lack  of  jurisdiction.     This  demurrer  was  sustained  by  Judge  Seawell. 

An  appeal  has  been  taken  to  the  Supreme  Court. 

24.  City  of  Alameda  vs.  Railroad  Commission,  S.  F.  No.  7842,  decided 

by  the  California  Supreme  Court  on  April  25,  1916. 
In  this  proceeding  the  Supreme  Court  denied  the  petition  of  City 
of  Alameda  to  review  a  decision  of  the  Railroad  Commission  dismissing 
the  complaint  of  City  of  Alameda,  requesting  that  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission direct  the  People's  Water  Company  to  lay  larger  and 
additional  mains  in  the  city  of  Alameda  solely  for  the  purpose  of 
furnishing  water  for  fire  protection.  The  decision  of  the  Commission 
was  rendered  on  February  21,  1916,  in  Case  No.  617,  City  of  Alameda 
vs.  Peoples  Water  Company. 

25.  Camp  Rincon  Resort   Company  vs.  John  M.   Eshleman   et   al., 

decided  by  the  California  Supreme  Court  on  May  20,  1916,  and 
reported  in  Vol.  51,  California  Decisions,  571. 
In  this  case  the  Supreme  Court  upheld  a  decision  of  the  Railroad 
Commission  (Vol.  5,  Opinions  and  Orders  of  the  Railroad  Commission 
of  California,  647),  directing  that  a  physical  connection  be  made 
between  two  public  utility  telephone  lines  operating  in  San  Gabriel 
Canyon,  Los  Angeles  County.  These  lines  were  operated  from  public 
camps  and  were,  at  one  time,  connected  prior  to  the  order  of  the 
Railroad  Commission.  The  Supreme  Court  upheld  both  contentions 
of  the  Commission,  namely,  that  the  lines  were  public  utility  telephone 
lines,  and  that  the  Commission  could  properly  order  a  reconnection 
thereof. 
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COURT   CASES   PENDING. 

1.  Limoneira  Company  et  al.  vs.  Railroad  Commission,  California 

Supreme  Court,  L.  A.  No.  3886. 
This  is  a  proceeding  in  review  filed  June  12,  1914,  by  Limoneira 
Company,  Farmers  Ditch  Irrigating  Company  and  Thermal  Belt  "Water 
Company  to  review  the  decision  of  the  Commission,  prescribing  the 
rates  to  be  charged  for  water  furnished  by  Santa  Clara  Water  and 
Irrigating  Company  (Vol.  4,  Opinions  and  Orders  of  the  Railroad 
Commission  of  California,  810).  Thermal  Belt  Water  Company  and 
Limoneira  Company  claim  that  due  to  certain  contracts  the  Commission 
has  no  jurisdiction  to  alter  the  rates  for  water  supplied  to  them. 

2.  East  Side  Canal  and  Irrigation  Company  vs.  Railroad  Commis- 

sion, California  Supreme  Court,  S.  F.  No.  7139. 
This  is  a  proceeding  in  review  filed  on  September  24,  1914,  to  review 
a  decision  of  the  Commission  fixing  the  rates  for  water  to  be  supplied 
by  the  East  Side  Canal  and  Irrigation  Company  (Vol.  4,  Opinions  and 
Orders  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  California,  597).  The  canal 
company  claims  that  it  is  not  a  public  utility  subject  to  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Railroad  Commission. 

3.  Associated  Pipe  Line   Company  vs.  Railroad  Commission,  Cali- 

fornia Supreme  Court,  S.  F.  No.  7376; 

4.  Associated   Oil    Company   vs.    Railroad   Commission,    California 

Supreme  Court,  S.  F.  No.  7377; 

5.  Producers    Transportation    Company    vs.    Railroad    Commission, 

California  Supreme  Court,  L.  A.  No.  4230. 
These  are  three  separate  proceedings  in  review  filed  on  April  10, 
1915,  to  review  the  decision  of  the  Railroad  Commission,  finding  that 
Associated  Pipe  Line  Company,  Associated  Oil  Company  and  Pro- 
ducers Transportation  Company  are  public  utilities  subject  to  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Railroad  Commission  under  the  provisions  of  Chap- 
ter 327  of  the  Statutes  of  1913  and  the  Public  Utilities  Act.  The 
decision  of*  the  Commission  is  reported  in  Vol.  5,  Opinions  and  Orders 
of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  California,  990,  and  the  decision  on 
application  for  rehearing  in  Vol.  6,  Opinions  and  Orders  of  the 
Railroad  Commission  of  California,  391.  The  petitioners  contend  that 
the  legislature  has  no  power  to  declare  their  businesses  to  be  public 
utilities  subject  to  regulation,  and  thai  Chapter  327  of  the  Statutes 
of  1913  is  accordingly  unconstitutional. 
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6.  Palermo  Land  and   Water  Company  vs.  Railroad  Commission  of 

California,  California  Supreme  Court,  Sac.  No.  2383. 
This  is  a  preceeding  in  review,  filed  on  September  1,  1915,  to  review 
the  decision  of  the  Commission  directing  Palermo  Land  and  Water 
Company  to  supply  water  to  Security  Investment  Company  at  certain 
specified  rates  (Vol.  7,  Opinions  and  Orders  of  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion of  California.  180).  Although  the  lands  of  Security  Investment 
Company  are  •  admittedly  within  the  Palermo  Colony  to  which  the 
water  company  supplies  water,  the  water  company  contends  that  it  is 
not  a  public  utility  and  that  even  if  it  is,  there  is  no  "dedication"  of 
its  water  to  Security  Investment  Company. 

7.  Dan   Clcmons   and   William   demons   vs.   Railroad   Commission, 

California  Supreme  Court,  L.  A.  No.  4425. 

This  is  a  review  proceeding  filed  on  September  15,  1915,  to  review 
the  decision  of  the  Commission  prescribing  the  rates  to  be  charged  for 
water  furnished  by  Tujunga  Water  and  Power  Company  (Vol.  7, 
Opinions  and  Orders  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  California,  580). 

One  of  the  principal  contentions  urged  to  the  court  by  the  Com- 
mission in  this  proceeding  is  that  because  the  application  to  the 
Commission  for  rehearing  was  not  filed  before  the  effective  date  of 
the  order  sought  to  be  reviewed,  the  Supreme  Court  has  no  juris- 
diction to  entertain  the  proceeding  under  the  provisions  of  sections  66 
and  67  of  the  Public  Utilities  Act.  The  decision  of  the  Commission  on 
application  for  rehearing  is  reported  in  Vol.  7,  Opinions  and  Orders 
of  the  Railroad  Commision  of  California,  888. 

8.  Western  Association  of  Short  Line  Railroads  vs.  Max  Thelen  et  al., 

California  Supreme  Court,  S.  F.  No.  7614,  filed  on  October  30, 
1915. 

9.  United  Railroads  of  San  Francisco  vs.  Max  Thelen  et  al.,  Cali- 

fornia Supreme  Court,  S.  F.  No.  7641,  filed  on. November  27, 
1915. 

These  two  proceedings  in  mandate  present  the  question  of  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Commission  over  jitneys.  The  two  proceedings 
have  been  consolidated.  The  petitioners  claim  that  under  the  pro- 
visions of  section  23  of  Article  All  of  the  Constitution  of  California 
and  the  Public  Utilities  Act  the  Commission  is  given  jurisdiction  over 
all  common  carriers  including  jitneys.  The  Commission  takes  the 
position  that  the  Public  Utilities  A.c1  specifically  defines  the  kinds  of 
public  utilities,  including  the  kinds  of  common  carriers  over  which 
it  is  given  jurisdiction,  and  that  transportation  for  hire  by  auto  busses 
and  auto  trucks  is  not  included  in  such  definitions. 
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10.  United  Railroads  of  San  Francisco  vs.  Max  Thelen  et  al.,  Cali- 

fornia Supreme  Court,  S.  F.  No.  7640. 
This  is  a  proceeding  in  review  filed  on  November  27,  1915,  to  review 
the  decision  of  the  Commission  rendered  on  September  30,  1915.  in 
Case  No.  835,  United  Railroads  of  San  Francisco  vs.  Peninsula  Rapid 
Transit  Company,  and  holding  that  the  Commission  does  not  have 
jurisdiction  over  jitneys.  The  Supreme  Court  has  not  to  date  issued 
the  writ  of  review  in  this  case.  The  question  presented  is  the  same 
as  that  in  the  two  preceding  proceedings  in  mandate. 

11.  Coneland  Water  Company  vs.  Railroad  Commission,  California 

Supreme  Court,  Sac.  No.  4238. 
This  is  a  proceeding  in  review  filed  on  November  4,  1915,  to  review 
a  decision  of  the  Commission  rendered  on  September  4,  1915,  in 
consolidated  cases  numbered  612 — Los  Molinos  Citrus  Farms  Company 
et  al.  vs.  Coneland  Water  Company,  and  671 — In  the  matter  of  the 
Commission's  investigation  into  the  rates  of  Coneland  Water  Company. 

12.  W.  F.  Fowler  vs.  Railroad  Commission,  No.  234 ;  In  equity,  Fed- 

eral District  Court  for  the  Northern  District  of  California. 

This  proceeding  arises  on  a  bill  of  complaint  filed  on  November  23, 
1915,  in  the  Federal  District  Court  for  the  Northern  District  of  Cali- 
fornia, and  asks  for  an  injunction  restraining  the  enforcement  of  the 
Commission's  decision  rendered  on  June  14,  1915,  in  the  Sacramento 
Valley  "West  Side  Canal  Company  cases,  Decision  No.  2483,  prescrib- 
ing the  rates,  rules  and  regulations  for  the  service  of  water  by  said 
company.  The  court  issued  an  order  to  show  cause  why  a  temporary 
restraining  order  should  not  be  issued  and  this  question  was  argued 
and  submitted  on  briefs. 

Before  the  court  rendered  its  decision  on  this  question  the  company 
and  the  consumers,  in  view  of  the  approaching  irrigation  season  and 
the  large  demand  of  water  for  rice,  agreed  in  effect  to  try  out  the 
Commission's  order  for  the  irrigation  season  of  1916.  Accordingly,  on 
February  8,  1916,  upon  stipulation,  the  order  of  the  court  to  show 
cause  why  a  restraining  order  should  not  issue  was  set  aside  with  the 
understanding  that  the  proceeding  would  rest  in  statu  quo,  at  least 
until  November,  1916. 

In  the  meantime,  the  company  is  supplying  water  at  the  rates  fixed 
by  the  Commission,  and  there  is  every  prospect  that  the  consumers 
will  eventually  take  over  and  operate  the  system  themselves.
